THE  WYOMING  CONTROVERSY. 


_ (The  following  document  throws  some 
light  upon  the  secret  intrigues  of  the 
people  of  Connecticut  to  possess  them- 
selves of  the  Wyoming  Valley.) 
Deposition  of  William,  Earl  of  Stirling,  a 
Major  General  in  E.  S.  Army,  in  con- 
troversy between  Penna.  and  Connt., 
Deer.  19,  1782,  at  Albany.  N.  Y.,  be- 
fore Commissioners  appointed  for  that 
pnrpose.  (Robert  Yates.  Peter  W. 
Yates,  Robert  Van  Ransselaer,  Walter 
Livingston.) 

“To  the  first  Interrogatory.  This 
Dept,  saith  that  he  has  heard  of  a num- 
ber of  people  commonly  called  the  Sus- 
quehanna Company  residing  or  chiefly 
belonging  to  (Connecticut,  but  having 
been  for  many  years  out  of  the  way  of 
acquiring  such  knowledge  he  does 'not 
recollect  their  names,  except  that  of  Col. 
Eliphalet  Dyer,  whom  he  believes  to  be 
one  of  the  principal  members,  having 
frequently  understood  so  from  him  in 
conversation.” 

To  the  2d  Inter’y.  This  deponent  saith 
that  in  the  summer  of  the  year  1754  he 
was  in  Albany  and  present  at  a Congress 


of  the  Governors  and  delegates  from  all 
the  then  Colonies  on  the  continent  from 
Virginia  Eastward — there  besides  other 
business  to  meet  the  chief  Sachems  and 
Warriors  of  the  Iriquois  and  other  In- 
dian Nations  then  in  Alliance  with  us. 
That  on  this  occasion  several  hundred 
Indians  appeared  and  went  into  a treaty 
with  the  Congress  for  renewing  their 
antient  alliances,  as  well  as  for  other 
purposes.  While  this  business  was  go- 
ing on  the  delegates  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  the  agents  of  the  Proprietors  of  that 
province  entered  publicly  and  with  the 
appobation  of  the  Congress  into  a treaty 
with  the  6 Nations  and  some  of  the  In- 
dians inhabiting  the  Susquehanna  for  a 
certain  tract  of  Country  extending  west- 
wardly  from  the  Susquehanna,  which 
treaty  ended  in  a sale  and  purchase  of 
the  said  country,  and  deeds  were  exe- 
cuted and  delivered,  and  the  considera- 
tion. consisting  of  money  and  goods,  paid 
and  delivered  in  the  presence  of  the 
agents  and  delegates  from  Pennsylva- 
nia. several  of  the  delegates  from  other 
Colonies  and  the  principal  Sachems  and 
warriors  of  the  above  mentoned  In- 
dians: that  this  deponent  was  present  at 
these  transactions  and  saw  the  consid- 
eration money  and  goods  divided  among 
the  Indians.  That  when  the  Congress  at 
Albany  was  near  breaking  up  and  most 
of  the  principal  Sachems  and  warriors 
of  the  Indians  gone  home,  this  deponent 
saw  at  Albany  the  said  Colonel  Dyer, 
and  another  gentleman  from  Connecti- 
cut, whose  name  he  believes  was  Sey- 
mour or  Edwards.  That  said  Colonel 
Dyer,  being  an  old  acquaintance,  he  and 
this  deponent  soon  fell  into  conversation, 
and  said  Colonel  Dyer,  among  other 
things,  frankly  told  him  their  business  at 
that  place  was  to  obtain  a grant  from 
the  Indians  of  lands  on  the  Susquehan- 
nah.  That  this  deponent  suggested  to 
him  that  he  thought  they  were  too  late; 
that  the  Indians  of  importance  were 
chiefly  gone  home,  and  that  during  the 
sitting  of  the  Congress  there  the  Indians 
had  conveyed  the  lands  he  seemed  to 
want  to  the  proprietors  of  Pennsylvania, 
that  he,  this  deponent,  had  seen  the

Deeds  executed  and  the  consideration 
paid  and  delivered  and  divided  among 
the  Nations.  That  said  Colonel  Dyer 
then  said  he  must  have  recourse  to  his 
friend  Lydius.  That  a day  or  two  after- 
wards said  Colonel  Dyer  informed  this 
deponent  that  said  Lydius  had  done  his 
business  for  him,  and  had  obtained  the 
Deed  he  wanted.  That  this  deponent 
asked  him  who  had  signed  and  executed 
it.  Said  Colonel  Dyer  replied,  Indians 
enough  and  I am  content.  On  inquiry, 
this  deponent  found  that  said  Lydius 
had  for  some  days  (subsequent  to  the 
said  purchase  made  by  the  proprietors  of 
I’enna.)  privately  entertained  at  his 
house  several  of  those  Indians  who  re- 
mained at  Albany,  whose  names  the  de- 
ponent does  not  recollect,  nor  of  what 
Nation;  but  that  they  were  men  of  no 
importance  in  their  Nations,  and  that 
from  these  the  said  deed  was  obtained  in 
favor  of  said  Colonel  Dyer  and  his  asso- 
ciates, since  called  the  Susquehannah 
Company. 

To  the  3d  Inter'y.  This  deponent 
saith  that  he  does  not  know  or  recollect 
ever  to  have  heard  of  any  other  Indian 
deed  to  the  Susquehannah  Company 
than  the  one  before  mentioned,  the  exe- 
cution of  which  he  believes  is  truly  re- 
lated in  his  answer  to  the  preceding  in- 
terrogatory. That  it  certainly  was  not 
executed  openly  at  that  or  any  other 
public  treaty  to  his  knowledge,  for  he  re- 
mained at  Albany  till  the  Indians  retir- 
ed to  their  respective  Nations,  and  till 
Congress  had  broke  up  and  dispersed, 
and  he  thinks  no  public  treaty  could 
have  happened  while  he  was  there 
without  his  knowledge. 

To  the  4th  Inter'y.  Deponent  saith 
that  he  recollects  nothing  more  at  pres- 
ent, but  if  he  did  he  should  as  freel.v 
have  related  it  in  favor  of  one  side  as  the 
other.

REV.  JOHN  CASPER  STOEVER’S 


Record  of  Ilaptlsiiis  aiid  Marriages  from 
It;}!)  to  1779. 

(For  a translation  of  the  Baptismal 
and  Marriage  records  of  one  of  the  earli- 
est divines  of  the  Lutheran  church  in 
Pennsylvania,  we  are  indebted  to  the 
Rev,  P.  .7.  F.  Schantz,  D.  D.,  of  Myers-  ' 
town.  Pa.,  who  in  forwarding  it  writes: 

“The  original  Record  of  Baptisms  and  i 
Marriages  of  Rev.  .Tohann  Casper 
Stoever,  containing  also  a sketch  of  his  ; 


life,  is  in  the  possession  of  W.  C. 
Stoever,  Esq.,  Mt.  Airy,  Philadelphia, 
I*a.,  a sou  of  the  late  Prof.  M.  L. 
Stoever,  LL.  D.,  of  Pennsylvania  Col- 
lege, Gettysburg,  Pa.  ^Yith  his  permis- 
sion, at  the  request  of  Rev.  H.  E.  Ja- 
cobs, D.  D.,  LL.  D.,  of  the  Theological 
Seminary  at  Mt.  Airy,  Pa.,  a copy  of 
the  record  was  made  to  be  preserved  in 
the  archives  of  the  Evangelical  Luther- 
an Ministerium  of  Pennsylvania,  &e. 
This  translation  of  the  record  and  ar- 
rangements for  publication  were  secured 
also  with  the  kind  consent  of  Mr. 
Stoever.  The  original  record  of  .Tohann 
Casper  Stoever  was  written  in  German 
and  contains  many  Latin  phrases  as  well 
as  a few  English  and  French.  The  spell- 
ing of  names  of  localities  is  generally 
given  as  in  the  original  record.  The  bi- 
ography of  Johann  Casper  Stoever  is 
given  in  the  original  record  after  the  en- 
tries of  the  birth  and  baptism  of  his 
own  children,  and  is  placed  in  this  publi- 
cation at  the  beginning  for  convenient 
reference.  As  will  be  seen  in  a foot 
note  added  to  the  biography,  Johann 
Casper  Stoever,  sr.,  and  Johann  Casper 
Stoever,  jr., arrived  in  Pennsylvania  on 
September  11th,  1728.  The  former  la- 
bored in  Spottsylvania,  Va.,  and  the  lat- 
ter in  Pennsylvania,  extending  his  la- 
l)ors  to  Virginia,  as  will  be  noticed  in 
the  record  of  his  baptisms  and  marriages 
furnished  for  publication.)

BIOGRAPHY. 

(Johann  Casper  Stoever,  father  of  the 
children  named  above  (in  the  record  of 
baptisms),  was  born  December  21st, 
1707,  in  a place  named  Luedorff,  in  So- 
linger  Amt,  Duchy  Berg,  in  Unter 
Pfaltz.  His  parents  were  Johann  Cas- 
per Stoever,  a native  of  Frankenburg  in 
Hesse  and  Gertraudt  (family  name  not 
given),  born  in  Amt  Solingen.  When  he 
was  six  years  of  age  he  learned  to  read 
German  perfectly  in  four  weeks  under 
his  father’s  direction.  After  this  he  also 
commenced  to  study  Latin  under  his 
father.  Subsequentl.v  he  received  pri- 
vate instruction  in  Latin  and  Greek 
from  four  pastors  successively  named, 
H.  Nicolaus  Muentz,  H.  Samuel  Brat- 
sehisch,  H.  Valentine  Kraft  and  H. 
Antonins  Pfaffmaii,  and  later  in  the  lan- 
guages named,  as  also  in  Hebrew  and 
French  and  likewise  in  theology  from 
H.  Knabel  and  finally  from  H.  Special 
(Superintendent).  Adolph  Ruehfeld  at 
Brumath,  three  hours  (twelve  miles). 
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from  Straussburg.  Journeyed  from  Eu- 
rope to  America  in  1728  on  the  Rhine 
and  on  an  ocean  vessel,  preaching  on 
Sundays.  Arrived  in  Pennsylvania 
Sept.  29th  and  continued  to  preach; 
ordained  on  April  8th,  1733,  by  Chris- 
tian Schultz,  p.  t.  pastor  in  Phila- 
delphia, and  was  married  at  the  same 
time  to  Maria  Catarina.  They  became 
the  parents  of  the  above  named  chil- 
dren (eleven  named  in  record  of  bap- 
tisms.) His  wife  was  born  May  14th, 
1715,  at  Lambesheim  in  Chur  Pfaltz. 
Her  sponsor  was  Catarina  Ursula 
Schmidt.  Her  parents  were  Christian 
Merckling  and  his  wife  Catarina,  nee 
Brucher. 

November  2d,  1788 — Whilst  I am  writ- 
ing’this  cursum  vitae,  my  age  is  by  the 
grace  and  help  of  God  70  years,  10 
months,  1 week  and  five  days 

In  the  original  record  the  following 
was  added  in  a different  handwriting: 

His  full  age— 71  years,  4 months  3 
weeks  and  2 days. 

Rev.  Johann  Casper  Stoever  died  at 
his,  residence,  west  of  Lebanon,  Pa., 
May  13th,  1779,  and  was  buried  at  Hill 
Church,  north  of  west  of  Lebanon, Pa. —

September  29th  is  no  doubt  an  error 
of  memory  at  his  advanced  age.  Accord- 
ing to  “Pennsylvania  Archives,  second 
series,  vol.  xvii.  p.  15”  and  “Rupp’s  Col- 
lection of  30,000  names  of  Immigrants” 
no  vessel  arrived  with  immigrants  in 
1728,  after  September  11th,  on  which 
day  the  ship,  James  Goodwill,  David 
Crocket,  master,  from  Rotterdam,  and 
the  qualification  of  its  passengers  are 
reported.  Among  the  names  of  its  pas- 
sengers are  those  of  “Johann  Casper 
Stoever,  Missionaire,”  and  “Johann 
Casper  Stoever,  S,  S.  Theol.  Stud,” 
(see  Rupp’s  Collection,  page  58.)  “Jo- 
han Casper  Steffer,  sr.,  and  Johan 
Casper  Steffer,  jr..  (see  Pennsylvania 
Archives,  second  series,  vol.  xvii.  page 
15.)  In  the  State  Library  at  Harris- 
burg, Pa.,  I saw  the  paper  containing 
the  names  of  foreigners  who  arrived 
September  11th,  1728.  In  this  list  are 
found  the  names  “Johan  Casper  Stef- 
fer, sr.,  and  .Johan  Casper  Steffer,  jr.” 
Before  the  name  of  “Johan  Casper 
Steffer,  jr.,”  “Minr.”  is  written  .Tohann 
Casper  Stoever,  sr..  labored  1733  as  a 
minister  in  Spottsylvania,  Va.,  went  to 
Europe  1737;  and  died  on  board  the  vessel 
on  his  attempted  return  to  America. 
(See  Halle  reports,  new  edition,  1886, 
page  686.)  The  record  of  baptisms  and 
marriages  given  in  this  book  is  that  of 
Johann  Casper  Stoever,  jr. — P.  J.  F.  S.)

GRAVE  OF  WILLIAM  BRAD- 
FORD.— Noon  of  a Saturday,  in  the 
1 month  of  September,  found  us  n the 
, center  of  the  great  metropolis  and  in  the 
graveyard  of  old  Trinity  Church  on 
Broadway,  opposite  Pine  street.  New 
York  city,  musing  among  the  old  tomb- 
i stones  and  admiring  the  large  bronze 
j doors  on  the  front  and  sides  of  this  an- 
j cient  building.  As  the  clock  in  the  steeple 
! struck  twelve  noon,  the  old  organ  sent 
' forth  its  sweet  strains,  and  we  became 
j one  of  the  four  worshipers  in  this  sacred 
j old  church.  While  reading  the  various 
1 inscriptions,  we  came  across  one  that  in- 
j terested  us  very  much,  aud  tells  the  his- 
tory of  the  one  buried  underneath  the 
stone.  We  concluded  it  worthy  of 
preservation  in  Notes  and  Queries.  It  is 
1 as  follows: 

] Here  lies  the  body  of  William  Bradford, 
I Printer,  who  departed  this  life  May  23, 
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1752,  Aged  92  years.  He  was  born  in 
Leicestershire,  in  old  England,  in  1660, 
and  came  to  America  in  1682  before 
The  City  of  Philadelphia  was  laid  out. 

He  was  printer  to  this  Government  for 
upwards  of  50  years,  and  being  quite 
worn  out  with  old  age  and  labor  he  left 
this  Mortal  state  in  the  lively  hope  of  a 
Blessed  immortality. 

Reader  reflect  how  soon  you  will  quit 
this  stage.

CHRISTOPHER  GIST. 

A name  of  frequent  mention  in  the 
early  annals  of  the  Pennsylvania  border, 
is  that  of  Christopher  Gist.  History  has 
scarcely  been  kind  to  him.  The  facts  of 
his  life  generally  are  not  so  well  known  as 
his  prominence  at  one  time,  his  courage, 
his  intelligence,  his  fortitude,  and  his  ser- 
vices would  seem  to  have  promised.  It  i 
is  impossible  now  to  pay  him  that  full 
measure  of  justice  which  history  has  de-  : 
nied  him.  The  time  and  place  of  his  na- 
tivity are  not  certainly  known.  He  is 
believed  to  have  been  an  Englishman  by 
birth,  and  as  he  must  have  been  in  his 
prime  when  he  first  comes  to  our  notice, 
he  was  probably  born  about  the  year 
1715.  His  first  appearance  upon  the 
page  of  our  early  history  is  as  the  agent 
of  the  Ohio  Company,  in  the  year  1750. 
He  then  had  his  home  in  North  Carolina. 
As  agent  of  the  company  he  was  instruct- 
ed "to  explore  the  country,  examine  the 
quality  of  the  lands,  keep  a journal  of  his  I 
adventures,  draw  as  accurate  a plan  of 
the  country  as  his  observations  would 
permit,  and  report  the  same  to  the  i 
board.”  The  country  in  question  was  a 
body  of  five  hundred  thousand  acres  of 
land  lying  chiefly  on  the  south  side  of 
the  Ohio  and  between  the  Monongahela 
and  the  Kenawha  Rivers,  which  had 
been  granted  to  the  company  by  the  King 
for  the  purpose  of  making  settlements 
and  establishing  trade  with  the  Indians. 
What  had  been  in  the  previous  career  of 
Gist  to  recommend  him  to  the  arduous 
duty  now  before  him,  we  do  not  know. 
“On  his  first  tour,”  says  Sparks,  “he 
was  absent  nearly  seven  months,  pene- 
trated the  country  for  several  hundred 
miles  north  of  the  Ohio,  visited  the 
Twightwee  Indians,  and  proceeded  as  far 
south  as  the  falls  of  the  river.  In  No- 
vember following  (1751),  he  passed  down 


the  south  side  of  the  river  as  far  as  the 
Great  Kenawha,  and  spent  the  winter  in 
exploring  the  lands  on  that  route.”  In 
the  summer  following,  he  held  a treaty 
with  the  Indians  at  Logstown,  by  which 
treaty  the  Indians  agreed  not  to  molest 
any  settlements  that  might  be  made  on 
the  southeast  side  of  the  Ohio.  Soon 
after  this  treaty.  Gist  was  instructed  by 
the  company  to  establish  a fort  at  the 
mouth  of  Chartiers  Creek,  a few  miles 
below  the  forks  of  the  Ohio;  but  before 
this  order  could  be  carried  into  effect, 
upon  the  further  report  of  George  Wash- 
ington, who  visited  the  spot  the  next 
year,  it  was  decided  to  abandon  the  de- 
sign of  building  at  the  mouth  of  Char- 
tiers  Creek  and  build  on  the  point  be- 
tween the  Allegheny  and  Monongahela 
rivers. 

In  li53,  Gist  settled  at  a place  after- 
ward called  Mount  Braddock,  in  Payette 
county.  He  was  perhaps  the  first  white 
man  to  attempt  to  make  a permanent 
home  in  western  Pennsylvania.  He  in- 
duced several  other  families  to  settle 
near  him.  He  was  living  here  when 
George  Washington  came  along  “Neme- 
colin’s  path”  with  his  small  retinue,  on 
his  way  to  the  French  posts  on  the  Ohio, 
and  he  accompanied  the  youthful  Virgin- 
ian on  that  memorable  expedition.  In 
most  of  the_  important  movements  on  the 
Pennsylvania  border  for  some  years, 
Christopher  Gist  took  an  active  part. 
After  the  defeat  of  Washington  at  Fort 
Necessity,  n the  year  1754,  all  the  houses 
at  Gist’s  settlement  were  burned  by  the 
victorious  French,  and  the  settlers  were 
compelled  to  retire  with  Washington’s 
troops.  In  1765,  Gist  returned  to  Mount 
Braddock  and  re-established  his  roof- 
tree.  Some  time  afterward  he  transferr- 
ed his  property  there  to  his  heirs  and  be- 
took himself  to  his  former  home  in  the 
South,  where  he  died,  but  the  year  of  his 
demise  we  do  not  know.

THE  NEFFS  OF  LANCASTER. 

The  honor  of  being  the  first  resident 
physician  to  locate  in  Lancaster  county 
was  Hans  Henry  Neff  (Neave).  There 
were  two  brothers  of  this  family  who  lo- 
cated in  the  county,  they  being  Hans 
Henry  and  Francis.  They  were  from 
Switzerland,  and  Francis  settled  upon  a 
small  stream  which  empties  into  the 
Conestoga,  called  “Neff's  Run.”  Hans 
Henry  located  in  Manheim  township,  or 
on  land  that  subsequently  became  em- 
braced in  Manheim  township.  So  well 
was  he  known  that  when  Manheim 
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township  was  laid  out  on  June  9,  1729, 
the  petition  set  forth:  “Thence  down  the 
said  creek  (Conestoga)  to  Doctor  Neff’s 
Ford.”  The  will  of  Hans  Henry  Neff 
is  recorded  in  Lancaster  county  and  was 
probated  in  1744,  being  dated  Februa::^ 
24,  1744,  and  in  it  he  bequeaths  to  his 
son.  Dr.  Abraham  Neff,  his  land,  subject 
to  the  payment  of  an  annuitj’  to  a daugh- 
ter, whose  name  he  does  not  mention. 
He  took  up  his  land  in  1722,  as  appears 
by  the  following,  contained  in  a deed  ex- 
ecuted on  October  4,  1750,  by  Ur.  Abra- 
ham Neff  and  his  wife  Mary  to  Sebastian 
Graeff:  “A  piece  of  land  in  Manheim 
township,  being  part  of  300  acres  which 
Tobias  Collet,  Daniel  Quarro  and  Henry 
Goldney  conveyed  to  Hans  Henry  Neff 
on  March  14.  1722,  father  of  the  said 
Abraham,  and  which  said  Hans  Henry 
gave  bj'  will  to  his  son  Abraham,  sub- 
ject to  an  annuity  to  a daughter.” 

Dr.  Abraham  Neff  was  a practitioner 
of  physic  ill  Lancaster,  where  he  owned 
considerable  ground,  having  purchased 
the  same  from  Barnabas  Hughes  on 
March  20,  1760,  said  grouud  having  been 
deeded  by  James  Hamilton  to  Hughes  in 
1749.

heirs  of  William  Penn,  Esq.,  in  1748. 
This  Christian  Neff  was  married  to  Ja- 
cob Howry's  daughter  Frona. 

Henry  Neff,  of  Lampeter,  died  in  1758, 
and  his  will  mentions  a widow  Mary, 
and  one  son.  Peter,  daughters,  Ann  and 
Elizabeth,  and  appoints  his  brother 
Henry  as  his  executor. 

Isaac  Neff,  jr.,  died  in  1793,  and  by  his 
will  dated  May  7,  1790,  probated  July 
24.  1793,  states  that  he  was  “a  son  of 
Isaac  Neff,  sr.,  by  his  first  wife,  Anna 
Kagey,”  and  gave  his  land  to  his  father, 
Isaac  Neff.

Magdalena’s  husband,  Jacob  Sehner, 
was  a descendant  of  Gottleib  Sohuer, 
who  came  to  this  country  from  the  vi- 
cinity of  Schweigern,  Wurtemberg,  and 
landed  in  Philadelphia  from  the  ship 
"Fame,”  on  October  7.  1749.  She  sur- 
vived her  husband  a long  time,  dying  in 
1852,  being  over  86  years  of  age.  Her 
daughter  Elizabeth  and  was  married  to  a 
John  Neff,  and  she  and  her  husband  lo- 
cated in  Manheim  township  in  1806,  and 
a year  later  laid  out  on  their  farm  the 
village  of  Neffsville.  This  village  to-day 
contains  two  hotels,  a school  house, 
church,  post  office,  brick  yard,  harness 
and  shoe  stores,  wagon  shop,  general 
store  and  about  fifty  dwellings. 

Dr.  Christian  Neff,  who  was  also  a 
practitioner  of  physic,  located  in  Lan- 
caster, and  purchased  land  from  William 
Hamilton  on  August  16,  1790,  which  on 
April  14,  1800,  was  sold  by  his  adminis- 
trators to  Michael  Lind.  He  died  Au- 
gust 14.  1794,  and  was  survived  by  a 
widow  Magdalena  and  following  heirs:

Genealogical  Notes. 

The  recent  death  of  General  Imboden 
has  called  to  mind  some  genealogical 
notes  which  we  find  among  our  papers  re- 
lating to  that  family,  from  which  he  de- 
scended. although  Virginia  born.  They 
are  as  follows:

Two  sons  had  emigrated  to 
Virginia  in  1795:  John  and  Frederick.

A DAUPHIN  COUNTY  CENTENARIAN 

Paper  Read  Before  tile  Danpliln  County 

Historical  Society,  November  11, 1895. 

The  writer,  like  many  others,  has  a 
desire  for  anything  ancient,  whether 
animate  or  inanimate,  but  the  one  who 
seeks  both  will  mostly  find  the  inanimate, 
and  rarely  the  animate  that  belongs 
to  a century  ago.  On  the  5th  of  last  Oc- 
tober it  was  our  pleasure  to  find  the  lat- 
ter who  had  i-ounded  up  the  century  on 
that  date — Miss  Margaret,  or  “Peggy” 
Cassel,  as  she  is  familiarly  called. 

On  one  of  the  most  charming  days  this 
section  of  our  country  is  noted  for,  we 
drove  from  the  Capital  city  six  miles  in 
a due  eastern  direction  through  the  new 
and  growing  borough  of  Penbrook,  and 
turning  to  the  right,  followed  the  tele- 
graph line  along  the  “Union  Deposit” 
road  to  a point  called  Pleasant  Valley 
(which  should  be  called_  Pleasant  Hill), 
turning  south  a short  distance,  we  stop 
at  a very  old  and  dilapidated  house,  and 
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on  being  invited  in,  met  for  the  first  time 
Miss  Margaret  Cassell,  her  sister,  Leah 
Cassell,  aged  81  years,  ami  their  nephew 
David  Kreps,  now  in  the  sixties.  We  ; 
found  the  centenarian  sitting  in  her  rock-  ! 
ing  chair,  which  no  doubt,  judging  from 
the  wear  of  the  rockers,  had  been  her  | 
companion  and  rested  her  weary  body  ! 
for  many  years.  Although  almost  blind, 
hearing  nearly  gone,  with  powers  of  , 
locomotion  very  feeble,  yet  her  appetite  ! 
is  as  good  as  when  she  was  40  years  old, 
while  her  nights  are  passed  in  sound  ^ 
sleep  and  pleasant  dreams.  We  could  : 
not  help  but  wish,  however,  that  the 
comforts  enjoyed  by  most  people  in 
these  modern  days  might  be  hers.  There 
were  no  carpets  on  the  fioors  of  her  home, 
nor  ordinary  stove  heaters  to  keep  the 
rooms  warm  and  cheerful  during  her 
long  winter  hours,  only  one  of  the  origi-  . 
nal  ten-plate  wood  stoves,  made  at  North  ■ 
Cornwall  Furnace,  Lebanon  county,  is 
in  use  to  keep  the  woman  of  five  score 
years  comfortable.  Yet  she  lived  long 
before  this  style  of  stove  came  into  use, 
when  the  inhabitants  counted  it  even  a 
luxury  to  be  the  happy  possessor  of  such 
a one  as  she  now  owns;  at  that  time,  a j 
hundred  years  ago,  they  warmed  the 
house  from  a fire  in  the  old  chimney 
corner. 

Miss  Peggy  was  the  daughter  of 
George  Cassell,  who  was  born  in  17G4. 
He  was  a cooper  by  trade, and  at  the  time 
his  daughter  Margaret  was  born  resided 
in  Harrisburg,  then  but  a village.  The 
house  in  which  he  lived  was  a one- 
and-a-half-story  log  house.  wi'ather- 
boarded,  which  stood  on  the  Walnut 
street  side  of  the  Square  now  occupied  by 
the  United  States  post  office  building.  | 
Prom  here  Mr.  Cassell  moved  to  what  is 
now  South  Hanover  township,  in  the  ' 
vicinity  of  Beaver  Creek,  where  he  en-  , 
gaged  in  farming  .and  continued  to  re-  ' 
side  there  until  his  death,  August  9th, 
1841.  He  lies  buried  in  the  Lutheran 
graveyard,  Hummelstown.  Pa.,  and  was 
a communicant  of  Zion  LutheraTi 
Church  at  that  place. 

David  Cassell  married,  about  the  year 
1790,  Sarah  Toot.  b.  in  1772;  d.  Nov.  8, 
1841.  She  was  the  daughter  of  David 
Toot,  b.  1720.  in  Germany,  and  came  to 
America  with  his  father,  Jonas  Toot, 
when  he  was  fifteen  years  of  age.  The 
Toot  family  was  a very  prominent  one 
during  and  after  the  Revolution  in  and 
around  Middletown,  but  the  surname  has 
disappeared  from  the  assessment  rolls 
the  past  forty  years.  Miss  Cassell’s 
aunts  and  uncles  on  her  mother’s  side 
were  (surname  Toot): 


i.  David,  d.  1788;  m.  and  left  issue,  a 
sou  George. 

ii.  Maria-Magdelena,  b.  Nov.  7,  1746; 
d.  Dec.  29,  1782;  m.  Christian  King,  b. 
Jan.  1,  1744;  d.  May  1,  1795;  he  was  a 
very  prominent  personage  in  Middletown 
in  its  incipient  days.  They  left  issue. 

iii.  Eva-Katharine,  b.  Sept.  15,  1757; 
d.  March,  1804;  m.  Joseph  Flora,  b.  Feb. 
0,  1752;  d.  Jan.  30,  1795;  both  are  buried 
in  that  shamefully  neglected  Lutheran 
grave.vard,  southwest  corner  High  and 
Pine  streets,  Middletown.  If  they  had 
issue  we  can  find  no  trace  or  record  of 
them. 

iv.  Adam,  (twin),  b.  Sept.  15,  1757. 

V.  George,  b.  Aug.  3,  1759;  d.  Jan.  25, 
1813;  resided  and  died  in  Middletown, 
where  he  was  prominent  to  the  close  of 
his  life.  The  last  of  his  children  was 
the  son  of  his  third  wife.  Eve  Parthe- 
more,  Adam,  who  died  last  August  at 
Grand  Rapids,  Mich. 

vi.  Mary-Amelia,  b.  1704;  d.  Dec.  29, 
1859;  111.  David  Hummel,  b.  Aug.  9, 
1701;  d.  Oct.  3,  1793;  a son  of  Frederick 
Hummel,  the  founder  of  Hummelstown, 
Pa.  They  left  numerous  descendants, 
who  have  been  prominent  and  influential 
citizens  of  their  native  county. 

vii.  Magdalena,  m.  John  Kissinger; 
resided  and  died  in  Middletown,  Pa. 

viii.  Sophia,  m.  Joseph  Ross,  a physi- 
cian practicing  medicine  in  Hummels- 
town, and  afterwards  in  Elizabethtown. 
Pa.,  where  he  died  Aug.  3,  1808.  and 
with  his  wife  are  buried  in  the  Lutheran 
grave  yard  at  Hummelstown.  They  had 
issue:

26,  1803;  was  a merchant  in  Middle- 
town  and  a minister  in  the  Church  of 
God;  he  m.

The  grandfather  on  the  paternal  side, 
^liehael  Cassell,  came  from  Germany 
and  settled  in  Derry  township,  now  Dau- 
phin county,  about  the  year  1751.  He 
lies  buried  in  the  Hummelstown  Lu- 
theran graveyard.  His  wife  was  Anna 
Maria  King,  of  Middletown,  Pa.  They 
had  issue  among  others: 

i.  ilichael:  m.  first,  Catherine  Bow- 

ers, and  settled  in  the  vicinity  of 
Hagerstown,  Md. 

ii.  Catharine:  m.  George  Reese;  both 
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buried  in  Wenricli’s  Church  grave- 
yard. 

iii.  Elizabeth;  m.  John  Milleisen;  both 
buried  at  Shoop’s  Church,  leaving 
issue,  and  are  the  ancestors  of 
those  bearing  that  surname  in  this 
county. 

The  Cassells  of  this  vicinity.  Middle- 
town  and  Hummelstown  are  the  de- 
scendants of  Michael  Cassell. 

The  Psalmist  said:  “I  have  considered 
the  days  of  old,  the  years  of  ancient 
times.”  M'hen  we  look  back  over  one 
hundred  years  the  period  covered  by  the 
life  of  this  aged  person  and  note  the 
mai-ch  of  progress  in  all  directions,  and 
contrast  the  same  with  the  present,  the 
days  of  her  youthful  life  will  be  covering 
a period  of  ancient  times.  No  railroads, 
no  electric  cars,  no  canals,  few  public 
highways,  even  the  use  of  the  great  Cou- 
estC'ga  wagons  were  only  coming  into 
use.  The  method  of  electrical  currents 
was  scarcely  known,  naught  of  its  pro- 
pelling power  and  its  force  as  transmit- 
ters and  lighting.  The  hills  of  Penn- 
sylvania had  scarcely  ceased  reverberat- 
ing the  echoes  of  the  battles  of  the  Rev- 
olution. She  passed  through  the  years 
of  the  wars  of  1812-14,  the  war  with 
Mexico  and  when  the  hrst  guns  at  Bull 
Run  were  fired  she  was  bordering  on 
three  score  and  ten,  and  while  the  sound 
of  the  great  battle  of  Gettysburg  has 
been  silenced  for  three  decades  and 
peace  declared  and  a reunited  country, 
she  lives  thirty  years  after  it.  Most  of 
the  great  generals  of  the  Civil  War  are 
dead,  and  she  has  lived  to  read  their  obit- 
uaries. She  was  4 years  old  when  the 
Father  of  His  Country  died,  and  the  na- 
tional capital  at  Washington  was  found- 
ed and  established.  She  saw  the  total 
solar  eclipse  at  midday  and  old  enough 
to  read  the  account  of  the  conspiracy  and 
trial  of  Aaron  Burr,  and  Pulton’s  tri- 
umph with  steam  power  in  navigation. 
The  Presidents  of  the  United  States  all 
died  during  her  life  save  the  last  two. 
But  why  continue.  The  past  one  hun- 
dred years  is  the  history  of  the  grandest 
and  greatest  country  on  the  earth,  and 
during  which  period  of  time  the  world 
has  made  its  great  strides  in  science,  art, 
literature,  religion  and  morality.  But, 
friends,  do  not  say  that  the  wanting  of 
this  short  sketch  of  a centenarian  yet 
living  is  not  unusual,  as  others  have  liv- 
ed and  died  after  they  have  passed  the 
hundredth  milestone:  but  let  us  stop  to 
thi7ik  how'  many  there  were  and  who.  In 
all  our  researches  in  the  sacred  cities  of 
the  dead  of  this  county,  and  we  have 


visited  most  of  them  at  one  time  or  an- 
other in  the  past,  we  can  only  record  two, 
that  of  Juliann  Deigen,  b.May  7,  1731;  d. 
December  20,  1832,  and  buried  in  St.  Pe- 
ter’s Lutheran  graveyard,  Middletown, 
aged  101  years,  7 months  and  13  days. 
She  resided  and  died  on  the  first  farm 
southeast  of  Churchville,  on  the  road 
leading  to  Highspire.  The  farm  was 
long  known  as  the  Brenner  farm,  and 
now  owned  by  Samuel  Detwiler,  of  Har- 
risburg. The  other  is  that  of  an  African, 
Lucy  Lorrett,  once  a slave  of  the 
Crouch’s,  and  in  her  great  age  lived  and 
died  with  her  son,  George,  who  was  the 
possessor  of  a small  farm  northeast  of 
Middletown,  now  owned  by  ,Tacob  Bber- 
sole.  She  was  born  in  1747,  and  d.  Feb- 
ruary If),  1847,  aged  100  years,  and  bur- 
ied on  her  son’s  farm,  but  within  the  last 
seven  years  her  body  was  removed  to  the 
old  graveyard  at  Paxtang  meeting  house. 

IVe  might  here  mention  in  passing  that 
we  Inave  record  of  one  who,  if  we  had 
the  hour  and  minutes  of  his  birth  and 
death,  entered  his  100  years,  that  of  the 
late  Henry  Gajunan  near  Highspire,  in 
Lower  Swatara  township,  who  died  .Tune 
0,  188.3,  on  his  OOth  birthday.  With 
only  the  record  of  two  who  reached  the 
century  of  years  in  this  county,  which 
was  settled  and  inhaluted  for  more  than 
a century  and  a half,  it  is  well  to  record 
the  fact  that  the  capital  county  of  this 
great  Commonwealth  has  a citizen  who 
is  living  in  her  101st  year,  and  not  say  it 
is  only  the  labors  of  an  enthusiast  to  pay 
attention  to  such  ordinary  incidents. 
What  would  be  the  record  if  we  could 
recall  the  pleasures  and  disappointments, 
sorrows  and  joys,  the  aches  and  pains  of 
one  who  lived  through  all  these  years. 
That  thej^  are  great  no  one  will  question, 
for  in  the  language  of  the  I’salmist, 
“The  days  of  our  years  are  three  score 
years  and  ten;  and  if  by  reason  of 
strength  they  be  four  score  years,  yet  is 
their  strength  labor  and  sorrow.”

“OLD  SAM”  BRADY. 


A Hero  of*  Frontier  Times. 

Samuel  Brady,  third  son  of  Hugh 
Brady,  sr.,  and  brother  of  Capt.  .John 
Brady,  was  born  in  1734  on  his  father’s 
farm  at  the  Big  Spring,  near  Newville, 
Cumberland  county.  He  subsequently 
moved  to  Standing  Stone,  Huntingdon 
county.  When  at  the  age  of  20  the 
French  and  Indian  War  broke  out.  Af- 
ter Braddock’s  defeat  he  enlisted  as  a 
private.  His  company  belonged  to  John 
Armstrong’s  little  regiment  of  307  men. 
In  the  fall  of  1756  he  participated  in  the 
capture  and  burning  of  the  Indian  town 
of  Kittanning.  During  the  capture 
Brady  entered  the  chief’s  wigwam  and 
found  all  deserted  save  a little  papoose 
I lying  on  a cot.  The  baby  looked  up  into 
! IJrady’s  face  with  smiles  and  chuckles, 

I but  another  soldier  approached  from  be- 
j hind  aiid  seized  it.  Brady  interceded 
i strongly  for  the  child’s  life  but  the  other 
dashed  its  brains  out  upon  a post,  swear- 
ing as  he  did  so  that  “nits  make  lice.” 

During  this  campaign  Brady  served  in 
the  company  of  Capf.  Steel,  a Presby- 
terian preacher  from  Cumberland  county. 
When  the  retreat  from  the  burning  town 
! had  been  taken  up,  some  of  the  prison- 
[ ers  said  that  a Jjand  of  twenty-four  In- 
I dians  had  left  the  village  the  day  before. 
As  the  army  continued  the  march  during 
the  evening,  they  saw  a light  not  far  off 
the  trail  and  a scout  was  dispatched  to 
investigate.  He  stepped  up  close  and 
i counted  the  fires.  Returning  he  said 
there  were  not  more  than  five  or  six  In- 
dians in  the  camp.  It  was  decided  to 
leave  Lieutenant  Ford  with  twelve  men 
to  fall  upon  the  Indians  at  daylight. 
When  the  attack  was  made  it  was  dis- 
covered that  instead  of  five  or  six,  there 
! were  upwards  of  two  dozen  Indians. The 
surprised  lieutenant  and  his  men  stood 
the  return  attack  for  a while, but  he  him- 
self being  twice  wounded,  and  the  men 
taking  to  the  bushes  for  cover,  the  little 
band  was  obliged  to  fall  back.  The 
brave  lieutenant  was  placed  upon  a 
horse  and  carried  as  far  as  he  was  able 
to  stand  the  riding.  Then  his  men  placed 
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him  on  the  ground  to  leave  him.  They 
passed  him  in  line,  each  man  taking  him 
by  the  hand  and  saying  good-bye.  As 
Brady  passed  the  lieutenant  would  not 
let  go  his  hand  but  clung  to  him  for 
three  hundred  yards.  Then  Brady  stop- 
ped and  laid  him  down  on  the  ground, 
remaining  with  him  till  he  died.  Brady 
secreting  his  body  hurried  on  to  the  main 
army  and  prevailing  upon  some  friends 
to  return  with  him,  bringing  along  some 
tools,  they  buried  the  lieutenant’s  re- 
mains and  covered  his  grave  with  leaves 
to  hide  it  from  the  Indians.  Hurrying  on 
they  overtook  the  army  during  the  night 
and  returned  with  them  to  Fort  Shirley 
after  an  absence  of  eight  days. 

Samuel  Brady  did  fort  duty  at  Fort 
Shirley  for  some  time  after  this,  hut 
later  joined  the  company  which  his 
brother  John  had  formed  in  Cumberland 
county.  They  marched  by  way  of  Bed- 
ford to  Fort  Ligonier,  after  which  the 
valley  takes  its  name.  The  whole  of 
Forbes’  army  to  which  they  belonged 
was  massed  at  this  point,  together  with 
2,700  Virginians,  1,G(X)  Marylanders  and 
200  Carolinians.  After  Fort  Duquesne 
had  been  captured  and  burnt,  and  the 
French  had  been  driven  from  the  neigh- 
borhood, Gen.  Forbes  returned  to  the 
East,  leaving  a garrison  to  hold  the  fort 
till  the  next  spring. 

When  John  Brady  returned  home  to 
Shippensburg  he  found  that  his  young 
wife  had  brought  forth  her  first  son  and 
had  named  him  Samuel,  after  his  brother 
and  fellow  soldier.  For  the  later  prow- 
ess of  this  son  the  Indians  of  three  States 
learned  to  have  a profound  respect. 

John  Brady  removed  his  family  to  a 
point  near  Huntingdon’s  present  site  and 
a few  year’s  afterward  (1775)  his  brother 
Sam,  who  had  recently  married,  came 
and  settled  on  the  other  side  of  the  river, 
nearly  opposite.  In  the  year  1776  both 
families  removed  to  Muncy  Valley, where 
John  soon  after  formed  a company  for 
Revolutionary  service.  When  his 
brother’s  company  was  ordered  to  the 
front  Samuel  Brady  enlisted  (?)  as  a pri- 
vate and  served  with  the  company  in  all 
its  engagements,  (?)  remaining  with  the 
army  after  the  defeat  at  Brandywine, 
where  Capt.  .Tohn  was  retired  severely 
wounded,  returning  home  after  the  bat- 
tle of  Germantown  (?). 

While  at  home  Samuel  Brady  made  a 
pet  of  an  old  Indian  called  Wamp.  He 
would  often  throw  a deer  in  at  the  door 
of  the  Indian’s  wigwam  and  Brady,  with 
the  co-operation  of  his  brother  John’s 
son,  James,  managed  to  keep  the  old  fel- 


low fat  during  the  winter.  Next  spring, 
just  before  the  threatened  Indian  out- 
break, as  Brady  was  out  in  the  woods 
hunting,  he  caught  sight  of  old  Wamp 
acting  queerly,  and  seeming  to  want  to 
shoot  Brady.  The  latter  stepped  behind 
a tree  and  peeped  out  to  see  what  Wamp 
was  about.  Bang!  went  the  old  Indian's 
rifle,  and  the  bullet- took  off  a portion  of 
his  left  ear.  Brady’s  Scotch-Irish  was 
up  in  a minute,  and  vowing  not  to  allow 
any  Indian  to  take  such  liberties  with 
him,  rushed  upon  the  miscreant  and  clove 
his  head  with  a tomahawk. 

Samuel  Brady  was  at  Fort  Muncy  the 
day  Capt.  .Tohn  was  killed  in  ambuscade, 
and  it  was  he  who  rushed  out,  followed 
by  some  of  the  garrison,  and  bore  his 
brother  into  the  fort.  He  succeeded  to 
the  command  of  his  brother’s  company, 
although  he  served  without  a commis- 
sion. He  pressed  the  pursuit  of  the  In- 
dians with  undeviating  energy,  and 
drove  them  out  of  the  country  along  the 
Susquehanna,  following  one  party  as  far 
1 as  Fort  Bedford.  lie  and  his  men  re- 
j turned  afterwards  to  Fort  Freeland, 
i Brady,  during  these  campaigns,  had  a 
1 close  companion,  a little  Irishman  named 
“Hughey”  Daugherty,  and  many  were 
the  experiences  they  went  through  to- 
gether. On  one  occasion,  at  Fort  Free- 
land, the  main  part  of  the  garrison  had 
crossed  the  river  on  an  expedition,  leav- 
ing Brady  and  Daugherty  with  the  wo- 
men. A scouting  party  of  British  sud- 
denly appeared  and  demanded  the  sur- 
render of  the  fort.  Brady  said  “no,”  and 
he  and  “Hughey”  set  about  a defensive 
fire  upon  the  British  and  Indians,  while 
the  women  loaded  the  rifles.  After  quite 
a fight,  during  which  more  than  one  of 
the  enemy  were  stretched  out  on  the 
I grass,  the  garrison  crossed  the  river  and 
raised  the  siege. 

Later  on  Brady  and  the  remnant  of  his 
brother’s  old  company  formed  part  of  the 
j garrison  at  Bedford,  and  frequently  did 
! scouting  duty  in  the  mountain  districts. 
On  one  occason  they  set  out  on  what  is 
j known  as  the  Bedford  scout.  Leaving 
' the  fort  with  two-days’  rations,  they 
j traveled  northward  as  far  as  the  present 
I site  of  Hollidaysburg.  Here  they  sud- 
I denly  fell  in  with  a large  party  of  In- 
dians. The  scouts  being  greatly  out- 
numbered, fell  back  and  the  Indians  fol- 
lowed closely.  At  intervals  the  scouts 
made  a stand  until  driven  from  their 
position.  A stand  was  made  at  a stream 
called  Bloody  Run.  Quite  a number  of 
the  Indians  were  shot  and  killed,  but  the 
scouts  had  suffered  the  loss  of  nearly 
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half  their  number.  The  last  stand  was 
made  nut  far  from  Bloody  Run.  A com- 
manding' ijositioii  was  obtained,  and  as 
before  the  scouts  did  effective  work,  but 
the  pressure  became  too  strong,  and  they 
were  dislodged  again.  .Samuel  Brady 
was  here  shot  in  the  leg.  He  sprang  on 
the  leg  and  finding  that  the  bone  was 
not  broken  proceeded  to  make  his  escape 
to  Fort  Bedford.  The  next  day  quite  a 
number  of  troops  were  sent  out,  but  did 
not  succeed  in  overtaking  the  enemy. 
The  troops  gathered  up  the  remains  of 
the  unfortunate  scouts  and  returned  with 
them  to  the  fort. 

After  tliis  battle  the  Indians  seemed  to 
have  left  the  neighborhood  for  good. 
Samuel  Brady  soon  after  received  an  ap- 
pointment as  scout  or  spy  at  Port  Ligo- 
nier,  and  scouted  the  country  between 
that  place  and  a block  house,  the  subse- 
quent owner  of  which  was  known  as 
Block  House  Thompson,  and  which  'was 
located  not  far  from  the  present  town  of 
Indiana. 

When  Gen.  St.  Clair  marclied  against 
the  Indians,  Bradj’  enlisted  and  'was 
present  at  the  memorable  defeat.  As 
the  army  started  to  retreat  an  old  In- 
dian sprang  up  in  front  and  shouted  to 
kill  all  white  men  and  take  no  prisoners. 
Brady  remarked  to  him  that  he  had  a 
pill  for  him  and  brought  him  down  with 
his  rifle. 

Brady  also  joined  Gen.  Wayne  in  his 
more  successful  Indian  warfare,  and  al- 
though serving  to  an  extremely  old  age, 
managed  to  keep  abreast  of  the  younger 
blood.  Samuel  Brady  died  in  Indiana 
county  in  1811.  aged  77  years. 

This  man,  with  his  military  career,  is 
a striking  picture.  Starting  out  in  his 
twenty-first  year  as  a soldier,  he  served 
as  a private  in  the  ranks  till  white- 
haired  old  age  age  drove  him  from  the 
camp.  For  a full  half  century  of  Ameri- 
ca’s most  eventful  career,  he  took  part 
in  every  military  movement  that  present- 
ed itself. 

Samuel  Brady,  familiarly  known  as 
“Old  Sam”  and  “Uncle  Sam.”  in  distinc- 
tion from  his  celebrated  and  much  loved 
nephew  was  of  large  figure  and  of  a 
jovial,  genial  disposition.  His  rather  neg- 
lected family  consisted  of  two  sons  and 
three  daughters.  Joseph,  his  younger  son, 
died  unmarried,  and  John,  the  older, 
lived  in  Indiana  county  to  the  age  of  81 
years,  and  was  the  father  of  nine  chil- 
dren. Of  these  .Jane  (McBeth).  William, 
Samuel,  .Tohn,  Robert,  James  W.,  Hugh 
and  Cooper,  raised  families  of  various 
proportions.

Tlie  Records  of  tUe  Rev.  Stoever. 

In  looking  over  the  baptismal  records 
of  Rev.  .John  Casper  Stoever,  in  notes 
and  Queries,  I was  surprised  to  see  a 
number  of  Roman  Catholics  baptized  by 
him.  On  .June  21,  1735,  he  arrived  at 
Col.  Thomas  Cresap’s,  in  “Conojohela. 
A^alley”  (now  known  as  “Conojockley 
'V'alley”),  four  miles  below  Wright’s 
Ferry.  The  following  were  all  baptized 
on  June  21,  1735;

A Statesman’s  Ancestors. 

In  the  old  Fairfield  Presbyterian 
burying  ground  in  Ligonier  Valley,  West- 
moreland county,  this  State,  among  the 
many  tablets  erected  to  the  memory  of 
persons  prominent  in  the  early  history  of 
Western  I’ennsylvania,  are  two  winch 
mark  the  spot  where  lie  the  remains  of 
the  grandparents  of  that  distinguished 
statesman,  the  late  Vice  President  Hen- 
dricks, and  which  bear  the  following  in- 
scriptions: 

“In  memory  of  Abram  Hendricks, Esq., 
who  departed  this  life  .January  2,  1819, 
aged  70  years.” 

"In  memory  of  Ann  Hendricks,  who 
departed  this  life  December  23,  1834, 
aged  82  years.” 

The  tablets  are  of  sandstone,  three  feet 
in  height,  and  though  discolored  by  age 
and  the  ravages  of  the  elements,  the  in- 
scriptions are  clear  cut  and  remarkably 
legible. 


The  Will  of  Frederick  Hummel. 

The  will  of  Frederick  Hummel,  the 
founder  of  Hummelstown,  is  on  record 
at  Lancaster.  It  is  dated  April  8.  1779, 
and  was  probated  on  .July  21,  1779,  be- 
ing entered  of  record  in  Will  Book  C, 
Vol.  1,  page  557.  He  mentions  a widow, 
name  not  given,  and  following  heirs: 
Valentine,  Frederick,  Rosina,  David, 
Catharine,  Christian,  .Tohn  and  Barbara, 
and  specifies  that  the  profits  from  the 
sale  of  lots  and  ground  rents  shall  go  to 


Rosina  and  David  in  1779;  Catharine 
and  Chrii^tian  in  1780,  and  John  and  Bar- 
bara in  li81. 


Gli  V ASl  THA. 

The  most  distinguished  Indian  chief 
that  was  concerned  in  the  early  affairs  of 
Western  Pennsylvania  was  undoubtedly 
Guyasutha.  He  was  a Seneca,  and  his 
tribe  was  one  of  the  powerful  confeder- 
acy of  the  Sis  Nations.  Guyasutha  first 
came  to  our  notice  in  1753.  George 
Washington,  when  he  set  out  on  the  30th 
day  of  November  in  that  year  from  Logs- 
town  for  the  French  post  at  V'enango, 
was  accompanied  by  four  Indians,  name- 
ly, Tanacharison  or  the  Half-King,  Jes- 
kakake.  White  Thunder,  and  the  Hunter. 
By  the  latter  he  meant  Guyasutha.  Why 
he  terms  him  "the  Hunter,”  instead  of 
giving  him  his  proper  name,  we  do  not 
know;  but  we  presume  his  fame  as  an 
aboriginal  Nimrod  was  such  as  to  make 
him  better  known  by  that  appellation 
than  by  his  proper  cognomen.  Many 
years  afterwards,  in  1770,  when  Wash- 
ington was  making  his  tour  of  the  Ohio 
in  company  with  Dr.  Craik,  Captain 
Crawford,  and  others,  he  says  that  on  the 
28th  of  October  they  fell  in  with  the  hunt- 
ing party  of  Guyasutha  on  the  Ohio  River 
near  the  mouth  of  the  Great  Hockliocking. 
"In  the  presence  of  Guyasutha,”  he  says, 
“I  found  an  old  acquaintance,  he  being 
one  of  the  Indians  that  went  with  me  to 
the  French  in  1753.”  As  there  were  but 
four  Indians  in  Washington's  company 
on  that  occasion,  and  the  names  of  three 
of  these  are  given,  the  fourth  one  or  “the 
Hunter,”  was  necessarily  Guyasutha. 
“He  expressed  a satisfaction  at  seeing 
me.”  says  Washington,  “and  treated  us 
with  great  kindness,  giving  us  a quarter 
of  very  fine  buffalo.  He  insisted  upon  our 
spending  that  night  with  him,  and,  in 
order  to  retard  us  as  little  as  possible, 
moved  his  camp  down  the  river  just  be- 
low the  mouth  of  a creek,  the  name  of 
which  I could  not  learn.  At  this  place 
we  all  encamped.” 

On  the  occasion  of  Washington’s  visit 
to  the  French  posts,  Guyasutha  had  noth- 
ing to  say.  The  Half-King  alone  seemed 
to  be  the  spokesman  for  the  Indians  in  the 
conferences  that  were  held  with  the 
French  officers.  But  in  after  years  Guya- 
sutha had  much  to  say,  and  was  the  chief 
speaker  for  his  people  in  many  important 
conferences  with  the  English,  as  in  the 
treaties  with  Bradstreet  and  Bouquei 
and  at  the  meeting  of  whites  and  Indians 
at  Fort  Pitt  in  .July,  1776.  In  the  troubles 
of  the  western  country  for  many  years  he 
bore  a part,  and  such  was  his  prominence 
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in  the  Indian  uprising  of  1763,  that  that 
event  is  sometimes  spoken  of  as  Guya- 
sutha's  war  instead  of  Pontiac’s  war. 
Giiyasutha  was  the  leading  spirit  in  the 
siege  of  Fort  Pitt  and  in  the  battle  of 
Bushy  Run.  Though  it  is  uot  a matter 
of  record,  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  he 
was  present  at  Braddock's  terrible  de- 
feat, and  that  he  was  a leader  in  many 
of  the  bloody  incursions  against  the 
border  settlements  in  the  years  that  fol- 
lowed that  disaster.  If  the  life  of  such  a 
man  could  be  fully  written,  it  would  form 
a chapter  of  singular  and  painful  interest. 

During  the  Kevolutouary  war,  Guya- 
sutha  took  sides  with  the  British  against 
the  colonists,  and  was  in  the  scheme  for 
making  a descent  upon  Fort  Pitt  in  the 
year  1<82;  and  when  that  project  was 
abandoned  he  led  the  party  of  Indians 
that  attacked  and  destroyed  Ilannastown 
in  July  of  that  year.  After  the  war, 
Gnyasutha  seems  to  have  made  his  peace 
with  the  Americans,  and  for  some  years 
afterwards  he  was  a familar  figure  on 
the  streets  of  early  Pittsburg.  For  some 
time  he  had  his  home  on  the  Allegheny 
river,  about  five  miles  above  Fort  Pitt. 
In  1784  he  had  removed  to  the  Seneca 
country,  near  the  Niagara;  though  he 
must  have  afterwards  returned,  as  he  is 
said  to  have  died  and  to  have  been  buried 
at  his  place  on  the  Allegheny.  Arthur 
Lee,  who  visited  Pittsburg  in  1784,  says 
of  Gnyasutha  that  he  was  “a  very  provi- 
dent Indian,  not  only  in  fixing  his  seat 
in  this  most  fertile  valley,  but  in  having 
two  wives,  one  well  stricken  in  years, 
who  paid  great  attention  to  his  food  ami 
his  clothes;  the  other  a handsome  young 
squaw,  who  served  the  special  purpose  for 
which  Abraham  took  Ilagar,  and  Isaac, 
Rebecca.”  In  what  year  Gnyasutha  died 
we  have  not  discovered;  but  in  his  ob- 
scure grave,  “after  life’s  fitful  fever,  he 
sleeps  well.”

GUNKEL  (KUNKEL).— J.  Michael 
Gunkel  (Kunkel)  came  to  America  in 
174y,  landing  at  Philadelphia  on  Septem- 
ber ’Jb  of  that  year,  from  the  ship  “Ra- 
nier,”  Henry  Browning, master,  last  from 
Rotterdam.  (See  vol.  xvii,  Pennsylvania 
xirchives,  second  series,  page  295).  He 
located  in  Heidelberg  township,  and  mar- 
ried. Little  is  known  of  his  family  other 
than  that  a son,  Leonhard,  secured  land 
in  Cocalico  townshii),  near  Ephrata,  on 
March  19,  1776,  from  Jacob  Martin,  and 
subsequently  located  there,  where  he 
married  Rosina  Stump,  who  was  b.  Peb< 
ruary  14,  1749,  and  d.  .Iiine  14,  1833.  He 
had  two  children,  Michael  and  John,  the 
former  being  b.  in  1776,  the  latter  on  Sep- 
tember 14,  1777,  and  who  d.  October  14, 
1855. 

John  Kunkel  married  Susanna  Coover, 
who  d.  August  17,  1832,  and  among  other 
issue,  had  Aaron  Kunkel,  b.  November

Rebecca  W.  Weaver  was  a daughter  of 
Philip  Weaver  and  Elizabeth  Brown,  and 
Philip  Weaver  was  a son  of  Wendell 
Weaver  and  Margaret  Hoffman. 

Leonhard  Kunkel  died  shortly  before 
Nov.  10,  1778,  as  letters  of  administration 
were  on  that  day  granted  to  his  widow 
Rosina  and  his  father,  J.  Michael 
Gunkel  (Kunkel).  Can  any  reader  of 
Notes  and  Queries  furnish  any  data  as  to 
tlie  ancestry  of  Rosina  Stump,  and  when 
and  where  J.  Michael  Gunkel  (Ivunkel), 
died  (evidently  somewhere  in  Heidleber^ 
township),  also  date  of  birth  of  Leonhard 
Kunkel? 
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A BRENEMAN  BIBLE.— Recently  I 
paid  a visit  to  Maytown  for  the  purpose 
of  inspecting  an  old  Bible  which  be- 
longed to  the  Breneman  family,  and  had 
been  brought  there  temporarily  from 
Lorraine,  Ohio,  where  a descendant  owns 
it.  The  Bible  belonged  to  John  Brene- 
man, who  was  married  to  Maria  Neff,  a 
daughter  of  Dr.  Abraham  Neff.  On  the 
fly-leaf  is  inscribed  a presentation  from 
Abraham  Neff,  (signed  by  him),  to  his 
daughter  Maria,  married  to  John  Brene- 
man, on  the  birth  of  her  first  son, 
Abraham  Breneman,  on  April  8th,  1774, 
the  Bible  having  been  presented  to  her  on 
April  12,  1774.  It  contains  the  following 
entries,  the  matter  in  parenthesis  being 
supplied:

(m.  Samuel  Ruth). 

April  8,  1774,  Abraham  born.  (d.  Dec. 
19,  1847.) 

July  9,  1776,  John  born.  (d.  October

The  entries  are  in  German,  and  below 
them,  written  in  English,  in  a different 
handwritting,  appears  the  following: 
“Mother  died  28  years  this  10th  day  of 
February,  1850.”  (In  1822,  evidently 
meaning  Maria  Neff  Breneman).  In  the 
old  German  Reformed  graveyard  at  May- 
town  are  the  tombstones  of  .John  Brene- 
man, died  in  1810,  and  his  wife,  and  in  the 
Lutheran  graveyard  there  are  tomb- 
stones of  Dr.  George  Breneman  and  his 
wife  Barbara,  the  latter  dying  July  7, 
1881,  b.  August  30,  1802.  Jacob  Brene- 
man d.  January  9,  1848,  aged  29  years, 
and  David  W.  Breneman  d.  December  9, 
1858,  aged  31  years.

No  doubt  some  one  of  our  readers  can 
give  us  an  account  of  the  Presbyterian 
fair  held  in  the  old  Court  House  away 
back  in  the  early  “forties,”  when  the  fol- 
lowing song  was  sung  by  a bevy  of  young 
ladies.

Joliii  Hopson,  of  Lancaster. 

The  antiquarian  will  find  on  the  regis- 
ters of  the  Moravian  congregation  at 
Lancaster,  Pennsylvania,  a goodly  num- 
ber of  members  whose  names  are  promi- 
nently connected  with  the  history  of  that 
congregation,  of  the  borough  and  of  the 
Commonwealth,  even  dating  back  to 
Colonial  days.  The  subject  of  this 
sketch  for  upwards  of  half  a century  en- 
joyed the  esteem  and  confidence  of  his 
congregation  and  of  his  fellow  citizens, 
and  was  called  on  by  them  to  fill  positions 
of  honor  and  trust.  He  never  sought  for 
offices,  but  was  rather  inclined  to  shrink 
from  them — a case  of  the  place  seeking 
the  man,  instead  of  the  man  seeking  the 
place. 

,Tohn  Hopson  (the  name  is  also  written 
on  Moravian  records  Hobson),  was  born 
April  20,  1720,  at  Landwick,  Glouces- 
tersliire.  England,  .and  was  brought  up 
in  the  Church  of  England.  In  1738  he 
emigrated  to  New  York  and  learned  the 
trade  of  a butcher  with  his  uncle,  who 
lived  on  Staten  Island  and  occupied  sev- 
eral stalls  and  did  a thriving  business  in 
Old  Slip  Market,  near  those  of  the  Hors- 
field  Brothers.  Here  it  was  that  his  life- 
long acquaintance  with  Timothy  Hors- 
field  was  formed,  through  whom  he  be- 
came acquainted  with  the  Moravians, 
and  attended  their  services  in  New 
York.  The  preachings  which  he  heard 
there  were  instrumental  in  establishing 
him  in  the  Christian  faith,  and  he  be- 
came a society  member  circa  1744,  and 
was  ever  afterward  devoted  to  the 
Church. 

About  this  date  he  contemplated  open- 
ing in  New  York  a house  for  the  enter- 
tainment of  Moravian  evangelists  and 
missionaries,  who  were  constantly  pass- 
ing and  re-passing  through  that  city. 
This  project  he  finally  gave  up,  and.  in- 
stead, removed  in  1746  to  Bethlehem, 
and  in  1748  was  admitted  to  church  fel- 
lowship. After  a residence  for  a short 
time  at  “Old”  Nazareth,  he  returned  to 
Bethlehem,  where  he  took  charge  of  the 
congregation  slaughter-house,  and  was 
the  predecessor  of  the  first  of  the  six 
generations  of  the  “Butcher  Krause”  of 
that  town.  Among  other  offices  which 


he  filled  was  that  of  steward  of  the  Sin- 
gle Brethren’s  House,  and  he  occasional- 
ly accompanied  the  missionaries  on  their 
journeys.  During  his  residence  of  five 
years  in  Bethlehem,  he  developed  that 
deep  and  fervent  piety  and  that  devoted 
attachment  to  the  Church,  which  char- 
acterized the  last  fifty  years  of  his  life. 

On  January  31.  1751,  he  was  married 
at  Lancaster  by  his  friend.  Bishop  Cam- 
merhoff,  to  Anne  Margaretta  Jung,  m.  n. 
Fey,  the  widow  of  Matthew  Jung,  a 
prominent  member  of  the  congregation, 
who  died  in  .Inly  of  1749.  In  his  town  he 
took  up  his  residence  for  the  remainder 
of  his  life. 

.John  Hopson  became  one  of  the  trus- 
tees of  the  church  property  on  Orange 
street,  and  for  many  years  filled  the  office 
of  steward  with  great  faithfulness,  was 
one  of  the  early  members  of  the  “So- 
ciety for  Propagating  the  Gospel,” 
which  was  reorganized  at  Lancaster,  and 
also  one  of  the  original  members  of  the 
“Widows’  Society  of  Bethlehem.”  His 
business  career  was  a successful  one  and 
his  contributions  to  all  worthy  objects 
were  made  with  generous  liberality.  In 
1780  we  find  him  still  in  business,  and  in 
1795  he  is  assessed  for  one  house  and  lot, 
five  acres  of  land  in  the  borough,  one 
horse  and  one  cow.  In  April  of  1774 
Governor  General  Rebstock,  of  Santo 
Cruz,  West  Indies,  with  his  aide-de- 
camp,  traveling  through  the  provinces 
en  route  for  Europe,  spent  two  days  at 
Lancaster.  Being  known  as  a good 
friend  of  the  Moravian  mission  on  that 
island,  John  Hopson  and  William  Henry 
showed  him  attentions  and  accompanied 
him  twice  to  visit  the  Governor  of  Penn- 
sylvania. Bethlehem  was  subsequently 
visited,  where  the  Governor  was  also 
hcKSpital)l.v  entertained. 

In  1759  .Tohn  Hopson  was  commission- 
ed a justice  of  the  peace,  and  served  until 
1761.  In  the  same  year  he  was  elected 
chief  burgess  of  the  town  for  one  term, 
and  was  in  1766  elected  assistant  burgess 
and  continued  in  office  until  1775,  and 
again  from  1779  to  1785.  With  his  as- 
sociates. William  Henry  and  Ludwig 
Lauman,  acting  as  a committee  for  the 
Board,  in  1774,  they  purchased  a silver 
tea  set  to  present  to  ^Jlr.  Atlee  in  testi- 
mony of  the  appreciation  of  his  services 
to  the  borough  of  Lancaster. 

Prior  to  the  Declaration  of  Independ- 
ence, Mr.  Hopson’s  sympathy  was  with 
the  colonies  in  their  opposition  to  the 
mother  country.  His  age  exempted  him 
from  military  service,  but  he  rather  fa- 
vored the  policy  adopted  by  his  church 
during  the  struggle  for  liberty.  In  June 
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of  1779  one  of  his  customers  complained 
to  the  committee  who  regulated  the 
prices  of  merchandise  that  he  charged 
more  for  his  coffee  than  was  stipulated, 
and  on  appearing  before  the  committee 
he  stated  that  he  would  sell  no  more  un- 
less he  was  suffered  to  sell  at  his  price. 
In  1781  he  was  connected  with  the  Loan 
Office.  On  June  3,  1777,  he  was  ap- 
pointed justice  of  the  courts  of  common 
pleas  and  quarter  sessions,  but  declined 
the  office,  and  on  July  4 his  friend,  Wil- 
liam Henry,  was  appointed  in  his  place. 
In  1759  he  ecame  a member  of  the  Lan- 
caster Library  Company,  and  one  year 
later  helped  to  organize  the  Union  Fire 
Company.  He  served  on  the  committee 
to  collect  funds  to  purchase  a fire  engine, 
and  for  years  was  the  secretary  and  one 
of  the  “doormen”  of  the  company.  The 
minutes  fail  to  show  whether  he  ever 
subscribed  to  merry  makings  or  company 
feasts. 

His  wife,  with  whom  he  had  lived  very 
happily,  died  May  15,  1784,  and  her 
mother  in  the  autumn  of  1776.  He  then 
retired  from  business  and  made  his  home 
with  his  daughter,  Rebecca,  who  was 
married  to  Jacob  Krug.  He  possessed  a 
strong  physical  constitution,  which  was 
first  broken  by  a severe  illness  toward 
the  close  of  the  year  1803,  and  from 
which  he  never  fully  recovered.  Toward 
his  step  children  he  fulfilled  the  part  of 
a faithful  father:  his  own  children  were 
two  daughters,  Mrs.  Krug  and  Eliza- 
beth “Ptiegerin,”  of  the  Single  Sisters 
at  Nazareth,  who,  when  she  learned  of 
her  father’s  erious  illness,  hastened  to 
his  bedside  and  nursed  him  to  the  end. 

John  Hopson  died  July  20,  1804,  and 
the  following  day  was  buried.  Bishop 
John  tierbst,  of  Lititz,  preached  his  fu- 
neral sermon,  and  in  the  service  was  as- 
sisted by  Brother  Abraham  Reinke  and 
Pastor  Muhlenberg,  of  the  Lutheran 
Church,  who  held  the  deceased  in  high 
regard.

Some  Cumberland  Valley  Worthies* 

The  following  notes  are  exceedingly 
brief,  but  they  are  too  valuable  memo- 
randa to  be  lost.  They  may  serve  a pur- 
pose further  along: 

JOHN  BUCHANAN, 
j John  Buchanan,  of  Carlisle,  was  bom 
in  the  north  of  Ireland  in  1734;  and 
1 came  to  America  with  his  parents 
a few  years  later,  locating  in 
Lurgan  township,  Cumberland  county. 

I He  served  in  the  French  and  Indian  War 
! as  also  in  that  of  the  Revolution.  He  was 
j apiKjinted  a collector  of  excise  February 
I 25,  1782,  and  deputy  surveyor  April  18, 
i 1785.  He  died  at  Ligonier  March  24, 

I 1793,  while  on  a visit  to  Western  Penn- 
: sylvania. 

I BENJAMIN  BLYTHE, 
j Benjamin  Blythe  was  a son  of  William 
' Blythe,  an  Indian  trader,  and  also  a 
I lieutenant  in  the  Provincial  service  De- 
I eember  24,  1757.  He  was  wounded  in 
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the  skirmish  at  Sidling  Hill  April  2, 
1756.  The  son  took  a very  active  part  in 
the  Revolutionary  contest,  and  was  a 
cub-lieutenant  of  the  county  from  March 
12,  1777,  to  April  18,  1780.  He  also  com- 
manded a Battalion  of  Militia.  He  was 
an  opponent  to  the  adoption  of  the  Fed- 
eral Constitution,  and  was  quite  promi- 
nent in  securing  the  Harrisburg  Confer- 
ence of  1787.  He  is  buried  at  Middle 
Spring  Presbyterian  Church,  but  have 
not  the  date. 

JOHN  BOGGS. 

John  Boggs  was  a native  of  now 
Franklin  county.  He  was  a man  of 
mark  in  the  Cumberland  Valley,  was  cap- 
tain of  a company  of  associators,  and 
w’ounded  at  the  Crooked  Billet  in  1778. 
He  was  one  of  the  agents  for  forfeited 
estates,  paymaster  of  the  militia  Septem- 
ber 26,  1780,  and  commissioned  sheriff  of 
Franklin  county  October  26,  1780.  He 
served  as  a justice  of  the  peace,  and  un- 
der the  Constitution  of  1776  was  one 
of  the  judges  of  the  Court  of  Common 
Pleas. 

FRANCIS  CAMPBELL. 

Francis  Campbell  was  a native  of  Ire- 
land. He  was  one  of  the  licensed  In- 
dian traders  of  the  Province  .and  was 
wounded  near  Sidling  Hill  on  the  2d  of 
April,  1756.  For  many  years  he  was  a 
merchant  at  Shippensburg,  only  retiring 
from  business  through  old  age.  He  was 
the  head  of  a family  which  became  quite 
prominent  in  the  early  part  of  this  cen- 
tury, and  the  Campbell  blood  yet  min- 
gles strongly  in  many  of  the  first  fami- 
lies of  the  South.  Mr.  Campbell  died 
Marchl,  1791,  at  his  farm  near  Shippens- 
burg. 

ROBERT  DUNCAN. 

Robert  Duncan  was  born  in  1768  at 
Carlisle.  He  studied  law  under  .Judge 
Duncan  and  was  admitted  to  the  Cum- 
berland county  bar.  While  on  a visit  to 
Western  Pennsylvania  he  took  ill  at  the 
Kittaning.  Armstrong  county,  and  died 
April  5,  1807,  after  a few  days’  sickness. 
Mr.  Duncan  married  March  28,  1805,  his 
cousin,  Eleanor  Duncan,  of  Carlisle.  He 
was  undoubtedly  one  of  the  bright  stars 
of  that  legal  galaxy  which  has  always 
distinguished  Carlisle — and  would  have 
made  his  mark  had  he  lived. 

JAMES  FINLEY. 

James  Finley,  son  of  John  and  Martha 
Finley,  of  Lurgan  township,  Cumberland 
county,  was  there  born  in  1740.  During 
the  Revolutionary  struggle  he  served  the 


cause  of  liberty  well  and  faithfully.  He 
was  commissioned  a justice  of  the  peace 
March  1.  1782,  a position  he  filled  until 
his  death,  which  occurred  in  Letterkenny 
township,  now  Franklin  county,  Septem- 
ber 27,  1812.  His  wife,  Jane  Finley,, 
born  in  1745,  died  July  21,  1814. 

PATRICK  JACK. 

Patrick  Jack  was  a native  of  the 
north  of  Ireland,  where  he  was  bom  in 
1730.  His  parents  were  James  and  .Jean 
Jack.  The  latter  settled  in  now  Hamilton 
township,  Franklin  county,  prior  to  1740. 
During  the  French  and  Indian  War  he 
was  commissioned  a lieutenant,  in  the 
Provincial  forces,  July  21,  1763,  and 
served  under  Bouquet  during  that  offi- 
cer’s brilliant  campaign.  When  the  Rev- 
olutionary struggle  was  inaugurated  he 
entered  heartily  into  the  contest,  and' 
served  several  successive  tours  in  the 
Cumberland  County  Associators.  He 
was  a captain  in  Colonel  Dunlop’s  bat- 
talion. Captain  Jack  died  January  25, 
1821,  aged  ninety-one  years,  and  was 
buried  in  Palling  Spring  Church  yard.

REID. 

On  the  12th  of  .January,  1782,  James 
R.  Reid,  Samuel  Reid  and  Joseph  Reid, 
brothers,  of  York  county,  drew  a joint 
will,  making  each  brother  the  legatee  of 
the  others,  in  case  as  stated  therein,  “of 
accident  or  sickness  incurred  while  en- 
gaged in  public  service  during  these  crit- 
ical times.”  The  first  named  was  Major 
of  Hazen’s  Regiment  of  the  Line,  and 
afterward  a member  of  the  Continental 
Congress.

MATRONS  OF  THE  REVOLCTIOA. 


Katharine  Holtzluger  Hartley'. 

Katharine  Holtzinger,  daughter  of 
Bernhart  and  Elizabeth  Holtzinger,  was 
bom  in  the  town  of  York,  September  26, 
1750.  Her  parents  were  among  the  earl- 
iest settlers  of  York  and  natives  of  Ger- 
many. The  daughter  was  well  educated 
and  on  reaching  womanhood  married 
Thomas  Hartley.  During  the  occupancy 
of  York  by  the  Continental  Congress,  in 
the  winter  of  1777  and  ’78,  the  home  of 
Mrs.  Hartley  was  one  of  generous  hos- 
pitality, and  few  women  of  her  native 
town  left  a more  enduring  impress  of  her 
character  upon  her  friends  and  acquain- 
tances than  did  she.  Mrs.  Hartley  died 
on  Tuesday,  the  2d  of  October,  lf98,  in 
the  town  of  York,  and,  we  can  give  no 
better  summary  of  her  excellent  qualities 
than  set  forth  by  the  newspaper  of  her 
day:  “It  may  be  truly  said  of  her  that 
she  was  a loving  wife  and  tender  parent, 
an  intelligent  mistress,  a sincere  friend, 
and  a benefactress  of  the  poor.  Her 
breast  was  a fountain  of  mercy  ever  open 
to  the  call  of  distress.  In  this,”  contin- 
ues the  contemporary  account,  “reader, 
copy  her  example  and  the  blessing  of  Him 
who  sanctifieth  the  gift  and  the  giver, 
will  light  upon  you.”  Mrs.  Hartley  was 
a member  of  the  Episcopal  Church  of  St. 
John  at  York,  and  her  remains  are  in- 
terred in  the  grave  yard  attached  thereto. 
She  married  about  1772,  Thomas  Hart- 
ley, who  was  born  September  7,  1748, 
near  Reading,  Berks  county,  Penna.  He 
received  the  rudiments  of  a classical  edu- 
cation, and  at  the  age  of  eighteen  re- 
moved to  York,  where  he  began  the  study 
of  law  under  Mr.  Samuel  Johnson.  He 
was  admitted_  to  practice  in  the  courts  at 
York,  July  25,  1769.  It  has  been  stated 
that  his  success  at  the  York  Bar  was  due 
to  the  fact,  chiefly,  that  having  spent  his 
early  days  in  Reading,  he  was  from  child- 
hood acquainted  with  the  German  lan- 
guage, which  he  spoke  with  the  fluency 
of  an  orator.  Mr.  Hartley  was  early  dis- 
tinguished as  a warm  friend  of  his  coun- 
try, and  was  elected  in  1774  a member  of 
the  Provincial  Meeting  of  Deputies,  held 
on  the  15th  of  July,  that  year,  at  Phila- 
delphia. In  the  year  following  he  was  a 
member  from  the  same  county  of  the 
Provincial  Conference,  which  was  also 
held  in  Philadelphia.  When  the  War  of 
the  Revolution  began  he  was  recom- 
mended to  Congress  by  the  Committee 
of  Safety  of  i.  ennsylvania,  and  was  com- 


missioned Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  6th 
Pennsylvania  Battalion,  January  10, 
1776.  He  subsequently  was  promoted  to 
Colonel  of  one  of  the  additional  regi- 
ments. For  an  account  of  his  military 
operations  on  the  West  Branch,  in  1778 
and  1779,  references  is  made,  fully,  in 
the  first  series  of  Pennsylvania  Archives. 
He  resigned  his  commission  February 
13,  17  <9,  having  been  elected  Member  of 
the  State  Assembly,  in  October,  1778. 
In  the  year  1783  he  was  elected  member 
of  the  Council  of  Censors  and  was  also 
a delegate  to  the  State  Convention  which 
ratified  the  Constitution  of  the  United 
States.  He  was  elected  a member  of  the 
First  Congress  and  continued  a member 
of  that  illustrious  body  for  about  twelve 
years,  when  he  was  compelled  to  resign 
owing  to  ill  health.  Col.  Hartley  died  at 
his  residence  in  York  on  the  morning  of 
December  21,  1800,  and  his  remains  were 
deposited  besides  those  of  his  wife  in  the 
bur3'ing  ground  of  St.  John’s  Church. 
Col.'  Hartley  was  a representative  man  of 
I’ennsylvania  and  his  services  rendered 
the  nation  and  his  State  during  the  strug- 
gle for  independence  entitle  him  to  a high 
place  among  the  statesmen  and  heroes  of 
’76. 


Wartlia  Espy  Stewart. 

Martha  Espy,  daughter  of  Josiah  Espy 
and  his  wife  Elizabeth  Crain,  was  born 
January  12,  1741,  in  Derry  township, 
Lancaster  county.  Her  grandfatlier 
came  to  the  Province  of  Pennsy.^ania  as 
early  as  1729,  from  the  Norrh  of  Ireland. 
Amidst  the  struggles  and  self-denials  of 
pionter  life,  Martha  Espy  wa  reared  to 
Womanhood,  and  at  the  ag  > of  Twenty 
mi.rried  Lazarus  Stewart,  of  the  same 
neighborhood.  Of  the  eventful  life  led 
by  that  bold  partizan,  no  doubt  her  sym- 
pathies were  with  those  of  her  husband 
and  neighbors — and  during  the  maraud- 
ing expeditions  of  the  red  savages  follow- 
ing Braddock’s  defeat,  she  shared  the 
dangers  and  the  privations  of  the  pio- 
neers. Few  have  any  conception  of  the 
horrors  constantly  menacing  the  Scotch- 
Irish  settlements,  and  at  last  when  the 
Indian  war  ceased,  the  persecution  of  her 
heroic  husband  endued  her  heart  with 
that  womanly  loyalty  which  buoyed  the 
patriot  and  nerved  his  arm  for  the  right. 
Again  after  the  slaughter  of  her  hus- 
band and  his  brave  men  by  the  relentless 
tories  and  red  savages  on  that  fatal  field 
of  Wyoming,  she  faced  and  braved  trials 
and  dangers  which  none  save  a noble-

hearted  woman  could  endure.  Yet  at 
the  last,  the  dawn  of  peace  came  down 
upon  the  homes  of  those  who  struggled 
for  independence,  and  Mrs.  Stewart,  ven- 
erable and  stately,  saw  her  children’s 
children,  contented  and  happy.  She  died 
in  Hanover  on  the of  1804.  As  stat- 

ed, Martha  Espy  married  in  1751  Laza- 
rus Stewart,  b.  July  4,  1734,  in 

Hanover  township,  Lancaster  coun- 
ty, Pa.  His  maternal  grandfather  was 
one  of  the  earliest  settlers  on  the  Swat- 
ara,  where  he  took  up  several  tracts  of 
land.  Lazarus  was  jv'ell  grounded  in  the 
essentials  of  a good  English  education, 
and  was  raised  a farmer.  In  1755,  after 
the  defeat  of  Braddock,  he  raised  a com- 
pany for  the  defense  of  the  frontiers,  and 
performed  valiant  service  as  a ranger. 
The  part  Captain  Stewart  took  in  the 
transactions  at  Conestoga  and  Lancaster 
in  the  destruction  of  the  vagabond  and 
mnrderous  Indians  there  kept  and  pro- 
tected, in  December,  17G3,  made  him  a 
prominent  personage  in  the  history  of 
Pennsylvania  during  that  period.  He  sub- 
sequently, in  comijany  with  a number  of 
Hanover  families,  removed  to  Wyoming, 
where  he  took  sides  with  the  Connecti- 
cut settlers.  In  the  Revolution  he  was 
an  active  partizau,  but  fell  at  the  head 
of  his  troops  in  that  terrible  onslaught, 
the  massacre  of  Wyoming,  July  3d,  1778. 
Captain  Stewart  was  undoubtedly  one  of 
the  bravest  heroes  of  “seventy-six,”  al- 
though impetuous  and  rash  at  times. 
Despite  all  the  calummy  Quaker  his- 
torians can  heap  on  his  prominent  posi- 
tion in  the  history  of  the  Province,  there 
are  thousands  who  honor  and  revere  his 
memory  for  the  part  he  took  in  the  de- 
fense of  their  ancestors  from  the  Indian’s 
tomahawk  and  scalping-knife. 


IVlar^aret  Alexander  Hamilton. 

Margaret  Alexander,  daughter  of  Hugh 
Alexander  and  Martha  Edmestou,  was 
born  in  Shearman’s  Valley,  Cumberland 
now  Perry,  county,  Pennsylvania,  March 
17th,  1754.  Her  father  was  one  of  the 
representative  men  of  Cumberland 
county  during  the  Revolutionary  era. 
The  daughter  received  a fair  education, 
probably  among  her  relatives,  the  Ed- 
mestons,  of  Chester  county,  in  addition 
to  the  home  training  of  a most  excellent 
and  accomplished  mother.  In  December, 
1772,  she  married  .Tohn  Hamilton,  and  it 
was  during  the  Revolutionary  era,  not- 


withstanding the  cares  of  a small  family, 
she  assist^  her  neighbors  and  acquaint- 
ances, while  the  fathers,  husbands  and 
brothers  were  at  the  front,  in  the  Jer- 
seys or  around  Philadelphia.  Pew  can 
have  the  remotest  idea  of  the  patriotic 
services,  of  the  patience  and  self-denial 
practiced  by  the  women  on  the  frontiers 
during  the  War  of  the  Revolution.  All 
the  able-bodied  men  served  their  various 
tours  of  duty,  and,  apart  from  family 
cares,  the  duties  of  the  farm  required 
their  constant  attention.  And  yet  this 
was  all  done  uncomplainingly,  for  they 
were  none  the  less  brave  than  were  the 
men,  and  it  may  well  be  said  that,  had 
it  not  been  for  the  women  ‘of  the  Revolu- 
tion, independence  never  would  have  been 
a successful  issue.  When  the  war  was 
over  and  peace  came,  and  business  re- 
sumed its  usual  sway,  Capt.  Hamilton  re- 
moved to  Harrisburg,  dying  there  early 
in  life.  His  widow  remarried,  but  sur- 
vived her  second  husband,  Andrew  Mit- 
chell, ten  years,  and  died  in  Fermanagh, 
.Juniata  county,  August  22,  1835.  John 
Hamilton  was  born  .June  17,  1749,  in 
New  London,  Chester  county,  Pennsyl- 
vania. He  was  educated  at  the  cele- 
brated academy  of  Rev.  Dr.  Allison. 
Having  inherited  a plantation  on  Shear- 
man’s Creek,  he  went  into  the  Juniata 
Valley,  where  he  purchased  a tract  of 
land  and  erected  a stone  mansion.  Dur- 
ing the  War  of  the  Revolution  he  raised 
a company  of  associators  and,  and  was  in 
service  in  two  or  three  campaigns.  It 
may  be  mentioned  to  Capt.  Hamilton’s 
rreilit,  that  at  the  outset  of  the  struggle 
for  independence,  when  the  people  of 
Boston  were  asking  for  aid,  he  with  some 
of  his  neighbors  collected  in  the  .Juniata 
settlement  money  and  grain  in  aid  of  the 
beleagured  people  of  Boston.  _ Interior 
1‘ennsylvania  has  never  received  the 
credit  for  her  generosity  at  that  period  of 
our  Nation’s  history,  which  she  should 
have,  the  larger  towns  and  cities  claim- 
ing the  credit.  A few  years  after  the 
town  of  Harrisburg  was  laid  out,  Capt. 
Hamilton  removed  thither,  purchasing 
several  lots,  upon  which  he  built.  A few 
years  after  this  the  town  was  scourged 
by  a pestilence  resembling  yellow  fever, 
ail  epidemic  that  then  prevail^  at  Balti- 
more, Philadelphia  and  New  York. 
Among  its  victims  was  Mr.  Hamilton, 
dying  August  28,  1793.  Few  men  were 
more  greatlv  esteemed,  not  only  in  the 
Juniata  Valley,  but  in  the  new  town  on 
the  Susquehanna.  He  was  a patriot  and 
a man  of  mark,  esteemed  and  honored  liy 
all  who  knew  him.

POWELL — Anthony  (?)  Powell  set- 
tled at  the  mouth  of  a stream  emptying 
into  the  Susquehanna  above  the  mouth 
of  the  Juniata,  on  the  eastern  shore  of 
the  big  river  The  stream  was  named 
after  him,  Powell’s  creek,  as  well  as  tlie 
valley.  He  was  a settler  on  the  north 
side  of  the  mountain  when  the  Indian 
was  a frequent  visitor  to  the  Armstrong 
and  Powell’s  Valleys,  and  when  the  white 
settlers  were  protected  by  the  soldiers  of 
the  Province  stationed  at  Port  Halifax. 
On  a plan  of  the  land  seen  November  20, 
1895,  it  says  that  Jacob  Newbaker  was 
the  owner  of  the  land  at  the  mouth  of 
Powell’s  Creek,  “by  right  of  Margaret 
Powell.  By  reference  to  the  deed  of  .Ja- 
cob Newbaker  it  seems  that  the  land  was 
patented  (see  Patent  Book  H,  Vol.  24, 
page  408.)  On  this  tract  of  land  resides 
Mr.  Werner  and  near  his  house  in  the 
road  on  the  banks  of  the  creek  are  pointed 
out  three  graves,  which  are  those  of  A. 
Powell  and  family.  Haldeman  O’Con- 
nor, of  Harrisliurg,  has  a draft  of  the 
land  on  Powell’s  Creek,  which  says  .Ja- 
cob Newbaker.  by  right  of  Margaret 
Powell,  (see  Patent  Book  H.  Vol.  ’24,  page

i Earliest  MeiiHonite  Chiircli  In  Dnnphln 
County. 

About  one  mile  east  of  Highspire  is  lo- 
cated an  old  Mennonite  Church.  The 
ground  upon  which  it  is  erected  adjoins 

! the  old  Crouch-Jordan  farm  known  as 
“Walnut  Bottom,”  and  was  taken  out  of 
the  “Freshford”  farm.  The  “Freshford” 
farm  was  patented  December  4,  1801,  to 
John  Mumma,  sr.,  and  contained  212 
acres.  June  15,  1811,  he  sold  121  acres 
to  his  son,  .John  Mumma,  jr.  March  9, 
1816,  John  Mumma,  jr.,  and  wife  Eliza- 
beth, sold  37  square  perches  to  John 
Nissley,  sr.,  Martin  Nissley,  Christian 
Mumma,  and  Henry  Gaymon,  members 
of  the  old  Mennonite  Society,  for  “as 
long  as  they  and  their  heirs  and  succes- 
sors possess  and  confess  to  the  old  Men- 
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nonite  creed  or  society — and  conditioned 
that  there  shall  be  a house  built  on  said 
lot  with  money  of  the  several  persons, 
members  of  said  society  whose  names  are 
herto  annexed  with  the  amount  of  money 
by  each  subscribed,  viz.:

The  church  was  in  size  about  20  by  30 
feet,  with  low  story  and  coned  roof  and 
erected  out  of  logs  and  afterwards 
weatherboarded  and  painted  red.  It 
stood  for  fifty-seven  years,  when  it  was 
torn  down,  and  in  1873  a new  one-story 
brick  building  was  erected  and  is  used  oc- 
casionally as  is  the  custom  for  preach- 
ing. The  first  minister  out  of  this  con- 
gregation was  John  Mumma,  sr.,  the  an- 
cestor of  that  family  in  Dauphin  county. 
Afterwards  Andrew  Miller  became  one 
of  the  ministers  for  this  congregation;  he 
resided  and  owned  the  farm  north  of 
Middletown  now  owned  bythe  estate  of 
Ool.  James  Young.  In  the  year  1856 
Nathaniel  Shope,  a native  of  Paxtang, 
was  by  lot  selected  as  one  of  the  ministers 
and  in  1863  was  ordained  a bishop  in  the 
church.  He  resided  and  died  on  his  farm, 
which  is  nown  as  the  Henry  Gaymon 


farm,  who  was  his  father-in-law,  and 
which  is  located  about  a mile  northeast 
of  White  House  adjoining  the  Tinian 
and  Walnut  Bottom  farms.  The  last 
minister  to  be  drawn  out  of  this  congre- 
gation was  Henry,  the  son  of  Bishop 
Shope.  E.  W.  S.  P.

What  further  is  known  of  this  family? 


“CANAL  LITERATURE.”— This  note 
reminds  me  of  an  expression, now  long  for- 
gotten, which  was  made  use  of  while  the 
canal  was  being  built  down  the  Cone- 
niaugh  and  Kiskiniinetas  V'alleys.  It 
was  “drinking  barefooted  coffee.”  My 
father  was  learning  his  trade  below 
Saltzburg  at  that  time,  and  it  was  from 
him  I learned  it,  though  I often  heard  it 
myself.  The  meaning  is  to  drink  coffee 
without  milk,  which  the  men  had  to  do 
generally,  because  farm  houses  with 
cows  were  scarce  then,  and  the  article 
was  not  to  be  had.  But  just  why  that 
peculiar  expression  was  adopted  I cannot 
tell.  Akin  to  it  was  the  expression  used 
by  keel-boat  men  on  the  Allegheny  River 
forty  and  more  years  ago,  of  “Trading 
salt  for  milk.”  The  meaning  of  the  ex- 
pression is  this;  When  the  boatmen 
would  stop  for  the  night,  if  it  was  near  a 
farm  house,  and  some  of  the  cows  bad 
strayed  out  of  sight  of  the  house,  the  men 
would  take  a handful  of  salt,  sprinkle  it 
for  the  cows,  and  while  they  were  lick- 
ing it,  milk  them.  I have  heard  both 
these  expressions  time  without  number, 
but  very  seldom  in  the  last  thirty-five 
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The  Will  of  Major  James  H.  Held. 

We  are  indebted  to  a correspomhuit  for 
the  copy  of  the  will  of  IMajor  James  R. 
Reid,  of  the  Army  of  the  Revolution,  who 
was  subsequently  chosen  a member  of  . 
the  Continental  Congress  and  a man  of 
considerable  prominence.  In  the  will, 
the  name  is  written  Reed,  but  !Major 
Reid  wrote  it  as  we  give  it. 

In  the  Name  of  God,  Amen,  I,  .Tames 
R.  Reed,  of  the  County  of  Cumberland, 
Esq.,  being  of  sound  mind,  although 
sorely  atllicted  with  pain  and  knowing 
the  uncertainty  of  human  things,  I make 
this  my  last  will  and  testament,  revoking 
and  declaring  all  former  and  other  wills 
and  testaments  to  be  void  and  of  no  ef- 
fect and  after  in  the  most  solemn  man-  i 
ner  recommending  my  spirit  to  the  Di-  j 
vine  disposal  and  my  body  to  be  decently  ■ 


buried,  I dispose  of  my  estate,  both  real 
and  personal  in  manner  and  form  follow- 
ing, viz;  It  is  my  will  that  my  executors 
hereafter  mentioned  shall  take  effectual 
and  speedy  measure  for  the  payment  of 
my  just  debts  and  funeral  expenses. 

First.  I give  and  bequeath  to  my  be- 
loved wife,  Frances,  all  and  every  part 
and  article  of  the  household  and  kitchen 
furniture  to  her  and  her  assigns  forever, 
and  all  and  every  other  part  of  my  per- 
sonal estate,  effects  and  credits  whatever 
to  her,  the  said  Frances,  and  her  assigns; 
except  such  part  and  articles  as  I shall 
hereinafter  particularly  and  specifically 
devise.  This  bequest  I make  subject  and 
liable  to  the  payments  of  my  debts  and 
funeral  expenses. 

Secondly.  I have  three  bonds  on  my 
brother,  .lohn  Reed,  one  for  payment  of 
one  hundred  pounds  in  1785,  and  one  for 
payment  of  fifty  pounds  in  1786.  This 
bond  of  one  hundred  pounds  with  the  in- 
terest thereon  I give  and  bequeath  to  my 
beloved  nephew,  .Tames  Reed,  one  of  the 
sons  of  the  said  John  Reed,  and  the  bond 
for  fifty  pounds  with  the  interest  I 
give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved 
nephew,  .loseph  Reed,  another  son 
of  the  said  .John.  'Phe  third  bond  for 
one  hundred  pounds  I will  and  devise  my 
ex(‘cutors  (in  case  I do  not  in  my  lifetime 
obtain  it)  to  appropriate  to  the  payment 
of  a bond  of  one  hundred  pounds  given 
by  me  to  my  honored  father.  .lames  Reed, 
on  account  of  my  said  brother,  John. 

Thirdly.  I give  and  devise  and  be- 
queath unto  my  well-beloved  wife, 
Frances,  all  my  estate,  right,  title,  prop- 
erty claim  and  demand  of,  in,  to  and  out 
of  a tract  of  land  on  the  river  Juniata, 
in  Huntingdon  county,  formerly  the  es- 
tate of  Jacob  Hare,  to  hold  to  her  and 
her  heirs  and  assigns  forever  (this  tract 
sui)posed  to  contain  about  four  hundred 
acres)  subject  to  the  time  of  a lease  yet 
unexpired,  given  by  me  to  my  brother, 
.lohii.  These  several  bequests  are  given 
to  my  said  wife,  Frances,  in  lieu  and  full 
satisfaction  of  her  dower  or  thirds.  The 
.Tuniata  estate  I have  hereafter  express- 
ed my  desire  how  it  shall  go  in  case  of 
ilrs.  Reed’s  death. 

Fourthly.  I give  and  devise  and  be- 
queath unto  my  nephew,  the  son  of 
Thomas  Reed,  and  his  heirs  and  assigns, 
my  plantation  in  Hamilton’s  bann  town- 
shiii,  containing  about  one  hundred  acres. 

Fifthly.  I give,  devise  and  bequeath  to 
my  nephew,  James  Stephens,  and  his 
lieirs  and  assigns  one  thousand  acres  of 
land,  situate  in  the  district  of  Kentucky, 
conveyed  to  me  by  WilliiOm  Alexander. 

Sixthly.  I give,'  devise  and  bequeath  to 
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my  niece,  Mary  Reed,  the  daughter  of 
my  brother,  Samuel  Reed,  four  hundred 
and  fifty-acres  of  land  in  Northumber- 
land county,  held  by  warrant  in  the  name 
of  Thomas  Duncan,  to  her,  her  heirs  and 
assigns. 

Seventhly,  I give,  devise  and  bequeath 
unto  James  Reed  my  nephew,  son  of 
William  Reed  my  brother,  two-hundred 
thirty-five  acres  of  land,  situate  in  North- 
umberland county  aforesaid  held  by  war- 
rant in  the  name  of  William  Chambers 
to  him,  his  heirs  and  assigns. 

Eighthly.  I give,  devise  and  bequeath 
to  my  nephew,  .Tames  Reed  (the  son  of 
my  brother  Benjamin)  and  his  heirs  and 
assigns  a patented  tract  of  land  granted 
to  me  by  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  in 
William  Powers  District,  No.  63. 

Ninthly  I give  and  bequeath  unto  my 
nephew  .John  McLassen  the  classic  au- 
thors which  I at  present  am  possessed  of 
and  also  to  him  and  to  his  heirs  and  as- 
signs a lot  of  ground  in  Pittsburgh  on 
the  north  side  of  the  Allegheny  River, 
the  title  to  be  got  from  General  William 
Irvine. 

Tenthly.  I give  and  bequeath  unto  Wil- 
liam Irvine,  the  son  of  General  William 
Irvine,  to  him  his  heirs  and  assigns  a mili- 
tary bounty  right  of  four  hundred  acres 
of  land  assigned  to  me  by  by  Col.  Henry 
Lee. 

Eleventhly.  I give  and  bequeath  to 
Calender  Duncan,  the  son  of  Thomas 
Duncan,  his  heirs  and  assigns  a tract  of 
patented  land  in  Wiliam  Powers  district 
No.  71,  granted  to  me  by  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania. 

Twelfthly.  I give  and  bequeath  unto 
my  beloved  son,  Robert  Calender,  my 
riding  horse,  saddle  and  bridle. 

Thirteenthly.  I devise  to  my  friend, 
Thomas  Shippen,  the  son  of  Doctor  Wil- 
liam Shippen,  my  Eagle  in  hopes  that  the 
Society  of  Cincinnati  will  admit  as  a 
member  a man  who  has  done  so  much 
honor  to  his  country.  I give  unto  Thomas 
Duncan  my  library  except  the  classics, 
which  I have  before  devised.  I give  unto 
Mary  Thompson  the  wife  of  George 
Thompson,  Negro  Bee,  the  child  of 
Hannah — I give  and  bequeath  unto 
Catharine  Calender,  Negro  Pol,  the  child 
of  .Tin.  The  reason  of  my  making  this 
small  bequest  to  Catharine  Calender  of 
my  personal  estate  is  that  it  is  my  will 
and  desire  that  the  .Tuniata  estate  hereby 
given  to  her  mother  shall  in  case  of  her 
mother’s  death  without  her  disposing  of 
the  same  in  her  lifetime,  become  her 
property  and  I devise  it  in  that  instant  to 
her  and  her  heirs.  I do  not  mean  by  this 


to  abridge  totally  Mrs.  Reed’s  power  of 
disposing  of  it,  but  express  my  wish  that 
she  shall  not  sell  it  except  in  case  of  ex- 
treme necessity  of  which,  however,  she 
is  to  be  the  sole  judge. 

It  is  my  earnest  desire  that  mammy 
Jin,  a faithful  old  slave,  should  not  be 
disposed  of  out  of  the  family  and  that 
provision  and  maintenance  be  made  for 
her  in  her  old  days. 

Lastly,  I do  hereby  nominate  and  ap- 
point my  affectionate  wife.  Prances,  my 
beloved  brother,  William,  and  my  friend. 
General  William  Irvine,  the  executors 
of  this,  my  last  will  and  testament.

Wavetl  O’er  Jtexico’s  Cui>ltal--A  Chapter 

In  the  Itife  of  a jVohle  Peiiiisylvaiiiaii. 

“ The  knights  are  dust; 

Their  swords  are  rust; 

Their  souls  are  with  the  saints,  we 
trust.” 

Not  all  knights  are  dead, and  while  love 
of  country  exists — so  long  as  there  is  a 
will  to  dare  and  do,  so  long  will  be  per- 
petuated a species  of  knight  errantry. 
The  later  knights  are  not  second  editions 
of  Don  t)uixote — he  of  the  soiTOwful 
countenance;  they  have  their  foibles,  it 
is  true,  but  their  ‘‘del  Tobos”  is  not  a 
scrub  woman,  albeit  that  the  Goddess  of 
Liberty  seems  for  a time  to  have  de- 
scended from  her  high  pedestal.  These 
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knights  are  they  who  have  combined  love 
of  country  in  their  hearts;  “Old  Glory” 
is  to  them  more  than  a bit  of  bunting. 

This  leads  me  to  write  something  aneut 
the  first  American  flag,  known  to  his- 
torians and  archaeologists  as  “the  old 
Trenton  flag,”  a flag  presented  to  Gen. 
George  Washington  by  Betsy  Ann  Ross; 
a flag  which  Pennsylvanians  have  hon- 
ored and  which  has  shed  honor  upon 
Pennsylvanians;  a flag  which  was  a 
christening  gift  to  the  first  Repubhc  of 
the  world, and  which  in  later  years  waved 
over  conquered  citadels  won  by  American 
valor  in  oui’  first  and  only  war  of  aggres- 
sion. 

In  all  times  there  are  found  men  who 
fit  and  fill  certain  emergencies.  Virgil 
sings  “Anna  virum  que  cano  Tragic.” 
Here  is  a sketch  of  the  life  of  the  gallant 
Pennsylvanian  who  carried  America’s 
first  flag  to  Mexico  and  planted  it  upon 
the  battlements  of  conquered  Chepulte- 


It  was  during  the  idyllic  days  of  Sep- 
tember, 1895,  that  I became  a guest  at 
the  hospitable  home  of  Gen.  Edward  C. 
Williams,  at  Chapman,  Snyder  county. 
The  General  is  a hero  of  two  wai*s,  and  a 
man  whose  escutcheon  might  proudly 
bear  the  legend:  “Sans  peur  sans  re- 
proche.”  He  could  hardly  have  found  a 
more  fitting  place  in  which  to  pass  his 
declining  years.  It  is  far  from  the  mad- 
dening crowd — it  is  away  from  life’s  busy 
turmoil.  The  limpid  waters  of  the  Sus- 
quehanna almost  lave  his  doors,  and  as 
they  murmur  gently  on  their  course  to 
the  sea  they  sing  a lullaby  that  is  full 
of  restfulness  to  the  listener. 

“ Here,  where  all  things  are  quiet — 
Here,  where  all  trouble  seems 

Dead,  winds  and  sirent  waves  riot — 

A doubtful  dream  of  dreams.” 

The  days,  months  and  years,  as  they 
pass,  mark  the  graceful  finish  of  a life 
which  has  been  devoted  to  sustaining  the 
honor  of  the  country  which  has  given 
birth  to  so  many  heroes.  Here  is  the 
home  of  Gen.  Edward  C.  Williams,  a 
man  whose  personnel  would  attract  at- 
tention anywhere  and  in  any  assemblage; 
a man  who  won  his  spurs  upon  the  field 
of  action.  No  carpet  knight,  he.  The 
storming  of  Chepultepec,  in  which  he 
bore  a conspicuous  part;  his  services  in 
the  late  War  of  the  Rebellion — these 
events  in  his  life  do  not  point  to  him  as 
one  who  yielded  to  the  soft  phasings  of 
the  lute  instead  of  doing  manly,  soldierly 
duty  upon  the  tented  field  and  in  the  grim 
array  of  battle. 

In  the  home  of  Gen.  Williams  and  its 


environments  there  is  nothing  to  suggest 
other  than  the  realization  of  beneficent 
peace.  The  steam  railway  places  the 
residence  of  the  veteran  within  an  hour’s 
time  of  the  capital  of  the  State.  The 
placid  bosom  of  the  canal,  which  is  so 
near,  seems  typical  of  the  present  home- 
life  of  a man  who  well  knows  the  mean- 
ing of  the  expression,  “the  deadly  immi- 
nent breach.”  The  inviting  piazzas  of  the 
unpretentious  and  yet  attractive  resi- 
dence; the  abundance  of  shade  and  fruit 
trees  and  shrubbery,  from  which  come 
the  gladsome  trills  of  feathered  songsters 
whose  throats  seem  filled  with  grateful 
praises,  voicing  their  fearlessness  and 
abandon — every  surrounding  is  that  of  a 
type  which  the  lotus-eaters  found  in  their 
wandei'ings,  and  which  prompted  them  to 
say, 

“ We  will  no  longer  roam.” 

Believing  that  the  readers  of  the 
“Telegraph”  will  peruse  with  interest 
even  an  imperfect  biographical  sketch  of 
Gen.  Williams,  your  corresiwndent  has 
availtnl  himself  of  printed  data,  historical 
and  otherwise,  and  of  reminiscences 
which  fell  from  the  General’s  lips  during 
the  many  enjoyable  conversations  I had 
with  him  during  those  perfect  autumn 
days  of  last  year.  The  General  was  a 
son  of  Charles  and  Rebecca  (Adams) 
Wdliams,  and  was  born  at  Philadelphia, 
February  10th,  1820. — His  father  was  a 
native  Philadelphian,  his  mother  of  Mt. 
Holly,  N.  J.  His  education  was  received 
iu  the  city’s  public  schools.  Approaching 
manhood  he  learned  the  trade  of  book- 
binding, and  not  long  after  mastering  it 
he  removed  to  Harrisburg,  where  he  be- 
came one  of  the  firm  of  Clyde  & Wil- 
liams, book-binders  and  stationers,  who 
for  several  years  bound  the  official  docu- 
ments of  the  State  and  also  published 
some  important  works.  Upon  the  call 
for  volunteers  for  the  Mexican  War,  in 
Decemebr,  1846.  Gen.  Williams  recruited 
a company,  christened  the  Cameron 
Guards,  and  which  became  a part  of  the 
Second  Pennsylvania  Volunteers.  Prior 
to  this  time  Gen.  Williams  had  shown 
military  ardor.  He  had  been  connected 
with  the  old  Dauphin  Guards,  one  of  the 
finest  military  organizations  in  the  State, 
and  he  had  seen  active  service  during  the 
Philadelphia  riots  of  1844. 

When  General  (then  Captain)  Williams 
had  recruited  the  Cameron  Guards  and 
presented  the  muster  roll  to  Governor 
Shunk,  the  Executive  refused  to  accept 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  a regular 
organization,  but  the  Governor's  objec- 
tions were  finally  overcome  by  represen- 
i tations  made  by  Col.  .James  Ross  Snow- 
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den,  Hon.  .Tesse  Miller  and  others,  and  on 
December  2(>th,  1840,  the  Cameron  : 

Guards,  luimberiug  117  rank  and  file,  1 
left  Harrisbiirj:  for  Pittsburg  via 
Chambersliurg,  marching  from  Oham- 
bersburg,  a distance  of  150  miles, 
through  heavy  snow  and  over  mountain 
roads  that  were  but  rough  in  the  best  of 
seasons  At  Pittsburg  the  company  \yas 
mustered  into  the  United  States  service, 
and  on  the  2d  of  .January,  1847,  took 
steamer  for  New  Orleans,  where,  a few 
days  later,  encampment  was  made  on 
Gen.  Jackson's  historic  tiattle  ground. 
From  here  they  embarked  on  sailing  ves- 
sels bound  for  I>obas  Island  in  the  Gulf 
of  Mexico,  a voyage  which  recpiired 
forty-one  days  owing  to  storms  and  head 
winds.  The  prevalence  of  small-pox  on 
board  ship  prevented  the  lauding  at  Lo- 
bas  Island  and  the  voyage  was  continued 
to  Vera  Cruz,  which  city  was  reached  on 
the  evening  of  its  capture  Subsequently 
the  company  became  a part  of  Gen. 
Scott’s  army,  and  with  it  marched  to- 
ward the  City  of  Mexico,  and  at  the  vil- 
lage of  I'lan  del  Itio,  near  the  niountain 
pass  of  Cerro  Gordo,  assisted  in  the  de- 
feat of  the  ^Mexicans  under  Gen.  Santa 
Anna.  On  the  march  to  Piieblo  Capt. 
Williams’  company  was  among  the  ad- 
vance. At  La  Haya  Pass  they  occupied 
the  hill  on  the  right  until  the  entire  army 
had  passed,  then  moving  to  the  front  they 
had  a sharp  encounter  with  a body  of 
^Iexicans,  killing  a number  and  retaking 
horses  which  had  been  captured  from  the 
Texan  R.angers.  A little  later  and  Capt. 
Williams  with  the  Cameron  Guards, 
Capt.  Walker,  of  the  Rangers,  and  Lieut. 
Cochran,  of  the  Voltigeurs.  with  two 
howitzers,  charged  and  defeated  five 
times  their  number  of  Mexicans,  receiv- 
ing the  commendation  of  Gen.  Childs  for 
the  gallantry  displayed. 

In  August  following  Gen.  Scott  re- 
sumed his  toilsome  march  toward  the 
City  of  Mexico.  The  famous  fight  at  and 
capture  of  the  stronghold  of  Chermltepec 
’’ollowed,  and  here  occurred  more  than 
one  deed  of  valor.  At  the  beginning  of 
the  bombardment  of  the  citadel  Capt. 
Williams’  company  was  posted  in  a ditch, 
where  for  a day  and  a night  they  were 
to  support  Dennis’  P.attery.  Being  re- 
lieved by  other  troops  the  Guards  foined 
the  memorable  storming  party.  The  fir- 
intr  was  terrific.  By  a flank  movement 
the  Second  Pennsylvania  reached  the 
wall  without  loss  of  consequence,  passed 
tlirough  the  breach  and  advanced  up  the 
hill  un<ler  a galling  fire.  ]Ma,ior  _ Brindle 
was  in  command.  Col.  Geary  having  been 
wounded.  The  regiment  was  over  the 


ditch  and  in  the  castle  almost  simultane- 
ously with  Gen.  Pillow’s  command.  Af- 
ter scaling  the  parapet  Capt.  Williams 
captured  a Mexican,  who  proved  to  be 
Gen.  Bravo,  first  President  of  Mexico 
and  commander-in-chief  of  the  armies. 
Then  occurred  an  incident  which  might 
well  be  the  theme  of  some  grand  Homeric 
verse,  the  recounting  of  which  necessi- 
tates a retrospective  glance 

The  first  American  Hag  ever  made  was 
the  handiwork  of  Betsy  Ross,  and  was 
presented  to  Gen.  George  Washington  hy 
the  maker,  just  previous  to  the  battle  of 
[ Trenton,  and  its  authenticity  has  been 
I known  beyond  a doubt.  Benjamin  or 
j Richard  Rush  presented  three  flags  to 
the  State  of  Pennsylvania — the  old  Tren- 
ton flag,  the  Hessian  (a  blue  flag)  and  an 
English  flag,  which  were  deposited  in  the 
State  Lilu-ary  at  Harrisburg.  Capt.  Wil- 
liams and  Major  John  Brady  borrowed 
the  Trenton  flag  from  .Tames  Hoover, 
State  Librarian,  in  order  to  decorate  a 
ball  room  in  the  old  school  house  on  Wal- 
nut street,  where  the  Dauphin  Guards 
then  had  their  armory.  This  flag  was 
never  returned  to  the  State  Jjibrarian. 
Capt.  Williams  was  a member  of  the 
Dauphin  Guards.  In  a measure  he  was 
custodian  of  America’s  most  historic  flag. 
He  carried  that  flag  with  him  to  Mexico 
with  the  full  determination,  if  he  lived, 
to  unfurl  it  over  the  ramparts  of  the  City 
of  Mexico.  Capt.  Williams  carried  that 
flag  with  him.  It  was  wrapped  about  his 
body  when  with  his  gallant  command  he 
entered  the  citadel  of  Chepultepec — a fact 
with  which  Capt.  Samuel  Montgomery, 
of  the  regular  army,  was  cognizant. 

Uiion  capturing  Gen.  Bravo  Capt.  Wil- 
liams compelled  him  to  lead  the  way  to 
the  tfip  of  the  castle,  and  then  and  there 
this  gallant  son  of  Pennsylvania  flung  to 
the  battle-la<len  breeze  the  old  Trenton 
I flag,  the  first  American  flag  made,  and 
fitly  enough,  the  first  flag  to  float  proudly 
; over  the  conquered  stronghold. 

The  capture  of  Gen.  Bravo  was  sulise- 
quently  attributed  to  a liuetenant  of  a 
New  York  company  and  he  was  promoted 
to  a commission  in  the  regular  army  for 
a deed  accomplished  by  Capt.  Williams, 
and  which  Gen.  Bravo  acknowledged  in 
express  terms,  and  a degree  of  intimacy 
afterward  existed  bet\veen  the  Mexican 
general  and  his  captor — they  banqueted 
together,  and  Gen.  Bravo  publicly  pro- 
1 claimed  that  Capt.  Williams  had  saved 
I his  life. 

4Vhen  the  City  of  Mexico  was  captured 
the  Second  Pennsylvania  was  detailed 
to  take  charge  of  the  citadel.  Capt.  'Wil- 
liams being  officer  of  the  day  improved 
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the  opportunity  to  raise  the  old  Trenton 
flag — the  flag  which  had  cheered  Wash- 
ington’s army  at  Trenton,  and  which  had 
floated  over  Chepultepec.  Just  as  the 
day  was  breaking  its  graceful  folds  were 
kissed  by  the  morning's  breeze,  and  Capt. 
Williams’  self-imposed  vow  was  fulfilled. 

When  Capt.  Williams  returned  from 
Mexico  he  brought  with  him  this  historic 
flag.  It  was  eventually  passed  to  the  cus- 
todianship of  Governor  Curtin,  was 
framed,  and  is  now  in  the  possession  of 
Governor  Curtin’s  familv. 

* * •' 

Upon  Capt.  Williams’  return  from 
Mexico  he  was,  in  1850,  elected  sheriff  of 
Dauphin  county.  He  was  an  “Indepen- 
dent” nominee,  and  the  triumph  was  the 
more  appreciated  because  it  was  an  ex- 
pression of  confidence  from  men  of  all 
parties. 

When  the  late  Civil  War  occurred  Gov- 
ernor Curtin  directed  Gen.  Williams 
(who  had  been  commissioned  Brigadier 
General  of  Militia),  to  organize  Camp 
Curtin.  And  right  here  it  must  be  noted 
that  to  Gen.  Williams  attaches  the  honor 
of  having  been  the  first  volunteer  mus- 
tered into  the  service  of  the  Government 
for  the  defence  of  the  Union.  The  facts 
in  the  case  are  indisputable.  Not  the 
first  volunteer  from  Dauphin  county,  or 
from  Pennsylvania,  but  the  first  in  all  the 
loyal  States.  After  completing  his  ser- 
vices at  Camp  Curtin,  he  organized  Camp 
Slifer,  at  Chambersburg.  During  the 
three  months’  service  he  commanded  a 
brigade,  serving  with  Patterson  in  the 
Shenandoah  Valley,  and  was  subse- 
quently mustered  out  at  Washington.  D. 
C.  He  was  then  commissioned  by  Presi- 
dent Lincoln,  through  Simon  Cameron. 
Secretary  of  War,  colonel  of  the  Lochiel 
Cavalry,  and  authorized  to  raise  twenty- 
four  companies  for  that  branch  of  the 
service,  a duty  which  he  accomplished  in 
an  incredibly  short  time.  It  was  a diffi- 
cult task  to  h.andle  three  battalions  of 
raw  cavalry,  to  convert  undisciplined 
men  and  horses  into  effective  fighting 
machines,  but  he  solved  the  problem;  dis- 
cipline and  drill,  drill  and  discipbne.were 
the  keynotes  of  success.  When  camp 
was  broken  at  Jeffersonville.  Indiana, 
Gen.  Williams  was  under  orders  for  the 
front  for  service  under  Gen.  Buell.  At 
Green  River  he  was  directed  to  take  the 
advance.  There  was  plenty  of  active 
cavalry  service  in  those  and  following 
days,  especially  in  Kentucky,  and  Gen. 
Williams’  forces  were  never  found  want- 
ing. Like  their  commander  they  were 
ever  ready  to  discharge  any  duty  assigned 
them.  He  was  at  Henderson  when  Buell 


and  Bragg  marched  into  Kentucky,  and 
was  ordered  to  Louisville  without  delay, 
and  from  thence  he  went  to  Crab  Or- 
chard and  intercepted  Kirby  Smith’s 
cavalry  and  prevented  them  from  enter- 
ing the  State  at  that  point. 

^V’ith  the  close  of  the  war  came  other 
duties  and  responsibilities  to  the  subject 
of  this  sketch.  Gen.  Williams  was  ap- 
pointed U.  S.  Revenue  Assessor,  retain- 
ing the  position  until  the  office  was 
abolished.  It  was  by  and  through  his 
exertions  that  the  funds  were  raised  to 
erect  the  monument  to  the  memory  of  the 
hero  dead  of  Dauphin  county,  who  gave 
their  lives  in  defence  of  the  Union.  Col. 
Geary  (afterwards  (Governor),  Gen.  Wil- 
liams and  Major  .John  Brad.v  were  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  superintend  the 
erection  of  a monument  on  Capitol  Hill 
to  the  memory  of  those  who  fell  in  the 
Mexican  War.  In  this  work  the  General 
took  great  interest,  and  to  him  fell  the 
major  part  of  the  responsibility  of  su- 
perintendence— with  him  it  was  em- 
phatically a lalK>r  of  love— he  asked  for 
and  received  no  compensation. 

This  hero  of  two  wars:  this  volunteer 
soldier  who  planted  American’s  first  flag 
upon  the  heights  of  Chepultepec  and 
niwn  the  battlements  of  the  City  of 
INIexico:  this  first  volunteer  to  be  mus- 
tered into  the  service  of  his  country  at 
the  outbreak  of  the  late  war;  this 
veteran,  though  some  time  since  passed 
the  Psalmist’s  limit  of  three  score  years 
and  ten,  has  had  an  experience  and  made 
a record  such  as  fall  to  the  lot  of  few 
men.  Though  his  locks  are  silvered,  his 
eye  is  bright,  and  it  can  still  sparkle  with 
enthusiasm  as  memories  of  the  past  are 
evoked — memories  which  have  had  so 
much  to  do  with  the  honor  of  the  old 
hero’s  country.  C.  W.  D.

Another  of  the  venerable  and  highly  es- 
teemed citizens  of  Harrisburg  has  fallen 
in  the  person  of  D.  W.  Gross,  who  died 
at  1 o'clock  A.  M..  Wednesday, 
-March  11th  1S9(;.  I'or  five  years 
he  has  been  an  invalid  at  the  residence  of 
his  son.  .1.  W.  Gross,  123  South  street, 
where  his  children  tenderly  cared  for 
him.  March  11  was  the  SOth  anni- 
versary of  his  birth.  When  he  was  seized 
\\itli  a nervous  chill  Tuesday  he  said 
that  the  end  had  come  and  that  he  could 
not  longer  combat  the  malady  that  has 
for  five  years  compelled  him  to  remain 


so 
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i”  There  was  some  trouble  with  his 

irtMlation,  which  caused  frequent  at- 
t'  -ks  of  heart  failure.  He  passed  away 
peacefully  and  without  pain,  conscious  of 
a life  well-spent  and  full  of  good  deeds. 

Daniel  Wiestling  Gross  was  a son  of 
Abraham  Gross  and  Anna  Maria  Wiest- 
ling. He  was  born  March  11th  1810,  in 
Middle  Paxton  township.  Dauphin  coun- 
ty. Educated  in  the  schools  of  the  then 
l»orongh  of  Harrisburg  and  the  Harris- 
burg Academy,  he  learned  the  profession 
'^f  druggist  and  apothecary,  and  com- 
menced business  in  1830  on  Market 
st.’cet,  at  the  present  location.  He  con- 
I'.nued  in  business  until  a few  years  ago. 
when  the  infirmities  of  age  compelled 
him  to  retire.  His  son,  E.  Z.  Gross,  has 
continued  the  business.  Mr.  Gross  served 
in  Council  and  the  School  Board  for 
many  years,  and  was  the  first  president 
of  the  borough  Council  in  1800  and  1802. 
For  many  years  he  was  a trustee  of  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospital,  near  this  city, 
and  treasurer  of  the  Board.  He  was 
president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  and  vice  president  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Franklin  and  Marshall 
College.  He  was  also  president  of  the 
Board  of  Publication  of  the  Reformed 
Church  for  many  years.  Mr.  Gross  was 
married  in  1841  to  Elizabeth  Kunkel,  eld- 
est daughter  of  George  Kunkel,  of  Har- 
risburg, who  died  in  1882.  Their  sur- 
viving children  are  George  A.,  real  estate 
and  insurance  agent;  Joshua  W.,  shoe 
dealer  on  Market  street;  Edward  Z.,  drug- 
gist; Henry,  superintendent  of  one  of  the 
departments  of  the  I’ennsylvania  Steel 
Company,  and  John  K.,  agent  of  the 
Northern  Central  Railroad  Company  at 
York.  Mrs.  Joseph  Loose,  of  Virginia,  is 
a sister. 

Mr.  Gross  was  an  elder  of  the  Salem 
Reformed  Church  and  was  prominent  in 
all  the  affairs  of  the  denomination.  He 
was  a member  of  the  famous  “peace  com- 
mission” which  was  appointed  to  allay 
the  excitement  over  the  liturgy.  In  ail 
the  affairs  of  Harrisburg  he  was  active 
and  public  spirited.  He  was  identified 
with  many  of  the  city’s  enterprises.  He 
was  the  oldest  member  of  Salem  Church 
and  for  a long  time  was  superintendent 
of  the  Sunday  school  and  also  of  the  in- 
fant department  of  the  school.  He  was 
baptized  by  Rev.  I’hilip  Groninger,  .Tune 
10th,  1810,  who  was  then  pastor  of  the 
Reformed  Church. 

His  death  removes  one  who  has  seen 
alt  the  changes  from  the  primitive  boi'- 
■ough  government  to  the  present  city  gov- 


ernment, the  development  of  which  he 
watched  with  much  interest.  He  was 
one  who  was  generous  in  all  his  dealings 
with  men  and  whose  charity  was  suffi- 
cient to  cover  their  faults.  In  all  the  re- 
lations of  life  he  was  firm  in  his  convic- 
tions of  right  and  his  works  will  follow 
him.

111  making  some  repairs  at  his  resi- 
deuce,  corner  of  Second  and  Walnut,  this 
week.  Dr.  John  P.  Keller  had  occasion 
to  tear  up  a portion  of  the  tloor  on  the  sec- 
ond story  and  he  found  some  relics  that 
to(dc  him  back  to  his  boyhood  days  and 
may,  perhaps,  interest  the  “Telegraph” 
readers.  These  relics  were  old  type, 
spaces  and  leads  that  were  used  on  the 
“Telegraph”  when  it  wis  first  started, 
sixty-five  years  ago.  The  ‘Telegraph” 
was  first  printed  in  the  building  in  which 
Dr.  Keller  now  lives.  The  first  floor  was 
the  editor’s  room,  business  office  and 
store  room  for  paper  stock,  and  in  the 
second  floor  front  room  was  the  compos- 
ing room,  press  room,  job  room  and  every- 
thing else  that  pertained  to  the  mechanic- 
al departments  of  the  plant.  The  paper 
was  then  i)rinted  on  an  old  hand  press, 
which  was  so  heavy  that  it  was  feared  it 
would  f.all  through  the  floor,  and  an  iron 
column  was  placed  under  the  ceiling 
down  stairs,  and  Mr.  Fenn,  the  founder, 
was  thus  made  secure  from  danger.  The 
type  found  were  beneath  the  floor  and 
proved  that  there  were  careless  printers 
in  the  old  days  as  well  as  at  present. —

20th.  1896.

ATLEE,  SAMUEL  JOHN. 

Samuel  .Tohn  Atlee,  son  of  William  At- 
lee  and  his  wife  Jane  Alcock,  was  born 
September  1.3.  1739,  in  Trenton,  New  .Ter- 
sey,  his  parents  temporarily  residing 
there.  Upon  the  death  of  his  father  in 
1744,  his  mother  removed  to  Lancaster, 
Penna.  Pie  attended  the  school  of  Rev. 
.Tames  McGraw,  and  was  on  the  eve  of 
commencing  the  study  of  the  law,  when 
the  P'rench  and  Indian  War  broke  out. 
He  and  several  of  his  schoolmates  made 
applications  for  ensigns,  and  young 
Mr.  Atlee  at  the  age  of  seventeen  was 
commissioned  April  23.  1756,  ensign  in 
Capt.  Thomas  Lloyd’s  company  of  the 
Third  Provincial  Battalion,  known  as 
the  “Augusta  Regiment,”  then  command- 
ed by  Lieut.  Col.  William  Clapham.  He 
was  promoted  Dec.  7,  1757,  lieutenant, 
and  March  4.  1759.  to  captain,  vice  Capt. 
Weiser  resigned.  He  was  on  the  Forbes 
expedition  for  the  reduction  of  Port  Du- 
qnesne  in  1758,  and  especially  distinguish- 
ed himself  at  the  Battle  of  Loyalhannon, 
and  participated  in  the  land  grants 
awarded  to  the  Pennsylvania  officers  for 
services  in  the  ■war.  He  left  the  army 
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in  the  fall  of  1760,  and  retiring  to  a farm 
in  Lancaster  county,  he  married,  and  was 
engaged  in  active  agricultural  pursuits, 
when  the  patriot  call  to  arms  brought 
him  once  again  into  military  service. 
When  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  decided 
to  organize  a force  strictly  for  her  own 
defense,  the  command  of  the  “Musketry 
Battalion”  was  assigned  to  Capt.  Atlee, 
his  commission  as  colonel  bearing  date 
March  21,  1776.  His  battalion  was  subse- 
quently transferred  to  the  Continental 
service,  and  did  effective  work  in  the 
Jersey  campaign  of  that  year.  In  the 
disastrous  batle  on  Long  Island  Col.  At- 
lee  was  captured  by  the  enemy  and  for  a 
period  of  twenty-six  months  was  held  in 
captivity.  He  was  released  on  the  sev- 
enth of  October,  1778,  and  the  following 
month  was  elected  by  the  Assembly  a 
delegate  to  the  Congress — and  again  in 
1780  and  1781,  in  which  body  he  took  a 
prominent  part.  He  was  elected  to  the 
Penna.  General  Assembly  in  1782,  178-5 
and  1786.  In  Oct..  1783,  he  was  chosen 
a Councillor  for  Lancaster  county,  and 
was  appointed  by  that  body  one  of  the 
commissioners  to  the  Indian  treaty  at 
Fort  McIntosh.  He  died  at  Philadel- 
phia on  Saturday,  the  25th  of  November, 
1786,  while  in  attendance  upon  the  Gen- 
eral Assembly,  and  his  remains  interred 
in  Christ  Church  graveyard.  He  was  de- 
cidedly one  of  the  best  of  Pennsylvania’s 
Revolutionary  worthies.  Col.  Atlee.  m. 
April  19,  1762.  Sarah  Richardson,  of 
Lancaster  county,  who  with  nine  chil- 
dren survived.  Their  eldest  child  and 
daughter  became  the  wife  of  Capt. 
Thomas  Boude,  a brilliant  soldier  of  the 
war  for  Independence. 


BUTLER.  LORD. 

Lord  Butler,  son  of  Col.  Zebulon  But- 
ler, and  his  wife  Anim  Lord,  was  born 
November  12,1767,  iu  Li^Tue.Coirnecticut. 
The  father  was  an  officer  in  the  old 
French  war.  and  quite  pwominenit  in  the 
struggle  for  independence.  The  son  saw 
service  in  the  latter  war.  acc-ompanying 
his  father  in  camp.  After  the  close  of 
the  Revolution  Lord  Butler  entered  into 
business  and  for  a long  period  was  one 
of  the  most  prominent  men  in  the  IV yo- 
ming  settlement.  He  was  commissioned 
by  President  ^Mifflin  the  first  sheriff  of 
the  county  of  Luzerne  after  its  organiza- 
tion in  1787,  and  was  chosen  the  follow- 
ing year  for  the  same  pKrsition.  In  1789 
he  was  elected  a member  of  the  Suijreme 


Executive  Council.  Upon  the  election  of 
Thomas  MifSin  as  Governor,  that  stead- 
fast friend  appointed  him,  August  17, 
1791,  register  and  recorder  of  the  county, 
a position  which  he  hdld  during  Mifflin’s 
entire  administration.  Mr.  Butler  was 
subsequently  (1801)  elected  a representa- 
tive to  the  Gieneral  Assembly,  and  re- 
elected the  following  year.  In  politics  he 
was  a Federalist.  He  filled  various  of- 
fices in  the  local  mihtia,  and  rose  to  the 
rank  of  brigadier  general.  He  died  at 
his  residence  in  Wilkes-Barre,  1821,  aged 
— years.  Miner  truly  says  that  he  sus- 
tained the  highest  character  for  faithful- 
ness and  ability — ^^a  man  of  stern  integrity. 
Gen.  Butler  married  Mary  Peirce,  daugh- 
ter of  Abel  Peirce  and  granddaughter  of 
Major  Ezekiel  Pciree,  who  for  maav 
years  was  town  clerk  of  Westmoreland 
or  IVyoiming.  Their  children  were  Louisa 
and  Houghton,  who  died  young;  Peirce, 
who  m.  Temperance  Colt,  d.  at  Kingston 
March  36,  1818,  aged  59  years-^two  of 
his  grandsons  are  members  of  the  Lu- 
zerne c-ounty  bar;  Sylvania,  m.  Garrick 
Ma  llery,  who  was  president  judge  of  the 
courts — and  whose  daughter  became  the 
wife  of  Williaiin  Strong,  chief  justice  of 
the  Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania  and 
a judge  of  the  supreme  court  of  the 
United  States;  .Tohn-Lord,  a co.al  opera- 
tor, m.  Cornelia  Richards,  and  their 
daughter  m.  Stanley  Woodward,  law 
judge  of  the  courts  of  Luzerne  county; 
Chester,  m.  Mrs.  Sarah  Gist,  widow  of 
.lacob  Cist  and  daughter  of  Mathias  Hol- 
lenbach — was  a lawyer  of  ijerception  and 
sound  judgment,  a Whig  member  of  the 
legislature  of  Pennsylvania  in  1839  at  the 
rime  of  the  “Buckshot  War.”  When 
convinced  of  the  error  of  the  position  as- 
sumed by  Thaddeus  Stevens,  the  Whig 
.eader,  he  and  his  colleague.  Major  Joihn 
Sturdevant.  and  another,  abandoned  Ste- 
vens’ “Rump”  organizatioti,  went  into 
the  Democratic  house,  th\is  ending  the 
“war” — was  twice  elected  to  Congress, 
and  died  in  1850  in  office;  Rutfh-Ann,  m. 
John  N.  Conyngham,  president  judge  of 
the  courts  of  Luzerne  district  for  twenty- 
nine  yeai-s,  whose  Children  were  John  B, 
and  Charles  M.,  both  serving  with  dis- 
tinction in  the  Rebellion.  William  L., 
Mary  m.  Charles  Parrish  and  Ann  m. 
Rt.  Rev.  William  Bacon  Stevens;  Zebu- 
Ion,  m.  Mary  Murdock — he  was  a promi- 
nent Presbyirerran  minister,  who  lived 
and  died  at  Port  Gibson,  Miss.;  Lord,  m. 
Abi  Slocum;  and  Phoebe  Haight,  who 
m.  Dr.  A.  C.  Donaldson  and  settled  in 
the  West.

i .James  Potter,  and  was  at  the  battle  of

la’nd  coiiiiity  in  the  General  Assembly 
dnring  'the  period  of  the  Kevolirtion.  He 
died  September  27,  1804.  His  wife  Eliza 
died  April  28,  1885.  His  children  were 
Samuel-Fubhey,  of  Lancaster;  William, 
of  Ohillisquaque:  .lames,  of  Lewisbiirg; 
Ann,  'm.  .John  Maelay;  Eliza'beth,  m. 
Aaron  Ch'anvberlaiu,  and  iMairgaret.  In 
his  will  he  speaks  of  the  black  girl. 
“Dinah,”  belonging  to  his  wife.  Samuel 
F.  Dale  served  in  the  War  of  1812. 


THE  MOXTiHJHS. 

The  correspoudeiice  of  Edward  Pollard 
shows  that  he  had  son.s.  Roland  and 
John  ,and  a daiighter.  Belle.  .John  was 
wounded  in  the  back  in  the  Sullivan  cam- 
paign oil  the  Chemung  in  1779.  The 
correspondence  does  not  show  that  said 
sons  were  the  children  of  Catharine  Mon- 
tour. I'ollard  had  a family  by  a white 
wife,  and  was  also  father  of  Captain  Pol- 
lard. a noted  Seneca  chief  by  an  Indian 
mistress  (see  Stone’s  Life  of  Red  Jacket, 
p.  305,  and  Ketchum’s  Buffalo  and  the 
Senecas,  i,  p.  345  to  350.  and  ii,  123.) 
The  couolusion  that  Roland  and  John 
were  sons  of  Catharine  was  a'n  opinion 
only  of  Mr.  Ketchuin,  and  of  no  weight 
as  'authority.  I aim  confident  that  the 
husband  of  Oatharine  ^lontour  was 
Thomas  Hudson,  ailias  Teleiiemut,  who 
apears  to  have  been  a bro'fcher  of  John 
Hudson,  alias  Apeyett,  in  Delaware,  and 
Eyendeegeii  in  Seneca,  both  noted  chiefs 
among  the  Senecas,  and  that  Roland  and 
Joihn  were  nOt  of  that  family,  but  may 
have  been  sons  of  Mary  (Molly).  You 
will  see  by  Pennsylv.ania  Archives, iii, 558, 
tha't  Thomas  Hudson  is  men'tioned  as  Che 
W'ife  of  Oatrina,  in  conuectioii  with  Peter 
Quebec  and  his  wife  French  Margaret. 
Thomas  Hudson’s  alias  appears  to  have 
been  Teleuemut,  a vice-gerent  to  rule  over 
certain  Delaware  tribes  on  the  Chemung 
an  West  Branch.  J.  S.  C. 


MATRONS  OF  THE  ItE VOLU  TION. 
CATHARINE  MARTIN  DAVIDSON. 

Catharine  Martin,  daughter  of  Robert 
Martin  was  born  May  ItJ,  1768.  on  the 
site  of  the  town  of  Northumberland, 
where  her  father  was  the  first  permanent 
settler.  Mr.  Martin  came  originally  from 
New  Jersey,  and  had  attempted  to  make 
a settlement  at  Wyoming  under  a Penn- 
sylvania title,  but  this  design  was  frus- 
trated by  the  opposition  of  the  “Connec- 
ticut Intruders.”  He  built  the  first  house 
at  Northumberland,  and  that  time  it  was 
the  only  dwelling  in  sight  of  Fort  Augus- 
ta on  the  Sunbury  side  of  the  river.  IVe 
first  hear  of  his  daughter  Catharine  dur- 


ing the  summer  of  1778,  when  ministering 
to  the  relief  of  the  distressed  people  who 
fled  from  Wyoming  upon  the  terrible  mas- 
sacre there  on  the  3d  of  July,  1778.  She 
was  in  verity  an  angel  of  consolation, 
assisting  her  mother  and  her  younger  sis- 
ters in  ministering  to  the  wants  of  the 
half-starved  fugitives,  and  in  caring  for 
the  sick  and  disabled  who  had  crowded 
their  house  and  barn.  During  the  “great 
runaway”  on  the  West  Branch,  of  1779, 
and  the  subsequent  capture  of  Fort  Free- 
land by  the  British  and  their  sav- 
age allies,  she  was  again  called  upon 
to  minister  to  the  relief  and  necessities 
of  the  many  women  and  children  who 
took  refuge  at  Northumberland.  She 
was  a woman  of  untiring  devotion,  and, 
like  a sister  of  charity,  was  regarded  by 
her  friends  and  neighbors  as  one  of  the 
most  philanthropic  of  women.  After  the 
Revolution,  March  31,  1785,  she  married 
Dr.  James  Davidson,  who  was  then  tem- 
porarily located  at  Sunbury.  Soon  after 
their  marriage,  having  purchased  a farm 
near  the  mouth  of  Pine  Creek,  about  two 
miles  above  Jersey  Shore,  they  located 
there,  where  her  husband  followed  his 
profession,  and  for  a long  period  was  the 
only  physician  in  that  part  of  the  coun- 
try. Here  Mrs.  Davidson  died  about  the 
year  1816  and  was  interred  in  the  little 
cemetery  on  the  farm,  which  her  husband 
set  aside  for  burial  purposes.  For  many 
years  it  was  known  as  the  “Davidson 
Burial  Ground”  and  now  as  the  Pine 
Creek  Graveyard.  A large  number  of 
the  early  settlers  were  buried  there,  and 
occasionally  an  interment  is  still  made  in 
it. 

Dr.  James  Davidson  was  born  in  1750 
in  Essex  county.  New  Jersey.  His  father 
was  a man  of  means,  and  gave  his  son 
a liberal  education.  Upon  leaving  school 
he  studied  medicine  under  .Jonathan  Day- 
ton.  After  practicing  two  years  in 
Orange  county.  New  York,  he  entered  the 
general  hospital  at  Philadelphia,  of  which 
he  was  appointed  assistant  surgeon,  by 
Dr.  AVilliam  Shippen.  On  the  5th  of 
j April,  1777,  he  was  commissioned  surgeon 
! of  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Jjine,  commanded  by  Col.  Francis 
Johnston.  Dr.  Davidson  served  faithful- 
ly to  the  close  of  the  war,  and  was  one 
of  the  most  successful  surgeons  of  the 
Army  of  the  Revolution,  doing  most  ex- 
cellent service  in  relieving  the  wounded, 
the  sick  and  suffering  on  the  various 
battle-fields  during  the  struggle  for  in- 
dependence. After  the  close  of  the  war 
he  was  appointed  surgeon  of  the  Second 
Battalion  of  Infantry  of  Northumberland 
county,  by  the  Supreme  Executive  Coun- 
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cil,  and  upon  the  erection  of  Lycoming 
county  in  1795,  commissioned  by  Gov- 
ernor Mifflin  one  of  the  first  judges  of 
the  new  county.  He  was  a gentleman  of 
culture,  refinement,  highly  intelligent, 
modest  and  unassuming,  fond  of  anec- 
dote, cheerful,  hospitable,  and  benevo- 
lent. He  died  on  the  IGth  day  of  Janu- 
ary, 1825,  and  was  buried  by  the  side  of 
his  wife,  in  the  Pine  Creek  graveyard. 
Dr.  Davidson  had  five  sons  and  three 
daughters.  Robert  was  appointed  a lieu- 
tenant in  the  army  on  the  breaking  out 
of  the  War  of  1812,  and  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Lundy’s  Lane,  while  gallantly 
leading  his  company.  Asher  Davidson 
succeeded  his  father  in  the  pracKce  of 
medicine  and  became  a prominent  physi- 
cian. The  other  sons  were  Oliphant,  Wil- 
liam P.,  and  James.  The  daughters 
were  Catharine,  married  Capt.  Robert 
Rt)hinson,  of  I'iiie  (Jreek.  the  son  of  Col. 
EoLinson;  Maria,  married  Willi  in  ICai- 
son,  of  Watsonto'wn;  and  Elizabeth,  mar- 
ried William  Epley,  of  Jersey  Shore. 


ELIZABETH  THOMPSON  MOOR- 
HEAD. 

Eliaa;betlh  Thompson,  daughter  of 
Joseph  Thompson,  was  born  in  tlie  Cum- 
berland Valley  in  1748.  Her  father  was  a 
native  of  the  North  o^  Ireland,  iind  an 
early  settler  in  what  is  now  Erinkliu 
county.  The  daughter  received  rhe  bene- 
fit of  a good  home  ediieation , was  a wo- 
man of  considerable  natural  ability,  and 
of  great  force  of  oharacrer.  In  1768  she 
married  Fergus  Moorhead,  of  the  same 
locality.  In  Mav.  17(2,  Mr.  .Moorh.-ad. 
wirh  ii.s  wife  and  three  chillren,  u;s  ’'lu 
bro’heis,  Samuel  and  .Joseph,  ind  his 
wife's  brother,  James  ThompSvin,  set  luit 
from  their  homes  in  the  Cumberland  V.'^l- 
lej  for  the  “new  country,”  vrest  of  ii.e 
4dlcgheny  Mountains.  Though  iho 
thougiht  of  acquiring  possessions  and 
weailth  for  themselves  and  posterity, 
might  buoy  up  the  adventurous  spirits 
of  the  Moorhead  brothers,  it  may  well  be 
imagined  that  Mrs.  Moorhead  left  home 
and  all  its  endearments  with  a heavy 
heart.  Being  a woman,  however,  of 
great  energy  of  character,  as  is  sihoini  in 
the  sequel,  and  filled  with  that  romantic 
spirit  peculiar  to  that  period  in  which  she 
lived,  she  pressed  forward  with  a firm 
step  and  a resolute  heart,  determined  to 
'Share  with  her  husband  the  dangers  and 
trials  of  the  wilderness.  The  Moorheads 
took  with  them  three  horses  and  a wagon 
■whaA  contained  their  provisions,  the 
famil'y  effects,  and  the  household  utensils. 
'Their  other  live-stock  consisted  of  a yoke 


of  oxen,  two  milk  cows,  sheep,  hogs  and 
a lot  of  fowls.  Mr.  Moorhead  had  been 
to  the  country  by  himself  before,  made  a 
cabin  in  a Clearing  and  then  went  back 
to  the  Cumberland  Valley  for  his  little 
family,  reaching  'their  Western  Pennsyl- 
vania home,  they  planted  a small  patch, 
which  they  had  cleared,  with  potatoes 
and  corn,  and  orepared  another  for  a gar 
den.  Joseph  and  Samuel  Moorhead  left 
their  brother  and  his  family  to  return 
'home.  For  that  harvest  Fergus  Moor- 
head cut  the  grass  growing  on  the  land, 
vifflioh  in  that  day  in  some  sections  of  the 
country  resembled  prairies,  being  open 
anid  treeless,  rank  with  grass  and  in  some 
instances  swampy.  In  the  patches 
north  of  the  Conemaugh,  the  wild  grass 
grew  luxuriantly.  In  the  beginning  of  the 
Revolutionary  War,Mr.  Moorhead  was  in 
command  of  the  Frontier  Fort  at  the  Kit- 
tanning.  while  his  brother  Samuel,  the 
eammandant,  was  seriously  ill  from  an 
attack  of  small-pox.  Upm  his  brother’s 
recovery.  Captain  Fergus  Moofihead  start- 
ed for  home,  accompanied  by  a soldier 
by  the  name  of  Simpson.  Arriving  at 
‘“Blanket  Hill”  on  the  Kittannlng,  they 
were  waylaid  by  the  Indians,  who  shot 
both  their  horses  and  killed  the  nrivate 
soldier.  Moothead  was  taken  prisoner, 
and  after  arriving  at  h'is  captors’  camp, 
was  compelled  to  run  the  gauntlet.  He 
was  then  taken  to  Quebec  and  sold  to  the 
Briiti'Sh,  ■u’'ho  kept  him  in  close  confine- 
ment on  miserable  food  for  eleven  months. 
At  the  end  of  this  time  he  was  exchanged 
and  sent  to  New  York,  from  which  place 
he  set  out  on  foot  for  his  former  home  in 
the  Cumberland  Valley.  His  wife  had 
accompanied  her  brother  back  to  the 
Cumberland  Valley,  and  while  she  was 
-at  his  father’s  house,  she  had  the  unmis- 
takable delight  of  again  meeting  her  hus- 
band, who  after  many  adventures  had 
returned  from  his  captivi'ty.  In  1781  he 
with  his  Wife  and  children  returned  to 
their  Westmoreland  county  home.  It  may 
be  here  stated  that  during  the  time  of 
'her  husbaind’s  captivity,  there  devolved 
upon  Mrs.  Moorhead  the  sad  (iuty,  wi'th- 
out  'any  assistance  Whatever,  to  close  the 
eyes  of  her  own  child,  make  its  coffin  and 
deposit  it  in  the  grave  she  had  dug  for  it. 
It  Was  subsequent  to  this  that  she  re- 
turned to  the  Cumberland  Valley,  for, 
having  no  word  from  her  husbanii  as  to 
’hi's  Whereabouts,  no  information  was  ob- 
tained as  to  What  had  really  become  of 
him.  Of  'the  'Sore  trials  which  this  typical 
pioneer  woman  underwent  during  the 
Revolutionary  struggle,  the  pen  is  too 
. weak  to  describe,  'a'n'd,  yet,  Mrs.  Moorhead 
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■w’as  only  one  of  the  many  noble  women, 
wives  ocf  'the  pa'triloits  of  the  Declaration, 
wlhb  suffered  duhiing  the  war  for  inde- 
pendence. Mr.  Moorhead  lived  to  the 
ripe  old  age  of  eighltj^-nine,  dying  in  1831, 
his  wiife  preceding  Mm  ten  years.  They 
l^t  numerons  and  respedtable  progeny, 
and  some  of  their  descendants  occupy 
prominent  positions  in  the  Wesitern  States 
of  the  Union.

The  Webers,  of  Lancaster  county,near 
the  line  of  Lebanon  county,  attended 
church  at  Schaefferstown.  Their  ances- 
tors helped  to  establish  the  old  Lutheran 
Church  built  there  in  1767.  On  the  Com- 
munion service  is  this  inscription:  “Pre- 
sented to  the  church  by  Michael  and  Ann 
Barbara  Weber,  1764.’’  IVe  have  names 
but  not  dates,  given,  until  that  of  Lud- 
wig IVeber,  b.  Feb.  8,  1766,  near  Schaef- 
ferstown, Lancaster  county;  was  bap- 
tized by  Henry  Von  Otto,  Lutheran  min- 
ister of  the  Schaefferstown  Church.  Lud- 
wig IVeber  marided  Rebecca  Grove  at  the 
above  place  in  1787.  She  was  the  daugh- 
ter of  Jonathan  Grove,  of  Reamstown, 
Lancaster  county.  Ludwig  Weber  died 
in  1847.  To  them  were  born  the  follow- 
ing children:

The  entire  family  went  to  Cum- 
berland county  about  1796;  from  there 
to  Dauphin  county,  where  Ludwig  Weber 
purchased  island  property  nearly  oppo- 
site city  of  Harrisburg,  which  he  sold  in 
1802,  and  returned  to  his  Cumberland 
county  farm,  on  which  he  that  year  erect- 
ed the  present  stone  house.  His  estate 
was  situated  four  and  a half  miles  from 
Shippensburg  on  the  old  Ridge  Road.  He 
married  Anna  Tritt  at  the  old  Tritt  home- 
stead built  in  1755,  four  miles  south  of 
Newville.

They  must  be  read  in  connection 
with  the  very  interesting  article  on  Cap- 
tain Lee.  in  Notes  and  Queries  reprint, 
1895,  Vol.  I,  page  167-176.  H.  B.  H. 


Capt.  Andrew  Lee  to  Col.  Pickering. 

Wilkes-Barre,  Nov.  19th,  1807. 

Dear  Sir:  I now  take  the  liberty  of  so- 
liciting those  services  which  you  were  so 
good  as  to  tender  me  when  last  in  Wilkes- 
Barre.  I had  intended  troubling  you  last 
session,  but  postponed  it  from  time  to 
time  until  it  was  too  late.  I am  indeed 
fearful  th.ar  it  is  too  late  to  derive  much 
advantages  from  any  application  or  in- 
formation I can  lay  before  you.  How- 
ever. my  situation  and  circumstances  in 
life  being  much  reduced  from  what  I had 
once  reason  to  expect  from  prospects  of 
earlier  life,  I am  induced  to  make  an 
other  exertion  to  recover  what  I consider 
very  justly  due  me.  In  order  that  you 
may  say  the  justice  and  equity  of  my 
claims,  I will  go  into  as  full  a detail  as 
my  memory  will  permit  me.  I cannot 
recollect  dates,  Ac.,  as  all  my  papers 
relative  to  this  business  were  lodged  in 
the  War  Office,  and  were  together  with 
many  others  of  the  same  nature  consum- 
ed by  fire  when  that  office  was  burnt.  I 
must,  therefore,  relate  from  memory  en- 
tirely. I entered  service  under  Gen. 
Montgomery,  was  wounded  at  the  taking 
of  8t.  .Tohns  and  was  sent  down  to  Al- 
bany with  the  prisoners  that  were  taken 
there,  with  a recommendation  from  Gen. 
M.  for  a commission  in  the  Army,  which 


recommendation  I presented  to  Col. 
Moses  Hazen,  who  gave  me  the  appoint- 
ment of  lieutenancy  in  his  regiment  in 
November,  1776.  In  little  more  than  a 
month  I had  seventy-five  men  recruited. 
I then  received  orders  from  General 
Scuyler  to  march  to  Philadelphia,  the 
then  place  of  rendezvous;  but  while  on  the 
way.  General  Washington,  hearing  of 
troops  advancing,  sent  one  of  his  aids  to 
me  from  whom  I received  orders  to 
march  to  Trenton,  where  I accordingly 
went,  and  received  there  arms  and  am- 
munition for  my  men,  and  were  at  the 
taking  of  the  Hessians,  with  w’hom  we 
marched  to  Philadelphia.  We  there  re- 
ceived clothing  and  were  fully  equipt.  I 
then  took  sick  and  lay  in  Philadelphia  till 
the  spring  of  '77,  when  I received  orders 
from  General  Hazen  to  march  up  the  Sus- 
quehanna after  deserters.  I afterward 
joined  the  regiment  at  Princeton,  New 
Jersey,  and  served  that  campaign,  com- 
manding a company  till  General  Hazen 
appointed  his  nephew,  IMoses  White,  cap- 
tain of  that  same  company  (formerly  had 
been  commanded  by  Captain  Joseph 
Tary,  who  was  promoted  to  a majority.) 
I being  dissatisfied  with  that  appoint- 
ment. gave  in  my  resignation  to  General 
Sullivan,  to  whom  I also  assigned  my 
reasons.  General  Sullivan  would  not, 
however,  receive  my  resignation:  he  told 
me  I must  serve  the  campaign  and  in  the 
meantime  should  have  justice  done  me. 
He  shortly  afterward  ordered  a party 
out  to  Staten  Island,  where  I had  the 
misfortune  of  being  made  a prisoner  and 
where  I continued  as  such  two  years.  I 
made  my  escape  from  there  and  received 
my  parole  from  General  Washington  un- 
til the  affair  should  be  settled,  which  was 
done  by  a board  of  British  officers  who 
sat  for  that  purpose,  and  who  relinquish- 
ed all  claim  to  me.  Having  returned  to 
headquarters  General  Washington  or- 
dered me  to  join  my  regiment  at  Cohoaz. 
I there  found  G.  H.  had  struck  me  off 
the  muster  rolls,  but.  notwithstanding, 
gave  me  the  command  of  a company, 
which  I marched  to  headquarters.  I 
there  lodged  a complaint  before  General 
Washington  and  he  gave  me  a separate 
command  of  picked  men  out  of  the  whole 
line  of  the  army  to  act  under  the  com- 
mand of  Col.  Lee,  who  commanded  the 
horse  until  my  rank  should  be  settled. 
Unfortunately,  about  the  time  a board  of 
general  officers  sat  for  that  purpose,  I 
received  a wound  in  the  battle  of  Spring- 
field  and  was  unable  to  attend,  the  con- 
sequences of  which  was  that  my  rank  was 
never  settled,  which  prevented  my  accept- 
ing an  appointment  in  Colonel  Lee’s  Le- 
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gion  of  Horses.  I was  ordered  to  Beck- 
enridge  Hospital,  where  I had  to  pay  all 
my  own  expenses.  I was  afterward  re- 
moved to  Albany  Hospital,  where  Lord 
Sterling  commanded,  who  appointed  me 
superintendent  of  that  hospital,  where  I 
continued  till  the  close  of  the  war,  when 
I joined  my  regiment.  General  Wash- 
ington then  ordered  me  to  take  command 
of  the  three  j'ears’  men  in  our  regiment, 
which  I commanded  till  we  took  posses- 
sion of  New  York.  The  war  being  then 
over,  the  men  under  my  command  parti- 
tioned for  their  discharge,  which  I signed 
and  handed  to  G.  W.,  wdio  told  I was 
disbanding  myself,  to  which  I consented. 
He  afterward  recommended  me  to  Con- 
gress for  a pension,  which  I declined  ap- 
plying for.  conceiving  it  to  he  unneces- 
sary, provided  I could  get  arrearages  of 
pay  and  the  amount  of  my  expenses 
while  recruiting,  to  do  which  I attended 
at  the  sitting  of  Congress  in  New  York 
three  months  for  the  purpose  of  having 
those  accounts  adjusted.  But.  unable  to 
attain  my  object  through  the  absence  of 
Mr.  Pierce,  the  paymaster.  I attended 
likewise  in  Philadelphia,  where  Colonel 
Hartley  and  Mr.  Kittera.  members  of 
Congress,  advised  me  to  petition  anew, 
which  was  referred  to  a committee  of 
which  Mr.  Tracy  was  chairman,  and  af- 
ter waiting  several  weeks.  Mr.  Tracy  ad- 
vised me  to  return  home  and  in  the  mean- 
time Mr.  Montgomery  should  inform  me 
of  any  occurrence  which  should  happen. 
T accordingly  returned  home  and  receiv- 
ed a letter  from  Mr.  Montgomery,  men- 
tioning that  my  claims  were  just,  but 
could  not  be  allowed,  owing  to  the  enor- 
mity of  demands  on  Congress,  for  all 
would  have  an  epual  right  to  be  allowed 
their  demands  with  me. 

A few  years  since.  General  Hanna  then 
a member  of  Congress  from  this  State, 
took  the  trouble  of  examining  the  offices, 
the  result  of  which  examination  you  will 
perceive  by  the  enclosed  letter: 

I must  beg  some  information  on  another 
subject,  i.  e..  some  military  warrants, 
which  I gave  a certain  Bobert  Finley  to 
have  located.  He  has  sold  them,  and  I 
since  find  that  they  have  been  located  by 
a Mr.  IMathews  or  Ormsby  and  returne<l 
into  the  Register  General’s^  Office  at 
Washington.  You  woidd  oblige  me  by 
informing  me  what  measures  would  be 
necessary  to  pursue  in  order  to  get  pos- 
session of  the  warrants  again,  or  whether 
Finley’s  receipt  for  same  is  not  sufficient 
to  entitle  me  to  the  land.  The  number, 
&c..  of  the  warrants  are  as  follows:  One 
in  the  name  of  .Tohn  Beatty,  late  a soldier 
in  the  Pennsylvania  line,  catling  for  100 


acres.  No.  8,901;  one  in  the  name  of  .John 
IVaggouer,  late  a soldier  of  Hazen’s  Reg- 
iment, for  100  acres,  No.  13,898;  one  in 
the  name  of  Lieut.  Andrew  Lee,  of  Ha- 
zen’s Regiment,  calling  for  200  acres.  No. 
1,330:  one  in  the  name  of  .Tohn  McKin- 
ney, late  a soldier  in  the  Pennsylvania 
line,  for  100  acres.  No.  10,113. 

I likewise  enclose  you  a deed  for  500 
acres  of  land  in  the  great  Bend  of  Ten- 
nessee River.  I know  not  whether  the 
title  is  good,  or  if  it  is.  I may  lose  it  for 
taxes,  the  members  of  Congress  from  this 
State  would  be  able  fl  should  suppose) 
to  give  the  necessary  information  con- 
cerning this. 

Thus,  sir,  I have  laid  before  you  every 
circumstance  which  I conceive  important. 
Should  there  be  any  further  Information 
necessary  to  further  my  views,  be  so  good 
as  to  let  me  know  as  soon  as  convenient. 
And  your  attention  to  the  above  shall  ever 
be  held  in  most  grateful  esteem  by.  Dear 
Sir,  your  Obliged  Humble  Servt.

[{rcommendatlon  of  VVasltlngton  Lee. 

Extracts  from  a letter  from  .Tudge  John 
.Toseph  Henry,  to  Henry  Dearborne,  Sec- 
retary of  War.  asking  an  appointment  in 
the  Army  for  Washington  Lee. 

Washington  Lee,  Esq.,  the  Gentleman 
who  makes  this  application,  is  the  eldest 
son  of  Captain  Andrew  Lee,  who,  ac- 
cording to  my  best  remembrance,  served 
in  Hazen’s  Regiment  from  its  origin  in 
the  previous  part  of  the  war  on  the 
Northern  frontier.  Our  knowledge  of 
each  other  happened  in  1779.  My  mili- 
tary friends  uniformly  spoke  of  him 
(then,  as  now,  I was  disabled  from  ser- 
vice, and  cannot  therefore  speak  from  my 
own  knowledge),  as  an  active  and  valiant 
officer.  He  was  particularly  useful,  it 
was  said,  as  a partisan  in  that  species  of 
warfare,  w'hich  you  know  at  that  time 
and  in  that  quarter  was  necessary  and 
peculiarly  hazardous.  Captain  Lee  pos- 
sessed a handsome  estate  in  Pennsylva- 
nia. There  was  another  Captain  Lee  (I 
think  MMlliam),  of  Hazen’s  Regiment,  a 
cousin  of  A.  Lee.  a native  of  Vermont, 
or  New  York,  who  did  good  service  to  our 
cause  in  instances  which  required  shrewd 
address  and  undavinted  courage  to  exe- 
cute. Men  in  a subaltern  station,  such 
as  these  officers  held,  are  not  historically 
blazoned.  Their  merits  live  only  in  the 
memories  of  the  compatriots.  This  fam- 
ily of  the  Lee’s  which  is  numerous  and 
very  extended,  had  their  principal  seats 
on  the  head  of  the  Susquehanna  within 
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Pennsylvania,  and  on  the  Mohock  in 
New  York.  A third  Captain  Lee  of  this 
family,  known  to  me  at  an  early  age, 
who  in  the  course  of  the  war,  as  subse- 
quently informed,  evinced  much  patriotic 
resolution,  resided  on  the  West  Branch 
of  the  Susquehanna  some  miles  above 
Sunbury,  the  county-town  of  Northum- 
berland. He  was  named  John,  and  was 
an  uncle  of  Andrew;  his  dwelling  was  not 
very  distant  from  a place  formerly  known 
as  Freeland’s  Mills.  The  infamous  and 
bloody  incursion  of  Butler  and  Brandt  at 
ye  head  of  a Banditti  composed  princi- 
pally of  Tories  and  Indians,  in  1778, 
had  not  only  wasted  but  depopulated  the 
charming  district  of  Wyoming,  the  ex- 
terior settlement  of  the  whites,  but  its 
effects  extended  down  to  Freelands. 
Even  the  inhabitants  of  Sunbury,  which 
was  populous,  panic  struck,  if  they  had 
the  means,  deserted  their  homes  for  the 
security  of  the  interior.  John  Lee  stood 
firm.  Freelands,  known  since  as  Free- 
land Fort,  was  tolerably  well  stockaded. 
Here  the  dwellers  of  the  vicinity,  from 
various  causes  unable  to  fly,  sought 
refuge.  In  the  best  of  my  recollection, 
Freeland  Fort  was  attacked  and  taken 
in  the  winter  of  1779-80  by  a horde  of 
some  hundreds  of  such  as  formed  the  mass 
which  invaded  Wyoming  in  the  previous 
year.  On  this  occasion,  however,  it  was 
said,  the  party  was  commanded  by  a Gen- 
tleman of  humane  feelings  clothed  in 
British uniform,  who  did  all  that  could  be 
done  with  such  troops  to  restrain  their 
savage  brutality,  but  in  vain.  There  was 
something  like  an  armistice  and  accord  of 
protection,  a despicable  and  indiscrimin- 
ate plunder  ensued,  which  was  succeeded 
by  a massacre  of  the  aged  and  young, 
men,  women  and  children,  as  base  and 
dastardly  as  that  of  Wyoming,  though  of 
less  import  as  to  numbers.  Thence  these 
savages  proceeded  to  the  house  of  Cap- 
tain John  Lee,  his  money  chest,  which 
was  not  empty,  was  the  primary  object. 
The  enemy,  guided  it  is  likely  by  the 
timid  or  "Tory  neighbors,  on  entering, 
made  directly  for  the  apartment  where 
the  chest  lay,  through  the  midst  of  the 
family  without  injury  to  anyone.  Ma- 
rauding followed.  Captain  John  Lee,  as 
the  story  goes,  returning  from  his  labor 
in  the  woods  or  fields,  was  shot  down 
near  the  house.  Two  of  his  sons,  beard- 
less boys,  were  slaughtered  at  the  thres- 
hold, His  wife,  an  amiable  woman,  with 
a suckling  in  her  arms,  and  four  other 
children,  were  led  away  captives.  Two 
miles  from  the  house  the  babe’s  brains 
were  dashed  out  against  a tree;  the  tears 
and  wailings  of  Mrs.  Lee  for  her  infant. 


in  that  or  the  next  day,  caused  a silence 
to  her  grief  by  the  application  of  the  bar- 
barous hatchet.  The  survivors  of  this 
miserable  and  forlorn  family,  two  girls 
and  two  boys,  none  of  them  above  twelve 
years  old,  were  held  in  Indiana  bondage 
till  1784-85.  The  two  latter,  Robert  and 
Thomas,  I have  been  informed,  have  of 
late  years  been  honored  by  the  General 
Government  with  military  command. 
The  particulars  of  this  story,  which  are 
numerous,  very  pathetic,  and  interesting, 
derived  to  me  from  Rebecca,  one  of  the 
children.  My  father  when  a delegate  to 
Congress  in  1784-85  (I  cannot  recollect 
date  exactly),  coming  homeward  from 
New  York  to  Lancaster,  found  the  re- 
turning captive  desolate,  unfriended,  and 
moneyless:  he  brought  her  to  his  own 
house,  and  the  kindness  of  my  blessed 
mother,  in  a few  months,  restored  her  to 
society  and  her  relations.  I am  fearful 
this  hint  may  convey  to  you  an  idea  dis- 
advantageous to  the  father  of  my  young 
friend;  it  should  not  though  in  those  hard 
times.  The  charges  of  travelling  were 
exorbitant  and  money  not  easily  obtained 
That  benevolent  and  kind  hearted  man. 
Captain  A.  Lee,  made  three  journeys  in- 
to the  country  of  the  Seneed’s,  etc.,  in 
search  of  his  Uncle’s  children.  The  first 
journey  produced  the  recovery  of  Re- 
becca (my  informant)  whom  he  brought 
to  Albany  clothed  her  and  furnished  her 
with  money,  perhaps  from  the  paucity  of 
his  own  funds,  too  scantyily  to  travel  to 
the  Susquehanna.  He  retrode  his  way 
frcm  Albany,  and  by  a considerable  ran- 
som redeemed  another  one  of  the  children. 
A third  voyage  throughout  the  extent  of 
the  Mohock  River,  Oneida,  Ontario  and 
Erie  Lakes,  in  pursuit  of  the  wandering 
owners  of  the  captives,  at  a great  charge, 
obtained  a third  of  these  _ orphans. 
Thomas,  the  youngest,  came  in  a few 
years  later.

Here  are  buried 
many  of  the  early  German  emigrants, 
who  settled  in  Bethel  towship,  Lebanon 
and  Berks  counties,  and  whose  descend- 
ants continue  to  reside  in  that  section.

The  Reed  Family  of  Reed  Towuslilp 
Dauphin  County. 

One  of  the  earliest  families  to  set- 
tle In  Powell’s  Valley,  following  An- 
thony Powell,  the  first  settler,  who 
gave  the  name  to  the  creek  and  valley  in 
the  upepr  end  of  Dauphin  county,  was 
James  Reed.  Among  his  issue  was  one 
son,  James.  Capt.  James  Reed  resided 
all  his  life  in  what  is  now  Reed  township. 
He  was  a brave  soldier  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution,  and  as  captain  in  the  cam- 
paign in  New  Jersey  did  heroic  service.  1 
He  died  in  the  year  1789  and  was  buried 
in  the  graveyard  of  the  Presbyterian  ' 
Church  back  of  Dauphin.  He  married

liong’s  Cbnrch,  Powell’s  Valley,  Dau- 
phin County  Pa. 

On  a beautiful  day  of  this  month  the 
writer  landed  in  the  ancient  town  of 
Halifax,  which  is  located,  where  during 
the  frontier  times  of  our  provincial  days, 
stood  Fort  Halifax,  and  after  a walk  of 
more  than  a half  hour,  along  the  public 
road  leading  to  Matamoras,  we  found  our 
objective  point — Long’s  Church.  This 
church  is  one  of  the  few  not  recorded  in 
the  histories  of  Dauphin  county.  A cen- 
i tury  ago  and  less,  there  settled  here  on  a 
farm,  by  purchase,  Henry  Long,  from  the 
vicinity  of  Jonestown,  Lebanon  (then 
Dauphin)  county.  Here  he  continued  to 
reside  and  followed  farming  and  practiced 
his  profession  of  medicine  in  this  rude  and 
unskilled  way — his  pharmacy  consisting 
of  the  roots  and  herbs  from  the  fields  and 
mountains. 

; The  location  is  the  most  charming  in 
Powell’s  Valley.  The  church  and  grave- 
yard is  located  on  a gentle  elevation, 
where  you  have  two  miles  distant  to  the 
southeast  the  Peters  Mountain,  while  to 
the  northwest  is  the  silent,  silvery  waters 
of  the  Susquehanna,  winding  its  currents 
around  Berry’s  Mountain,  and  to  the  west 
the  rolling  lands  of  Perry  county,  which 
end  abruptly  on  the  edges  of  the  river  in- 
terspersed with  notches  and  ravines.  One 
of  them,  “Girty’s  Notch.”  known  as  such 
since  the  days  of  the  Revolution,  and 
named  after  Simon  Girty,  known  in  his- 
tory as  “Girty,  the  White  Savage,”  is  in 
view.  Girty’s  father,  of  the  same  name, 
was  as  early  as  1740  licensed  as  a trader 
on  the  frontiers  of  the  provinces  located 
on  Shearman  Creek  in  the  vicinity,  where 
Duncannon  Is  now  located.  Some  time 
afterward  they  were  dispossessed  by  the 
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sheriff.  The  boys,  one  of  which  was 
Simon,  afterwards  w'as  adopted  by  the 
Seneca  Indians,  and  he  became  a valu- 
able adjunct  for  the  red  savages. 

To  the  northeast  you  have  a charming 
view  of  Powell’s  Valley, now  in  full  bloom 
on  every  fruit  and  shrub  tree,  with  sturdy 
yoemen  dotted  here  and  there  planting  the 
corn. 

Long’s  Church  was  erected  about  seven- 
ty-five years  ago  and  is  a two-story  log 
weather-boarded  structure,  with  but  one 
floor  and  surorunded  on  three  sides  with 
a very  wide  gallery.  The  appearance  of 
the  building  now  shows  great  neglect,  on 
the  part  of  some  one,  surely  not  by  the 
Lutheran  denomination,  by  whom  it  was 
erected.  The  small  graveyard,  as  origi- 
nally laid  out,  has  outgrown  its  capacity, 
and  by  the  taking  in  of  additional  ground 
it  is  called  a cemetery,  and  the  good  condi- 
tion the  ground  is  kept  in  puts  to  shame 
the  dilapidated  appearance  of  the  church. 

Here  are  buried  some  of  the  early  set- 
tlers of  Powell’s  Valley,  who  left  the 
Scotch-Irish  and  German  settlements 
across  Peters’  Mountain  prior  to  this  cen- 
tury. Following  are  the  transcripts  from 
the  tombstones.

Recently,  while  in  Pairview  township, 
York  county,  in  the  section  as  “The 
Marsh,”  we  stopped  at  Mt.  Olivet  U.  B. 
Church.  Adjoining  the  same  is  the  burial 
place  of  the  people  of  New  Cumberland 
and  New  Market.  It  being  that  season 
of  the  year  when  all  nature  seems  to  vie 
with  itself  to  put  forth  its  spring  dress, 
the  trees  its  ornament  of  leaves  and 
blossoms,  we  spent  a short  time  in  the 
sacred  enclosure,  where  loving  hands 
combine  to  testify  to  the  memory  of 
the  departed  ones.  After  noting  the 
family  surnames  of  the  residents  of  long 
ago  in  that  section  at  the  mouth  of  the 
Yellow  Breeches  creek,  we  were  attract- 
ed to  three  stones  which  mark  the  graves 
of  several  persons,  who  mankind  in  this 
land,  love  to  do  honor  to  their  memory  be- 
cause they  did  valiant  service  for  their 
country  in  the  earliest  days  of  its  birth. 
They  do  not  sleep  like  their  many  com- 
rades of  the  War  of  the  Revolution,  in 
unknown  resting  places,  for  their  graves, 
marked  by  sandstones,  are  also  doubly 
remembered.  Some  G.  A.  R.  Post  has 
placed  markers  upon  them  to  tell  the 
passer-by  that  our  forefathers  have  hon- 
ored them  while  living  and  their  de- 
scendants down  to  this  generation  remem- 
ber them  for  their  heroic  service  in  the 
struggle  for  independence.  No  doubt  as 
this  month  passes  out  into  history  some 
boy  in  blue  will  decorate  again  these 
graves  with  flowers  that  bloom  in  May. 
The  first  whose  inscription  we  copy  is  a 
descendant  from  a German  ancestor  and 
the  other  of  the  Scotch-Irish;

Flsliburit’s  Meeting  House  in  Derry. 

In  Derry  township,  a few  miles  east  of 
Hummelstown,  was  erected  in  the  year 
1846  a one-story  limestone  church  or 
meeting  house,  by  the  United  Brethren 
in  Christ,  and  remodeled  in  the  year  1886. 
Long  before  the  year  in  which  the  house 
was  erected  the  followers  of  Otterbein 
worshiped  in  the  surrounding  country 
among  its  members,  holding  their  meet- 
ings statedly  in  the  houses  in  winter  and 
barns  in  summer,  excepting  when  the 
large  gatherings  were  had,  they  went  to 
the  woods  and  held  their  “two-day”  meet- 
ings, or  if  longer  than  that,  it  was  known 
as  camp  meeting.  Adjoining  the  church 
is  a well  kept  graveyard,  where  sleep  in 
death  those  who  succeeded  many  of  the 
Scotch-Irish  to  the  farms  in  old  Derry 
township  and  who  received  their  early  re- 
ligious training  at  the  Sand  Hill  and 
Hummelstown  Lutheran  churches.

occupies  a commodious  house,  situated 
on  the  River  Bank  in  the  township  of 
Lower  Swatara,  which  is  well  calculated 
for  a public  house  of  entertainment,  and 
from  its  neighborhood  and  situation,  is 
suitable  as  well  as  necessary  for  the  ac- 
commodation of  the  public,  and  the  en- 
tertainment of  strangers  and  travellers. 
That  she  is  well  provided  with  stabling 
for  horses  and  all  conveniences  necessary 
for  the  entertainment  of  strangers  and 
travellers.  The  said  house  has  been  oc- 
cupied as  a Licensed  Inn  for  many  years 
last  past.  She  therefore  respectfully 
prays  the  Court  to  grant  her  a License 
to  keep  an  Inn  or  Public  House  of  enter- 
tainment there  and  your  petitioner  will 
pray,  &c.,

It  is  dated  February  28,  1^1,  now 
forty-five  years  ago,  not  so  long  that  the 
memory  of  man  would  run  to  the  con- 
trary, but  all  of  these  are  dead  save  one. 
The  applcant,  Mrs.  Mahala  Ritterspach, 

was  the  widow  of Ritterspach.  On 

the  reverse  side  of  this  notice  is  a part 
of  the  county  auditor’s  account  for  1850, 
where  we  notice  the  following  names: 
Henry  Critzman,  M.  McKinney,  Esq., 
Elizabeth  Bridenhart,  Scheffer  & Beck, 
Josiah  S.  Royal,  John  J.  Clyde,  William 
Calder,  jr.,  and  Charles  A.  Muench.  All 
passed  to  the  beyond  save  the  venerable 
John  Joseph  Clyde,  who  is  with  us  yet 


and  a citizen  of  the  city.  Following  this 
we  deem  it  of  sufficient  interest  to  tell 
who  those  petitioners  were  for  the  licens- 
ing of  a public  house  on  the  banks  of  the 
Susquehanna  (not  Potomac),  the  White 
House  below  Highspire  (B.  C.),  and  not 
D.|  C. 

Henry  Stoner — The  old  storekeeper  and 
postmaster  at  Highspire. 

Edward  J.  Putt,  M.  D. — Was  long  the 
physician  at  Highspire  and  vicinity. 

Mathias  Parthemore — A carpenter,who 
erected  many  of  the  houses  in  the  vil- 
lage and  barns  on  the  farms  in  Lower 
Swatara  township. 

Michael  J.  Stoner — Resided  and  owned 
the  Stoner  farm  at  White  House  and 
raised  the  good  watermelons  for  a large 
community;  was  a cousin  of  Henry. 

Jacob  Roop,  Jr. — The  village  black- 
smith at  the  upper  end  of  town,  and  a 
son  of  the  old  United  Brethren  minister. 

Robert  Wilson — An  Irishman  who  set- 
tled in  the  town  in  1822,  and  the  fol- 
lowing year  erected  the  distillery  long 
known  as  Wilson’s  Distillery. 

George  Zmmerman — Was  a native  of 
the  vicinity,  and  resided  in  the  town 
prior  to  removing  to  Springfield,  O., where 
he  is  residing,  and  the  only  survivor  of 
the  list. 

Jacob  Ehrisman — Came  to  Highspire 
from  Lancaster  at  an  early  day,  and  be- 
came the  son-in-law  of  John  Sehner,  who 
kept  tavern  and  manufactured  edge  tools. 
Mr.  E.  kept  hotel  in  the  village  many 
years. 

Daniel  Long — A blacksmith  for  many 
years  in  the  center  of  the  town,  and  who 
would  never  work  on  holidays,  but  spend 
the  time  in  fishing  and  hunting. 

George  German,  Esq. — Not  anative  of 
the  town,  but  while  a resident  was  a jus- 
tice of  the  peace  and  postmaster;  left  the 
town  many  years  ago,  and  since  died. 

Christian  Roop — A farmer  adjoining 
the  town  and  a brother  of  Jacob,  the 
blacksmith,  and  son  of  the  United 
Brethren  minister. 

John  Weaver — Long  a resident  of  the 
town,  where  he  died.  During  part  of  his 
life  followed  trucking,  the  first  one  in 
this  part  of  the  country  to  pursue  this 
vocation. 

John  Parthemore — A farmer,  and  in 
his  old  days  resided  at  Middletown, 
where  he  died;  was  a brother  of  Mathias.

Worthies  of  the  Cumberland  Valley. 

The  following  memoranda  of  some  of 
the  worthies  of  the  Cumberland  Valley, 
are  worthy  of  preservation  for  future 
reference,  and  we  furnish  the  data,  lest 
the  same  might  accidentally  be  lost,  and 
we  propose  to  do  this  from  time  to  time 
until  all  our  notes  have  been  reproduced: 

William  Beatty,  of  Antrim  township, 
b.  1738;  d.  Feb.  15,  1802. 

Arthur  Buchanan,  commanded  a bat- 
talion of  Cumberland  County  Associa- 
tors  in  the  War  of  the  Revolution;  was 
appointed  sub-lieutenant  of  Cumberland 
county,  April  18,  1780.  He  m.  March  5, 
1799,  Agnes  Graham. 

Rev.  Joseph  Brady,  d.  April  24,  1821, 
at  his  residence  in  Rye  township,  now 
Perry  county,  in  his  45th  year. 

Lazarus  Brown,  b.  in  1772;  d.  Decem- 
ber 22,  1842;  buried  at  Brown’s  Mills, 
soutli  of  Greencastle. 

Archibald  Bard,  d.  Oct.  18,  1832,  of 
cholera,  aged  67  years.  He  was  As- 
sociate Judge  of  Franklin  county  from 
April  2,  1811,  to  the  year  1830.  His  wife 
Elizabeth  Beatty,  b.  Jan.  17,  1774;  d. 
January  9,  1852. 

Robert  Callender,  sr.,  d.  during  the 
War  of  the  Revolution.  He  was  a Cap- 
tain Lieutenant  in  the  Provincial  service. 
Jan.  16,  1756,  and  again  Dec.  15,  1757. 
He  participated  in  the  Land  Grants  to 
thes  oldiers  of  the  French  and  Indian 
War.  He  was  a Deputy  Commissioner 
in  1764. 

John  Calhoun,  of  near  Silvers  Spring, 
b.  1732;  d.  April  5th,  1805.  He  served 
many  years  as  a Justice  of  the  Peace; 
was  chosen  on  the  Committee  of  Obser- 
vation in  Cumberland  county  in  1774, 
and  a delegate  to  the  Provincial  Con- 
ference, held  at  Carpenter’s  Hall,  Phila- 
delphia, June  18,  1776. 

.Tohn  Finley,  of  Lurgan  township,  was 
an  Indian  trader,  and  subsequently  com- 


missioned a Justice,  March  10,  1749-50. 
He  was  a ruling  elder  in  1744,  of  Middle 
Spring  Presbyterian  Church,  and  died 
prior  to  1759. 

Adam  Hoopes  was  an  early  settler  in 
Antrim  township  and  a licensed  Indian 
trader.  He  appears  to  have  been  on  the 
first  Grand  Jury  of  Cumberland  county, 
and  was  a commissary  in  the  Provincial 
service  in  1755. 

Matthew  Henderson,  of  Shippensburg, 
was  licensed  an  Indian  trader  April  6, 
1764.  During  the  War  of  the  Revolution 
he  was  a Captain  of  Associators,  and 
was  appointed  a collector  of  excise  Nov. 
22,  1779.  In  1784  he  was  appointed  the 
Deputy  Surveyor  of  Cumberland  county. 
He  d.  and  was  buried  in  Middle  Spring 
Church  graveyard. 

George  Kline,  founder  and  editor  of  the 
Carlisle  Gazette,  was  Register  of  Cum- 
berland county  from  1798  to  1804;  reap- 
pointed by  Governor  McKean  in  Dec., 
1805,  and  again  commissioned  Jan.,  1809. 

John  Martin,  of  Chambersburg,  was  a 
Captain  in  the  Fifth  Battalino  of  Asso- 
ciators in  1776.  He  was  commissioned 
Coroner  of  the  county,  Nov.  7,  1777,  and 
a Judge  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas, 
Dec.  8,  1787.  June  1,  1790,  he  was  ap- 
pointed postmaster  at  Chambersburg,  in 
which  office  he  was  continued  until  July 
1,  1795. 

David  McAllister,  d.  in  Feb.,  1763.  He 
was  commissioned  a Captain  in  the  First 
Battalion  of  Provincial  forces  April  19, 
1760,  but  dying  before  the  distribution 
of  the  Land  Grants  to  the  soldiers  of  the 
French  and  Indian  War,  he  was  not  a 
participant  thereof.  He  left  a wife  and 
daugliter. 

Samuel  McCune  was  commissioned  a 
Justice  of  the  Peace  June  9,  1777.  He 
was  a Captain  in  the  Revolutionary  War 
in  Col.  William  Clark’s  Battalion,  and 
was  also  in  camp  at  Ticonderoga;  buried 
in  Middle  Spring  graveyard. 

William  McDowell,  of  Peters  township, 
was  a ruling  elder  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  1767;  served  in  the  War  of  the 
Revolution  in  one  of  the  Associated  Bat- 
talions; was  commissioned  Justice  of  the 
Peace  Nov.  13,  1778,  and  elected  to  the 
Assembly  in  1789-90. 

William  Piper,  son  of  James  and  Mar- 
garet Piper,  of  West  Pennsboro,  Cumber- 
land county,  was  a Captain  in  Bouquet’s 
Expedition  of  1764.  He  was  appointed 
Collector  of  the  Excise  in  Nov.  1779,  and 
had  previously  served  in  one  of  the  As- 
sociated Battalions. 

Archibald  Rankin  was  County  Commis- 
sioner of  Franklin  county,  1804-5.  He 
had  previously  been  Coroner,  from  Oct. 
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21,  1796,  to  Oct.  28,  1805.  He  was  State 
Senator  from  1807  to  1811. 

Jonathan  Smith,  a ruling  elder  at  Mer- 
cersburg,  d.  at  Amboy  in  1776,  of  camp 
fever  while  in  service  during  the  Revolu- 
tion. 

John  Trindle  was  a son  of  William 
Trindle,  of  Trindle’s  Spring,  who  was  a 
Lieutenant  in  the  Provincial  forces  in 
1747-8,  and  d.  in  1774.  His  wife,  Annie, 
survived  her  husband.  John  Trindle  was 
commissioned  Justice  of  the  Peace,  June 
9,  1777,  and  was  one  of  the  sub-lieuten- 
ants of  the  county,  appointed  April  18, 
1780. 

Thomas  Wilson,  of  Middleton,  b.  about 
1725;  d.  in  Oct.  1772.  He  was  commis- 
sioned a Justice  of  the  Peace,  March  10, 
1749-50. 

James  Young,  d.  at  the  residence  of  his 
son  in  Franklin  county.  July  4,  1822,  aged 
78  years,  a soldier  and  an  olBcer  of  the 
Revolutionary  War. 


Some  Hlstortcal  i>J  emoraiida. 

Recently  there  came  into  our  possession 
the  following  newspapers  in  good  state  of 
preservation:  The  “Weekly  Pennsylva- 
nianer  State  News,”  dated  Thursday,  No- 
vember sot  h,  1773,  printed  in  German  by 
Henry  Miller,  Race  street,  Philadelphia, 
at  a subscription  cost  of  six  shillings  a 
year.  Two  pages  contain  news  and  the 
others  advertisements,  all  in  German,  ex- 
cept the  following: 

“TO  BE  SOLD — A Dutch  apprentice 
lad,  who  has  five  years  and  three  months 
to  serve;  he  has  been  brought  up  to  the 
Taylor’s  Business  and  can  work  well. 
For  further  particulars,  enquire  of  the 
Printer  hereof.” 

The  next  paper  is  the  “Pennsylvania 
Gazette,”  No.  2,525,  July  16,  1777,  pub- 
lished a little  more  than  one  year  after 
the  4th  of  July,  1776,  and  printed  by  Hall 
& Sellers,  “new  Printing  Office,  near  the 
Market,”  Philadelphia,  Pa.,  in  English. 
The  first  two  columns  contain  the  follow- 
ing: 

Notice  of  the  committee  of  assembly  to 
audit  and  settle  public  accounts.  Robert 
Bell’s  advrtisement  of  “The  Blind  Beg- 
gar of  Bethual  Green,  next  door  to  St. 
Paul’s  Church,  in  Third  street,  Philadel- 
phia.” 

“Princeton.  .July  10.  1777. 

“Notice  is  hereby  given  to  the  public 
that  the  College  of  New  .Tersey  was  open- 
ed on  Tuesday,  the  8th  inst.  It  is  there- 
fore requested  that  the  undergraduates 
would  repair  to  Princeton  immediately, 
taking  care  to  provide  themselves  with 
books,  as  none  are  to  be  had  there. 

John  Witherspoon.” 


“Deserted  from  my  company  of  the  11th 
Pennsylvania  regiment,  commanded  by 
Col.  Richard  Hompton,  the  following  per- 
sons. viz.:  John  Tittler,  deserted  July  2, 
1777,  from  Mt.  Pleasant,  in  N.  J.,  a Ger- 
man born,  about  5 ft.  6 in.  high,  of  a fair 
complexion;  he  lately  resided  in  Jones- 
town, Lancaster  county.  John  Tolliger, 
also  a German  born,  about  5 ft.  4 in. 
high,  a fair  complexion,  speaks  bad  En- 
glish; he  also  resided  in  Jonestown. 
Michael  Kungle,  a German  born,  about  5 
ft.  4 or  5 in.  high,  of  a very  dark  com- 
plexion and  brown  hair;  can  scarce'y 
speak  any  English.  Joseph  Yeater  and 
Andrew  Yeattr.  both  deserted  from  Phil- 
adelphia the  36th  of  December  last.  Jo- 
seph Yeater  i>  about  5 ft.  8 in.  higii,  of  a 
swarthy  complexion;  Andrew  Yeater, 
about  5 ft.  4 in.  high.  Henry  Groft,  de- 
serted May  11,  aged  22  years,  about  5 if. 
6 in.  high;  had  on  when  he  went  away  a 
blue  coat  and  jacket,  about  half  worn.

2 miles  from  Carlisle,  con- 
taining 500  acres,  with  40  acres  cleared 
and  200  acres  upland.  Also  a tract  of 
2.640  acres  in  Black  Logs  Creek,  West- 
moreland county.  Inquire  of  Mr.  Lewis 
Weiss,  Philadelphia,  and  John  Pollock, 
Carlisle.” 

"THIRTY  DOLLARS  REWARD.— 
Deserted  from  the  10th  Pennsylvania 
regiment,  the  following  soldiers,  viz.: 
Andrew  Hutton,  who  enlisted  by  the 
name  of  John  Stewart,  about  5 ft.  6 or  7 
in.  high,  short  black  hair,  a good  deal 
pock-pitted  on  the  bridge  of  his  noseflat; 
he  is  about  40  years  of  age;  had  on  when 
he  deserted  a blue  coat,  striped  trousers, 
and  check  shirt.  Jacob  Warrington,  a 
well  set  fellow,  about  22  years  of  age,  5 
ft.  8 in.  high,  of  a dark  complexion;  had 
on  when  he  deserted,  a brown  coat,  lap- 
‘ peled  with  red,  buckskin  breeches,  and 
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an  old  felt  hat;  somewhat  fond  of  strong 
liquor.  Joseph  Stinson,  a slim  built  man, 
about  19  years  of  age,  6 ft.  high,  down 
look,  slow  in  speech,  and  leans  forward 
as  he  walks;  had  on  when  he  deserted  a 
white  colored  cloth  coat,  jacket  and 
breeches,  an  old  hat  with  white  loops. 
Whoever  secure  said  deserters,  so  that 
they  may  join  the  corps  to  which  they  be- 
long, they  shall  have  their  reward.

A list  of  letters  in  the  Phila.  General 
P.  O.  under  date  of  July  5,  1777. 

The  third  column  of  first  page  contains 
remainder  of  the  “Resolves  of  Congress 
on  the  Commissary  Department.” 

The  news  on  the  second  page  is  from 
“London,  April  8,”  Boston,  July  3,” 
“Hartford,  July  6”  and  states  “On  the 
17th  inst.  The  Camp  (Ticonderoga)  with 
the  firing  of  a number  of  guns  at  a small 
distance  from  the  French  lines;  two  sol- 
diers were  killed  and  one  taken  by  a party 
of  Indians.  The  same  day  a ranging 
party  had  a lieutenant  wounded  and  two 
men  killed.  They  brought  in  the  scalp 
and  ornaments  of  an  Indian,  who  ap- 
peared to  have  been  of  some  note  among 
the  warriors.” 

Under  “Kingston  (Esopus),  July  7.” 
he  news  are  that  “the  enemy  have  lately 
made  their  appearance  at  Crown  Point 
and  by  their  gasconades,  would  lead  us 
to  believe  that  they  mean  to  carry  all  be- 
fore them.  It  is  said  that  one  party  is  to 
come  by  Skeensborough  on  the  east  and 
one  by  Oswego  on  the  w^est,  and  so  to 
take  Fort  George  and  then  Albany.  We 
have  just  heard  that  two  officers  of  Col. 
Gansevoort’s  regiment  have  been  scalped. 
Last  Friday  the  Hon.  Committee  of 
Safety  here  delivered  pardons  to  .Jacob 
Furlow,  Cornelius  Furlow  and  Conrad 
Misner,  who  were  under  sentence  of  death 
for  attempting  to  join  the  enemy  at  New 
York.” 

Under  date  of  “Fish-kill,  .Inly  10,”  the 
news  are  “We  have  by  express  and  by 
Albany  post  that  Ticonderoga,  is  in  the 
hands  of  the  enemy.” 

Under  date  of  “Fort  Stanwix,  4th  inst.. 
Ensign  Spore,  of  Capt  DeWitt’s  com- 
pany, was  out  with  sixteen  men  cutting 
sod  at  the  Wood  Creek  landing,  when  a 
party  of  Indians  fired  on  them.  The  place 
is  about  one  mile  from  the  fort.  I found 
one  of  our  men  on  the  road  half  dead  and 
scalped,  another  coming  in,  shot  through 
both  arms,  and  about  two  miles  further  I 
found  a third  dead  and  scalped  with  a 
tomahawk  in  his  head.  Four  men  and 
the  ensign  they  took  off  with  them,  two 
of  whom  were  of  my  company.  This  is 


another  specimen  of  the  tender  mercies 
of  the  King  of  Britain  in  his  hiring  the 
savages  to  murder  us.  Capt.  Gregg  was 
wounded  yesterday.” 

Under  date  of  “Williamsburg,  July  4:” 
We  hear  that  the  young  ladies  of  Amelia 
county,  considering  the  situation  of  our 
county  in  particular,  and  that  of  the 
United  States  in  general,  have  entered  in- 
to a resolution  not  to  permit  the  addresses 
of  any  person  (be  his  circumstances  or 
situation  of  life  what  they  will)  unless  he 
has  served  in  the  American  armies  long 
enough  to  prove,  by  his  valor  that  he  is 
deserving  of  their  love.” 

Under  date, “Saratoga,  July  7,”  General 
Schuyler’s  letter  to  General  Washington 
is  given.  John  Gibson,  Auditor  General, 
gives  a description  of  counterfeit  conti- 
nental eight  dollar  bills,  dated  May  9, 

1776. 

The  advice  from  “New  York,  July  3, 

1777, ”  states  that  “the  Hessians  and 
British  troops  are  upon  such  terms  that 
the  former  have  positively  refused  to  do 
duty  with  the  latter.” 

Uuder  date  of  “Camp  near  Morris- 
town, July  10,  1777,”  says:  “We  remain 
here  to  observe  the  enemy’s  motion,  and 
take  our  measure  accordingly.  Our  troops

Flelsher  Family. 

Jacob  Fleisher  came  from  Germany  to 
America,  landing  in  Philadelphia  August 
11,  1732.  at  the  age  of  23  years,  accom- 
panied with  his  wife  Gretha,  age  20  years.

The  Family  of  Houston  (or  Hueston.)

The  Settlement  of  Ohio* 

There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that  the  recent 
assemblage  of  the  Scotch-Irish  Congress 
at  Harrisburg  will  be  productive  of  great 
good.  The  majority  of  the  members  who 
were  present  came  from  beyond  the  limits 
of  Pennsylvania.  They  found  in  the  first 
place  that  we  have  a great  history  here, 
and,  not  only  that,  but  that  that  history 
ramified  through  the  West  and  South,  m 
a remarkable  degree.  Especially  has  it 
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brought  to  mind  the  fact  that  the  terri- 
tory northwest  of  the  Ohio  was  settled 
not  alone  by  the  New  Englander,  but 
that  the  meed  of  praise  is  for  those  pio- 
neers who  went  into  the  wilderness  from 
Pennsylvania,  and  who  made  those  States 
which  have  been  subsequently  formed 
therefrom — Ohio,  Indiana  and  we  may 
add  Illinois — representative  States  in  the 
National  Union.  Much  has  been  writ- 
ten of  the  early  settlers  in  the  Western 
Reserve,  much  has  also  been  said  of  the 
early  settlers  in  and  around  Marietta  on 
the  Ohio;  but  the  people  who  made  the 
State  of  Ohio  and  placed  it  in  the  posi- 
tion it  now  occupies  in  the  galaxy  of 
States,  were  emigrants  from  the  State  of 
Pennsylvania.  Now  and  then  one’s  eyes 
become  opened  as  he  reads  of  the  early 
settlers,  and  recently  coming  upon  the 
diary  kept  by  one  of  the  early  mission- 
aries in  the  Western  Reserve,  our  opin- 
ions underwent  a thorough  change,  for 
we  had  always  considered  that  all  the 
pioneers  in  the  Western  Reserve  were 
thrifty,  enterprising,  brave,  honest,  and 
hospitable.  The  Rev.  Dr.  Thomas  Rob- 
bins, the  misisonary  in  question,  preserv- 
ed a diary,  which  is  good  reading  after 
the  lapse  of  ninety-five  years.  He  speaks 
of  the  pioneers  there  in  this  wise:  “The 
greater  part  of  the  New  England  people 
in  this  country  are  pretty  loose  charac- 
ters, loose  in  principles  and  conduct.” 
And,  also  says  that  “few  had  heard  a 
sermon  or  a hymn  for  eighteen  months.” 
In  certain  counties  he  says  that  the  peo- 
ple were  inclined  “not  only  to  infidelity, 
but  immorality.”  Furthermore  “not  one 
seemed  to  have  the  least  regard  for  the 
Sabbath.”  It  is  also  stated,  that,  in  the 
now  beautiful  city  of  Cleveland,  not  until 
twenty  years  after  its  settlement  was  a 
church  organization  effected,  and  not 
until  thirteen  years  after  that  period  that 
the  first  meeting  house  was  built.  It  was 
far  different  in  the  Interior  belt  of  Ohio, 
where  the  settlers  from  Pennsylvania 
took  with  them  besides  their  housenold 
effects,  their  education,  their  honesty  of 
purpose,  and  their  piety.  They  erected 
schools  and  houses  of  worship,  and,  not 
like  on  the  Western  Reserve  where  in  a 
few  months  after  its  first  settlement, only 
a distillery  was  built.  As  all  very  well 
know,  at  a Centennial  of  Marietta  a few 
years  ago,  and  in  the  various  publications 
in  Northern  Ohio,  the  New  Englander 
who  was  the  pioneer  in  these  sections,  is 
solely  spoken  of  in  terms  of  high  praise; 
yet  these  are  not  to  be  compared  in  the 
Ight  of  history  with  those  stalwart  races, 
the  Pennsylvania-German  and  Scotch- 


Irish,  whose  moral  and  intellectual  im- 
press are  to-day  the  pride  and  the  boast 
of  the  “Buckeye”  State. 

A great  deal  of  our  history  must  be  re- 
written, giving  it  the  great  prominence 
it  so  richly  deserves,  and  that  not  from 
a New  England  or  a New  York  prejudiced 
standpoint.  Some  one,  we  hope,  will 
soon  arise,  who  will  delve  into  the  records 
of  the  past  and  give  us  a truthful  history 
of  the  settlement  North  and  West  of  the 
Ohio;  and,  it  will  only  be  truthfully  done. 
when  the  writer  or  writers  can  appreciate 
the  eminent  services  of  the  early  emi- 
grants from  Pennsylvania  who  were  the 
true  pioneers  of  Ohio  and  Indiana. 


Caaals  aud  Politics. 

C.  Ar- 
mor for  the  following  pithy  letter  of  Gov- 
ernor Shunk.  It  is  entertaining  reading:] 
Harrisburg,  July  9,  1832. 

Resolved,  That  Mathiot  & Co.  be  per- 
mitted under  the  direction  of  the  princi- 
pal Engineer  to  excavate  a basin  on  their 
own  land  near  the  house  of  David  Ried 
in  Indiana  county  on  the  berm  side  of  the 
Western  division  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Canal.  Provided,  That  said  basin  shall 
be  at  least  ninety  feet  long  and  fifteen 
feet  wide  so  as  to  avoid  occupying  the 
basin  of  the  Canal  by  a boat  receiving  or 
discharging  her  load  at  her  wharf.  [Ex- 
tract from  the  Journal  of  the  Board  of 
Canal  Commrs.]

Dear  Sir:  In  compliance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Canal  Commission- 
ers, I send  you  a copy  of  their  resolution. 

A report  reached  us  the  other  day  that 
the  President  had  negatived  the  Bank 
Bill,  which  threw  us  into  a little  conster- 
nation. It  appears  the  report  was  not 
true,  but  doubts  hung  upon  the  fate  of 
the  bill.  We  jog  along  here  merrily. 
Jackson,  Wilkins,  and  Wolf  sounded  loud 
at  our  celebration,  and  seemed  to  be  well 
received  everywhere.  The  anti-Masons 
continue  to  tell  terrible  stories,  but  “their 
bark  is  worse  than  their  bite.”  The  time 
for  frightening  the  folks  has  gone  by.  It 
is  like  a bonfire;  it  blazes  for  a while,  but 
soons  burns  down  and  then  its  flame  can- 
not be  renewed — those  who  poke  in  the 
ashes  only  cover  themselves  with  dust.

THE  HARRISBURG  OF  1785. 


Story  of  One  of  Its  Squares. 

When  John  Harris,  the  second,  laid  out 
the  ground  upon  which  Harrisburg  is 
built,  he  took  ten  years  to  consider  his  j 
work.  As  early  as  1775  he  appears  to 
have  formed  the  plan,  which  was  ap- 
proved in  1784,  with  sales  dated  in  1785. 
The  fee  simple  was  valued,  and  to  this 
added  a yearly  ground  rent.  After  his 
death  the  ground  rent  was  added  to  the 
price,  and  is  not  again  mentioned.  The  j 
lots  on  Front  street  were  plotted  east  and  i 
west;  on  Second, Third,  Fourth  and  Fifth,  i 


I north  and  south;  below  Mulberry  and  on 
I Market,  east  and  west.  The  growth  of 
the  town  proved  that  part  of  the  town  to 
be  inconvenient,  which  accounts  for  the 
many  shallow  and  irregular  lots  from 
Second  to  Fifth,  east  and  west.  Just 
above  the  junction  of  Second  street  and 
Cranberry  alley  “Maclay  Bun”  came  on 
its  way  to  the  Susquehanna  Riverj  form- 
ing a valley  of  considerable  dimensions  on 
Second  street,  not  passable  for  wagons. 
The  erection  of  the  arch  on  Front  street, 
between  Locust  and  Walnut,  was  the 
western  entrance  into  town.  This  run 
cut  the  lots  into  parts. 

The  square  from  Second  east  on  Pine 
to  Raspberry  (Court)  alley  and  along  this 
alley  to  Cranberry,  thence  west  to  Sec- 
i ond  sti-eet,  formed  lots  104,  105,  106  and 
! 107,  facing  Pine  street,  104  laced  52%  on 
Pine,  210  feet  on  Second  street.  They 
were  sold  to  the  following  persons: 

104,  Col.  Thomas  Hartley,  York,  fee 
£12  G.  B.  0.18  Dolls.  $32  40. 

105,  Joseph  Wallace,  jr.,  fee  £10  G.  R. 
0.15  Dolls.  $26  67. 

106,  Joseph  Millar,  fee  £10  G.  B.  0.15 
Dolls.  $26  67. 

107,  Casper  Shifler,  fee  £10  G.  R.  0.15 
Dolls.  $26  67. 

Then  Harris  makes  a note: 

“March  25,  1789,  rec’d  from  Frederick 
Long  by  his  wife  on  acount  £10  2s.  6d. 

“January  5,  1790,  rec’d  from  Frederick 
Long,  senior,  £52  13s.  3d.  on  account,  and 
in  part  of  lots  marked  for  him  in  the 
town  of  Harrisburg,  as  per  rec’t.  signed 
this  day,  £52  13s.  3d. 

“February  18,  1790,  then  rec’d  from 
Frederick  Long,  senior,the  sum  of  twenty 
pounds  on  account  of  principal  and 
ground  rent  of  his  lots  in  Harrisburg,  £20 
Os.  Od. 

“1790,  M’m’d.  N.  B.  That  Frederick 
Long,  senior,  has  p.atented  lots  105  and 
106,  see  my  deeds;  that  lot  No.  105  and 
lot  No.  106  was  entered  in  the  name  of 
.Toseph  Wallis  and  ,Tacob  Millar,  but 
Frederick  Long  is  to  have  them,  and  J. 
Millar  and  Wallis  resigned  them.  J.  H. 

“.Tilly  26,  1790,  then  rec’d  from  George 
Yoiise  three  pounds  on  account  and  in 
part  of  principal  and  ground  rent  for 
lot  No.  107  at  Pine  and  Cranberry  in  the 
town  of  Harrisburg,  said  lot  was  marked 
in  the  name  of  John  File,  but  he  has  re- 
linquished any  claim  therto  and  took  lot 
No.  92  in  said  town.  J.  H.  £3  Os.  Od.” 

This  Mr.  File  lived  to  be  115  years  of 
age,  and  died  in  Halifax  township,  this 
county,  about  1863  or  1864. 

This  m.ade  Long  owner  of  lots  104,  105, 
106,  or  157  feet  on  Pine  and  210  on 
Second,  having  purchased  104  where  a 
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Baptist  Church  is  from  Col.  Hartley  in 
1790.  He  immediately  plotted  his  pur- 
chase to  front  on  Second,  as  at  present, 
and  probably  erected  at  the  corner  of 
Cranberry  alley  the  log  house  just  re- 
moved. 

Harris  notes  further  of  Long,  senior, 
and  junior.  “Lot  178.  George  Blick- 
vengned.”  This  name  is  erased  and  “Fred- 
erick Long  Saynor”  is  inserted,  value, 
£33,  G.  Rent,  £2  Os.  Od. 

Lot  179,  John  Millar,  April  27,  1785, 
rece’d  from  John  Millar  in  part  £4  l5s.  Od. 
value  £60;  ground  rent,  £4  10s  Od.  E’'red- 
erick  Long,  junior,  M’m’d.  that  on  the 
17th  day  of  May,  1790,  Frederick  Long, 
senior,  did  patent  lots  Nos.  178  and  179. 
See  my  deeds  given  him.  Jno.  Harris.” 

These  lots,  178  and  179,  are  at  the 
southeast  corner  Market  and  Third 
streets.  The  transactions  of  Long  with 
Harris  were  concluded  before  the  death 
of  the  latter.  Second  street,  at  that 
time,  ended  at  South,  and  was  not  opened 
until  about  1807,  when  it  began  to  be 
used.  The  marsh  at  Cranberry  alley  was 
covered  with  a plank  bridge  some  years 
before  this.  Then  by  an  arch,  then  by 
culvert,  as  now.  Some  of  the  houses  fac- 
ing Second  street  had  in  the  rear  a thread 
of  water  in  dry  weather;  in  wet  a vigor- 
ous stream;  when  the  Susquehanna  was 
high,  a dangerous  one. 

Eighty-two  years  ago  at  the  corner, 
now  the  Baptist  Church,  Dennis  Brady 
kept  tavern  in  a weather-boarded  log  [ 
house,  with  the  sign  a very  fierce-looking  | 
“Bull’s  Head.”  Next  below  was  Fer-  i 
guson’s  spinning  wheel  shop.  From  that 
down  to  Cranberry  they  all  were  frame  I 
or  log  houses.  Ferguson  farmed  the  va- 
cant property  along  Court  alley. 

A brick  has  been  found  in  the  chimney 
of  the  house  recently  demolished  marked 
“1798  J.  H,”  which  undoubtedly  came 
from  Hiney’s  Brickyard.  He  was  a 
brickmaker  on  the  west  side  of  Paxton 
Creek,  north  of  Paxton  street,  at  a very 
early  date,  but  it  is  known  that  before 
1798  the  bricks  used  in  the  Hamilton 
house  on  South  Second  street  in  1790 
were  made  at  his  brickyard  about  the 
time  of  the  death  of  Harris.  This  par- 
ticular brick  has  given  local  historians 
an  opportunity  to  air  the  traditions  of 
“ancient  days.”  I take  opportunity  to 
assist  them  noting  some  bits  of  history 
not  generally  known,  not  traditional,  or 
in  the  most  remote  way  romantic,  but  in- 
teresting information  to  the  present  dwel- 
lers on  and  over  the  banks  of  Maclay’s 
Run  and  its  tan  yards,  now  such  a pleas- 
ant portion  of  Harrisburg. 

Frederick  Long  is  described  as  “a 


farmer  of  the  township  of  Bast  Pennsboro, 
Cumberland  county.”  He  never  resided 
at  Harrisburg,  but  appears  to  have  had 
frequent  dealings  with  Harris.  His  farm 
was  on  Louther  Manor,  near  and  south 
of  the  “Stone  Tavern,”  where  he  had  a 
still-house.  His  son  and  grandson  lived 
there.  No  one  of  his  direct  descendants 
are  known  to  be  residents  of  this  part  of 
Pennsylvania  at  present.  A.  B.  H.

CRISWELL — [I  am  desirous  of  infor- 
mation in  regard  to  the  Criswell  family. 
Alexander  Criswell,  my  great-grand- 
father, was  born  July  17,  1775,  and  d. 
September  19,  1821,  in  Centre  county. 
He  married  Mary  Evans,  b.  October  5, 
1778,  and  d.  in  1875,  in  Centre  county. 
Among  other  sons  were  Robert  Criswell, 
my  grandfather,  b.  Aug.  4,  1805,  in 
Centre  county.  He  removed  to  Clarion 
county.  Pa.,  in  1827,  subsequently  to 
Aurora,  Indiana.  He  m.  Sarah  Pickles, 
of  Clarion  county.  He  d.  October  1, 
1877  in  Indiana.  Among  Alexander  Cris- 
well’s other  sons  were  David,  John, 
Alexander  and  I think  Matthew  Cris- 
well.—E.  G.  C.] 

The  only  information  we  have  in  regard 
to  the  Criswells  is  the  following; 

Robert  Criswell,  of  Juniata,  d.  in  Dec. 
1772,  leaving  a wife  Elizabeth,  and  chil- 
dren: John,  David,  and  Mary,  who  m. 
Robert  Miller. 

David  Criswell  married  and  had  among 
other  children:  Samuel,  d.  June  24,  1810. 
He  m.  Sept.  5,  1797,  Margaret  Morrison, 
who  d.  Oct.  4,  1806,  at  Carlisle. 

Peggy  Criswell,  daughter  of  Robert 
Criswell,  m.  June  23,  1801,  a Mrs.  Cris- 
well, of  Westmoreland  county.  There 
ought  to  be  early  data  of  the  Criswells 
at  Carlisle,  but  in  reply  to  the  correspon- 
dent above  named,  we  would  suggest  that 
he  make  an  examination  of  the  Cum- 
berland county  records. 


8t.  Mary’s  at  Lancaster, 
ffhe  following  excerpts  in  reference  to 
St.  Mary’s  Catholic  Church  at  Lancaster 
came  to  hand  recently: 

“The  Church  of  St.  Mary’s  of  the  As- 
sumption (Catholic),  will  be  consecrated 
by  Bishop  Neumann  on  Sunday,  March 
19.— Examiner  and  Herald,  of  March  1, 
1854. 
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“The  new  Catholic  Church  in  this  city 
was  consecrated  by  solemn  and  interest- 
ing ceremonies  on  Sunday  last  by  Rt. 
Rev.  Bishop  Neumann,  of  this  diocese.”— 
Examiner  and  Herald  of  March  22,  1854. 

“The  new  and  beautiful  Catholic 
Church  in  this  city — St.  Mary’s  of  the 
Assumption — was  consecrated  to  the  ser- 
vice of  God,  on  Sunday  last,  with  ap- 
propriate ceremonies,  by  the  Rt.  Rev. 
Mr.  Neumann,  bishop  of  the  diocese.” — 
Intelligencer  and  Journal,  of  March  21, 
1854. 

The  following  are  from  Bishop  Neu- 
mann’s Journal,  which  is  at  present  in 
Rome,  where  it  is  being  examined  pre- 
paratory to  his  canonization  as  a saint: 

“1805— Lancaster,  St.  Mary’s,  visited. 
Rev.  Jacob  Frombach,  S.  J.,  was  here  1 
year  and  in  Frederick,  Md.” 

“1820 — Lancaster,  St.  Mary’s,  Rev.

THE  COUNTY  OP  MONROE. 


Formed  from  Lniicaster,  Daiipliln,  and 
L*ebaiioii  Coiiiit&es* 

[It  may  not  be  generally  known  that  in 
1831-32,  extraordinary  efforts  were  made 
for  carving  up  the  county  of  Lancaster, 
and  no  less  than  three  bills  were  before 
the  Legislature,  for  the  dismemberment 
of  that  county.  The  first  was  a new 
county  from  Lancaster  and  Chester,  to 
be  called  Conestoga;  the  next,  from  Lan- 
caster, Chester  and  Berks,  to  be  called 
Penn;  and  lastly  from  Lancaster,  Dau- 
phin and  Lebanon  counties,  to  be  called 
Monroe.  The  probabilities  are  that  had 
there  not  been  so  many  bills  at  that  period 
for  the  erection  of  new  counties,  some  one 
measure  might  have  passed  the  Assembly. 
The  following  proceedings  of  a meeting  of 
the  inhabitants,  favorable  to  the  erection 
of  the  county  of  Monroe,  is  good  reading 
at  this  time.  The  Colonel  Mathiot  to 
whom  the  letter  is  addressed,  was  a mem- 
ber of  the  Legislature  from  Westmore 
land  county,  and,  in  his  day  one  of  the 
enterprising  citizens  of  Western  Pennsyl 
vania.  Major  W.  C.  Armor,  to  whom  wc 
are  indebted  for  a copy  of  the  communi 
cation,  has  in  his  possession  numerous 
letters  from  John  Covode,  and  others  tc 
Mr.  Mathiot,  which  he  has  promised  tc 
copy  and  annotate  for  “Notes  and 
Queries.”] 


Elizabethtown,  February  13,  1832. 
To  Jacob  D.  Mathiot,  Esq. 

Dear  Sir:  At  a large  and  respectable 
Meeting  of  the  citizens  residing  within 
the  bounds  of  the  contemplated  Monroe 
county,  convened  agreeable  to  previous 
notice,  at  the  house  of  ,T.  Maglauchlin,  in 
the  borough  of  Elizabethtown,  on  Mon 
day,  the  13th  instant — George  Redsecker. 
Sen.,  Esq., was  called  to  the  chair;  Samuel 
Shrode,  appointed  Vice  President,  and 
Adams  Campbell  and  Andrew  Wade, 
Esquires,  Secretaries. 

Alter  having  examined  the  body  of  the 
“Remonstrances”  that  have  been  present- 
ed to  your  honorable  bodies,  to  influence 
your  minds  against  the  division;  It  was 
unanimously  Resolved:  That  so  much  of 
the  proceedings  of  this  meeting  be  pre- 
sented to  each  member  of  the  House,  so 
as  to  give  an  idea  of  our  grievances — em 
j bracing  such  facts  that  no  advocate  for 
' the  remonstrance  can  deny.  A Commit 
I tee  of  five  being  appointed,  consisting  of 
I Messrs.  Charles  Ebbeke,  Samuel  Red- 
secker, Col.  Abrahm  Greenawalt,  Samuel 
Hoffer,  Esquire,  Dauphin,  and  Abraham 
j Gish,  of  West  Donegal,  retired,  and  in  a 
1 few  minutes  reported  the  following,  by 
Mr.  Ebbeke: 

I “Mr.  President — The  Committee  ap 
; pointed  to  report  to  this  Meeting,  the 
I items  of  grievances  necessary  to  lay  be 
fore  the  Legislature,  have  requested  me. 
as  their  Chairman,  to  report  the  follow- 
ing: 

i First.— Our  claims  for  a Division  are 
' the  impossibility  of  having  anything  dom 
! in  our  Courts,  in  any  reasonable  time 
owing  to  the  press  of  business. 

! Second. — From  all  information  received 
j there  is  now  on  the  Prothonotary’s  Dock- 
I et,  from  18,000  to  30,000  suits,  which 
cannot  be  determined  in  30  years,  and 
hold  Court  without  intermission. 

Third.  — There  is  at  this  time.  Courts 
of  Quarter  Sessions,  District  Court,  Cir- 
cuit Court,  and  Mayor’s  Court;  some  of 
which  are  almost  constantly  in  session 
; notwithstanding  suits  are  increasing  in 
stead  of  diminishing. 

I Fourth. — The  Mayor’s  Court  havina 
I been  established  for  the  city  expressly, 
the  expenses  for  the  same  are  drawn  from 
I the  county  treasury,  where  the  county  re 
ceives  no  benefit,  which  is  a grievance 
I hard  to  be  borne.

OBITtlAKY. 


William  C.  Kirby, 

Never  was  the  uncertainty  of  life  more 
forcibly  illustrated  than  in  the  sudden 
death  of  William  C.  Kirby,  the  well- 
known  horse  dealer,  at  his  residence.  No. 
922  North  Sixth  street,  at  5:30  o’clock, 
Saturday  morning,  July  11th,  1896.  Mr. 
Kirby  was  told  by  a celebrated  spe- 
cialist a year  ago  that  he  was  suffering 
from  organic  heart  trouble.  Since  that 
time  he  had  not  been  a well  man  physic- 
ally, and  once  or  twice  his  life  was  de- 
spaired of.  But  he  rallied  under  careful 
treatment  and  nursing,  and  as  late  as 
Wednesday  afternoon  he  was  able  to  go 
outdoors  and  visit  Mr.  W.  H.  H.  Sieg  in 
an  adjoining  house.  The  day  was  rainy 
and  Mr.  Sieg  advised  him  to  be  more  care- 
ful now  that  he  was  recuperating.  Mr. 
Kirby  then  said  that  he  felt  as  though 
that  would  be  his  last  visit.  Mr.  Sieg 
' jokingly  rallied  him  upon  his  gloomy  fore- 
bodings, little  realizing  that  the  remark 
would  prove  true. 

I About  5 o’clock  this  morning  Mr.  Kirby 
awoke  from  a good  sleep  and  instructed 
Charlie,  the  colored  lad,  who  had  been 
watching  by  his  bedside,  to  sprinkle  the 
front  pavement  and  street,  so  as  to  cool 
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things  off  and  enable  him  to  rest  better 
during  the  morning  hours.  Then  he  called 
his  youngest  son,  Harry,  and  gave  him 
some  directions  about  seeing  a gentleman 
at  the  Broad  Street  Market.  His  wife 
came  into  the  room  and  was  told  by  her 
husband  that  he  had  passed  a good  night 
and  he  hoped  to  walk  out  a little  this 
afternoon.  Shortly  before  5:30  he  re- 
marked that  he  felt  somewhat  “smoth- 
ery.” His  faithful  wife  sprang  to  his 
bedside  with  a fan  and  drew  her  hus- 
band’s head  to  her  shou'der.  While  she 
was  f.anning  him  he  clapped  his  hands 
several  times  and  suddenly  expired. 

The  subject  of  this  sketch  was  born  in 
Bowel’s  Valley,  near  Halifax,  this  coun- 
ty, and  was  in  his  66th  year.  He  was 
the  son  of  Timothy  Kirby,  who  kept  a 
hotel  in  that  region  for  some  years.  After 
the  death  of  his  parents,  which  occurred 
in  boyhood,  Mr.  Kirby  came  to  Harris- 
burg and  apprenticed  himself  to  a painter, 
his  first  work  being  on  the  dome  of  the 
State  Lunatic  Hospital.  In  1856  he  went 
to  Texas  in  company  with  Thomas  Stew- 
art and  William  Sales  and  purchased  a 
lot  of  cattle,  driving  the  bunch  overland 
to  the  Eastern  markets.  This  marked  Mr. 
Kirby’s  first  entrance  into  the  horse  and 
cattle  business. 

During  the  war  he  amassed  consider- 
able money  in  supplying  horses  to  the 
Government,  which  fortune  was  added  to 
by  judicious  real  estate  investments  in 
subsequent  years.  He  continued  in  ac- 
tive business  until  within  a few  months. 
On  June  24th  he  closed  out  his  business 
at  public  sale.  At  the  time  of  his  death 
Mr.  Kirby  owned  forty  or  more  houses 
throughout  Harrisburg,  and  was  worth 
about  $75,000.  He  was  married  about 
thirty-five  years  ago  to  Miss  Annie  Lynch, 
of  Elizabethville,  this  county,  who  sur- 
vives him  with  all  the  children,  James  and 
Daniel  Dougherty,  of  Pittsburg;  William, 
John  A.,  Charles  and  Harry,  of  this  city, 
and  Mary,  now  in  a convent  at  Indianapo- 
lis, Ind.  This  was  the  first  death  in  the 
Kirby  family.  Deceased,  though  never 
aspiring  to  public  office,  took  great  inter- 
est in  city  affairs,  and  was  generous  to  a 
fault,  none  leaving  his  door  in  want. 

Wtlllani  E.  Fahnestock. 

William  Eppley  Fahnestock,  the  well- 
10:30  Monday  morning,  July  13th,  1896, 
at  the  summer  home  of  Edward  K. 
Meyers,  along  the  Susquehanna,  which 
he  had  leased  for  the  summer.  He 
had  been  confined  to  the  house  since 
Christmas,  and  had  been  failing  in  health 
for  a year  or  two.  The  cause  of  death 
was  tuberculosis. 


Mr.  Fahnestock  was  29  years  old,  and 
had  been  a resident  of  the  city  for  about 
eight  years.  He  was  a member  of  the 
Market  street  firm  of  Lyter  «&  Fahnes- 
tock, several  years  ago  securing  entire 
control  and  conducting  it  under  his  own 
name.  He  was  a member  of  St.  Stephen’s 
P.  E.  congregation  on  North  Front  street, 
and  was  prominent  in  Masonic  circles,  be- 
ing on  the  rolls  of  Robert  Burns  Lodge, 
No.  464,  A.  Y.  M.,  and  Pilgrim  Com- 
niandery,  K.  T.  As  a business  man  he 
y\uis  noted  for  his  integrity  and  fair  deal- 
ing, and  this  accounted  for  his  success. 
Personally  he  was  popular,  and  his  death 
will  be  universally  regretted.  He  had 
been  removed  to  his  summer  residence  a 
week  or  two  ago. 

Mr.  Fiibnestock  was  born  in  Pittsburg, 
and  married  a Miss  Van  Order,  of  Ithaca, 
N.  Y.  He  has  a sister  living  in  Johns- 
town.

JACK — COVODE. — In  the  graveyard 
of  Congruity,  writes  a correspondent,  are 
the  graves  of  Capt.  Matthew  Jack  and  his 
wife,  each  marked  by  a horizontal  slab 
and  bearing  respectively  the  following  in- 
scriptions: 

“In  memory  of  Captain  Hatthew  Jack, 
who  departed  this  life  November  26th, 
1836,  in  the  82nd  year  of  his  age.” 

“In  memory  of  Nancy,  relict  of 
Matthew  Jack,  who  departed  this  life 
September  20,  1840,  aged  80  years.” 

Mrs.  Jack’s  maiden  name  was  Nancy 
W’ilson,  a daughter  of  Charles  Wilson,  an 
early  settler  of  Westmoreland  county.  As 
is  well  known  Mrs.  Jack  played  a brave 
part  at  the  burning  of  Hannastown,  as 
conspicuous  as  that  of  her  husband.  Cap- 
tain Matthew  Jack. 

From  the  Greensburg  Gazette  of  Fri- 
day, March  3d,  1826,  we  glean  the  fol- 
lowing, it  being  an  obituary  notice  of 
Garrett  Covode,  grandfather  of  the  Hon. 
.John  Covode,  who  was  b.  in  Fairfield 
township,  Westmoreland  county,  March 
17,  1808,  d.  at  Harrisburg,  .Tanuary  10, 
1871,  and  buried  in  West  Fairfield  town- 
ship, his  native  township: 

“Died  on  Tuesday,  February  21,  1826, 
in  Fairfield  township,  Mr.  Garrett  Co- 
vode, in  the  91st  year  of  his  age.  Mr. 
Covode  was  a native  of  Holland.  At  the 
age  of  eight  years  he  was  brought  to 
America.  In  the  War  of  the  Revolution 
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he  was  one  of  the  patriots  who  rallied 
under  the  standard  of  his  adopted  coun- 
try. Active  and  enterprising,  he  at  one 
time,  in  the  exercise  ot  his  duty,  wander- 
ed from  his  companions  and  was  lost  for 
three  days,  during  which  he  subsisted  on 
such  food  as  the  woods  afforded.  When 
discovered  by  a party  of  lndian,s,  the  vital ; 
spark  was  nearly  extinct.  He  has  left  ^ 
one  son  (Jacob)  and  three  daughters  and 
twenty-eight  grandchildren.”

THE  PASSENGER  DEPARTMENT, 
Pennsylvania  Railroad,  who  organized  it, 
is  given  by  our  friend  Wiili.am  B.  Wilson, 
who  edits  the  “Pennsylvania  R.ailroad 
Men’s  News.”  Mr.  Wilson  writes:  “Mr. 
Lewis  L.  Haupt  and  Mr.  George  B. 
Ayres,  now  residing  in  Philadelphia,  or- 
ganized the  Passenger  Department,  the 
former  holding  the  position  of  General 
Ticket  Agent,  and  the  'after  as  Assistant. 
LTp  to  1852  these  gentlemen  handled  th’ 
entire  passenger  ticket  account  without 
assistance.  In  that  year  the  business  had 
increased  to  such  .a  point  that  a third  per- 
son became  necessary.  They  were  Highly 
educated,  Christian  men,  standing  high  in 
the  communities  in  which  they  resided, 
and  worked  indefatigaifly  (or  the  success 
of  the  road.  Mr.  Ayres,  in  adJition  to 
being  a thorough  business  man,  had 
quiet  literary  tastes,  many  m isical  ac- 
complishments, and  was  an  artist  of  more 
than  ordinary  merit.  His  brother,  Calc- 
nel  Bucher  Ayres,  also  lesiding  in  Phila- 
delphia, who  made  a broad  reputation  as 
a railroad  manager,  w.ts  the  first  person 
appointed  a passenger  conductor  for  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad. . The  Messrs. 
Ayres’  father  was  William  Ayres,  of  Har- 
risburg, noted  in  his  day  as  leading  in  all 
progressive  movements  In  his  locality. 
He  was  one  of  the  Board  of  Commission- 
ers appointed  under  the  act  of  April  13th, 
1846,  to  secure  subscriptions  to  the  shares 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  Company, 
and  is  remembered  as  one  of  the  most  ac- 
tive, zealous  and  successful  members  of 
the  body.  These  three  leading  original 
officials  of  the  Passenger  Department  are 
the  sole  survivors  of  those  who  headed 
any  branch  of  the  organization  at  that 
early  day,  although  there  are  some  few 
survivors  in  the  service  whose  spurs  have 
been  received  since  then.”

The  Sharpe  Family. 

The  original  Sharpe  is  believed  to  have 
been  either  James  or  WUMam  Sharpe, 
w^ho  married  Margery  McGonmell.  James 
Sharpe,  it  is  said,  gave  the  glebe  to 
Rocky  Springs  Presbyterian  church  in 
Franklin  county  and  held  pewNo.  38  as 
late  as  1795.  He  was  also  a participant 
in  the  French  and  Indian  war.  There 
was  another  James  Sharpe  who  married 
Mary  Sterrett.  He  was  the  son  otf 
Thomas  Sharpe  and  Margaret  Elder,  who 
was  a large  land  owner  in  Cumberland 
county  and  was  an  officer  in  the  French 
war.  These  two  James  come  in  conflict 
in  searching  for  data, 

James  Sharpe  and  Margaret  McCon- 
nell had  five  children,  Matthew,  William, 
Robert,  Rosanna  and  Mary,  whose  first 
husband  was  Robert  Culbertson,  who 
died  in  1778,  issue,  six  children.  Matthew 
Sharpe  married  Elizabeth  Lindsay  in 
1781;  William  Sharpe  married  Jane  Mc- 
Clintock — ‘he  died  1806 — she  in  1812.  Her 
mother’s  name  was  Agnes  Gamble.  Rob- 
ert Sharpe  migrated  South  and  was 
never  traced.  Rosanna  Sharpe  married 
James  Ross.  This  family  is  extinct. 
Mary  Sharpe  married  a Culbertson. 

James  Sharpe  (b.  1784:  d.  1861),  son  of 
Matthew  Sharpe,  founded  the  town  of 
Sharpsburg,  Allegheny  county.  Pa,  Will- 
iam Sharpe  is  supposed  to  have  assisted 
in  the  Revolutionary  war.  Tradition  has 
it  that  he  was  granted  a large  tract  of 
land  (about  2,000  acres)  in  Hardin  coun- 
ty, Ky.  There  is  record  that  he  went  to 
Kentucky  and  came  back  to  Franklin 
county.  This  William  also  held  a pew 
in  Rocky  Spring  Church  the  same  period 
as  James.  Whether  they  were  father 
and  son,  or  Whether  James  belonged  to 
the  other  family,  there  is  doubt.

Joseph  C.  McAlarney. 

Suddenly  and  without  suffering  Joseph 
O.  McAlarney,  Esq.,  a well-known  mem- 
ber of  the  Dauphin  County  Bar,  passed 
away  to  his  long  rest  at  7 o’clock  on 
W ednesday  morning,  September  23, 
1896,  at  his  home.  No.  1531  Green 
street,  his  familj’  about  him.  Mr.  Mc- 
Alarney was  attacked  with  grip  in  the 
spring  of  1895  and  so  severe  was  the  at- 
tack that  it  did  not  succumb  to  the  usual 
remedies,  but  developed  into  a kidney  af- 
fection, which  ultimately  caused  his 
death. 

Mr.  McAlamey  was  the  oldest  son  of 
John  and  Catherine  McAlamey  and  was 
bom  in  Chillisquakue,  Northumberland 
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county,  July  14th,  1833.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  the  old  academy  at  Mifflinburg 
and  studied  law  with  Charles  Hower,  in 
Selin’sGrove,being  admitted  to  the  Snyder 
County  Bar  in  1860.  In  the  fall  of  that 
year  he  opened  a law  office  in  Gratz- 
town.  Dauphin  county,  where  he  remain- 
ed about  six  months,  and  in  the  spring  of 
1861  he  removed  to  Dykens,  where  he 
practiced  until  1864.  In  the  latter  year, 
when  the  late  Gen.  William  H.  Miller 
was  elected  to  Congress  he  offered  such 
inducements  to  Mr.  McAlarney  as  led 
him  to  take  charge  of  the  practice  while 
he  (Gen.  Miller)  was  in  Congress,  and 
this  led  to  the  formation  of  a partner- 
ship that  lasted  until  Gen.  Miller’s 
death,  when  Mr.  McAlarney  continued 
practice  by  himself.  Up  to  the  time  of 
Ids  illness  and  to  the  time  he  was  con- 
fined to  the  house,  Mr.  McAlarney  was 
in  active  practice,  numbering  among  his 
clients  some  of  the  best  people  of  the 
county.  He  was  very  successful  and 
able  as  an  attorney  ami  an  advocate  who 
never  gave  up  until  the  last  resort  had 
been  reached.  In  1874  Mr.  McAlarney 
was  nominated  on  the  Democratic  ticket 
for  District  Attorney,  and  so  great  was 
his  popularity  that  he  was  only  defeated 
in  this  strong  Republican  county  bj'  a 
majority  a little  over  two  hundred.  He 
was  also  a candidate  for  the  same  office 
when  George  Kunkel.  Esq.,  was  elected 
the  first  time.  Mr.  McAlarney  was  a 
member  of  Grace  M.  E.  Church  from  the 
time  he  first  located  in  this  city,  and  was 
always  active  for  its  welfare.  He  was 
married  in  1870  to  Miss  Ella  Hoffman, 
daughter  of  the  late  .Tacob  D.  Hoffman, 
who  with  three  children.  Emma,  Robert 
E.  and  Rose,  survive  him.  A host  of 
friends  will  hear  with  regret  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Alarney’s  death.  He  was  a good  citizen, 
a kind  man  and  a pleasant  companion, 
who  made  friends  with  all  who  met  him. 
In  his  passing  away  Harrisburg  loses  a 
good  man  who  worked  for  the  best  in- 
terests of  the  city  at  every  and  all  oc- 
casions. The  sorrowing  family  will  have 
the  deepest  sympathies  of  all  who  knew 
and  loved  him  as  a man  and  a neighbor. 


Captaiu  Jacob  m.  Eyster. 

Captain  Jacob  M.  Eyster,  than  whom 
no  resident  w.as  better  known  or  more 
popular,  died  at  his  residence.  No.  914 
Grand  street,  Monday,  August  17tlh, 
1896,  after  a lingering  illness  extend- 
ing over  a period  of  more  than  a year. 
He  was  able  to  be  about,  however,  until 
three  weeks  ago,  when  he  took  his  bed 
never  to  leave  it  again  in  life.  He  was 


fully  conscious  to  the  last,  but  had  not 
been  able  to  speak  above  a whisper  for  the 
past  two  weeks.  Advanced  age,  the  ex- 
treme heat  and  probably  the  wounds  re- 
ceived in  battle  during  the  late  war  has- 
tened his  death.  The  news  of  his  death 
was  immediately  telegraphed  to  his 
nephew,  M.  W.  Jacobs,  Esq.,  who  is  sum- 
mering at  Fisher’s  Ferry,  N.  Y.,  with  his 
family.  Other  living  relatives  of  Cap- 
tain Eyster  are  Mrs.  Albert  E.  Eyster, 
of  this  city,  a sister-in-law;  Henry  Ja- 
cobs, of  Philadelphia,  a nephew,  and  Mrs. 
Kuhn,  of  Philadelphia,  a sister.  A 
brother  also  resides  in  Minneai>olis.  Cap- 
tain Eyster  had  lived  at  Js^o.  914  Grand 
street  for  the  past  twenty-three  years. 
Fie  was  brought  up  in  the  Lutheran 
Church. 

Captain  Jacob  M.  Eyster  was  born  in 
Gettysburg  in  1816  and  was  tlie  son  of 
General  Jacob  Eyster,  who  was  a general 
in  the  war  of  1812  and  commanded  the 
York  and  Adams  county  troops.  General 
Eyster  was  appointed  Surveyor  General 
by  Governor  Shultz  and  came  to  Harris- 
burg to  fill  that  position  in  1823.  He 
subsequently  mov^  his  family  to  this 
city.  Jacob  M.  Eyster  was  educated  at 
the  Harrisburg  Academy  and  on  leaving 
that  institution  at  the  age  of  18  years  he 
formed  one  of  a surveying  party  that  sur- 
veyed the  Pennsylvania  Canal  from  Har- 
risburg to  Lewistown.  This  work  being  ■ 
finished  he  returned  to  Harrisburg  and 
learned  the  tinning  trade  with  Mr. 
Shrom.  After  learning  his  trade  he  was 
sent  to  Pennsylvania  College  at  Gettys- 
burg, where  he  finished  an  engineering 
course.  He  assisted  in  surveying  the 
Pennsylvania  Railroad  line  from  Harris- 
burg to  Columbia.  When  the  late  Judge 
Allison,  of  Philadelphia,  resigned  his  po- 
sition as  teacher  in  the  Dewitt  school 
building  on  Walnut  street  Captain  Eyster 
was  elected  to  succeed  him.  The  boys 
iu  the  school  were  exceedingly  unruly 
and  Captain  Eyster  sought  to  bring  them 
into  subjection  by  introducing  the  mili- 
tary system.  It  was  a grand  success  from 
the  start.  Out  of  his  scholars  he  formed 
a company  called  the  Junior  Guard, which^ 
was  one  of  the  finest  and  best  drilled’ 
companies  of  young  soldiers  in  the  coun- 
try. He  was  so  proud  of  them  that  he 
visited  Lancaster  and  Philadelphia  in 
1845  and  ’46  and  met  with  a great  re- 
ception. The  Junior  Guards  were  re- 
ceived in  Philadelphia  by  the  National 
Guard  of  that  city,  under  Major  Fritz, 
and  the  State  Fencibles,  commanded  by 
Captain  Page.  The  boys  drilled  on  the 
stages  of  the  Walnut,  Chestnut  and  Arch 
street  theatres  and  created  a perfect 
furore  in  the  Quaker  City,  the  newspa- 
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pers  printing  columns  of  complimentary 
notices  about  them. 

In  1852  Captain  Eyster  was  made  Dep- 
uty Sheriff  under  General  E.  C.  VV  dliums. 
He  subsequently  was  defe.ited  for  Micr;!! 
in  1855  by  the  late  Jacob  Hoffman,  but 
was  successful  in  being  elected  in  1858. 
At  the  first  call  for  troops  in  1861  Cap- 
tain Eyster  joined  the  three  months’  ser- 
vice and  was  captain  of  the  Cameron 
Guards,  the  first  company  to  take  posses- 
sion of  Camp  Curtin.  He  was  in  service 
about  one  month  when  he  was  appointed 
captain  of  the  Eighteenth  Regulars,  but 
he  did  not  accept  this  new  honor  until 
after  the  Cameron  Guards  had  been  mus- 
tered out.  The  Eighteenth  Regiment  was 
the  largest  in  service  in  the  army,  having 
2,352  men.  It  was  composed  of  three 
battalions  of  Ohio  and  Pennsylvania 
troops  and  was  recruited  by  Captain 
Eyster  in  Lancaster,  Reading,  York,  Har- 
risbrwg  and  Delaware,  Ohio.  Captain 
Eyster  was  afterwmrd  mustering  officer 
at  Baltimore  until  September,  1862.  He 
then  joined  the  regiment  at  Murfrees- 
boro, Tenn.,  and  was  with  it  until  1866, 
when  he  was  mustered  out,  being  senior 
captain  commanding  the  regiment  at  the 
time.  While  in  the  service  he  was  exceed- 
ingly active  and  participated  in  the  bat- 
tles of  Murfreesboro,  Peach  Tree  Creek, 
Chattanooga,  Chickamaugua,  Lookout 
Mountain,  Missionary  Ridge  and  other 
hot  engagements.  At  Missionary  Ridge 
he  was  shot  through  the  ankle;  at  Chick- 
amaugua a minie  ball  tore  away  part  of 
his  nose;  at  Chattanooga  in  a desperate 
cavalry  battle  he  received  a sabre  cut  on 
the  right  hand  and  a bayonet  wound  in 
the  left  hand.  On  his  return  home  Cap- 
tain Eyster  was  made  Deputy  Sheriff  and 
remained  in  the  office  until  several  years 
ago,  when  his  advanced  age  prevented 
him  from  performing  any  active  work. 
Since  his  retirement  he  has  been  living 
quietly  at  his  home  on  Grand  street.  His 
wife  has  been  dead  twenty-five  years.  He 
nad  two  children,  William  P.  Eyster,  of 
Atlanta,  Ga.,  and  Mrs.  William  P.  En- 
gle, of  Boston. 

Captain  Eyster  was  the  soul  of  court- 
esy and  one  of  the  kindest  hearted  men 
that  ever  lived  in  Harrisburg.  He  was 
the  friend  of  everybody  and  universally 
popular;  a kindly,  pleasant  man,  with 
friends  on  every  hand  and  acquaintances 
in  every  hamlet  in  the  county.  All  knew 
the  genial  veteran,  and  all  loved  him  for 
his  gentleness.  He  was  incapable  of  do- 
ing a mean  thing.  In  the  Sheriff's  office 
he  was  a faithful,  patient  official,  doing 
his  duty  carefully  and  well.  He  was  ex- 
ceedingly modest,  and  eight  years  ago 


when  asked  for  facts  in  the  history  of  his 
life  from  which  the  above  obituary  is 
compiled  he  was  loth  to  give  them,  and 
it  was  only  by  the  most  persistent  ques- 
tioning that  his  war  record  could  be  got- 
ten from  him.  He  was  very  prouu  of 
his  work  in  the  puolic  schools,  and  the 
hero  of  many  Dattles,  while  reticent  con- 
cerning his  war  record,  would  talk  en- 
thusiastically about  his  military  company 
in  the  school  and  its  reception  in  Phila- 
delphia. He  did  not  dwell  in  the  past, 
but  was  fully  up  to  date  and  took  a keen 
interest  in  the  happenings  of  the  day. 
To  his  friends  he  was  a deiightful  com- 
panion, his  old  school  ways  being  a 
charming  contrast  to  the  curt  manner- 
isms of  the  present.  His  death  will  be 
heard  of  with  sorrow  by  many  of  our 
older  residents  who  knew  and  honored 
him. 


Fretlei'lck  U.  Bergarr. 

From  the  Daily  Telegraph  of  Oct.  21, 

1896.] 

“Fred  Bergner  is  dead!”  was  the  start- 
ling announcement  that  passed  swiftly 
from  lip  to  lip  among  his  many  friends  and 
acquaintances  last  evening.  It  could 
scarcely  be  credited,  so  sudden  and  unex- 
pected was  the  death  of  the  popular 
young  man.  Shortly  after  6 o’clock  he 
walked  across  Market  street  from  his 
home  adjoining  the  Lochiel  Hotel  and  sat 
down  in  Knisely’s  cigar  store,  at  Third 
and  Market  streets,  where  he  conversed 
for  some  time  in  his  chatty  way  with  sev- 
eral friends.  Suddenly  he  was  seized 
with  a severe  attack  of  coughing  and 
William  Holbert,  a clerk  in  the  store,  no- 
ticed that  beads  of  perspiration  were 
standing  out  on  his  face.  Going  to  the 
large  mirror  in  the  store  he  wiped  his 
face  and  remarked  that  he  didn’t  feel 
well.  Leaving  the  store  he  started  for  the 
main  entrance  of  the  “Telegraph”  Build- 
ing on  Third  street,  but  got  no  farther 
than  the  bottom  of  the  stairs,  where  he 
sat  down.  There  he  was  found  a few 
moments  later  by  Charles  Wilbur,  an  em- 
ploye of  the  job  printing  department  of 
the  “Telegraph.”  Mr.  Wilbur  asked  him 
what  was  wrong,  and  he  replied  that  he 
was  sick.  Mr.  Wilbur  then  asked  wheth- 
er he  could  do  anything  for  him  and  was 
requested  to  go  for  a doctor.  He  was 
groaning  and  seemed  to  have  much  diffi- 
culty in  breathing.  Meanwhile  those  in 
the  cigar  store  had  been  notified  and  pro- 
cured a chair  on  which  the  dying  man 
was  seated.  Dr.  Gerhart  arrived  about 
this  time  and  directed  tliat  he  be  removed 
to  his  home  at  once.  He  expired  on  the 
way.  Mr.  Bergner  had  been  suffering 
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from  Bright's  disease  and  his  physician 
says  this  was  the  cause  of  his  sudden 
death. 

Mr.  Bergner  was  about  38  years  old, 
and  was  unmarried.  He  was  born  in 
Harrisburg,  and  was  the  son  of  the  late 
George  Berg-ner,  proprietor  of  the  "Tele- 
graph,” postmaster  and  stationer,  and 
who  tignred  largely  in  city  and  county 
matters.  “Fred’  was  prepared  at  the 
Harrisburg  Academy  for  Princeton  Col- 
lege, from  which  institution  he  graduated 
in  187G,  He  at  once  assumed  charge  of 
the  book  and  stationary  store  in  the 
“TelegTaph”  building,  being  the  manager 
partner  of  the  firm  of  Bergner  Brothers, 
He  was  very  successful  as  a business 
man,  being  active,  energetic  and  always 
courteous  and  obliging.  About  a year  ago 
he  retired  from  business,  and  since  then 
has  not  been  actively  engaged.  His 
mother,  a brother,  Charles  H.  Bergner, 
Esq,,  a sister,  Mrs.  Dr.  Hurlock,  survive 
Jiim.  His  death  was  heard  of  with  the 
greatest  sorrow,  especially  among  the 
little  children,  who  counted  him  as  one  of 
their  dearest  friends. 

Mr.  Bergner  was  an  xinostentatious, 
unassuming  gentleman,  quiet  in  his 
tastes  and  modest  in  demeanor.  To  his 
friends  he  was  a most  lovable  man, genial 
and  frank,  quick  in  his  wit  and  fond  of 
the  jest.  He  never  intentionally  wound- 
ed, but  rather  did  his  large  heartedness 
heal  the  wound  inflicted  by  the  thought- 
less. A man  of  intense  likes  and  dis- 
likes, yet  he  was  slow  to  express  opinion. 
His  friends  were  grappled  to  him  with 
hooks  of  steel,  if  he  had  enemies  they 
were  not  known  by  any  action  or  word 
from  him.  One  side  of  him  tlie  world, 
outside  of  a few  intimates,  did  not  know— 
his  kindly  heart.  A thoughtful  man  he 
bore  in  mind  those  of  his  friends  who  were 
sick  and  afflicted,  and  his  secret  acts  of 
kindness  were  known  alone  to  those  who 
were  the  beneficiaries.  He  will  be  missed 
by  many,  and  by  as  many  he  will  be 
mourned.  Well  may  it  be  said  of  him 
“were  every  one  for  whom  he  did  a kindly 
act  to  place  upon  his  casket  lid  a flower, 
he’d  sleep  to-night  beneath  a monument 
of  bloom.”

IM  ANTI-MASOMIC  TIIKOES. 


An  Inner  History  of  Politics  Half  a 
Century  Ago. 

[The  following  is  a copy  of  a letter 
written  by  John  Adams  Fisher,  a promi- 
nent politician  and  attorney  of  Harris- 
burg, to  the  Hon.  John  Strohm,  of  Lan- 
caster, who  was  also  Lmgely  in  politics 
at  the  period  referred  to.  Apart  from  its 
giving  us  a little  insight  into  the  inner 
workings  of  politics  a half  century  ago, 
the  letter  itself  is  not  of  great  historic 
value:  but  the  old  lYhig  Party  at  that 
, time  was  just  emergmg  from  its  anti- 
! masonic  darkness,  and  hence  the  corre- 
spondence which  has  been  furnished  us 
is  of  interest.  Another  letter  of  later  date, 
and  of  similar  political  importance,  is  also 
in  our  iMssession,  which  we  hope  to  fur- 
nish our  readers  in  due  time:] 

Harrisburg,  May  20,  1843. 

My  dear  Sir:  I received  a day  or  two 
ago  a notice  from  .Tonathan  Roberts, 
Esq.,  to  meet  The  Democratic  Whig 
Central  Committee  at  Phila.  on  Thurs- 
day the  first  day  of  .Tune  next.  I shall 
be  very  much  gratified  to  meet  you  there, 
and  hope  I shall  have  that  pleasure.  I 
learned  last  evening  that  H.  Peffer,  Esq., 
of  this  place,  will  attend,  and  that  an  ef- 
fort would  be  made,  it  was  thought  suc- 
cessfully, to  procure  .Judge  Clark  also  to 
attend.  I make  no  doubt  you  have  ere 
this  seen  the  Call  for  a Convention  to 
nominate  Canal  Commissioners  purport- 
ing to  have  proceeded  from  the  Comnait- 
tee  appointed  by  the  Banks  Convention 
of  1841.  This  so  far  .as  I have  been  able 
to  learn  was  a Secret  movement,  without 
meeting  of  the  members  of  the  Commit- 
tee, and  without  any  concert  or  consulta- 
.tion  with  them.  It  is  believed  here  to 
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have  origiiiated  at  Lancaster  with  Bur- 
rowes  & Co.,  and  that  the  only  persons 
who  had  any  knowled,?e  of  it  were  Bur- 
rowes,  Stevens  & Co.  and  Geo.  Ford  and 
H Montgomery  of  the  Committee,  and 
Fenn,  Elder  & Co.  here.  Peffer  I under- 
stand now  says  he  approves  of  it.  I do 
not,  on  the  contrary  I condemn  it  m toto, 
and  see  in  it,  if  assented  to,  or  recogmzed 
by  us.  the  virtual  triumph  of  tlmt  clique 
of  bold,  bad  men  whose  motto  is  rule  or 
ruin.  For  my  part  I am  satisfied  toat 
the  fight  must  come  and  that  nothing 
short  of  that  will  answer  thO'^  men,  un- 
less all  others  succumb  to  and  surrender 
up  their  judgments  and  Partjr .organiza- 
tions to  them,  and  therefore  thmk  better 
this  fall  when  nothing  comparatively 
speaking  is  at  stake,  than  postponmg  it 
till  nest  fall,  when  everything  that  is 
dear  to  us  and  beneficial  to  the  country 
will  be  involved  in  the  controversy.  Bef- 
fer  fears  the  clique  here  for  his  own  sake. 
Our  Commissioners  Board  consists  uow 
of  two  and  one,  he  fears  that  unless  this 
movement  of  the  enemy  (for 
such  to  all  intents  and  purposes)  be  ac- 
ceded to  the  Mormons  here  wiU  again 
ate  distraction  in  our  County  this  fall 
sufficient  to  elect  another  loco-foco  Com- 
missioner, and  then  “forward  march  Mr. 
Peffer”  out  of  his  clerkship.  I am  satis- 
fied that  to  yield  to  them  now  will  only 
tend  to  embolden  them  and  make  them 
more  exhorbitant  in  their  demands  and  d.ic- 
tatorial  in  their  conduct.  They  will  claim 
and  must  have  the  “Lion’s  share”  in  any 
attempt  that  may  be  made  lor  “Union, 
harmonv,  conciliation,”  and  all  that  sort 
of  thing".  And  therefore,  I go  for  preserv- 
ing and  maintaining  the  distinct  organiza- 
tion formed  by  the  22d  Feb’y  Convention, 
the  largest  popular  assemblage  that  was 
convened  at  this  place  for  political  pur- 
poses. The  appearance  of  the  course  of 
action  those  men  have  chalked  out  for 
their  rule  of  conduct,  is  evidenced  by  the 
“Lancaster  Union,”  ‘Tlarrisburg  Tele- 
graph,” and  Pittsburgh  Gazettte,”  and 
that  it  is  distinctive  exclusive  Anti- 
masonic  organization  no  one  can  doubt. 
And  why?  to  enable  them  to  keep  their 
heads  above  water,  and  either  guide  the 
current  and  direct  its  course,  or  go  with 
it,  in  the  hope  that  they  may  by  some  of 
its  surges  be  thrown  on  the  top  of  the  cur- 
rent. If  these  men  meant  fair,  if  they  are 
disiiosed  to  harmony  and  conciliation, 
why  the  course  these  papers  pursue,  why 
this  secret  sinister  call  in  the  “Tele- 
graph?” Why  is  it  only  known  to  that 
class  of  men?  Why  select  the  “Tele- 
graph” alone  to  publish  it,  and  conceal, 
yes  studiously  conceal  it  from  the  “Intel- 


ligencer” and  its  friends,  and  the  party 
of  which  it  is  the  only  organ  at  the  seat 
of  Government.  Taking  everything  into 
consideration,  I avow  myself  friendly  to 
the  preservation  of  the  organization  effect- 
ed by  the  22d  February  Convention,  will 
go  all  lengths  to  maintain  it,  and  to  the 
carrying  out  by  our  Committee  of  all  and 
every  means  necessary  to  carry  out  the 
wishes  and  the  views  of  that  Convention, 
and  of  the  Whig  Party  of  the  State,  as 
contradistinguished  from  the  Burrowes, 
Stevens,  Elder  & Co.  clique. 

Yes  I am  willing  to  yield  up  my  own 
Judgment  in  relation  fo  this  matter, 
should  the  older,  wiser,  and  better  heads 
on  the  Committee  differ  from  me,  as  to 
the  course  of  action  being  the  opposite  of 
that  which  I had  indicated  as  prevailing 
in  my  mind.  I hope  I may  see  you  at 
Philadelphia;  indeed  I know  that  your 
friends  here  will  be  very  much  disappoint- 
ed, if  from  any  cause  whatever  you  should 
be  prevented  from  attending  upon  that 
occasion,  and  giving  us  your  counsel  and 
advice.  Do  not  therefore  let  any  trivial 
matter  prevent  your  attendance  on  the 
first  June,

Martin  Early,  comer  Main  and  R.ailroad 
streets,  Palm.vra,  Pa.  It  was  the  fiftieth 
or  golden  wedding  anniversary,  and  was 
.a  most  felicitous  event.  Invitations  were 
sent  to  immeili'ate  relatives  only,  but  a 
number  of  intimate  friends  were  on  hand 
to  witness  the  happ.v  anniversary.  Mar- 
tin Earl.v  and  Miss  Sarah  Hummel  were 
married  October  8th,  1846,  settilcHl  in  Pal- 
myra, a.nd  have  resided  there  ever  since. 
Mr.  Earl.v  was  engaged  in  the  merc.antile 
business  for  thirty-five  years, and  cultivat- 
ed for  many  years  one  of  the  finest  farms 
in  the  charming  Lebanon  Valley,  located 
near  the  bustling  town  of  Palmj’ra.  He 
took  great  interest  in  scientific  farming, 
and  was  for  several  years  president  of 
the  Lebanon  County  Agricuilturai  Socie- 
ty. Mrs.  Early  wore,  last  evening,  the 
identical  costume  in  which  she  was  mar- 
ried fifty  years  ago.  It  is  of  white  mull 
material,  full  waist,  straight  sleeves, 
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tucked,  finished  mth  an  edge,  plain,  full 
skirt,  illusion  neckdress,  fastened  with  a 
miniature  gold  pin.  Mr.  Early  wore  the 
same  suit  in  which  he  was  miarried  half  a 
century  ago — black  cloth  coat  and  pants, 
and  white  Marseilles  vest.  The  groom  is 
well  up  in  years,  and  his  venerable  wife 
was  charming  and  sunny  in  disposition  as 
when  a girl  of  “sweet  16” — both  retaining 
remarkably  good  health.  The  dress  worn 
by  Mrs.  Sadie  Hummel  Ricker,  a grand- 
daughter of  Mrs.  Early,  was  the  origi- 
nal wetlding  gown  worn  by  Mrs.  Eliza- 
beth Lebrick  Hummel  (Mrs.  Martin 
Efirly’s  mother),  the  wife  of  the  late  Col. 
Joseph  Hummel,  of  Hummelstown.  Mi’s. 
Elizabeth  Hummel  died  several  years  ago 
at  the  age  of  92  years.  The  dress  in  ques- 
tion was  purchased  in  Philadelphia  in 
1817,  seventymine  years  ago.  The  dress 
is  of  wthite  satin  levantine;  lowmeck  in 
pattern;  short  waist  and  short  sleeves, 
witih  a large  ruffle  at  wrist  falling  over 
the  hand ; a gored  skirt.  Queen  Elizabeth 
neckwear,  and  white  illusion  headdress, 
trimmed  with  narrow  white  satin;  edged 
with  ribbon  and  flowing  ties.  This  cos- 
tume, in  its  day,  was  of  as  much  con- 
sequence from  a fashionable  stand- 
point as  the  trousseaus  imported  from 
Paris  in  this  fashionable  age  at  fabulous 
cost.

John  Early’s  Relatives  Help  Celebrate 
the  Uccaston  Saturday. 

From  the  Daily  Telegraph  of  Monday, 

October  12,  1896.] 

On  Saturday  last,  in  Jjondonderry  town- 
ship, near  Bindnagle’s  Church,  Lebanon 
county,  occurred  the  90th  birthday  anni- 
versary celebration  of  John  Early,  and  a 
reunion  of  his  brothers  and  sisters  and 
his  children  and  their  descendants.  Al- 
though he  was  the  oldest  in  years,  in  the 
evidences  of  the  enjoyment  of  the  occa- 
sion he  was  the  most  youthful.  He  was 
born  October  10th,  1806,  on  one  of  his  an- 
cestor’s farms,  between  Palmyra  and 
Campbellstown,  and  was  the  son  of 
’Squire  William  Early  and  Catharine 
Hershey.  Mr.  Early  at  the  age  of  14 
years — 1820 — was  engaged  as  a clerk  in 
Mr.  Baum’s  store  in  Hummelstown,  from 
there  he  served  a short  while  with  the  late 
Joseph  Hummel  in  his  store,  and  then  as 
a clerk  in  Felix  Landis’  store,  at  Spring 
Creek  (Derry  Church)  and  then  a clerk  at 
John  Wolfersberger’s  store  in  Palmyra, 
and  from  there  to  Fontana  as  a half  part- 
ner with  Philip  Moyer  in  merchandising. 
Then  he  formed  a partnership  with  Joseph 
Bowman  in  the  general  store  business  in 
Palmyra  and  then  bought  out  the  Bow- 
man interest  and  the  store  of  John  Wolf- 
ersberger  and  united  the  two  stores  in 
one  and  removed  the  goods  to  the  old 
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Deininger  stone  house,  where  he  contin- 
ued a number  of  years,  when  he  sold  the 
same  to  David  Earnest  and  David  Wit- 
mcr  and  they  were  succeeded  by  Martin 
Early,  who  continued  the  business  for 
more  than  a half  century. 

.John  Early  removed  from  Palmyra  in 
the  year  1845  totheAnnville  Factory  near 
the  mouth  of  the  Quitapahilla,  on  the 
Swatara,  where  he  kept  store,  farmed, 
run  a distillery  and  mill  and  also  operated 
the  New  Market  forge.  Here  he  resided 
until  the  year  1859,  when  he  removed  to 
Union  Water  Works,  where  he  succeeded 
Daniel  Maulfair  in  keeping  store,  and 
from  here  he  removed  to  the  place  where 
he  resides  now  and  which  farm  is  part  of 
a larger  tract  his  ancestor  settled  on  in 
1755.  In  connection  with  farming  he  en- 
gaged in  the  manufacturing  of  iron  at 
Union  Deposit.  It  was  while  engaged  in 
this  business  he  was  appointed  by  Presi- 
dent Abraham  Lincoln  assessor  of  inter- 
nal revenue  for  Lebanon  and  Schuylkill 
counties.  This  is  the  only  official  position 
Mr.  Early  ever  held,  although  at  one  time 
lie  was  the  political  boss  and  leader  of 
Lebanon  county.  He  preferred  at  all 
times  to  be  a leader  and  give  the  spoils  to 
his  lieutenants.  He  married  Magdalena 
Sivively,  of  FrankMn  county.  Pa.  She 
died  seventeen  years  ago  and  left  him  the 
following  children:  Dinisa  Early,  widow 
of  Henry  Light,  of  Lebanon,  Pa.  She 
was  present  with  her  children  and  grand 
children,  Samuel  Light  and  wife  and  chil- 
dren, Frederick  and  Margaret;  Mary, 
widow  of  William  Bresliu,  and  children 
Daisey  and  William;  Lizzie  and  husband, 
John  Roberts  and  their  child,  Irene; 
Abraham  and  wife  and  children  Leigh. 
Early  and  Chester;  William  and  wife  and 
children,  Leroy  and  M-aiT,  Leander.  Ja- 
cob Early,  of  Illinois,  not  present;  Benja- 
min Early,  of  Florida,  not  present. 

Joseph  Snivcly  Eearly  and  wife,  of 
Hummelstowu,  were  present,  their 
children  as  follows:  Mary,  wife  of  Chas. 
Crowberger,  of  Philadtlphia,  and  child, 
.Joseph  Early;  Virgie,  wife  of  Norman 
Helft'and child, Norman;  Be.ssieand  Ethel. 
IMary  Early,  wife  of  M'illiam  Shautler 
and  children,  Lncretia  and  Edna.  Lucre- 
tia.  Annie,  wife  of  Adam  Keigert,  and 
child,  Louisa,  Ezra  Early  and  wife,  of 
Lebanon,  and  children,  iMiller,  .John 
Owen,  Joseph  and'  Irene.  His  brother. 
.Joshua  Early,  aged  78  years,  and  his  son, 
William,  and  wife,  and  their  four  chil- 
dren and  one  great-graindChild,  and  his 
daughter,  Anna  Ki’ell  and  children,  were 
present. 

His  brother,  Martin  Early,  aged  (6 
years,  and  wife  and  son,  Martin  Hummel, 


of  New  York  city,  were  present,  they  hav- 
ing the  evening  previous  celebrated  their 
golden  wedding.  His  sister,  Christina 
Coetz,  75  years  old.  Daniel  S.  Early,  aged 
G8  years,  and  wife,  of  Harrisburg,  and 
their  daughter,  Clara,  and  her  husband, 
E.  W.  S.  Parthemore,  and  their  son,  D. 
S.  Early  Parthemore.  Mary  Wolfers- 
berger,  daughter  of  his  sister,  Catharine. 
P’rom  Mechanicsburg  came  Mrs.  Mary 
Givler.whorememberedthe  old  gentleman 
when  a young  man  as  her  father’s  clerk 
in  the  store  when  she  wms  a little  tot. 
From  Hummelstown  came  Dr.  Thomas 
G.  Fox  and  Adam  Strickler,  who  remem- 
bered him  ns  an  active  clerk  and  business 
man  when  they  were  small  boys,  although 
they  are  noiw  men  that  are  bordering  on 
three-score  and  ten  years. 

When  the  noon  hour  came  aU  were  in- 
vited to  the  dining-room,  where  the  tables 
were  ladened  with  the  good  things  of 
earth.  After  the  dinner  had  been  par- 
taken of  they  assembled  in  the  parlors  to 
hear  an  historical  address  by  E.  W.  S. 
Parthemore,  of  this  city,  and  several 
recitations  l>y  grandchildren  and 
great-grandchildren.  The  services 
were  brought  to  a close  with  an  address 
by  Mr.  .John  Early’s  brother,  Daniel. 
Mr.  Early  was  the  recipient  of  many  use- 
ful presents.  During  the  day  many 
walked  to  old  Bindnagle’s  Church  and 
viewed  the  interior  of  the  old  church, 
which  was  ert'cted  in  the  year  1803,  and 
others  amused  themselves  in  the  old 
graveyard,  which  was  formed  after  1750, 
reading  the  quaint  inscriptions  and  telling 
the  reader  who  the  Scotch-Irish  had  for 
their  German  neighbors  one  hundred  and 
tifty  years  a,go. 


OBITUARY. 


Adam  Boyd  Hamilton. 

An  attack  of  paralysis  Tuesday  evening 
resulted  in  the  death  of  A.  Boyd  Hamil- 
ton at  his  residence,  315  Walnut  street,  on 
Wednesday  night.  October  28th,  1890.  _ 

Adam  Boyd  Hamilton  was  born  in 
Harrisburg,  September  18th,  1808,  son  of 
Hugh  Hamilton,  who  was  a son  of  Capt. 
John  Hamilton  and  of  Rosanna  Boyd, 
only  child  of  Adam  Boyd.  Both  these 
ancestors  were  purchasers  of  property  in 
1785,  both  erected  substantial  brick  man- 
sions, and  both  died  and  are  buried  here. 
The  subject  of  this  notice  received  his 
first  school  training  under  Messrs.  Gra- 
ham and  Smith,  at  Second  and  Mulberry 
streets,  Charles  Still,  Maginnes,  Birk- 
man,  Hamilton,  Tod  and  Davi^.  Most  of 
his  time  was  devoted  to  picking  up  the 
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trade  of  printer  in  his  father’s  establish- 
ment, the  Harrisburg  Chronicle.  At  this 
early  period  two  late  chief  justices  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  Pennsylvania,  Messrs. 
Lewis  and  Thompson,  were  employed 
there,  as  well  as  many  other  sentlemen 
who  rose  to  social  and  political  positions. 
Having  been  carefully  trained  as  a print- 
er, after  leaving  the  Harrisburg  Acade- 
my he  was  appointed  to  a position  in  the 
engineer  corps  of  the  Juniata  division  of 
the  State  works,  under  DeWitt  Clinton, 
jr.,  as  chief.  The  partner  of  his  father 
having  died,  he  returned  to  Harrisburg 
and  became  partner  in  the  Chronicle, 
where  he  continued  until  that  paper  was 
disposed  of  to  other  parties.  He  was 
chosen,  when  scarcely  of  voting  age,  one 
of  the  printers  to  the  Legislature.  After 
spending  a couple  of  years  in  a business 
venture  in  the  South,  he  retiu-ned  to  Har- 
risburg, and  shortiy  after  was  appointed 
to  a position  at  Washington  city.  He  re- 
sign^ to  take  control  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Reporter,  at  Harrisburg;  after  a year  or 
two  he  was  uiniauimiously  chosen  assistant 
clerk  of  the  Senate,  resigning  that,  and 
becoming  joint  partner  in  the  Pennsylva- 
nian at  Philadelphia  with  MifBin,  Parry, 
•Joseph  Neal,  .7.  W.  Forney  and  S.  D. 
Patterson.  When  that  venture  was  clos- 
ed he  became,  under  the  contract  law, 
printer  to  both  houses  of  Congress,  and 
at  the  repeal  of  that  law,  which  carried 
his  contract  with  it,  came  to  Pennsylva- 
nia. Again  he  became  printer  to  the 
State  until  1861,  when  he  retired  from 
that  business  and  became  an  agricultur- 
ist. He  held  many  municipal  offices — a 
school  director  for  twelve  years;  president 
of  the  Select  Council,  and  one  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  1860,  and  of  a commission 
in  1870  to  make  a plot  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg;  president  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia State  Agricultural  Society,  the  Dau- 
phin County  Society;  a trustee  of  the  Har- 
risburg Academy,  secretary  of  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  Harrisburg  Hospital 
from  the  first  meeting  on  the  subject  in 
1872.  president  of  the  Board  of  Trustees 
of  Derry  Presbyterian  Church;  trustee  of 
the  Harrisburg  Public  Ijibrary,  and  the 
only  president  of  the  Dauphin  County 
Historical  Society  since  its  formation. 

In  historical  work  Mr.  Hamilton  fur- 
nished numerous  contributions  to  the  his- 
tory of  Dauphin  county.  He  prepared 
a series  of  sketches  on  “Middletown-on- 
the-Susquehannia.”  besides  several  valu- 
able pamphlets,  bio.graphical  and  genea- 
logioal.  Later  in  life  he  was  full  of  inter- 
esting reminiscences,  and  having  a most 
excellent  memory,  these  were  very  enter- 
taining. _ Bom  in  the  city  of  Harrisburg 
and  residing  here  nearly  his  entire  life. 


with  the  exception  of  a period  of  about 
fifteen  years  which  was  passed  in  Phila- 
delphia and  Washington,  he  was  well  ac- 
quainited  with  all  the  leading  characters 
and  reprosenitative  men  at  the  State  Capi- 
tal. Mr.  Hamilton  was  twice  married. 
His  first  wife  was  Catharine  Louisa  Nau- 
dain,  daughter  of  Dr.  Arnold  Naudain,  of 
New  Castle  county,  Delaware.  She  died 
September  11th,  1883,  in  Harrisburg,  at 
the  age  of  60  years,  and  their  children 
who  reached  maturity  were  Howard  and 
Dr.  tiugh,  twins,  the  former  of  whom 
died  in  Philadelphia  in  1887.  The  latter, 
Dr.  Hugh  Hamilton,  is  a prominent  phy- 
sician of  this  city.  The  youngest  child  is 
Naudain,  of  this  city.  Mr.  Hamilton 
married  secoindly,  in  1888,  Isabella  Moore 
Hays  daughter  oi  Samuel  Wallace  Hays, 
who  survives. 

Mr.  Ham-ilton  was  exceedingly  active 
during  the  centennial  celebration  of  the 
City  and  was  helpful  in  arranging  the 
splendid  antiquarian  exhibit  which,  un- 
der the  direction  of  State  Ivibrarian  Egle 
and  himself,  was  a feature  of  that  great 
annivoTsary  occasion. 

The  funeral  will  take  place  at  2 o’clock 
Saturday  afternoon  from  the  family  resi- 
dence.

The  tiistorical  Society  of  I^ancaster 
County,  which  for  a number  of  years  has 
remained  inactive,  at  last  awakens  to  new 
life  and  vigor,  reorganizes  and  leaps  for- 
word  into  good  active  work.  No  where 
else  in  the  whole  State  of  Pennsylvania 
is  there  a county  so  rich  in  historic  lore, 
and  when  we  consider  tlie  fact  that  many 
of  the  descendants  of  the  pioneer  settlers 
remain  in  iioissession  of  the  ancestral 
acres,  much  relating  to  the  early  history, 
biography  and  genealogy  of  the  coun- 
ty can  be  readily  gathered.  The  admir- 
ably kept  official  records  of  Lancaster  are 
full  of  m'aterial.  while  family  graveyards 
and  many  church  registers  furnish  ample 
compensation  to  the  faithful  chronicler. 
If  any  comity  in  the  Commonwealth  has 
been  badly  treated  by  mercenary  publish- 
ers. it  is  the  county  of  Lancaster.  The 
latest  outrage  is  a biographical  encyclo- 
paedia. cont.aining  only  .500  biographies  of 
a locality  of  almost  two  centuries  of  ex- 
istence and  ccntaming  to  day  a popula- 
tion of  one  hundred  fnd  sixty  thousand. 
Of  really  la  presentative  men,  from  the 
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Provincial  era  <loi\vu  to  tlie  present,  no 
county  is  richer,  and  the  mistake  has 
nearly  always  been  to  have  persons  make 
up  its  history  who  were  not  identified 
therewith.  The  Historical  Society  of 
Lancaster  must  circumvent  this  in  the 
future,  its  members  must  go  to  work  with 
a vim  and  the  result  will  show  how  vast 
the  harvest  fields  of  their  history  are. 
With  men  who  have  already  made  their 
mark  in  the  world  of  letters,  and  whose 
literary  experience  will  command  atten- 
tion, there  is  no  good  reason  why  the  so- 
ciety cannot  succeed  in  giving  the  people 
of  Lancaster  county  a faithful  record  of 
her  glorious  past.  They  have  begun  the 
work,  let  us  beseecjh  them  to  copyright 
their  papers  as  they  proceed,  lest  the 
pirates  to  whom  we  have  referred  come 
along  and  appropriate  their  researches. 
For  almost  seventy  years  the  counties  of 
Daupihin  and  Lebanon  formed  an  inte- 
gral part  of  Lancaster,  and  these  look  to 
the  Historical  Society  of  Lancaster  Coun- 
ty as  the  conservator  of  the  beginnings 
oif  their  own  eventful  history.  Need  they 
hope  in  vain? 


The  Peiiiisylvaiila-German  Society. 

The  recent  meeting  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia-German Society,  held  in  Philadelphia 
on  the  15th  of  October  fully  demonstrated 
the  fact  that  the  Pennsylvania  Gernran- 
Swiss  was  ail  important  factor  in  the 
making  of  Pennsylvania,  notwithstanding 
the  bold  assertions  by  would-be  histor- 
ians who  liave  expressed  doubts  whether 
tills  race  of  pioneers  accomplisihed  any- 
thing of  importance  in  the  two  centuries 
of  Pennsylvania’s  existence.  This  was 
not  only  fully  answered  by  the  truthful 
array  of  facts  by  .Tiidge  Peimypacker  in 
his  reply  to  Dr.  Stille’s  address  of  wel- 
come, but  also  in  the  most  excellent  pa- 
pers prepaired  and  read  by  Mr.  Sachse, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  Mr.  Diffenderffer,  of 
Lancaster,  as  the  first  contributions  to  the 
new  iiiistory  of  the  State  being  prepared 
by  the  sociep’-  Mr.  Sachse’s  paper  com- 
prised a review  of  events  in  the  Father- 
land from  the  year  1450,  the  close  of  the 
mediaeval  era,  to  the  year  1700,  which 
witnessed  the  devastation  of  the  Palati- 
nate by  the  French.  There  was  a start- 
ling array  oif  facts  sho^wing  the  great  re- 
search and  scholarship  of  that  erudite  his- 
torial  writer.  To  say  that  tihe  paper  was 
a sui’iirise  to  all  exemplifies  how  unthink- 
ingly the  descendants  of  the  Germaii- 
Swiss  have  neglected  the  beginnings  of 
their  history,  content  with  the  statements 
and  oi)inions  of  those  of  o-ther  races  who 
always  write  to  the  disparagement  of 
peoples  in  whose  liistory  they  have  no 
sympathy.  Mr.  Diffenderffer  took  up  the  ■ 


subject  where  the  previous  writer  left  off, 
and  gave  a succinct  account  of  the  Ger- 
man exodus  to  England  in  1709, during  the 
reign  of  good  Queen  Anne.  It  was  a re- 
markable paper,  although  quite  lengthy, 
yet  was  listened  to  with  the  greatest  at- 
tention. Certainly  Mr.  Diffenderffer’s  pa- 
per was  of  exceeding  value  and  interest, 
as  it  forms  one  of  the  most  important 
chapters  in  the  early  settlement  of  the 
Palatines  in  Pennsylvania.  Marvelous 
in  its  array  of  facts,  the  paper  was  no  less 
l)rilliant  in  the  description  of  one  of  the 
most  interesting  episodes  of  English  and 
Peiiusylvaniia  history  That  the  Pennsyl- 
vainia-German  Socit.‘ty  is  doing  good  work 
will  thus  readily  be  seen.  With  a mem- 
borship  strictly  of  workers — of  men  es- 
pecially notable  and  prominent,  pre-emi- 
nent in  every  sphere  of  life — ^the  Society 
will  eventually  sliow  to  the  world  what  a 
magnificenit  ihistory  Pennsylvania  and  the 
Pennsylvania  Germans  have.  The  gath- 
ering at  Philadelphia  was  regarded  by 
those  not  of  it,  as  distinguished  for  ability 
and  learning,  and  it  recalls  to  mind  the 
conclusion  of  Mr.  Diffenderffer  and  the 
writer  ,to  whom,  more  than  to  any  others, 
the  origin  and  fO'umding  of  the  society 
were  cliiefiy  due,  that  in  time  it  would  be 
fully  demonstrated  that  the  Pennsylvania 
Geiunan  was  not  only  the  most  iinpoiffant 
factor  in  the  niaking  of  the  Common- 
wc'alth,  but  that  tliere  would  arise  those 
wlio  would  look  to  it  that  the  history  of 
the  State  be  thoroug.hly  and  aulthenticaily 
written. 

A flomr  W l.sslouary  ]i' pJsodr. 

E.  W.  S.  Parthemore,  of  Harrisburg 
iMissionary  Fund  Treasurer  of  the  Penn- 
sylvania Conference  United  Brethren  in 
Christ,  in  submitting  his  report  at  the  an- 
nual session  of  the  Conference,  whi(!h 
met  at  Middletown,  last  month,  read  the 
following  historical  missionary  episode 
which  tran.spired  a century  ago  in  the 
town  where  the  Conference  was  being 
held: 

"There  is  a piece  of  unwritten  histoi’y 
in  the  line  of  missionary  work  that  was 
performed  in  this  town,  in  which  the  Con- 
ference is  now  holding  its  sessions,  and 
so  pleasantly  entertained,  that  o^urred 
about  a century  ago — in  the  year  1798.  I 
will  relate  it,  and  by  so  doing  it  may 
be  a stimulus  to  inspired  action  on  your 
part  to  meet  this  missionary  debt.  The 
IMethodists  established  a society  in  this 
place  ninety-eight  years  ago.  The  house 
of  worship  then  erected  is  still  standing 
and  used  as  a dwelling.  Of  the  few  mem- 
tiers,  there  was,  one,  a widow — Mrs.  Jane 
Flannigan.  She  was  one  of  those  Ohris- 
ian  persons  who  lived  a life  of  holiness. 
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She  was  a lady  of  more  than  ordinary  in- 
telligence and  refinement  in  whose  com- 
pany and  conversation  a neighbor  of  hers 
— Dr.  Romer — delighted.  This  Dr.  Romer 
was  a native  of  Switzerland.  He  was 
educated  for  the  Church,  but  becoming 
disgusted  perchance  with  the  conduct  of  a 
corrupt  priesthood,  instead  of  entering 
the  sacred  office  he  became  skeptical.  He 
acknowledged  the  existence  of  a God,  but 
denied  the  authenticity  of  the  Scriptures. 
About  the  time  of  his  arrival  in  Middle- 
town,  which  was  about  the  year  1798,  a 
revival  of  religion  broke  out  in  the  place 
through  the  preaching  of  the  Methodists. 
The  Doctor  was  awakened,  not  by  the 
reading  of  the  arguments  of  able  cham- 
pions of  revelation,  nor  by  the  eloquence 
of  able  ministers  of  the  Gospel,  but  by 
the  most  powerful  argument  in  favor  of 
Christianity — a holy  life.  It  was  the  holy 
life  of  this  widow  lady,  Mrs.  Flannigan 
He  at  first  concluded  she  was  fanatical 
and  enthusiastic,  and  felt  sorry  for  her 
on  this  account.  He  therefore  exhausted 
all  his  resources  to  reclaim  her — tried 
argument  and  ridicule,  but  failed  to  con- 
vince her  that  her  experience  was  all  im- 
aginary and  she  ought  to  be  ashamed  of 
her  profession.  On  one  occasion,  in  en- 
deavoring to  make  her  renounce  her 
faith,  she  said  to  him:  “Doctor,  I have 
heard  you  advance  the  sentiment  that 
whatever  makes  one  happy  is  of  great  im- 
portance, even  if  it  be  imaginary  or  pos- 
sessed of  but  little  intrinsic  value.  If  you 
do  not  envy  my  happiness,  let  me  enjoy 
my  religion,  for  it  makes  me  happy, 
whether  it  be  real  or  imaginary.’  The 
Doctor  felt  the  force  of  the  argument, 
and  he  resolved  to  read  and  consider,  to 
see  if  there  was  any  evidence  to  induce  a 
rational  mind  to  believe  that  Jesus  Christ 
was  a Divine  being  and  Christianity  a 
heaven  originated  religion.  Before  he 
was  half  through  the  Evangelists,  he  be- 
came charmed  with  the  high  moral  senti- 
ments. the  benevolence  and  purity  of  the 
life  of  the  Saviour,  and  was  deeply  im- 
jiressed  with  one  particular  trait  of  .Tesus, 
His  tender  regard  for  children,  and  he  re- 
solved to  imitate  Him  in  this  respect.  It 
was  the  sprin.g  of  the  year  about  the 
month  of  April,  a time  when  apples  were 
scarce.  The  Doctor  had.  however,  some 
of  this  fruit  which  he  carefully  preserved 
throughout  the  winter.  He  filled  his 
pockets  with  apples  and  started  through 
Middletown  on  a missionary  tour  of  kind- 
ness to  show  his  love  for  children  in  imi- 
tation of  Jesus.  The  first  child  he  met, 
he  spoke  to  aifectionately  squeezing  the 
hand,  stroked  its  hair,  and  giving  it  an 
apple,  left  it  with  his  benediction.  Thus 
he  proceeded  until  he  dealt  out  all  his  ap- 


ples to  the  ‘little  ones’  and  then  directed 
his  steps  toward  home,  feeling  no  little 
satisfaction  that  he  had  for  once  imitated 
the  Saviour.  He  was  meditative  as  he 
moved  along,  and  the  glorious  character 
of  Christ  loomed  up  before  him,  filling  his 
soul.  He  reached  his  door,  and  so  com- 
pletely was  he  overwhelmed  with  the 
moral  grandeur  of  the  love  of  God  that 
he  fell  his  full  length  upon  the  floor,  as- 
tonishment giving  place  to  insensibility. 
Here  he  lay  for  some  time,  not  knowing 
whether  he  was  in  the  body  or  out  of  it, 
until  silence  was  broken  by  rapturous 
shouts  of  praise  to  his  adorable  Redeemer, 
which  brought  his  neighbors  to  his  door. 
It  was  a day  time  scene.  Wonderful! 
‘Why,  here  lies  the  Doctor,  is  he  sick? 
Here  lies  our  scholar;  has  much  learning 
made  him  mad?  Here  lies  our  philoso- 
pher! is  he  converted  to  God?’  The  fu- 
ture of  his  life  was  demonstrated  that  the 
s.ame  power  which  changed  unbelieving 
Saul  into  the  faithful  Apostle  Paul,  had 
changed  the  German  infidel  into  a genu- 
ine Christian.  Henceforth  Doctor  Romer’s 
path  was  luminous  with  Christian  vir- 
tue. The  sequel  is,  that  if  a deist,  a 
skeptic,  can  be  converted  to  Christianity 
by  an  act  of  kindness  to  others,  this  mis- 
sionary debt  can  be  raised,  provided  for. 
by  so  wealthy  a Conference  as  the  old 
East  Pennsylvania  Conference,  backed 
up  by  the  devoted  and  sacrificing  ministry 
here  assembled.  One  word  more.  Dr. 
Romer  afterwards,  in  this  town,  translat- 
ed the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  disci- 
pline into  German  at  the  request  of  Bishop 
Asbury,  and  the  same  was  printed  in  Dan- 
caster.  and  the  proof  brought  from  there 
to  this  place  by  Rev.  Henry  Boehm  and 
read  and  corrected  by  Dr.  Romer,  and 
thus  was  given  to  the  world  the  first  Ger- 
man Methodist  discipline.  This  was  in 
the  year  1807.’’ 


Tlie  Ca'op  Kninnv  In  Pei»n‘*v)va.jit|a 

Of  the  large  German  company,  which, 
under  authority  of  Queen  Anne,  of  Eng- 
land. went  from  the  Rhine  region  in 
1708-9  to  London,  a very  considerable 
portion  came  to  the  New  World.  Thanks 
to  scholarly  research,  their  history  is 
pretty  well  known,  and  has  been  traced 
from  Governor’s  Island  in  New  York 
Harbor,  where  they  first  landed,  to  Liv- 
ingston IManor  on  the  Hudson,  and  to 
the  Schohaine  Valley,  to  which  place, 
while  in  London,  they  had  originally  been 
invited  by  a North  American  Indian 
chief,  who.  while  on  a visit  to  England, 
by  chance  came  in  contact  with  the  com- 
pany. Their  peaceful  lives  and  indefati- 
gable industry  soon  developed  the  wealth 
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of  this  fertile  region.  Misunderstand-  i 
ings,  however,  arising  between  them  and  | 
certain  English  claimants  of  the  territory 
finally  resulted  in  the  removal  of  the  set- 
tlers to  William  Penn’s  province,  in 
which  a large  tract  had  been  purchased 
by  their  agents,  in  the  Lebanon  Valley, 
after  a consideration  and  rejection  of  land 
along  the  Delaware  River.  The  migra- 
tion from  New  York  to  Pennsylvania  was 
effected  with  the  difficulties  attendant 
upon  a journey  through  an  unbroken  wil- 
derness of  an  unknown  land.  Friendly 
Indians  gave  assistance  as  guides,  and 
the  first  of  the  three  sections  of  the  col- 
ony. consisting  of  thirty  or  forty  families, 
cut  their  way  through  fore.sts  and  floated 
down  the  Susquehanna  and  up  the  Swa- 
tara  Rivers,  and  arrived  in  the  spring  of 
1723  at  a spot  about  twenty  miles  west  of 
the  site  of  what  is  now  the  city  of  Read- 
ing. The  Indians  called  the  locality  Tulpe- 
hocken.  but  the  new  comers,  to  continue 
Old  World  memories,  named  the  place  of 
their  settlement  Heidelberg.  The  second 
detachment  of  the  colony  followed  in 
1728  under  the  leadership  of  Andreas 
Kapp,  and  the  remainder  joined  their 
companions  in  the  following  year  by  the 
same  route. 

This  Andreas  Kapp  is  mentioned  as  an 
adult  member  of  the  party,  in  1710.  at 
Livingston  IManor.  and  until  bis  death, 
about  February.  1740.  was.  from  the  time 
of  its  establishment,  an  active  member  of 
the  Tulpehocken  Lutheran  church.  lie 
left,  for  the  times  and  locality,  a consid- 
erable estate,  consisting  of  invested 
funds,  besides  a large  and  well-stocked 
farm,  and  a collection  of  books.  No  chil- 
dren survived  him,  and  Regina  Sophia, 
his  widow,  subsequently  marided  Peter 
Werner,  doubtless  one  of  the  same  com- 
munit.v,  as  a Werner  family  was  among 
the  original  company  of  emigrants.  An- 
dreas, thus  having  opened  the  way,  sent 
for  other  members  of  his  family  to  come 
and  share  the  advantages  of  a home  in 
the  New  World,  and  .Tohn,  Michael  and 
George  Friedrich  Kapp,  doubtless  young- 
er brothers,  arrived  by  ship  from  Rotter- 
dam at  Philadelphia.  Pa.,  in  1732,  having 
purchased  between  them  42.5  acres  of  the 
syndicate  land  adjoining  and  in  the  im- 
mediate vicinity  of  that  of  their  relative. 
The  surname  in  autograph  signature  in 
the  passenger  list,  and  to  the  oath  of  al- 
legiance and  in  the  title  to  the  land,  is 
given  Capp. 

George  Friedrich  died  on  his  farm,  or 
plantation,  of  200  acres,  in  Heidelberg 
township,  in  1749,  leaving  by  will  his  es- 
tate to  his  widow,  Eva  Maria,  and  three 


minor  children,  viz.;  .Tohn  Friedrich,  John 
George  and  George  Michael. 

Michael  Capp  (or  John  Michael,  as 
above,  the  first  generation  of  this  family 
in  America)  nineteen  years  later  visited 
Europe,  returning  to  his  home  in  Heidel- 
berg township  in  1751,  where  he  died  in 
1704.  bequeathing  a considerable  estate 
to  his  widow,  Margaret,  and  children,  as 
follows:  Christopher,  Barbara,  George, 
Valentine,  .Tohn  Andreas.  John  Michael, 
Anthony,  .Jacob.  Peter,  Susanna,  Catha- 
rine and  Christina.  His  widow  survived 
him  twenty-one  years,  and  Valentine  and 
.laeob  died  before  she  died.  Gf  the  other 
children,  Christopher,  the  oldest,  married 
Anna  Faber,  oldest  of  five  children  of 
Elizabeth  Faber,  widow  (d.  1775),  of 
Bethel  township. 

Peter  married  Christina  Neff,  third 
child  of  George  Neff,  of  Heidelberg,  who 
died  prior  to  1781. 

Barbara  married  Dingert. 

Susanna  married  .Tohn  Gundrum. 

Catharine  mamed  Martin  Pry  (or 
Pi't'y.) 

Christina  married  Michael  Neff. 

The  name  Capp  is  undoubtedly  English 
in  origin.  It  does  not  possess  the  usual 
German  characteristics  and  is  easily 
traced  to  times  anterior  to  the  discovery 
of  America,  in  the  records  of  the  landed 
gentry  and  in  the  College  of  Herladry  in 
Great  Britain.  The  crest  and  motto  to 
its  coat  of  arms  is  the  same  as  borne  by 
the  Bruce  and  the  .Tohnstone  family,  of 
Scotland.  In  the  immense  emigration  of 
English,  chiefly  to  Holland  and  the  ad- 
joining Rhine  districts,  duiing  the  En- 
glish revolution,  which  included  multi- 
tudes of  broad-minded  religionists  and 
those  with  progressive  ideas  in  the  arts 
and  manufactures,  doubtless  some  of  the 
name  found  their  way  to  the  Continent. 
There  is  evidence  that  .John  Michael 
Capp  was  of  an  educated  family  and  prob- 
ably received  a college  training  at  the 
University  of  Heidelberg,  in  (jermany, 
and  settled,  not  unlikely,  in  Holland, 
where  there  resided  so  many  English 
communities  during  the  troublous  times 
at  home.  Here  the  spelling  of  the  name 
with  a C was  retained,  as  also  on  the 
voyage  to  and  landing  in  America  at  the 
Englisli  port  of  Philadelphia.  The  title 
to  the  land  acquired  in  Pennsylvania  was 
also  in  the  family  name  of  Capp.  The 
home  of  his  adoption  in  the  New  World 
was,  however,  in  a community  where  dis- 
tincRve  German  ways  were  zealously  fos- 
tered, and  after  a residence  there  of  over 
thirty  years  he  and  his  family  became 
thoroughly  Germanized  in  habits  and 
character.  Still,  about  the  time  of  his 
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death,  when  arranging  the  disposal  of  his 
estate,  his  mind  ran  back  to  early  asso- 
ciations and  he  signed  his  will  Johann 
Michael  Kaap.  a spelling  certainly  more 
suggestive  of  the  Dutch  than  the  German 
language.  This,  too,  was  at  a time  when 
there  existed  great  carelessness  in  the 
spelling  of  names  and  a disposition  in  that 
part  of  Pennsylvania  to  Germanize  all 
spelling.  His  widow,  at  a later  date, 
signed  her  will  Margaret  Kapp,  and  this 
mode  of  spelling  the  surname  was  adopt- 
ed by  some  of  the  children,  though  not  by 
all.  The  oldest  son.  Christopher,  and  his 
descendants  have  always  retained  the  old- 
time  English  way  and  spelled  the  name 
Oapp,  though  heedless  clerks  and  record- 
ers have  often  written  it  Copp.  Kopp. 
Kapp,  &c.,  &:c.  Some  others  by  the  name 
of  Capp  have  come  from  England  to  live 
in  other  parts  of  America,  and  a number 
of  other  Germans  by  tlie  name  of  Kapp 
have  settled  in  Pennsylvania  and  else- 
where. 

Christopher  Capp.  of  the  second  genera- 
tion of  the  family  in  America,  was  born 
October  5th,  1738.  in  Heidelberg  town- 
ship, then  Lancaster  county.  Pa.  At  26 
years  of  age  he  married  Anna  Faber  and 
settled  as  a farmer  in  Bethel  township  of 
the  same  county,  upon  land  which  he  had 
acquired.  He  was  a successful  man  and 
increased  his  land  holdings  in  that  neigh- 
borhood near  .Jonestown,  and  in  the  new 
purchase,  which  was  a large  tract  ob- 
tained by  the  proprietors  of  Pennsylvania 
in  1768  from  the  Six  Nations  of  Indians. 
In  1770  he  purchased  for  £7.50  in  gold  of 
.loseph  Stout  160  acTes  in  Bethel,  upon 
which  he  erected  a commodious  residence 
and  a solid  stone  bam.  still  remarkable 
in  a neighborhood  of  big  barns  for  its 
large  dimensions.  P^pon  the  barn,  until  a 
very  recent  date,  was  the  following  in- 
scription, which  still  lingers  in  the  speech 
of  the  locality  as  a well-worn  proverb: 
“Das  baura  is  eina  lust, 

Auber  das  es  so  vlel  costa  habich  nicht 
gavust.” 

His  ornate  and  stately  grandfather’s 
clock  still  does  good  service,  and  is  a relia- 
ble timekeeper  in  the  family  of  Henry  M. 
Capp,  of  Lebanon.  Pa.,  one  of  his  descend- 
ants of  the  fifth  generation.  Christopher 
gave  his  children  a good  education  and 
established  his  three  sons,  .Tacob.  .John 
and  Christopher,  jr..  well  in  life  by  a di- 
vision of  a considerable  portion  of  his  es- 
tate a number  of  years  before  his  de- 
cease, which  took  place  while  on  a visit 
to  Harrisburg  on  May  13.  1806.  His  body 
is  buried  in  Mt.  Zion  churenyard  at  Beth- 
el. His  wife  died  in  1792. 

Jacob  Capp  (Christopher),  b.  June  19, 


1765;  d.  March  16,  1826,  buried  at  Jones- 
town, Pa.:  m.  Elizabeth  Zimmerman,  b. 
1767 ; d.  1841.  After  farming  he  estab- 
lished a store  at  Jonestown.  Their  chil- 
dren were: 

i.  Sabina,  m.  .John  Stein;  no  surviving 
descendants. 

ii.  Catherine,  m.  .John  Conrad;  no  sur- 
viving descendants. 

iii.  .loseph;  no  surviving  descendants. 

iv.  Daniel;  no  surviving  descendants. 

V.  .Tohn.  b.  1801:  d.  1864;  m.  Sallie  Selt- 
zer. b.  1804:  d.  1863.  He  inherited  his 
father’s  business  in  .Jonestown.  Their 
son.  George  Thomas  Capp,  b.  1825;  d. 

: m.  Sarah  Bickel,  became  a man  of 

great  influence,  known  for  sterling  busi- 
ness qualities  and  in  whose  hands  great 
interests  were  entrusted.  His  children 
are  (a)  George  S.  Capp:  (b)  Thomas  H. 
Capp.  the  well-known  lawyer  of  J^eba- 
non.  Pa.,  who  has  worthily  represented 
his  district  in  the  State  Legislature  at 
Harrisburg  for  several  temis.  and  was 
selected  as  the  presiding  officer  of  that 
body:  and  fc)  Dr.  George  A.  Capp.  for- 
merly practicing  at  .Jonestown,  and  now 
a physician  of  some  renown  in  Lancaster. 
Pa.  The  children  of  these  latter  are  ap- 
proaching an  age  when  the  advantages  of 
a good  hereditary  descent  will  be  intelli- 
gently appreciated. 

^Michael  Capp  (son  of  .Jacob  and  grand- 
son of  Christopher),  b.  1790:  d.  1844:  m. 
Catherine  Brown.  Their  children  were: 
IMary.  b.  1.819:  d.  1844:  Sabina:  Susan; 
and  .Jacob,  b.  1.825,  m.  Caroline  Bowman, 
now  deceased. 

The  son  of  .Jacob  Capp  and  Caroline 
Bowman  is  Henry  M.  Capp.  b.  1852:  m. 
Emma  Dean,  descendant  of  Gen.  Putnam 
of  Revolutionary  fame.  He  is  extensively 
known  as  a manufacturer  of  iron  chain, 
in  Lebanon,  Pa.  The  children  of  Henry 
M.  and  Emma  Capp  are  Miriam  and 
Dean. 

.John  Capp  (second  son  of  Christopher), 
b.  176,8;  d.  1826;  m.  Sarah  Chamberlain. 
He  was  educated  at  Dickinson  College, 
Carlisle.  Pa.,  in  which  institution  he  was 
later  in  life  offered  a professorship,  having 
a wide  reputation  for  his  mental  acqidre- 
ments.  especially  as  a mathemetician.  In 
1793  he  married  Sarah,  elder  daughter  of 
Charles  Chamberlain,  (b.  l\Iay  18.  1727; 
d. March  10.1814),  and  removed  to  Harris- 
burg. where  he  established  himself  in 
business,  and  served  as  .iustice  of  the 
peace  and  as  burgess.  He  had  a large  and 
well-selected  library  and  an  extensive  cor- 
respondence, which  connected  him  with 
learned  societies  at  home  and  abroad.  He 
was  a man  of  quiet  and  intellectual 
tastes  and  retiring  and  domestic  in  his 
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manners.  He  was  instrumental  in  estab- 
lishing a bank  and  obtaining  good  public 
roads,  and  was  president  of  one  of  the 
first  turnpike  road  companies  of  the 
State.  His  wife  was  a superior  woman 
and  devoted  to  good  works  and  their  chil- 
dren were  reared  in  a liberal  and  well  ap- 
pointed home  with  the  advantages  of  ed- 
ucation and  refining  and  Christian  sur- 
roundings. The  local  newspapers  at  the 
time  of  his  death  summed  up  an  obituary 
notice  of  him  in  these  words:  “.Tohn  Capp. 
Esquire,  was  a highly  respectable  citi- 
zen; few  were  more  intelligent,  none  more 
honest.”  The  children  of  ,Tohn  Capp 
were: 

i.  Samuel,  b.  179B:  d.  1.854.  who  with 
his  brother  continued  for  a time  the  busi- 
ness in  Harrisburg,  but  about  1.8.31  re- 
moved with  his  family  to  riiiladelphia, 
where  he  became  identified  with  the  fire 
insurance  business.

Deatli  and  Burial  Big  Tree,  at  Pliila- 
delpliia,  in  179^. 

The  arrival  of  a deputation  consisting 
of  forty-seven  Indians  who  came  to  pay 
a visit  to  the  Federal  Government,  oc- 
casioned much  interest  and  excitement  in 
the  ujetropolis  in  1792.  The  party  consi.st- 
ed  of  Oghayewas,  alias  Farmer’s  Brother, 
first  sachem  of  the  Senecas  of  ihe  I>  ng 
Plover  tribe,  and  !'ve  Indians  of  that 
tribe.  Kanodington,  first  sachem  of  the 
Buffaloes  Snipe  tribe,  and  seven  others, 
Sagoyewetha,  or  Bed  .lacket,  first  sachem 
of  the  Wolf  tribe,  and  six  warriors.  There 
were  also  representatives  of  the  Beaver 
tribe,  Cayoges,  Onondagoes,  Oneidas, 
Tuscaroraes,  and  Stockbridges.  These 
Sons  of  the  Forest  were  welcomed  to  the 
city  by  Governor  Mifflin,  at  the  State 
House,  in  the  presence  of  a great  number 
of  ladies  and  other  spectators.  A few 
days  afterwards  the  party  gave  a grand 
exhibition  of  war  dauces.  Red  Jacket 
made  a speech  in  reply  to  the  eivilties  of 
the  pale  faces,  at  the  Council  chamber, 
about  a week  after  the  formal  reception. 

Whilst  these  Indians  were  in  the  city 
Ogiheta,  alias  Peter  Otsequette,  alias 
Peter  Jaquette,  died  suddenly.  He  was 
one  of  the  chiefs  of  the  Oneida  Nation. 
This  young  chief  had  been  educated  in 
France,  and  he  accompanied  M.  De  La 
Fayette  to  that  country  on  his  return  from 
the  United  States. 

His  funeral  was  attended  from  Oeller’s 
Hotel  to  the  Presbyterian  burying  ground, 
in  Mulberry  street,  where  his  remains 
were  interred.  The  corpse  was  preceded 
by  a detachment  of  the  Light  Infantry  of 
the  city,  with  arms  reversed,  drum  muffled 
and  music  playing  a solemn  dirge.  The 
corpse  was  followed  by  six  of  the  chiefs 
as  mourners.  Sagoyewetha,  or  Red  .Tack- 
et,  at  their  head,  succeeded  by  all  the  war- 
riors; the  reverend  clergy  of  all  denomina- 
tions, Secretary  of  War  and  the  gentle- 
men of  the  War  Department,  officers  of 
the  Federal  army  and  of  the  militia,  and 
a number  of  citizens. 

The  concourse  assembled  on  this  oc- 
casion is  supposed  to  have  amounted  to 
more  than  ten  thousand  persons.  About 
a month  afterwards  “Big  Tree,”  another 
old  chief,  died  and  was  buried  with  simi- 
lar solemnity.

Harrisburg,  Dec.  6,  1843. 
John  Strolim,  Esq. 

My  Dear  Sir:  Your  letter  postmarked 
the  30th  ultimo,  was  duly  received.  On 
the  day  appointed  for  the  meeting  of  the 
committee,  Messrs.  Roberts,  Paxton, 
Clark,  I’effer,  and  myself  met.  Letters 
were  received  by  me  and  laid  before  the 
committee  from  Gibbons,  Alexander  and 
Toland,  stating  their  inability  to  attend 
from  ill-health,  and  fi-om  yourself  and 
Richards.  All  of  these  letters  contained 
the  views  of  these  gentlemen  very  fully 
aud  were,  with  yours,  all  read  to  and 
laid  before  the  committee,  and  we  have 
since  ascertained  that  General  Irvine  left 
for  Washington  before  the  notice  of  the 
time  and  place  of  the  meeting  of  the  com- 
mittee had  reached  him. 

After  a full  interchange  of  opinions, 
of  those  present,  due  weight  being  also 
given  to  your  views  and  those  of  the 
other  gentlemen  who  had  written,  the 
committee  adopted  a series  of  resolutions, 
exceedingly  conciliatory  in  their  tone,  one 
of  them  suggesting  to  the  committee  of 
41  the  propriety  and  expediency  of  issuing 
a call  to  “all  denominations  of  our  politi- 
cal friends  to  elect  delegates  in  the  man- 
ner hitherto  practiced,”  to  a convention, 
in  which  call  we  agreed  to  concur,  ex- 
pressing our  wish  and  confidence  that 
they  would  so  act  in  their  call  as  to  pro- 
mote sincere  harmony  and  confidence 
among  all  who  are  opposed  to  the  per- 
nicious measures  of  the  State  aud  Na- 
tional Administrations. 

We  all  deteriniued  upon  an  address  to 
the  people  of  I’ennsylvania,  aud  appoint- 
ed a committee  for  that  purpose.  The  ad- 
dress, before  its  publication  is  to  be  sent 
by  me  to  all  of  the  members  of  the  com- 
mittee for  their  approbation  and  signa- 
ture. You  will  see  the  whole  procetMings 
with  the  exception  of  the  address,  in  the 
“Intelligencer”  of  to-morrow,  7 Decem- 
ber, which  I make  no  doubt  will  meet 
your  entire  approbation.  They  are,  I 
think,  full  as  conciliatory,  and  even  more 
so.  than  certain  persons  had  or  have  any 
right  to  expect. 

For  my  part  I think  they  are  too  much 
so,  coming  from  the  committee  appointed 
by  the  largest  number  of  persons  that  ever 
assembled  here.  But  still  I yielded  to 
them,  in  order  to  knock  from  under  cer- 
tain politicians  any  prop  that  they  might 
have  manufactured  from  a contrary 
course  of  action.  They  have  now  nothing 
left  by  which  they  can  excuse  themselves 


for  standing  out  against  the  great  body  of 
the  people  of  this  State  and  of  the  Union 
particularly.  They  are  invited  to  our 
Union,  a course  pointed  out  by  which  that 
Union  can  be  effected,  if  they  desire  it. 
But  I do  not  believe  it  will  meet  the  ap- 
probation of  the  clique,  in  your  coun- 
ty, in  our  county,  or  in  Allegheny. 
I am  satisfied  that  nothing  short 
of  absolute  submission  to  their  lead 
and  guidance  will  satisfy  them.  This  I, 
for  one,  will  never  submit  to,  and  I know 
these  are  the  sentiments  of  Roberts,  To- 
land, Gibbons,  R , Alexander,  Bay- 

ard. Paxton,  and  Clark,  and  I believe  I 
may  add  of  Irvine  aud  yourself. 

The  address,  when  received  by  me,  will 
be  printed  in  slips,  one  of  which  I will 
send  to  you,  and  all  of  the  members  of  the 
committee  not  present  at  our  late  meeting, 
for  their  approbation  and  signature  pre- 
vious to  its  publication,  which  I hope  will 
meet  your  approbation  and  signature. 

McCurdy’s  proposed  paper,  the  “Bu- 
gle.” meets  the  approbation  of  the  com- 
mittee. Roberts.  Toland,  Gibbons,  R— — , 
Clark,  Paxton,  Richards  and  Alexander 
have  all  concurred  in  my  certificate  of 
recommendation.  Pray  cannot  you  join 
with  the  rest  of  your  colleagues  in  that 
recommendation?  We  expect  Irvine’s 
recommendation  in  a day  or  two.  Do 
write  to  McCurdy,  authorizing  him  to  ap- 
pend your  n.ame  to  the  certificate  of  the 
above-named  gentlemen.  I am  anxious 
that  you  should  do  so  because  an  insidi- 
ous proposition  is  before  the  public,  made 
by  James  Clark,  the  brother  of  Samuel 
H.  Clark,  to  publish  a paper  here,  to  be 
called  the  “Patriot.”  This  is  a movement 
of  Ramsey  & Clark  and  a few  others  here 
to  get  up  a paper  to  answer  their  own  sel- 
fish views,  to  make  money  out  of  printing, 
folding,  etc.,  if  they  can  get  the  law  of  the 
last  Legislature  repealed,  and  to  oppose 
any  and  all  men  who  will  lend  themselves 
to  their  aggrandisement  and  political  pre- 
ferment. In  fact,  it  is  to  be  under  the 
immediate  control  of  Ramsey,  who  is  anx- 
ious to  get  a paper  here  to  enable  him  to 
effect  his  renomination  next  fall,  in  pppo- 
sition  to  those  of  his  immediate  friends 
in  the  Congressional  conference,  made  to 
the  Schuylkill  county  men.  that  if  they 
would  agree  to  his  nomination  last  fall,  he 
should  be  withdrawn  in  favor  of  a Schuyl- 
kill county  man  next  fall.  Another  object 
is  to  break  down  the  “Intelligencer,”  be- 
cause it  will  not  permit  itself  to  be  con- 
trolled by  those  men  and  because  it  com- 
mitted the  grievous  sin  (in  their  estima- 
I tioii)  last  fall  of  prefering  another  man 
j (Dr.  Eckert)  as  the  candidate  for  Con- 
I gress.  I have  no  confidence  in  their  pro- 
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fession  of  attach memt  to  Mr.  Olay.  Ram- 
sey himself  has  as  yet  made  none,  nor  do 
I believe  that  he  is  friendly  to  his  nomina- 
tion. I am  satisfied  that  he  is  at  heart  a 
Scott  man,  and  an  admirer  and  adherent 
of  Stevens.  The  “Bugle”  will  be  publish- 
ed in  January;  it  is  taking  well  with  the 
Wihigs  and  sincere  friends  of  Mr.  Clay. 
Fenn,  to  injure  its  prospects,  has  given 
notice  that  he  means  to  issue  a paper  here, 
after  4th  March  nest,  to  be  called  the 
“Same  Old  Coon.”  This  project  and  the 
“Patriot”  project  have  been  gotten  up 
since  McCnrdy  & Knaubb  issued  their 
prospectus  for  the  “Bugle,”  and  both  are 
intended  to  injure  the  “Intelligencer,”  and 
put  it  down  if  they  can.  And  both  are  ac- 
tuated by  the  same  motives,  malice  and 
ill-will  towards  McCurdy  and  a desire  for 
self-aggrandisement.

Some  Cumberland  Valley  Families. 

McClelland. 

My  great-grandfather  was  Thomas  Mc- 
Clelland, who  lived  in  Hopewell  town- 
ship, near  Newburg,  Cumberland  county. 
Pa.,  from  about  1760  to  1800,  when  and 
where  he  died.  Possibly  Newburg  and 
Hopewell  township  now  lie  within  Frank- 
lin county,  as  I understand  Franklin 
county  was  formerly  a part  of  Cumber- 
land county.  Thomas  ISlcClelland  (great- 
grandfather) is  supposed  to  have  migrat- 
ed to  Cumberland  county  (now  Franklin 
county)  from  Chester  county.  Pa. 

Thomas  McClelland  had  for  his  first 
wife,  Jane  Mitchell,  by  whom  he  had 
three  (3)  children,  William,  James  and  a 
daughter.  William  entered  the  Revolu- 
tionary army  in  1776,  and  died,  or  was 
killed  in  the  Revolutionary  war,  unmar- 
ried. There  is  a tradition  that  James  also 
was  in  the  army.  He — William — was 
probably  an  officer. 

Thomas  McClelland  had  for  his  second 
wife  Janet  Trimble,  by  whom  he  had  sev- 
eral children,  among  whom  was  a son, 
William  Mctilelland,  born  in  17S0,  who 
married  Martha  Sharp,  as  I understand, 
in  Cumberland  or  Franklin  county  in 
1805,  and  moved  to  Mt.  .Jackson,  Law- 
rence county  (then  Beaver  county),  Pa., 
in  1808.  same  year,  where  my  father, 
Thomas  McClelland,  was  born  in  1809. 

Those  who  could  give  more  detailed  in- 
formation are  Joseph  W.  McClelland, 
Philadelphia,  Pa.;  Thomas  A.  McClel- 
land, Chambersburg,  Pa.,  and  Mrs.  J.  Mc- 


Cord Means,  of  Shippensburg,  Pa.,  who 
are  also  great-grandchildren  of  the  first 
Thomas  McClelland,  by  his  second  wife, 
Janet  Trimble,  their  grandfather  being 
Thomas  McClelland  (2d),  a son  of  Thomas 
(1st)  and  Janet  Trimble  and  an  older 
brother  of  my  grandfather,  William  Mc- 
Clelland, of  Mt.  Jackson.  Also  Joseph 
McClelland,  of  Mt.  Jackson. 

WILSON. 

My  grandfather  was  Robert  Wilson, 
born  in  north  of  Ireland,  migrated  to 
Pennsylvania  in  1775.  Enlisted  in  Hawk- 
ins Boone’s  company,  12th  Regiment  of 
the  Pennsylvania  troops.  Col.  William 
Cooke,  in  October,  1776,  enrolled  from 
Northumberland  county,  transferred  the 
3d  Pennsylvania  regiment,  July  1,  1778, 
and  served  until  in  1781.  He  served  four- 
years  and  four  months;  was  a pensioner 
from  1818  to  October  2,  1824,  when  he 
died  at,  or  near,  Darlington,  Beaver  coun- 
ty, Pa. 

Robert  Wilson  married  Sarah  Friend, 
in  the  Path  Valley,  probably  in  1781  or 
1782,  and  moved  to  South  Beaver  town- 
sliip,  Beaver  county.  Pa.  (Darlington,  I 
suppose,  is  in  South  Beaver  township), 
where  eleven  children  were  born  to  them, 
my  mother,  Esther  Wilson,  being  the 
youngest  and  born  in  1807. 

I am  interested  in  Sarah  Friend’s  his- 
tory, and  that  of  her  ancestors,  she  being 
my  maternal  grandmother.  The  Path 
Valley,  where  my  grandfather,  Robert 
Wilson,  married  her,  is  in  Cumberland 
or  Franklin  counties.  If  the  records 
show  that  Sarah  Friend’s  father,  or 
grandfather,  or  her  mother’s  father  or 
grandfather,  or  any  of  the  ancestors, 
through  Sai-ah  Friend,  were  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary army,  or  prominent  in  Colonial 
days.

A Parmer  Fad's  Day  Off  Fifty  Years  Ago. 

Haying  and  harvest  is  over  and  the 
country  lad  takes  a day  off  and  starts  for 
Harrisburg  to  see  the  town.  The  time  is 
the  year  1848,  and  the  farm  he  lived  on 
is  in  Derry  township  in  the  vicinity  of 
Hummelstown.  As  there  were  no  mow- 
ers and  reapers  in  those  times,  and  the 
labor  connected  with  haying  and  harvest- 
ing was  very  laborious  and  tiresome,  so 
that  when  the  sturdy  Pennsylvania-Ger- 
man farmer  granted  .Jacob  the  day  off  he 
appreciated  it  very  much,  and  the  expec- 
tation in  his  mind  of  his  contemplated 
trip  made  him  a happy  boy.  In  the 
evening  he  hied  himself  to  Hummelstown 
and  purchased  a new  saddle  from  .Joseph 
Hummel,  the  saddler  for  many  years  in 
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the  lower  end  of  Daiiphin  county,  for  his 
horse  Bariney — for  in  those  days  each 
hired  man  O'n  a farm  was  the  owner  of  a 
horse.  The  morning  came  and  he 
saddled  his  horse  Barney  and  start- 
ed on  the  road  leading  south- 
ward from  Humnielstown  he  soon 
leaves  the  farm  of  Samuel  Brehm  in  the 
rear  and  passes  the  Nissley  farm,  now 
Stoverdale;  then  John  Strickler's,  going 
up  the  hill  by  the  Lindemuth  farm  to  the 
right,  which  is  joined  by  Jacob  and  Abra- 
ham Strickler’s  farms,  and  arrives  at  the 
farm  owned  by  Henry  Strickler,  and 
shortly  after  arrives  at  Strickler’s  l\len- 
nonite  Meeting  House  on  the  banks  of 
the  Swatara.  This  point  was  known  as 
Island  Ford,  now  called  the  White 
Bridge,  and  since  the  co'nstruction  of  the 
railroad.  Clifton  Station.  The  fording  is 
a very  dangerous  one  when  the  water  in 
the  creek  is  high,  but  a drought  has  been 
in  the  land  and  Jacob’s  faithful  Barney 
fords  the  stream  witli  ease  and  lands  his 
rider  safely  on  the  opposite  bank  of  the 
creek.  He  is  now  in  lower  Swatara 
township,  and  the  first  farm  to  the  right 
is  owned  by  Judge  Nissley,  now  belonging 
to  the  estate  of  Christian  Mumma,  re- 
cently deceased.  To  the  left,  or  opposite, 
is  the  Ulrich  farm,  long  in  that  surname. 
On  this  farm  is  a large  stone  mansion 
house  erected  a century  ago.  At  the 
time  of  the  making  of  the  Union  Chnal-, 
which  runs  through  this  farm,  many  of 
the  Irish  laborers  found  board  and  lodg- 
ing in  it,  and  as  they  were  Roman 
Catholic  in  faith,  the  priest  frequently 
met  them  here  in  the  large  dining  room 
and  administered  to  their  spiritual  wants. 
Upon  the  wide  window  sills  may  be  seen 
yet  carved  thereon  crosses  made  by  the 
followers  of  Romanism.  Jacob  is  now 
passing  northwestward  by  the  farms 
owned  by  Andrew,  Christian  and  .Tohn 
Eshenour  respectively,  and  soon  reaches 
Jordan’s  Woods,  so  named  for  ex-Sena- 
tor  Benjamin  Jordan,  the  owner  of  the 
farm  adjoining,  and  formei-ly  the  prop- 
erty of  his  father-in-law, Edward  Crouch, 
who  at  one  time  represented  this  district 
in  the  lower  House  of  Congress,  and  now 
in  possession  of  John  Motter,  of  this  city. 
We  now'  take  the  road  to  our  left  and 
before  we  descend  the  hill  we  take  a 
view  of  the  fine  farmw'here  the  Mumma’s 
for  generations  have  resided,  and  where 
the  progenitor  of  this  surname  located 
150  years  ago,  which  farm  was  called  in 
provincial  days  ‘’Freshford.”  The  de- 
scendants from  this  progenitor  have 
filled  many  offices  of  the  county  of  Dau- 
phin. As  we  go  through  “Walnut  Hill” 
farm  we  pass  Mumma’s  Mennonite 
Meeting  House,  and  cross  a small  stream 


of  water  which  has  for  its  beginning,  a 
few’  rods  to  the  east,  at  a spring  under 
the  house  on  ^the  Rev.  John  Mumma’s 
farm,  and  now  owned  by  the  estate  of 
Samuel  Mumma,  which  stream  as  it 
passes  on  down  bears  the  name  “Burd’s 
Run,”  after  that  noted  civilian  and  sol- 
dier, Col.  James  Burd,  who  resided  and 
died  on  the  farm — Tinian — which  lays  to 
our  left.  We  now  ascend  a shorl.  but 
steep  hill,  and  are  at  the  farm  on  w'hich 
resided  the  late  Isaac  Mumma,  once 
County  Commissioner,  then  Associate 
.Judge  and  dying  in  the  office  of  high 
sheriff.  Jacob  next  passes  by  the  farm 
once  ow’ned  by  a Witmer,  then  by  Rev. 
.Jacob  Roop,  for  miany  years  a noted  min- 
ister in  the  Church  of  the  United  Breth- 
ren in  Christ,  and  who  at  his  death  had 
reached  the  age  of  91  years.  He  now  de- 
scends the  hill  from  the  Roop  farm  and 
enters  the  town  of  Hlghspire,  where  the 
writer  first  saw  the  light  of  day.  Here 
Jacob  first  saw  the  Pennsylvania  Canal, 
and  many  boats,  and  the  the  greatest 
w’onder  of  all  the  Harrisburg,  Middle- 
towm,  Portsmouth,  Mt.  Joy  and  Lancas- 
ter R.  R.  What  astonishment  came 
over  Jacob  wTien  old  Jakey  Weiss,  the 
railroad  custodian  and  carpet  weaver  for 
thee  ommunity,  told  him  that  he  could 
take  the  ears  at  Harrisburg  at  6 A.  M. 
and  be  in  Philadelphia  already  by  8 P. 
M.  of  the  same  day,  providing  there  w’ere 
not  too  many  snake  heads  to  delay  them. 

As  most  people  of  this  day  know  little 
or  nothing  w’hat  is  meant  by  snake-head, 
it  may  not  be  amiss  for  Jacob  to  relate  it 
in  brief.  The  old  road  wa,s  laid  with  long 
sills  of  wood  with  flat-ii’on  spiked  to  the 
wood  to  keep  the  iron  firmly  down,  and 
when  the  wood  ecayed  these  became  loose 
and  worked  out,  while  the  ends  would 
curl  up,  and  frequently,  in  runnig  towards 
the  ends,  they  would  fly  up  and  penetrate 
the  bottom  of  the  cars.  Jacob  never  had 
a car  ride,  and  as  tlie  train  would  arrive 
any  time  within  an  hour  for  Harrisburg, 
he  puts  his  horse  up  at  the  Sener  House 
and  takes  his  first  ride  on  the  cars,  and 
has  plenty  of  time  to  view  the  farms  be- 
tween Highspire  and  Harrisburg.  On  the 
left  of  him  he  has  a full  view  of  the  Sus- 
quehanna, but  as  he  is  a farmer  boy  he 
is  more  interested  in  the  farms  to  his 
right.  After  leaving  the  town  noted  al- 
most since  it  was  founded  for  making 
good  Democratic  whisky,  the  train  starts 
out  and  swiftly  passes  the  Christian 
Mumma  farm,  where  the  late  Sheriff 
Mumma  was  born,  then  the  .John  Heagy 
form,  whose  father  was  an  early  German 
Mennonite  settler  here,  coming  from 
Rapho  township,  Lancaster  county,  and 
first  settled  on  the  Mumma  farm.  The 
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stone  farm  mansion  house  to  the  side  of] 
the  hill  was  erected  in  the  year  1797  by 
John  and  Mary  Heagy,  and  will  soon  be 
entitled  to  celebrate  its  centennial,  when, 
we  trust,  our  country  lad,  Jacob,  will  be 
there  to  enjoy  the  festivities. 

We  next  pass  through  the  Franta  farm, 
another  native  of  Lancaster  county,  then 
the  Aaron  Bombaugh  farm,  on  which  the 
limestone  quarries  are  located,  and  which 
farm  only  eight  mouths  ago  passed  into 
other  hands,  after  being  in  the  name  of 
Bombaugh  for  years,  to  the  Pennsylvania 
Steel  Company,  for  the  enormous  price 
of  $200,000.  Before  we  reach  the  next 
farm  Jacob’s  attention  is  attracted  to  the 
old  inn  known  as  the  “Elalf-Way-House.  ’ 
The  John  Parthemore  farm,  now  cut 
up  into  lots,  while  he  is  attracted  by  a low 
two-story  frame  red-painted  house,  and 
ui)on  inquiry  is  informed  it  was  once 
Chambers’  Ferry  house,  then  owned  by 
Robert  Blyer,  and  adjoining  this  was  the 
farm  of  Henry  Buser.  The  next  adjoin- 
ine  was  G-eorge  Mohn’s  small  farm,  for 
whom  the  street  passing  through  is  nam- 
ed. The  farm  where  the  steel  company’s 
lant  is  erected  was  owned  by  John 
navely,  who  sold  it  to  Frederick  Kelker. 
Adjoining  this  farm  was  a small  tract 
owned  by  Martin  Shrenk  and  a large  one 
by  P''elix  Nissley,  and  both  were  after- 
wards bought  by  Frederick  Kelker. 
Where  Ewington,  now  Steelton  is, was  the 
Trewick  farm,  the  old  farm  buildings 
standing  at  the  corner  of  Front  and 
Adams  streets.  The  same  brick  house 
that  Jacob  saw  on  Abraham  Wetzel’s 
small  farm  is  to-day  the  oldest  house  in 
Steelton  with  probably  a few  exceptions. 
The  Wetzel  house  is  No.  335  North  Front 
street.  Where  the  Roman  Catholic  church 
stands  stood  the  bam  of  Abraham  Bom- 
baugh,sold  to  Hon. Simon  Cameron.  .Jacob 
is  now  nearing  Harrisburg,  for  he  sees  in 
the  distance,  as  he  puts  his  head  out  of 
the  car  window  and  receives  a fusilade  of 
hot  wood  sparks  from  the  locomotive,  the 
evidences  of  a large  town  and  the  dome 
of  the  Capitol,  and  he  is  attracted  by  the 
fine  farm  to  his  right  owned  by  William 
Grimshaw,  the  author  of  a Geography 
and  several  school  histories,  and  which 
farm  is  now  called  Lochiel.  Adjoining  this 
farm  is  McCallen’s  Mill  and  were  he  to 
pass  by  the  Richard  Fulton  farm  instead 
of  viewing  fine  meadows  on  the  south  of 
Paxton  Creek  he  would  find  it  built  up 
with  the  Lochiel  Rolling  mill.  The  next 
place  is  the  Machan  farm,  now  owned  by 
Peter  Reel  and  the  last  or  first  one  below 
the  Poor  House  Road  was  owned  by 
George  W.  Harris,  then  sold  to  George 
Mish.  The  train  has  just  passed  Paxton 
street  and  the  brakeman  calls  out  Har- 


risburg and  Jacob  rushes  to  the  door  and 
dismounts  backwards,  measuring  himself 
in  a horizontal  line  and  gazes  into  the 
heavens.  E.  W.  S.  P.

BRACKEN. 

Thomas  Bracken,  settled  in  York,  now 
Adams,  county,  Penna.  He  removed  to 
Washington  county,  after  the  Revolution- 
arj'  War,  and  died  near  Canonsburg,  in 
February,  1803.  He  was  twice  married. 
His  first  wife,  a Kilmany  or  Colmany; 
his  second  Ann  Shannon,  who  died  in 
1839.

Philad’a,  Jan’ry  28,  1741. 
Esteemed  Friend. 

I joyfully  embrace  this  opportunity  to 
congratulate  you  upon  the  Birth  of  yr 
Son  [John]  who  I hope  will  be  a blessing 
to  his  worthy  I’arents  in  their  old  age. 

Dear  Doct’r  I am  obliged  to  beg  an  ex- 
traordinary Favour  of  you  which  my  son 
will  more  particularly  acquaint  you  with. 
Mr.  Baron  who  I hear  is  stopt  in  Newton 
has  had  out  of  my  shop  during  a long- 
course  of  illness  a considerable  Quantity 
of  Wine  and  other  things,  and  though 
called  upon  several  times  he  has  not  paid 
any  part  of  it  but  without  saying  any- 
thing to  me  has  left  our  town  and  by  his 
Character  it  is  doubtful  if  he  intends  to 
return  again.  If  you  will  be  so  good  and 
assist  my  son  with  your  advice  how  to 
proceed  to  recover  the  Debt  it  will  be  a 
new  Oblig’n  to  many  others  you  have 
done  to  me. 

I have  sent  you  a small  Quantity  of 
White  Clover  Seed  which  if  your  ground 
be  clean  you  may  sow  immediately  or 
wait  till  Spring  as  you  please  but  I should 
advise  if  yr  Ground  be  not  subject  to  be 
overflowed  in  the  Spring  (which  will  wash 
away  the  Seed  before  it  take  Root)  to 
sow  it  as  soon  as  you  can  it  will  be  so 
much  time  gained.  I have  another  favor 
to  ask  in  behalf  of  one  of  Count  Zinzen- 


dorf’s  friend  [Rev.  John  C.  Pyrloeus] 
who  the  Count  intends  to  employ  in  the 
Couversin  of  the  Indians — he  is  now  at 
Conrad  Weisere,  who  is  well  acquainted 
with  the  Mohawk  Language  and  they 
imagine  it  would  be  a great  help  to  them 
if  they  had  some  book  in  that  language 
and  Conrad  being  well  acquainted  with 
me  has  desired  me  to  use  my  endeavor 
to  borrow  one  for  them  of  \Vhich  they 
promise  to  be  very  carefull  and  as  they 
are  used  to  Books  I doubt  not  but  they 
will.  I have  heard  that  Governour  Mor- 
ris has  the  New  Testam’t  or  the  Common 
Prayer  in  the  Mohawk  Language,  if  you 
think  he  would  countenance  the  Count’s 
Design  (who  is  esteemed  with  us  a very 
polite  engeuious  Man)  I wish  you  would 
borrow  one  and  I will  undertake  to  see 
it  returned  safe  again.

All  Slectloii  Minlillc  ill  1777. 

Soon  after  Northumberland  county  was 
organized  (Mai’ch  21,  1772),  it  was  di- 
vided into  seven  towns/hips,  of  which 
Muncy  was  one.  This  township  origin- 
ally embraced  what  is  now  the  borough 
of  Muncy  and  the  beautiful  valley  of  the 
same  name,  and  it  extended  westward  to 
Lycoming  Creek,  and  northward  to  Bur- 
nett’s Ridge.  Its  territory  laid  north  of 
the  river  and  was  large  enough  for  a first 
class  county  of  to-day. 

At  an  early  day  ,(1777),  it  appears  that 
the  inhabitauts  of  Muncy  township  had 
serious  trouble  at  an  election  held  for 
two  justices  of  the  peace,  and  the  result 
was  an  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council,  then  sitting  at  Lancaster,  by  an 
elaborate  petition.  The  original  petition 
now  in  the  hands  of  the  writer,  is  a 
curious  document  of  the  olden  time,  and 
as  a bit  of  local  history,  a correct  copy  is 
elven  as  follows: 

To  the  Honorable  the  Supreme  Execu- 
tive Council  of  the  State  of  Pennsylva- 
nia, the  memoiriad  of  the  inhabitants  of 
Muncy  township,  in  the  county  of 
North  umber  land,  humbly  sheweth: 
Whereas,  by  vktue  of  an  act  of  As- 
sembly , entitled  an  “Act  Directing  the 
mode  and  time  of  electing  .1  ustices  of  the 
Peace  for-  the  City  of  Philadelphia  and 
the  several  aiid  respeotive  counties  in  this 
Commonwealth,  and  for  other  purposes 
therein  mentioned,”  we  were  advertised 
by  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor  to  meet 
for  tlint  purpose  upon  the  25th  day  of 
April  last  which  we  accordingly  did,  and 
proceeded  to  open  the  election  as  directed 
in  said  act,  which  was  carried  on  for 
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sometime  in  am  orderly  manner  without 
any  moment  of  dissension,  tUl  anon  we 
were  surprised  by  a small  body  of  men 
who  combined  together  by  the  apparent 
instigation  of  a reported  Tory,  and  held 
a separate  election  in  opposition  to  ours, 
under  pretense  of  being  landed  free-hold- 
ers.  But  that  all  of  them  were  really  such 
we  not  only  greatly  demur,  but  positively 
deny;  but  if  they  had  we  are  not  sensible 
what  preference  or  privilege  they  ought 
to  have  of  being  electors  in  contradistinc- 
tion to  others  when  we  consider  the  Bill 
of  Rights,  section  seventeenth,  supported 
by  the  forty-sixth  section  of  the  Constitu- 
tion, which  suthciently  declareth  the  free- 
dom of  elections  and  the  rights  of  free- 
men (indiscriminately),  of  being  both 
electors  and  elected.  Ttpon  these  princi- 
Ijles,  as  well  as  the  paucity  of  their  voites 
(being  only  about  a dozen  or  fourteen 
at  most  against  our  thirty-six),  we  did  not 
apprehend  there  would  have  been  any  no- 
tice taken  of  their  election : but  it  seems 
for  that,  or  some  other  reason  unknown 
to  us,  we  are  deprived  of  a magistrate  in 
this  necessitious  juncture  which  so  loudly 
calls  for  justice. 

We  have  of  late  been  at  a considerable 
disadvantage  on  that  account,  when  by 
a late  act  of  Assembly  we  were  appointed 
to  take  the  oath  of  ailegiance  on  the  first 
of  this  instant,  and  having  no  magistrate 
of  our  own  we  were  obliged  to  send  to  a 
great  distance  for  one.  While  accordingly 
came  and  qualified  the  greatest  part,  yet 
on  account  of  its  being  in  the  throng  of 
our  harvest,  many  individuals  could  not 
attend,  and  have  since  been  obliged  to 
leave  their  work  and  go  to  a great  dis- 
tance to  qualify,  and  when  they  could  not 
spare  time  in  the  day  have  traveled  by 
night,  which  they  cheerfully  chose  rather 
to  do  than  neglect  or  delay  this  piece  of 
necessary  duty  unreasonably. 

Your  memorialists  of  late  have  come  to 
understand  by  sundry  reports  (although 
no  particular  orders  have  been  received 
by  us),  that  we  were  not  to  have  any 
magistrate  till  we  should  hold  a new  elec- 
tion. This  we  have  now  done  on  the  16th 
of  this  [August]  instant,  when  the  same 
two  genBemen  were  again  re-elected,  viz; 
Mr.  Andrew  Culbertson  and  iSIr.  Morde- 
cai  McKinney.  A return  or  certificate  of 
said  elections  your  honors  will  receive 
along  with  this.  We  doubt  not  but  that 
this  will  be  opposed  by  our  adversaries, 
as  well  us  the  former:  what  arguments 
they  advance  in  support  of  their  cause  we 
know  not,  but  we  think  the  affair  has 
been  misrepresented  before  you  by  some 
designing  disaffected  persons,  or  other- 
wise we  cannot  understand  how  we  could 
be  left  destitute  more  than  O'ther  town- 


ships that  held  their  elections  and  voted 
in  the  same  manner  that  we  did  ours. 

Your  honors  will  please  to  observe  that 
in  this  last  election  we  admitted  none  to 
vote  that  had  not  taken  and  subscribed 
the  oath  of  allegiance  as  directed  by  act  of 
Assembly;  whereas,  on  the  other  hand, 
the  promoters  and  supporters  of  the  op- 
posite one  [ticket]  are  chiefly  persons 
who  have  either  or  hitherto  neglected  to 
swear  allegiance  to  the  States,  though  it 
is  very  likely  they  have  and  may  yet 
make  a tool  of  one  who  bears  the  mask 
of  a Whig  to  support  their  cause,  which 
they  could  not  with  so  good  a grace  as 
themselves.  But  we  hope  that  the  justice 
of  our  cause  will  plead  for  itself,  as  we 
seek  not  selfish  and  base  ends,  but  the 
public  good. 

We  have  made  choice  of  two  gentlemen 
of  known  worth  and  ability,  and  for  their 
attachment  to  the  cause  and  community 
they  may  be  equalled  but  not  readily  ex- 
celled. As  our  township  is  very  iong. 
and  a good  deal  cut  and  divided  bj' 
waters,  and  they  [the  justices]  living  one 
at  or  near  each  end  of  the  township,  we 
therefore  humbly  desire  that  they  both 
may  be  commissioned  if  consistent  with 
your  pleasure  and  authority;  but  if  this 
can  not  be  done  with  consistency,  we 
beg  that  your  honors  may  be  pleased  to 
order  us  to  hold  another  election  for  one, 
but  the  township  can  never  be  completely 
served  by  one  single  magistrate  in  it, 
without  a great  deal  of  inconvenience  on 
account  of  its  situation. 

We  beg  leave  also  to  observe  that  we 
are  a frontier  township  and  much  exposed 
should  a savage  enemy  make  an  inroad 
upon  us,  and  yet  we  are  not  among  the 
last  to  take  the  field  when  the  safety  of 
our  country  is  in  danger  and  requires  our 
service.  ^Ye  bravely  stood  a winter's 
camiraign  in  the  Jerseys,  where  some  of 
our  brave  young  lost  their  lives,  yet 
[it]  did  not  in  the  least  discourage  us; 
of  late,  when  our  two  first  classes  of 
militia  as  soon  as  they  received  the  alarm, 
left  their  harvests  and  helpless  families 
and  nobly  marched  to  the  defense  of  our 
metropolis',  and  went  as  far  as  the  verge 
of  the  county  before  they  were  counter- 
m.anded;  and  they  are  still  ready  on  .any 
alarm  to  step  forth  at  the  command  of 
authority  to  the  aid  and  assistance  of  our 
brethren  in  the  defense  of  our  glorious 
cause  and  country. 

Not  to  trouble  you  further,  we  beg 
e.arnestly  your  memorialists  may  be 
heard  and  the  answer  of  our  petition 
griunted,  and  we  subscribe  ourselves 
right  honorably  yours  in  all  truth  and 
duty.  Dluncy  township,  August  21st, 
1777.

Andrew  Culbertson .48  votes.

The  lappeal  or  petition  had  its  effect,  for 
the  two  men  elected  were  commissioned. 
McTvinney  lived  in  what  is  now  the  bor- 
ongh  of  Muncy,  and  Culbertson  near 
Win, at  is  now  the  city  of  Williamsport. 
Both  were  prominent  and  representative 
men  in  the  infant  s'ettlement.  _McI?!innPv 
at  the  time  of  the  Indian  invasion  in  1779. 
fled  with  his  family  -to  Harris’  PerTy,  and 
never  returned.  He  had  three  sons  a-nd 
three  daughters.  The  late  .Tudge  McKin- 
ney, of  Harrishurg.  wais  a grandson. 

Andrew  Cnlberts’on  also  fled  during  the 
Indian  troubles,  but  returned  a-nd  made 
improvements  on  What  is  now  the  site  of 
the  borough  of  Duboistownf  opposite  the 
city  of  Williamsport),  among  which  was 


a grist  and  saw  mill.  He  died  there  in 
1797,  leaving  descen-dan-ts,  but  they  all 
disappeared  many  years  ago. 

The  three  election  officers.  Coats,  New- 
man and  Hammond,  lived  and  died  in  the 
township;  but  like  miany  of  the  pioneers, 
all  records  relating  to  them  have  per- 
ished. 

Who  the  “reputed  Tory,”  referred  to  in 
the  petition  was  is  unkno  wn.  Buit  he  suc- 
ceeded in  raising  a great  comimotion 
among  the  set-tiers.  At  that  time,  it  must 
be  remembered,  there  was  much  excite- 
ment caused  by  the  arrest  of  Robert 
Robb,  by  the  Committee  of  Safety,  o-n  a 
charge  of  treason,  made  by  Oapt.  .John 
Brady,  and  he  m-ay  be  the  m-an  referred 
to.  Robb  was  afterwards  tried  at  Sun- 
bury  and  acquitted  of  the  charge. 

Among  the  signers  of  the  petition  were 
at  least  half  a dozen-  who  afterwards  per- 
ished at  the  hands  of  the  Indians.  The 
two  most  prominent  signers  were  .Tames 
and  William  Hepburn.  The  latter  be- 
came a State  Senator  in  1794,  and  in  1795 
he  was  largely  instrumental  in-  having 
Dycoming  county  erected,  and  was  ap- 
pointed one  of  the  first  four  associate 
judges,  was  chosen  president  -and  served 
ten  years. 

Muncy,  mother  of  all  the  townships  in 
Dycoming  -county  north  of  the  river,  is 
now  one  of  the  smallest,  being  tbe 
twenty-seventh  in  size,  with  an  area  of 
9,440  -aieres,  and  a population  of  a trifle 
over  700.  At  the  election  of  November 
.3.  1896,  she  oast  74  votes  for  Bryan  and 
76  for  McKinley;  wihen,  in  1777,  she  cast 
a total  of  96  votes  for  two  justices  of  the 
Peace!  J.  P.  M.

DEFUIVCT  GERMAN  SECTS  IN  PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 

[The  following  article  was  prepared  by 
the  historian,  I.  D.  Rupp,  as  a chapter  in 
his  Fireside  History  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Germans.  It  is  not  to  be  supposed  for 
one  moment  that  large  numbers  of  any  of 
these  sects  came  to  Pennsylvania.  Of 
some  thiere  was  scarcely  a family,  of 
others  considerable  of  a colony.  As  will 
be  perceived,  it  is  no  wonder  that  not  one 
of  them  ever  survived  a generatioa,  and, 
we  give  the  information  in  the  hope  that 
many  will  be  interested  in  it.  The  notes 
a-re  by  Mr.  Rupp.  With  this  brief  refer- 
ence we  give  to  the  readers  of  "Notes  and 
Queries,”  the  first  installment;] 

I. 

There  was  a time,  when  the  imagina- 
tion was  wont,  under  the  name  of  religion, 
to  indulge  in  melancholy,  gloomy,  and 
sorrowful  vagaries,  and  was  inclined  to 
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piety,  or  fanaticism.  “Sectarianism  af- 
fects to  be  strong’,  and  yet  has  no  strength 
in  fact.  Its  earnestness  runs  into  pas- 
sion, in  ’vv'hich  form  it  becomes  necessarily 
more  or  less  unnaturid  and  excessive, 
with  the  certainty  of  ending,  sooner  or 
later,  in  self-exhaustion  and  collapse. — 
(John  W.  Nevin,  D.  D.) 

I.  Tile  Laliatlists— 1670-1735. 

Jean  de  Labadie,  born  in  France,  1610; 
died,  1674,  was  the  founder  of  a small 
sect — the  Labadists,  some  of  whom  emi- 
grated and  settled  in  New  York  and  sev- 
eral scattered  members  in  Pennsylvania 
and  Maryland.  Labadie  was  bred  in  the 
Romish  communion.  After  being  con- 
nected for  some  time  nith  that  church, 
and  being  honorably  dismissed,  he  be- 
came a member  of  the  Reformed  church; 
exercised  ministerial  functions  in  France, 
Switzerland  and  Holland,  and  founded  a 
new  sect.  William  Penn.  Barclay  and 
Keith,  eminent  Quakers,  had  an  inter- 
view with  Labadie,  in  1671,  ’rrhen  Penn 
made  his  tour  to  Holland  and  Germany, 
to  induce  the  dispersed  Anabaptists  and 
others  to  unite  with  the  Quakers;  but,  he 
did  not  fully  accomplish  the  object  of  his 
mission. — (Hagenback’s  Vorlesungen  ii, 
267.)  Penn  sad  De  Labadie  and  two  of 
his  disciples.  These,  says  Penn,  would 
not  suffer  him  to  see  the  people,  which  he 
labored  for.  “I  clearly  perceive,”  says 
he,  “that  though  they  had  received  some 
divine  touches,  a danger  there  was  they 
would  run  out  with  them  and  spend  them 
like  prodigals.”  (Penn’s  Works,  i,  59.) 

Prior  to  1695  some  Labadists  emigrat- 
ed, colonized  on  the  Hudson  river,  N.  Y., 
where  Schlicter  and  Bankers,  heads  of 
the  society,  purchased  a tract  of  land  from 
one  Herman,  a Bohemian.  The  place  was 
called  Neu  Bohmen.  In  about  ten  years, 
the  society  collapsed! 

Some  of  the  Labadists  emigrated  from 
Holland  to  Dutch  Guiana,  but  soon  after 
removed  to  Maryland,  where  they  acquir- 
ed great  wealth.  A remnant  of  tdiese  still 
existed  between  1721  and  1730.  Of  these 
was  the  Van  Bebber  family.  They  had 
some  of  the  manuscripts  of  Jean  de 
Labadie. — (Chronicon  Ephratense,  pp. 
111-’13).  Some  them  united  with  the 
Lieben  Tager  at  Ephrata. 

Labadie,  though  he  professed  to  have 
embraced  the  doctrines  of  the  Reformed 
Church,  yet  he  refused  to  subscribe  his 
confession  of  Faith.  He  seems  to  have 
held  some  strange  opinions.  He  maintain- 
ed God  may  and  often  does,  o«  certain 
occasions,  deceive  man;  that  the  Scrip- 
tures are  insufficient  to  lead  to  salvation 


without  illuminations  and  revelations 
from  the  Holy  Ghost.  That  the  faithful 
ought  to  have  aU  things  in  common.  Th,at 
Christ  is  to  reign  a thousand  years  upon 
earth.  That  the  contemplation  of  Christ 
is  a state  of  grace  and  union  with  God — 
the  very  height  of  perfection.  That  the 
Christian,  whose  mind  is  contented  and 
calm,  sees  all  things  in  God — enjoys  the 
Deity.  It  is  said  the  Labadists  practiced 
adult  baptism  only — did  not  partake  of 
the  visible  emblems  of  the  Lord’s  Supper — 
(Ehrenfield’s  Worterbuch,  299.) 

II.  Tile  Society  of*  tlie  ‘V^^’ornan  In  tlie 
Wilderness— 1694:-1735. 

.John  Kelpius,  a learned  and  pious 
scholar,  who  came  from  Germany,  landed 
at  Philadelphia,  June  23,  1694,  reached 
Germ.antown  the  24th,  but  did  not  remain 
there  with  his  band  of  forty-five.  Only  a 
few  of  the  names  of  the  forty-five  con- 
sociates  are  h.anded  down,  namely;  Hein- 
rich Bernhard  Koster,  Daniel  Faulkner, 
Daniel  Lutke,  John  Seelig,  Ludwig  Aider- 
mann. — (Deut.  Pionier  ii,  p.  88.)  They 
settled  on  the  beautiful  and  romantic  Wis- 
sahiccon,  lived  a quiet,  secluded  life;  for 
the  whole  country  was  then  a wilderness. 
They  were  a sort  of  Pietists — were  tinc- 
tured with  metaphysical  and  transcen- 
dental notions  of  Jacob  Bohman,  the 
Teutonic  Theosophist.  One  of  the  forty- 
five.  John  Seelig,  owned  ten  of  Jacob 
Bohman’s  books.  John  Seelig,  the  her- 
mit, died  April  26,  1745,  aged  77  years. 
In  his  will  he  appointed  William  Lever- 
ing, Sen.,  of  Roxborough,  executor.  The 
inventory  of  his  estate  contains  the  fol- 
lowing items,  viz;  25  shirts,  4 coats,  2 
jackets,  2 hats,  pair  of  shoes  and  slippers, 
7 pairs  of  linen  drawers,  3 planes,  2 saws, 
1 glue  pot,  54  glass  bottles,  5 book-bind- 
er’s presses,  saddle  and  bridle.  1 scale, 
gold  and  silver  weights,  5 Bibles,  14 
books,  10  of  .Tacob  Bohman’s  books  and 
120  Latin,  Dutch  and  Greek  books. — 
(Watson’s  Annals  ii.  20,  21.) 

The  pietism  of  Kelpius  led  him,  as  it 
did  many  in  his  day,  to  adopt  “mental 
schemes  of  speculative  and  theoretic  re- 
ligion,” to  advance  spiritual  interpreta- 
tions of  the  Scriptures;  a system  of  ex^ 
gesis,  popular  with  many.  The  Scrip- 
ture, Rev..  12:6,  “And  the  woman  fied  in- 
to the  wilderness,  where  she  had  a place 
prepared  of  God.  “He  gune  eis  pen  Ege- 
mon,”  the  learned  Kelpius  believed,  was 
a type  of  the  great  deliverance  for  the 
Church  of  Christ. 

In  Kelpius’  exposition,  according  to  his 
system  of  Hermeneutics  and  Exegesis,  of 
the  word  “Egemos,”  was  full  of  significan- 
cy.  There  is,  he  maintained,  a three-fold 
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wilderness  in  the  progress  of  holiness:  The 
barren  state;  the  fruitful  state,  and  the 
wilderness  state  of  the  elect  of  God.  It 
was  the  wilderness  state  he  was  striving 
to  attain,  as  the  highest  degree  of  holi- 
ness,— a state  that  could  only  be  reached 
by  dwelling  in  solitude.  As  proof  of  this, ' 
he  referred  to  Moses,  who.  by  a due  course 
of  forty  years  of  eremitical  life  prepara- 
tion, he  was  made  holy.  Ex.  2:11-21;  3;1; 
18:5;  Num.  10:29.  That  Christ  was  tempt- 
ed forty  days  in  the  wilderness.  He,  and 
His  flock  or  band,  were  chiliasts;  they 
believed  firmly  the  millenium  was  soon  to 
be  ushered  in.  They  maintained  the  doc- 
trine of  Die  Wieder  bringung  aller  Dinge 
— universal  restoration. — (Dr.  Seiden- 
stricker  in  Dent.  Pionier  ii.  69,  70.)  On 
the  death  of  Kelpius,  1708,  the  Society 
began  to  wane.  Some  of  the  members 
fell  in  with  the  world  around  them,  and 
some  of  them  broke  the  avowed  religious 
intentions  by  marrying.  At  the  death  of 
Kelpius,  the  lender’s  mantel  fell  upon 
John  Seelig,  and  he,  too.  died,  174.5. — 
(Chron.  Ephra,  pp.  11,  12.)  Although 
these  hermits  looked  for  a qualification  to 
go  forth  and  convert  towns  and  cities  in 
the  name  of  the  Lord,  they  failed,  for 
want  of  the  requisite  enthusiasm  to  go 
forth  into  the  world.  The  mo'st  they  did 
to  make  converts  was  to-  hold  religious 
meetings  in  their  hermitage.  Kelpius’ 
house  occpied  the  sunny  side  of  a hill.  His 
hut  or  house  has  bt'en  razed.  In  the 
cellar  of  the  forsaken  hut  “foxes  used  to 
burrow.’’— (Watson’s  Annals  ii,  22;  Deut. 
Pien,  ii,  74;  Chronicon  Ephra,  174.) 

Much  as  Kelpius  was  occupied  with 
spiritual  matters,  he  still  spent  some  time 
in  conferring  favors  upon  others,  not 
members  of  his  communion,  by  teaching 
the  children  of  the  poor  gratuitously.  No 
special  new  measures  were  adopted  by 
Kelpius  and  his  votaries  to  prosel.yte,  there 
still  was  an  accession  to  the  society  about 
1703  or  1704.  A prominent  disciple  of 
them  was  Conrad  Matthias,  a noted 
Swiss,  the  last  of  the  Hermits  on  the 
Ridge.  He  died  about  the  year  1747. — 
(Chron.  Bph.,  174.)  The  famous  Doctor 
Christoph  Witt,  the  magus,  espoused  the 
Woman  of  the  Wilderness. 

III.  Die  ]Veiigel>oriie--lVevv 
1709. 

As  early  as  1711  a settlement  was 
begun  by  some  persons  from  Duch- 
ess county.  New  York,  in  Oley,  Berks 
county,  Penna.  Some  of  them  were 
so-called  pietists,  who  had  accompanied 
Rev.  Joshua  Kocherthal,  a Lutheran 
minister,  who  located,  in  1708,  at  the 
present  site  of  Newburg. — French’s  N, 


Y.  Gazetteer,  509.)  The  Pietists,  by  rea- 
son of  some  dispute  under  the  pastoral 
care  of  Kocherthal,  removed  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, some  to  Oley,  others  to  Pequea  Val- 
ley.— (Broadhead’s  Doe.  His.,  N.  Y.,  v pp. 
52,  53;  Riqip’s  His.  Berks  Co.,  &3,  &c.) 

Ill  Oley,  the  New  Born  sprung  up,  in 
1718.  Their  religious  tenets  are  set  fO'Pth 
in  a book  written  by  one  Matthias  Bau- 
man, which  is  entitled  “Ruf  an  die  nicht 
Wiedergebornen,”  Call  to  the  Unregener- 
ated, and  from  casual  notices,  as  found  in 
journals,  biographies  and  letters  written 
when  this  sect  flourished. 

Matthias  Bauman  was  a poor  day  labor- 
er, of  the  town  of  Lamsheim,  Lower  Pala- 
tinate. In  1701  he  was  taken  sick,  was 
entranced,  saw  wonderful  visions,  receiv- 
ed revelations  in  heaven,  so  he  said,  which 
he  was  to  communicate  to  his  fellow-men. 
Consciousness  being  restored,  he  exclaim- 
ed aloud,  unceasingly  tor  one  hour:  “O, 
men,  convert  yourselves,  the  day  of  judg- 
ment is  drawing  nigh!”  — (Chronicon 
Epra.  13,  14.) 

He  lay  in  a trance  a second  time,  in  a 
convulsed  state  for  two  weeks.  Prepara- 
tions were  made  for  his  burial — having  be- 
come conscious,  he  called  at  the  house  of 
the  minister  of  the  village,  admonishing 
him,  as  was  revealed  to  him  in  heaven,  to 
warn  him  against  the  wrath  to  come.  In 
heaven  it  was  told  Bauman:  “That  men 
believed  they  live  by  day,  but  the  perverse 
by  night.” 

Some  years  after  this  last  revelation,  he 
emigrated  and  settled  in  Oley  where  he 
became  the  founder  of  the  New  Born 
Sect.  In  his  book  he  has  written:  “Men 
say  that  Christ  has  abolished  sin.  It  is 
true  with  me,  for  he,  Ihat  is  I,  am  is 
as  Adam  was  before  the  fall.  As  Adam 
was  before  the  fall,  so  I have  become. 
Only  with  the  body  can  one  sin  before 
God.” 

Holding  this  faith,  one  naturally  forms 
a favorable  opinion  of  himself.  The  New 
Born  avowed  that  a leading  object  of  their 
mission  was  “to  confound  others.” 
They  were  earnest,  perhaps  sincere,  in 
what  they  undertook.  In  their  zeal  to 
propogate  their  religious  tenets,  their  dis- 
putations were  not  unfrequently  heard  in 
the  market  house  of  Philadelphia.  To 
show,  by  ocular  demonstration,  that  his 
teachings  were  from  heaven,  Baurnan 
proposed  to  wade  the  Delaware  at  Phila- 
delphia. They  occasionally  visited  the 
anchorite  Sabbatarians  at  Ephrata,  to 
dispute  with  Conrad  Beissel,  the  founder 
of  the  Siebentager.  The  last  visit  was 
shortly  before  Bauman  died.  He  depart- 
ed this  life  in  1727.  Of  Bauman,  tradi- 
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tion  bas  it,  he  was  honest  and  sincere; 
not  anxious  to  amass  wealth.  The  same 
testimony  was  not  given  in  favor  of  some 
of  his  disciples,  especially  as  to  Kuchlen- 
wein  and  Joder,  and  others,  who  soon  be- 
came inordinate  lovers  of  tlxe  good  things 
of  the  world — some  were  guilty  of  gross 
sins. 

Count  Ziuzendorf, bears  this  testimony: 
“The  New  Born  (1742)  maintain,  that  if 
a man  is  regenerated,  every  thing  that  he 
docs  is  right  and  good;  for  he  can  sin  no 
more.  Holding  these  views,  they  justify 
gross  sins  of  the  liesh  (Spaugeuberg’s 
Life  of  Zinzendorf.  p.  1382.) 

Itev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg,  father  of  Ameri- 
can Lutheranism,  came  occasionally  in 
contact  with  some  of  Bauman’s  followers. 
In  his  journal,  June  10,  1743,  this  fact  is 
recorded:  "1  was,  says  Muhlenberg,  ac- 
companied by  the  schoolmaster,  Mr.  T. 
Iv.,  of  New  Hanover.  I called  to  see  one 
of  'these  so-called  New  Born,  driving  eight 
miles  from  New  Hanover  (Montgomery 
(ounty).  This  man  had  married  a widow 
some  twenty  years  ago.  She  bore  him 
five  children,  whom,  the  mother,  without 
the  consent  of  the  father,  sent  to  be  in- 
structed and  baptized.  The  old  m.ou  pro- 
fesses that  he  had  been  born  anew  in  the 
I'alatinate.  The  evidences  of  his  regen- 
eration are,  according  to  his  own  oft-re- 
peated assertio'ns,  that  he  had  withdrawn 
from  the  Reformed  Church,  refused  to 
take  the  Holy  Sacrament  and  would  not 
take  the  oath  of  fealty  to  the  new  prince, 
on  which  accouii't  he  and  some  others 
were  citetl  to  appear  before  the  eonsist- 
oi-y,  which  he  refused  to  do,  and  conse- 
(]uently  was  imprisoned,  and  as  he  im- 
agines he  has  suffered  for  Christ’s  sake. 

“He  will  not  listen  to  any  reasonable 
evidence  or  receive  the  Scripture  in  all 
its  parts  as  proof.  Nor  will  he  receive 
any  instructions,  being  self-willed,  tur- 
bulent, passionate,  abusing  the  liberty  he 
enjoys.  After  arriving  in  this  country  he 
un'ited  with  the  New  Born,  a sect  so- 
called.  These  profess  a new  birth,  which 
they  have  received  immediately  and  in- 
stantaneously by  inspir.'i'tion,  in  visions 
and  dreams  from  Heaven.  Having  thus 
received  this  new  birth,  they  imagine 
they  are  like  God  and  Christ.  They  say: 
‘They  can  neither  sin  nor  err — ^tiiey  have 
attained  perfection — hence  they  need  no 
longer  to  use  the  means  of  grace.  The 
AVord  of  God  they  consult  only  to  support 
their  false  principles.  They  ridicule  the 
sacraments,  speaking  scandalously  of 
them.’  ” 

Bauma'n,  the  founder  of  this  sect,  was 
noted  as  a polemic.  This  disturbing  pro- 
pensity seems  to  have  moved  some 


of  his  followers  “'to  tread  in  his  steps.” 
AVhile  Rev.  Alublenberg  preached  at  New 
Hanover,  one  of  the  New  Born  was  there 
too.  “I  preached,''  sa'id  Muhlenberg,  “a 
German  ani  Lr.gl'^h  funeral  sermon  in 
a spacious  church,  because  many  German 
and  Englis'h  people  were  present.  I was 
somewhat  'disturbed  by  an  old,  self- 
willed  nran,  calling  himself  a New  Born, 
who  was  on  the  outside  of  the  house, 
preaching  boisterously,  as  he  was  wont 
to  some  folks,  with  the  design  of  inter- 
rupting me.  He  became  quite  enraged 
because  few  st.ayed  to  listen  'to  bim.  After 
having  retailed  his  slang,  he  went  home 
angrj’.  I would  fain  have  listened  to  him, 
had  I believed  that  his  call  to  the  min- 
istry and  his  doctrine  were  of  God.  His 
fundamental  doctrines  are:  “Many  years 
ago,  'he  had  by  night  seen  in  his  bed 
chamber  a light  which  reve.aled  tO'  him 
that  he  was  a child  of  God — that  the 
magistracy,  the  ministry,  the  Bible,  the 
sacraments,  churches  and  schools  were  all 
from  the  devU — that  all  must  become 
such  as  he  was,  &c.”  However,  were  all 
to  become  as  he  was,  a New  Born,  the 
l>est  interests  of  society  would  by  no 
means  be  promoted,  because  he  becomes 
occasionally  beastly  drunk,  beats  his  poor 
wife  unmercifully. 

Frail,  human  nature!  By  their  fruits 
shall  they  be  known.  Men  and  their 
principles  are  often  alike.  By  way  of 
episode,  I append  a letter,  which  was  in 
the  posession  of  Daniel  Bartolette.of  Oley, 
for  upward  of  fifty  years.  The  author 
writes  to  friends  in  Germany.

I greet  you  all  cordially.  I have  received 
your  letter,  from  which  I learn  what  you 
wish:  but  to  answer  which  is  a small 
matter.  I will  make  my  situation  known 
to  you — tell  you  how  it  is  with  me.  I am 
now  in  a better  state  than  I had  been  in 
Germany.  Here  God  made  me  free  from 
sin.  I cannot  sin  any  more,  for  which  I 
now,  and  shall  ever,  i)raise  God.  I clave 
unto  Him,  and  thus  He  drew  nigh  me  and 
has  taken  His  abode  in  me.  If  you  de- 
sire to  enjoy  the  new  birth  with  me,  with- 
draw your  mind  and  thoughts  from  all 
worldly  things — seek  God  only — continue 
to  pray,  sigh  day  and  niffht,  that  God 
would  regenerate  you.  If  you  prove  sin- 
cere, you  will  experience  wonders.  Men 
boast  of  being  Christians  who  know  not 
what  the  new  birth  is.  The  new  birth  is 
the  new  stone,  which  no  one  knows,  only 
he  that  receives  it. 

To  emigrate  to  Pennsylvania  is  vain,  if 
you  are  sinners.  Who  knows  whether  you 
will  arrive  safely?  Most  persons  have  to

endure  sickness — many  die.  In  Pennsyl- 
vania there  is  unrest,  too,  as  well  as  in 
Germany.  If  it  is  not  by  reason  of  war, 
there  is  something  else,  which,  is  disagree- 
able. 

Men  will  never  find  rest  in  this  world, 
go  whither  they  will.  With  God  only  is 
there  rest.  If  you  seek  rest  elsewhere, 
you  will  still  be  restless — thus  it  is  in 
America.  But  if  one  is  free  from  sin,  he 
may  go  abroad,  or  remain  in  Germany, 
then  he  has  the  most  precious  treasure 
with  him;  he  is  contented  where  he  is — is 
delighted  with  his  treasure  anywhere  in 
the  world. 

Preachers  and  their  hearers,  all  of  them, 
are  no  Christians,  they  are  sinners.  Christ 
has  come  to  abolish  sin.  He,  then,  that 
is  not  free  from  sin,  for  him  Christ  has 
not  yet  come  into  the  world.  All  the 
preachers  in  the  world  that  have  not  been 
made  free  from  .sin,  and  yet  can  sin — 
“sundigen  konenn — are  false  teachers,  be 
they  pious  or  impious.  Naught  but  Christ 
is  of  any  avail  in  His  kingdom.  He  that 
hath  not  Christ  is  none  of  his;  for  where 
Christ  is  there  is  freedom  from  sin. 

I again  greet  you  all  cordially.  Think 
of  what  I have  written,  lay  it  to  heart; 
it  will  be  more  precious  to  you  than  all 
else  in  the  world.

A Neglected  Grave. 

In  a vacant  lot  joining  the  Sunbury  and 
Lewistown  Division  of  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad,  and  situated  about  seventy-five 
yards  west  of  the  depot  at  Middleburg, 
Pa.,  may  be  seen  a few  lonely  grave.s. 
This  lot  was  once  a cemetery — interments 
were  made  here  in  colonial  times.  Its 
situation  made  it  undesirable  as  a burying 
place,  and  the  dead  have  been  gradually 


removed  and  the  very  oldest  obliterated. 
A little  cluster  of  graves  still  remain  as  a 
reminder  of  the  early  days  and  as  a 
mournful  protest  against  the  desecration 
of  this  spot  hallowed  by  the  ashes  of  so 
many  original  settlers.  I recently  visited 
these  graves,  and  was  sui-prised  to  find 
the  resting  place  of  one  who,  not  only 
eminated  from  a distinguished  family 
himself,  but  also  impressed  many  superi- 
or qualities  and  excellencies  upon  a nu- 
merous posterity.  This  Is  Albrecht  Swein- 
ford.  In  vol.  xvii,  Pennsylvania  Archives 
(second  series),  p.  444,  it  will  be  seen  that 
he  arrived  in  1754,  and  soon  after  this 
date  he  came  as  one  or  the  first  settlers 
to  Middle  Creek  Valley,  In  (now)  Snyder 
county.  The  inscriptions  on  his  tomb- 
stone, and  that  of  his  two  sons,  are  as  fol- 
lows:

Stroll's  (Straw)  Graveyard. 

Locations  and  places  are  frequently  the 
envy  of  people  of  other  communities,  but 
anyone  living  in  a valley  or  along  a stream 
named  Fishing  Creek  have  no  need  of  be- 
ing proud  of  their  name,  for  in  very  many 
of  the  counties  of  Pennsylvania  there  are 
streams  and  valleys  bearing  this  name, 
and  Dauphin  county  is  not  without  its 
own  Pishing  Creek,  and  it  has  its  historic 
association  by  having  its  entrance  to  the 
river  where  the  early  Indian  Fort  Hunter, 
was  located.  Some  years  ago  while  pass- 
ing through  part  of  the  valley  we  made 
a transcript  of  the  tombstones  in  the 
Stroh  graveyard  and  give  them  herewith. 

The  burial  plot  is  on  the  farm  of  Mr. 
Stroh,  whose  ancestors  were  among  the 
earliest  German  settlers  in  the  valley. 
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Joseph  Stroh  was  born  in  the  year  1743 
in  “Duetschland,”  and  came  to  America 
with  his  father,  who  settled  in  Bethel 
township,  now  Lebanon  county,  Pa.,  and 
died  prior  to  the  year  1804,  leaving  a 
wife  and  five  sons  and  tnm  daughters.  His 
son,  Joseph,  the  settler  in  Pishing  Creek 
Valley,  married  in  the  year  1766  Catha- 
rine Smith,  daughter  of  Peter  Smith,  of 
Bethel  township.  The  record  of  his  reli- 
gious life  and  family  is  told  on  his  tomb- 
stone.

JOHN  SIMPSON. 

John  Simpson,  an  early  resident  of  Sun- 
bury.  Pa.,  was  a Scotchman  by  birth, 
but  the  time  of  his  advent  into  this  world 
has  not  come  down  to  us.  The  Scottish 
family  from  which  he  descended  possesed 
the  Earldom  of  Linlithgow  in  the  six- 
teenth century.  When  John  Simpson  came 
to  this  country  is  unknown,  but  it  must 
have  been  quite  early,  as  he  was  commis- 
sioned Register  and  Recorder  of  North- 
uberland  county,  March  29,  1777,  suc- 
ceeding the  distinguished  William  Ma- 
clay,  who  was  the  first.  He  performed 
the  duties  of  the  office  more  than  twenty 
years  and  his  plain,  bold  handwriting  is 
spread  over  many  volumes  of  the  early 
Deed  Books  at  Sunbury. 

John  Simpson  married  Ann  Thompson, 
a lady  of  English  parentage.  Jeremiah, 
their  son,  was  born  October  10,  1773,  and 
died  August  11,  1829.  He  was  commis- 
sioned as  Register  and  Recorder  July  24, 
1798,  and  served  until  1805.  He  married 
Mary,  daughter  of  Henry  Vanderslice, 
of  Berks  county,  and  they  had  four  sons 
and  five  daughters.  One  of  their  sons, 
.Jesse  M.  M.,  was  selected  treasurer  of 
Northumberland  county  in  1848,  and 
served  one  term. 

The  time  of  the  death  of  John  Simpson 
is  not  known  to  the  writer,  but  it  must 
have  been  early  in  this  century.  He  prob- 
ably had  relativesoracquaintances  among 
the  Scotch-Irish  settlers  at  Sunbury, 
which  caused  him  to  come  here.  The  date 
of  his  settlement  must  have  been  early, 
because  his  son,  .Jeremiah,  was  born  in 
the  autumn  of  177.3,  when  the  Penns  yet 
had  control  of  affairs.  J.  P.  M. 


CAPT.  STEPHEN  CHAMBERS. 

When  Rev.  Pithjan  visited  Sunbury, 
Pa.,  .July  20.  177.5.  on  his  famous  mis- 
sionary tour,  he  mentions  in  his  journal  of 
meeting  Captain  Stephen  Chambers,  who 
“as  a lawyer,  was  serious,  civil  and  so- 
ciable.” Little  is  known  of  the  early  his- 
tory of  this  young  man.  He  is  claimed  by 
some  writers  as  the  first  resident  lawyer 
in  the  new  town  of  Sunbury.  His  name 
appears  on  the  appearance  docket  as  early 
as  February,  1774.  Tradition  says  he 
was  born  in  the  North  of  Ireland  of 
Scotch-Irish  parentage,  and  came  to  this 
country  when  quite  young.  Where  and 
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with  whom  he  studied  law  is  not  known, 
but  as  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar  at 
Lancaster,  Philadelphia,  York  and  Car- 
lisle, before  going  to  Sunbui’y,  it  is  prob- 
able that  he  studied  at  the  latter  place, 
which  was  the  nucleus  of  a large  Scotch- 
Irish  settlement  at  that  time. 

To  Stephen  Chambers  belongs  the  dis- 
tinguished honor  of  being  the  first  Wor- 
shipful Master  of  Lodge  No.  22,  F.  and 
A.  M.,  of  Sunbury,  at  its  institution  in 
1779.  Soon  after  this  he  removed  to  Lan- 
caster, as  he  was  elected  a member  of  the 
Council  of  Censors  from  that  county  in 
1783. 

In  the  early  years  of  the  Revolution  he 
took  a firm  stand  with  the  patriots.  His 
military  record  is  as  follows:  “First 
Lieutenant.  12th  Peuns.vlvania,  16th  of 
October.  1776;  Captain.  1st  March. 
1777;  retired  1st  July,  1778.  He  was  a 
delegate  to  the  Pennsylvania  convention, 
by  which  the  Federal  Constitution  was 
ratified.  Captain  Chambers  died  at  Lan- 
caster on  the  16th  of  May,  ^ 1789,  from 
wounds  received  in  a duel  with  Dr.  .Jacob 
Rieger  on  Monday,  the  11th  of  that 
month.  It  is  unknown  to  the  writer 
whether  he  had  a family  and  left  any 
descendants.  J.  F.  M. 

HON.  ISAAC  SMITH. 

Sometime  after  the  Revolutionary  War 
Isaac  Smith,  supposed  to  have  been  a na- 
tive of  Chester  county.  Pa.,  settled  on  the 
West  Branch  of  the  Sus(iuehanna,  in 
what  afterwards  became  Mifflin  town- 
ship, Lycoming  county.  He  purchased  a 
fine  track  of  land  and  engaged  in  farm- 
ing. Mr.  Smith  had  learned  the  trade  of 
a "millwright,  Imt  abandoned  it  for  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  He  married  Sarah, 
daughter  of  Matthew  and  Eleanor  Lytle 
Bi'own,  of  White  Deer  Valley. 

Mr.  Smith  became  a prominent  man. 
In  1813  he  was  sent  to  Congress  and 
served  one  term  of  two  years.  He  died 
April  4th,  1834,  aged  73  years  and  four 
months,  having  been  liorn  in  1760.  His 
wife  followed  him  .July  23d,  1834.  She 
was  born  in  1758.  probably  in  Lancaster 
county,  and  was  76  years  old.  They  had 
issue: 

i.  Son,  name  unknown;  was  drowned 
in  the  river  while  swimmin  ga  horse. 

ii.  Isaac;  inherited  the  farm;  died  in 
Michigan  several  years  ago._

Hon.  Isaac  Smith  was  a devout  Pres- 
byterian, and  was  an  elder  in  the  Pine 
Creek  Church  before  1800. 

When  his  son  Isaac  became  the  owner 
of  the  farm  he  erected  a fine  house  and 
liarii  and  improved  the  place  so  much  that 
it  was  regarded  as  the  finest  property  in 
the  township;  and,  as  the  canal  ran  close 
liy  the  house,  it  became  a noted  landmark 
in  i)acket-boat  days.  Years  after  Isaac 
had  sold  the  propert.v  and  moved  west, 
the  great  flood  of  .Tune  1st,  1889,  came, 
and  so  completely  washed  away  all  the 
buildings  that  not  a single  stone  now  re- 
mains to  mark  where  they  stood! 


ROBERT  SMITH. 

Less  than  a miles  north  of  where  Hon. 
Isaac  Smith  lived  and  died,  one  Robert 
.Smith  settled,  but  it  must  have  been 
many  years  afterwards.  Nothing  is 
known  of  his  Ifirth  or  parentage.  He  might 
h.ave  been  a brother  of  Isaac,  but  that  is 
doubtful.  His  occupation  was  that  of 
farming  and  boating  on  the  river  when 
th.at  was  the  principal  means  of  transpor- 
tation. In  his  will,  which  is  dated  April 
13,  1840,  he  makes  liberal  allowance  for 
his  wife,  but  does  not  give  her  Christian 
name.  However,  he  names  his  children  as 
follows:

The  will  was  probated  .July  15,  1844, 
showing  that  he  died  shortly  before  that 
date. 

Now  if  any  reader  of  Notes  and  Queries 
can  throw  any  light  on  the  origin  and  his- 
tory of  these  two  men,  the  writer  will  be 
greatl.v  obliged.  It  is  suspected  that  they 
came  from  some  of  the  Seotch-Irish  set- 
tlements in  the  Chester  Valley,  or  Lan- 
caster or  Dauphin  counties.

DEFUNCT  GERMAN  SECTS  IN  PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 


II. 


IV.  Romloerffer. — 1726-1760. 

Elias  Eller,  of  Elberfeld,  a ribbon  weav- 
er, in  Germany,  was  the  founder  of  the 
sect  called  Rondoerfer.  He  was  active 
and  shrewd  and  possessed  business  tact. 
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He  insinuated  himself  int0‘  the  good 
graces  of  his  Mitburger  fellow-citizens,  of 
the  Grand  Duchy  of  Berg,  and  became  an 
active  co-operator  in  the  Evangelical  Re- 
formed Church.  He  had  the  good  for- 
tune also  to  be  elected  burgermeister 
(mayor)  in  Ronsdorf.  In  Elberfeld  he 
commenced  both  to  teach  and  to  prophecy. 
The  passage,  Rev.  xii.,  1,  “And  there  ap- 
peared a great  wonder  in  heaven,  a wo- 
man clothed  with  the  sun,”  &c.,  he  said 
had  reference  to  his  wife,  Anna  von 
Buechel,  as  she  was  moved  by  the  Holy 
Ghost  to  avow  herself  the  “Mother  of  i 
Zion,”  and  their  four  children  were  declar- 
ed to  be  the  “Sons  of  God.”  Elias  Eller 
very  modestly  arrogated  himself  to  be 
the  “Father  of  Zion,”  an  extraordinary  I 
messenger,  .Jesus  Christ,  God  himself.  He  1 
claimed  perfect  infallibility  in  his  Scrip-  ' 
ture  expositions;  it  was  with  authority 
that  he  commanded.  He  insisted  upon 
his  members  to  receive  and  obey  the  truth 
as  taught  by  himself.  His  spirit  of  in- 
dependence and  authority  was  infectious; 
his  hearers,  too,  claimed  independence, 
and  every  one  became  his  own  teacher. 
In  1734  Eller  had  a son  born.  He  called 
the  child  the  Son  of  God.  This  (Benjamin) 
“son  of  honor”  died  before  he  was  a year 
old. 

Eller  recognized  in  his  community  three 
classes  of  members:  (1)  Members  of  the 
court;  (2)  Members  of  the  threshold;  (3) 
Members  of  the  inner  temple.  Among 
these,  agapae,  feasts  of  love  were  held — 
more  appropriately  erratic  orgies — where 
gross  debaucheries  were  practiced.  He 
soon  had  many  adherents.  This  fanati- 
cism began  at  Elberfeld  in  1726.  Four 
years  later,  in  1730.  the  infection  prevail- 
ed at  Ronsdorf  and  had  reached  its  acme 
about  17.'10.  in  which  year  Eller  died  sud- 
denly. Soon  afterward  the  Schandlich- 
keiten  exposed  the  vile  turpitude  of  this 
sect.  Several  of  the  leading  teachers 
were  imprisoned  at  Duesseldorf,  some 
fled  the  country,  and  a few  came  to  Penn- 
sylvania and  set  up  for  themselves. 


V.  Zion's  Brutler. 

Norwegian  fanatics  in  the  middle  of  the 
eighteenth  century  separated  themselves 
from  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  establish- 
ed, as  they  called  it,  “the  reign  of  the 
King  of  Zion.”  By  reason  of  this  disturb- 
ing the  peace  of  the  churches,  the  law 
would  not  tolerate  them.  In  1743  they 
were  banished.  The  King  of  Denmark 
allowed  them  to  settle  at  Altona,  near 
Hamburg.  In  1744,  the  society  consist- 
ed of  forty-eight  members,  including  wo- 
men and  children.  Not  unlike  the  Ger- 
man brethren,  the  men  wore  long  beards. 


They  had  leathern  girdles  around  the 
waist  and  around  the  arms  a white  band, 
in  which  were  embroidered  in  red  silk  the 
word  “Zion”  and  some  mystic  numbers, 
the  significance  of  which,  they  said,  were 
to  be  made  known  hereafter. 

One  of  them  professed  having  received, 
by  divine  inspiration,  a prophecy,  which 
none  of  the  society  doubted  to  be  true. 
Another  was  their  apostle  and  officiated 
at  their  marriages.  Their  professed  aim 
was  to  establish  the  universal  Kingdom 
of  Christ.  They  held,  occasionally,  meet- 
ings on  a hill  near  Altona.  They  met 
daily  in  open  fields,  when  their  prayer 
meetings  were  conducted  untcr  grossem 
Geschrey  (very  boisterously.)  Nothing 
immoral  could  be  laid  to  their  charge. 
They  rejected  infant  baptism  and  the 
Lord’s  Supper.  They  were  anti-baptistic, 
and  rebaptized  all  their  converts,  when 
each  then  assumed  a new  name.  This, 
too.  was  the  custom  with  the  Liebentager 
at  Ephrata,  Lancaster  county.  Pa.  Be- 
cause they  could  not  be  subject  to  “the 
powers  that  be”  the  King  commanded 
them  to  leave  the  country.  Some  emi- 
grated, a few  coming  to  Pennsylvania. 
The  society  became  defunct  before  1760. 
— (Ehrenfried's  Worterbuch,  660.) 


VI.  Die  Iiisplriten— Tlie  Iiisi>ii-e<l.--1707- 
17(>.7. 

The  “Inspired”  numbered  not  many 
members  in  Pennsylvania.  A few  of 
them  came  over  betw'een  1717  and  172.5. 
At  a later  period,  1731.  several  families 
of  the  “Inspired”  arrived  in  Philadelphia. 
In  Germany  they  were  numerous  and 
quite  respectable.  In  1730  a large  body 
of  them  lived  at  Berlenberg.  The  chief 
among  them  was  .John  Frederick  Rock, 
a preacher  of  some  note.  The  Inspired 
maintained  that  as  there  had  been  a 
Church  of  God.  the  Father,  namely,  the 
.Tewish  Church,  and  of  God  the  Son.  the 
Christian,  there  was  to  be  the  Church  of 
God,  the  Holy  Ghost,  in  which  the  gifts 
of  prophecy  would  be  common  to  all.  Af- 
ter 1765  no  traces  beyond  that  time  are 
to  be  found  of  the  Inspired.  The  carci- 
nomatous element  of  the  sects  did  its 
work  effectually  with  the  Inspired  in  less 
than  six  decades.  Some  of  their  descend- 
ants still  live  in  Pennsylvania,  connected 
with  other  denominations.  Some  eighteen 
years  ago  I wrote  several  articles  which 
were  published  in  the  Bulletin,  and  occa- 
sioned the  following  letter,  d.ated  Phila- 
delphia. March  1st.  1855: 

INIr.  Rupp — I have  read  with  a degree  of 
uncommon  interest  your  article  in  yester- 
day’s Bulletin  on  the  old  Pennsylvania 
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families.  # * * j heard  my  grand- 
father often  mention  a society  known  as 
the  Inspired,  in  which  he  and  the  ances- 
tors of  the  Schraidt’s,  Hammels,  Gleim’s 
family,  with  his  own,  were  prominent. 
* * * He  said  they  were  all  “Pred- 
igers.”  and  had  great  influence  over  the 
members.  * * » May  I ask  yon  to  tell 
me  all  you  can  of  the  early  history  of 
these  four  families.  * * * Hoping  to 

hear  from  you,  I am.  with  much  respect, 
ADELB  G.  ECKERT. 

Count  Zinzendorf  who  was  visited  by 
Rock  at  Herrnhut,  1732,  had  formed  a 
favorable  opinion  of  him.  From  1731  to 
1736  they  corresponded  frequently  by  let- 
ters. The  Count  says:  “His  (Rock’s) 
manner  of  inspiration  was  that  he  became 
suddenly  and  violently  agitated,  turning 
his  head'  with  incredible  rapidity  from  side 
to  side.  In  this  state  he  uttered  certain 
words  of  prophecy,  called  inspirations.  As 
he  uttered  them  they  were  recorded — sent 
to  persons  to  whom  he  refeiTed. 

Zinzendorf,  on  a certain  time,  visited 
Rock  at  Eisenberg.  where  he  found  per- 
sons among  them  whose  intercourse  was 
not  only  edifying,  but  whose  expositions 
of  fundamental  doctrines  were  quite 
Scriptural. — Rock  (Stilling,  p.  36.) 

Stilling,  speaking  of  Rock,  says:  Er  war 
eingemeiner  und  frommeMann.ein  Schuh- 
macher  seiner  Handworks.  In  seinen 
Zuckungen,  fieng  er  gavohnlich  mit  den 
Worten  an:  “So  spricht  der  Herr  durch 
seinen  Knecht  Rock. — (Stilling,  p.  36.) 

Subsequently  the  Count  had  reason  to 
change  his  favorable  opinion  of  Rock.  At 
Herrnhut.  in  1732,  Rock  was  in  a trance 
or  paroxysm,  and  then  spake — expressed 
the  utmost  contempt  for  divinely  appoint- 
ed means  of  grace.  Zinzendorf  says: 
“Weil  sich  der  Geist  auf  disgrobste  und 
unverant  wortlicliste  weisegegen  die  Sac- 
ramente  erklart  hatte;  so  hatte  ich  nicht 
nothig  langer  anzustehen,  die  Inspiration 
selbst  schlechlerdings  zuverwerfen. — Be- 
cause of  the  spirits  speaking  derogatively 
of  the  Sacraments,  I did  no  longer  hesi- 
tate to  regret  this  sort  of  in.spiration. — 
(Zinzendorf.  Leben,  pp.  630,  631.) 

A French  refugee  named  De  Marsay, 
who  had  fled  to  Nassau-Siegen,  came  in 
contact  with  Rook.  DeMarsay,  who  felt 
disywsed  to  obey  the  directions  of  .John, 
O’the  son  of  thunder  and  apostle  of  love, 
contemplative,  reflective.mystic.in  spirit”) 
— Bprouvez  les  esprits,  pour  savoir  s’ils 
sont  de  Dieu — for  Marsy  knew  well  how 
to  do  it.  He  admitted  that  Rock’s  instruc- 
tions were  edifying,  but  doubted  that  they 
were  divinely  inspired,  and  that  it  was  not 
right  thus  to  impose  upon  the  people,  or 
to  deceive  them  by  ascribing  this  strange 


phenomenon  to  the  movings  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  or  of  emanating  from  a divine 
source.  DeMarsay  said  a false  spirit 
moved  Rock  when  speaking  of  being  in- 
spired. That  he  would,  by  actual  test, 
prove  it  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
masses,  who  went  to  hear  Rock.  On  a 
certain  occasion,  when  Rock  preached  to 
the  people;  and  when,  in  a state  of  parox- 
ysm, fit  of  convulsions,  DeMarsay  took 
a bucket  filled  with  water,  poured  its  con- 
tents on  the  entranced  speaker,  which 
frightened  him  so  that  Rock  had  thereaf- 
ter not  the  like  paroxysms,  thus  proving 
to  Rock’s  audience  that  if  the  spirit  of 
God  moved  him,  a bucket  of  water  could 
not  by  any  means  quench  the  Spirit.

In  “Frontier  Ports  of  Pennsylvania,” 
vol.  i,  p,  606,  it  is  said  that  Arthur  Bu- 
chanan, his  two  sons,  and  three  other 
families,  all  Scotch-Irish,  came  to  where 
Lewistown  now  stands  and  pitched  his 
tent,  and  took  up  land  where  Lewistown 
now  stands  in  the  year  1755.” 

It  apepars  to  me  that  there  must  be  an 
error  in  this  statement.  In  the  old  grave- 
yard in  Lewistown  are  the  graves  of  the 
following,  which  I visited  lately.  On  a 
peculiar  coffin-shaped  sandstone  is  the  fol- 
lowing inscription: 

“Died,  22d  of  .January,  1894,  Darcus 
Buchanan,  aged  OJ.”" 

The  probabilities  are  that  this  was  the 
wife  of  the  pioneer.  Quite  near  the  fore- 
going is  a large  marble  tablet  bearing  the 
following: 
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“In  memory  of  William  Buchanan,  who 
departed  this  life  December  22d,  1767,  in 
the  25th  year  of  his  age.  Also  Arthur,  his 
first-born,  the  19th  of  January,  1792,  in 
the  28th  year  of  his  age.  Also  his  grand- 
son, the  27th  of  January,  1792,  in  the  first 
year  of  his  age. 

Death,  thou  hast  captured  us  all  three 
By  thy  dart  we  are  laid. 

But  we  hope  Christ  will  conquer  the© 
And  we  will  rise  again.”

Lewisburg,  Pa. 


Freebiirg  and  Its  Founder. 

The  little  town  of  Freeburg,  Snyder 
county.  Pa.,  was  laid  out  by  Andrew 
Straub  in  1796.  Alive  to  the  importance 
of  mental  and  religious  training,  he  do- 
nated four  lots — the  equivalent  of  an 
acre — for  school  purposes,  and  for  a Union 
church.  Some  years  afterward  it  was  de- 
cided that  a Lutheran  and  Reformed 
church  should  be  erected  on  these  grounds. 
Christian  Boyer  and  Jacob  Roush.  Luth- 
erans, and  Henry  Stettler  and  John  Na- 
gle, Reformed,  were  chosen  as  the  build- 
ing committee.  Subscriptions  were  slow 
and  time  wore  away.  It  was  the  7th  of 
May,  1812,  before  the  corner  stone  was 
laid.  Rev.  J.  Conrad  Walter,  Lutheran 
pastor,  officiated.  The  collections  on  this 
occasion  amounted  to  $87.50,  which,  add- 
ed to  the  subscriptions,  footed  up  a total 
of  $1,844.17.  A fund  of  $137.46  was  rais- 
ed for  a bell,  of  which  Andrew  Straub 
gave  $20.  The  church  was  dedicated 
October  27th.  1815.  It  was  a stone  build- 
ing, cost  $2,789.1114,  and  stood  for  fifty- 
five  years,  when,  in  1868.  a new  brick 
church  was  commenced,  finished,  and  ded- 
icated June  19,  1870.  Strange  as  it  may 
seem,  Andrew  Straub,  after  what  he  had 
done  for  the  congregation,  died  poor  and 
was  buried  by  the  township  and  sleeps  in 
the  cemetery  at  Freeburg  without  a tomb- 
stone. J.  F.  M. 


A Hero  of  tlieJRevolutioii. 

In  Deed  Book  A,  page  407,  of  West- 
moreland county,  recorded  9th  October, 
1784,  is  the  following  certificate: 

“I  do  certify  that  Captain  Matthew 
Jack,  of  the  Eighth  Pennsylvania  regi- 
ment, lost  the  use  of  his  left  hand  by  a 
wound  received  in  the  defense  of  a re- 
doubt at  Bound  Brook,  in  the  State  of 
New  Jersey,  when  attacked  by  a very 
large  body  of  the  British  troops  from  the 
post  of  Brunswick,  on  the  13th  day  of 
April,  1777,  and  tliat  he  fought  with 
bravery  and  did  his  duty  as  a good  officer 
then  and  while  under  my  command  in 
that  country. 


Given  under  my  hand  at  Hannastown, 
this  12th  day  of  November,  1783.

Colonel  of  Third  Pennsylvania  Regi- 
ment. 

To  the  Treasurer  of  the  State  tax  for 
Westmoreland  county: 

Whereas,  Matthew  Jack,  lieutenant  in 
the  Eighth  Pennsylvania  regiment  of 
foot  in  the  service  of  the  United  States, 
hath  this  day  produced  to  us,  Christopher 
Truby,  Esquire,  one  of  the  Common- 
wealth’s Justices  of  the  Peace  for  the 
county  aforesaid,  and  Michael  Rugh  and 
Jacob  Rugh,  yeomen  of  the  said  county, 
the  certificate  which  is  hereto  annexed, 
setting  forth  that  he  has  been  wounded 
in  battle  in  the  Regiment  aforesaid,  and 
praying  that  he  may  be  allowed  his  proper 
pension  according  to  the  form  of  an  act 
of  General  Assembly  of  the  Common- 
wealth, passed  the  18th  day  of  Septem- 
ber, A.  D.  1777,  and  we  having  carefully 
inspected  and  examined  the  said  certifi- 
cate, together  with  the  state  and  condi- 
tion of  the  said  Matthew  Jack,  do  order 
you,  the  aforesaid  Treasurer  of  State  tax 
for  Westmoreland  county,  to  pay  unto  the 
said  Matthew  Jack,  Lieutenant,  the  sum 
of  five  pounds  per  month  from  the  20th 
day  of  December,  A.  D.  1778,  that  being 
the  time  at  which  his  pay  in  the  regiment 
aforesaid  in  the  army  aforesaid  ceased, 
and  the  sum  of  thirty  shillings  per  month 
for  his  Rations  or  subsistence  from  the 
time  his  pay  in  the  aimy  ceased,  as  afore- 
said, from  month  to  mouth,  during  the 
disability  of  said  Mattthew  Jack  and  dur- 
ing his  residence  in  the  county  aforesaid, 
or  until  other  orders  shall  be  made  by  the 
General  Assembly  of  this  Commonwealth 
with  respecT  to  such  premises. 

Witness  our  hands  and  seals  at  the 
county  aforesaid  the  1st  day  of  March, 
In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1784.

THE  MEREDITH  AND  CL.VMER 
ESTATE. 


All  Interesting  Cliapter  in  tlie  History  of 
Nortlieastern  Pennsylvania. 

Among  the  late  Michael  Meylert’s 
papers  I found  the  history  of  Thomas 
Meredith’s  Agency  of  what  ‘was  known 
as  the  Meredith  and  Clymer  estate,  em- 
bracing a very  large  amount  of  land  in 
northeastern  Pennsylvania  and  embracing 
a considerable  portion  of  land  in  Sullivan 
county.  The  interest  the  paper  has  as  a 
historical  record  is  from  the  fact  that 
we  are  let  into  the  difficulties  and  dis- 
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couragements  that  land-holders  had  to 
encounter  years  ago,  and  by  uuderstaud- 
ing  their  side  we  can  better  appreciate 
the  real  privations  the  early  settlers  un- 
derwent. Thomas  Meredith  was  the  sou 
of  a prominent  Philadelphia  merchant 
at  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War, 
and  begins  his  account  as  follows: 

In  the  fall  of  the  year  1804  my  father 
Samuel  Meredith,  took  me  with  him  to 
Wilkes-Barre  to  ascertain  the  State  of  his 
lauds.  From  the  statement  we  learn  that 
Samuel  Wallis  (who  took  out  the  original 
patents  for  a very  large  amount  of  the 
lands  in  this  county),  contracted  on  the 
30th  day  of  April  1792,  to  convey  a 
large  body  of  laud  to  Samuel  Meredith  at 
uO  cents  per  acre.  The  lands  were  to  be 
of  quality  and  value  of  a certain  tract 
well-known  in  Wayne  couut}^  and  time 
given  for  examination  and  re-survey  be- 
fore the  purchase  mouej^  in  full  could  be 
required.  Mr.  Meredith  paying  into  the 
land  office  the  amount  of  the  claim  of  the 
State  on  said  lands. 

A few  years  after  the  date  of  this  con- 
tract Mr.  AVallis  suddenly  died,  leaving 
a large  aud  valuable  estate  seriously  in- 
cumbered.  His  estate  had  numerous  in- 
terferences with  those  of  Thomas  Nichol- 
son, who  died  insolvent  aud  indebted  to 
the  Commonwealth.  Messrs.  Smith  and 
Boyd  were  appointed  administrators. 
Owing  to  title  questions  they  were  unable 
to  comply  with  the  conditions  of  the  con- 
tract. Parties  holding  the  land  were  sub- 
ject to  litigation  from  Wallis’  creditors, 
one  Lewis  Brush  formerly  a domestic  of 
Samuel  Wallis,  and  to  whom  he  died  in- 
debted, levied  on  lands  held  under  this 
contract  and  had  them  advertised  for 
sale  in  Lycoming  county.  Mr.  Meredith 
cautioned  the  public  against  buying  the 
lands  and  little  faith  was  placed  in  the 
sale,  so  Mr.  Brush  bought  them  in.  The 
sale,  however,  damaged  the  confidence  of 
settlers  in  the  land-holders  titles  derived 
under  Wallis  and  prevented  sales  up  to 
1812.  Messrs.  Wallace,  Mallery  and 
Bowman,  distinguished  lawyers  from 
Wilkes-Barre,  investigated  the  question, 
and  decided  that  the  laud  holders’  title 
was  good. 

Mr.  Meredith  gives  a gloomy  picture  of 
life  in  northern  Pennsylvania  at  this  time. 
The  Pennsylvania  title  to  lands  was  still 
disputed,  and  but  little  money  could  be  ob- 
tained for  laud  and  heavy  taxes  had  to  be 
met.  We  quote  the  following:  “After 
struggling  for  the  protection  and  ad- 
vancement of  this  property  until  the 
spring  of  1809,  under  the  most  adverse 
circumstances,  and  perceiving  that  it  was 
impossible  to  settle  a country  agitated  by 
contending  titles  and  hostile  to  the  Penn- 


sylvania claims,  I determined  to  leave  it 
forever.  A friend  in  Philadelphia  offered 
to  procure  me  the  situation  of  supercargo. 
I determined  to  embrace  the  mercantile 
profession  for  which  I was  educated, 
packed  up  all  moveables  and  returned  to 
Philadelphia  ready  to  accept  the  first  fa- 
vorable offer. 

“Mr.  John  Reed,  my  brother-in-law,  in 
whom  my  father  and  Mr.  Clymer  greatly 
confided,  made  a desperate  effort  to  re- 
tain me.  He  assured  me  that  it  was 
beyond  his  power  to  secure  such  an  ex- 
tensive litigated  property  unaided,  and 
that  there  was  no  person  who  was  so 
competent  to  take  charge  of  it  but  myself, 
and  finally  assured  me  that  if  I with- 
drew my  services  he  would  abandon  the 
concerns  of  both  estates.  This  was  a se- 
vere blow  to  all  my  future  prospects.  I 
must  either  renounce  all  the  scenes  of  my 
youth  and  all  my  friends,  and  bright  vis- 
ions of  the  future  and  return  to  a country 
I disliked,  unfriended  and  alone;  banished 
for  years  from  the  civilized  world,  or  I 
must  view  with  indifference  the  ruin  and 
misery  of  those  I loved.  I could  not 
stand  this  appeal.  I resumed  the  care  of 
these  lauds,  determined  to  struggle  to  the 
last  in  their  defence.  I shall  never  forget 
the  melancholy  that  seized  me  as  I re- 
passed that  desolate  region  between  Po- 
couo  and  Wilkes-Barre.  The  solitude  and 
barrenness  around  me  typical  of  my  own 
desolate  State,  almost  unmanned  me,  and 
1 found  relief  only  in  a Hood  of  tears. 

“This  agency  was  not  of  my  own  seek- 
ing, lint  forced  upon  me  by  circumstance.s 
which  I could  not  control.  It  must  be  re- 
membered that  I did  not  act  as  agent 
alone,  but  united  the  manifold  duties  of 
agent,  surveyor,  lawyer  and  laud-holder, 
which  enabled  me  to  negotiate  with  the 
settlers  with  superior  effect.  I was  an 
accurate  practical  surveyor,  skilled  in  the 
niceties  of  the  profession.  Previous  to 
undertaking  the  agency  I had  served  in 
that  capacity  under  the  late  Samuel 
Baird,  long  known  for  his  talents  and  for 
his  superior  knowledge  of  every  thing  re- 
[ lating  to  warrants,  surveys  and  the  gen- 
eral business  of  the  land  office.  My  busi- 
ness led  me  to  frequent  the  courts,  at 
■ hich  I became  well  acquainted  with 
j prominent  lawyers  and  attended  to  dis- 
cussions of  questions  relating  to  the  land 
law.  In  1810  I was  admitted  to  the  Bar 
and  continued  in  the  profession  for  sev- 
eral years.  In  1815  a new  law  was  passed 
regulating  the  mode  of  selling  lands  for 
taxes.  It  contained  one  extraordinary 
feature  which  rendered  it  vastly  more 
equitable.  It  allowed  the  land-holder 
two  years  to  redeem  his  property.  Pre- 
vious to  this  sales  of  lands  for  taxes  were 
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absolute.  There  was  no  equity  of  re- 
demption, and  the  commissioners  might  at 
any  moment  direct  the  lands  to  be  sold 
for  arrearages  of  taxes  after  the  sales 
had  been  advertised  and  adjourned. 
Speculators  were  constantly  on  the  watch 
for  opportunities  to  secure  valuable 
lands.” 

From  1818  to  1824  he  gives  a detailed 
account  of  his  labor  securing  charters  for 
turnpikes,  and  the  work  connected  with 
locating  and  building  the  same.  Com- 
binations were  formed  among  the 
land-holders  by  which  a considerable 
amount  of  lands  were  given.  Mr.  Mere- 
dith acting  as  agent  would  go  to  Harris- 
burg, secure  charters  and  obtain  State 
appropriations.  In  this  work  he  was  led 
into  the  details  of  conflicting  interests  of 
settlers  with  land-holders,  and  how  they 
were  adjusted.  The  delays  and  uncer- 
tainties of  receiving  payment  on  lands 
when  contracted  are  mentioned  as  fol- 
lows: 

“It  was  found  by  experience  that  no 
limitation  of  time  could  be  fixed  within 
which  settlers  would  be  prepared  to  meet 
their  contracts.  It  necessarily  must  be 
long  and  might  be  retarded  by  untoward 
circumstances,  by  indolence  or  indiffer- 
ence. To  produce  energy,  activity  and  per- 
severance, I formed  a system  that  was 
pursued  for  many  years  to  secure  small 
payments  and  prevent  lands  being  aban- 
doned when  taken  up.” 

Mr.  Meredith  concludes  with  the  fol- 
lowing description  of  the  country  em- 
bracing northeastern  Pennsylvania:  “It 
exhibited  the  appearance  in  every  way  of 
a dense  forest.  The  settlements  were  few, 
small  and  scattered,  roads  poor,  the 
bridges,  if  possible,  worse.  Nothing 
but  the  heaviest  kind  of  wheel- 
erage  could  possibly  stand  the  obstructions 
it  had  to  encounter.  All  traveling  was 
on  horseback.  The  roads  were  so  nar- 
row that  the  branches  of  the  trees  inter- 
locked and  formed  a shade  impenetrable 
to  the  rays  of  the  sun.  They  were  full 
of  roots  and  mud  holes  and  wet  in  mid- 
summer. If  the  horseman  rode  fast  he 
frequently  splashed  through  these  hol- 
lows and  threw  the  muddy  water  a rod 
before  him.  The  bridges  were  composed 
of  round  logs  or  poles  with  openings  be- 
teen  them,  thrown  carelessly  down  with 
the  bark  on.  This  in  time  peeled  off  and 
when  covered  with  mud  was  as  slippery 
as  ice.  The  poorer  class  of  people  with 
whom  I had  much  to  do  resided  in  log 
cabins,  dark,  smoky  and  cold.  The  fur- 
niture was  of  the  rudest  bind,  a bench  for 
a seat,  a deal  board  for  a table,  a couple 
of  sticks  set  into  the  logs  with  tough  bark 


cut  into  strips  and  crossed  for  the  straw- 
bed  to  rest  on.  This  was  luxury,  it  was 
more  common  to  lie  on  the  floor,  some- 
times on  a straw  bed  often  wrapped  in  a 
blanket.  I have  seen  from  15  to  20  men, 
women  and  children  crammed  into  one 
room  in  this  manner.  As  mills  were  at  a 
distance,  flour  was  a rarity.  The  family 
frequently  lived  for  a length  of  time  on 
pounded  com,  milk  and  potatoes,  with 
venison,  if  the  good  man  could  find  time 
to  kill  it.”  W.  M.

VII.  Separatisteu — Separatists — 1719-1765 

When  and  wherever,  men  are  disposed 
not  to  respect  or  support  those  in  author- 
ity, in  church  or  state,  the  spirit  of  schism, 
ever  rife  to  secede  or  separate,  actuates 
parties  to  set  up  for  themselves.  In  the 
be^nning  of  the  eighteenth  century  Sepa- 
ratists were  numerous  in  Europe,  especial- 
ly in  Germany.  By  permission  from  the 
government,  and  under  the  supervision 
of  the  parish  clergy,  they  held  private 
meetings — neglected  the  usual  public  wor- 
ship of  God.  In  their  own  meetings  they 
pronounced  severe  judgments  against  reg- 
ularly ordained  ministers,  established 
churches  and  rulers,  (Ehrenfried,  543.) 
They  boasted  of  it,  as  a speeial  preroga- 
tive, that  they  did  not  avail  themselves  of 
any  church  privileges,  nor  of  partaking  of 
the  I.^rd’s  Supper.  The  burden  of  their 
teachings  was  their  own  peculiar  notions 
of  doctrines  and  external  rites.  An  un- 
converted person,  dead  in  sins,  if  of  their 
own  faith,  they  preferred  to  the  true  child 
of  God,  out  of  their  communion,  (Span- 
genberg,  646.) 

The  Separatists  who  came  to  Pennsyl- 
vania, had  belonged,  in  Germany,  to  the 
Lutherans,  Reformed,  Menonites,  and 
partly  to  other  denominations,  and  formed 
a separate  communion.  As  late  as  1746 
there  was  a congregation  of  them  at  Ger- 
mantown, (Chron.  Ephra,  170.) 

The  German  Separatists  were  different 
from  those  to  ■whom  this  name  is  given 
about  1738  or  1740.  Many  whose  zeal 
was  enzundet,  kindled  by  the  preaching 
of  Rev.  George  Whitefield  (bom  1714, 
Gloucester,  England;  died  1770)  w'hile  in 
America,  1739-44,  were  called  New 
Lights,  or  Separatists,  because  they  or- 
ganized distinct  societies.  These  two 
counted  many,  as  adhering  to  their  so- 
cieties. In  several  of  the  Eastern  States 
they  organized  numerous  congregations 
or  communions.  Their  leader  was  for 
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some  time  the  eRv.  Shubach  Stearns,  a 
native  of  Boston,  who  labored  among 
them  until  1751,  when  he  embraced  the 
sentiments  of  the  Baptists,  as  many  others 
of  the  Pedobaptists  did  about  this  time, 
(Hist,  of  Conn.,  209;  Benedict’s  Hist,  of 
the  Baptists.) 


VIII.  TUe  Q,iiletlsts. 

Die  Stillen  im  Lande.  or  Quietists,  so 
called  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Muhlenberg, 
were  persons  who  had  eingesaugt — imbib- 
ed the  principles  of  Michael  Molinos,  a 
Spanish  ecclesiastic, born  at  Patacina,  De- 
cember 21,  1G27.  After  a career  of  some 
distinction  he  went  to  Rome.  1675,  there 
published  an  ascetical  treatise,  entitled 
The  Spiritual  Guide,  which,  viewing  it 
from  a Roman  Catholic  standpoint,  was 
heretical.  He  was,  1685,  to  appear  before 
the  Holy  Office — .Jesuits  and  Dominicans 
— and  he  was  required  to  publicly  abjure 
the  doctrines  embraced  in  the  Guide.  He 
hesitated  to  do  so.  He  was  sentenced, 
1687,  tO'  close  imprisonment,  in  which  he 
was  detained  until  his  death.  1696,  when 
he  had  entered  his  70th  year,  (Hagen- 
bach’s  Vorhsingen,  ii.,  378-380.)  Some  of 
Molinos’  doctrines  were  purely  specula- 
tive, involving  little  of  practical  conse- 
quence, whether  for  good  or  evil,  except, 
perhaps,  with  what  has  been  called  the 
vulgar  crowd  of  his  followers.  From  the 
belief  of  the  lofty  and  perfect  nature  of 
the  purely  passive  state  of  contemplation 
there  is  b\it  a single  step  to  the  fatal  prin- 
ciple in  morals,  that  in  this  sublime  state 
of  contemplation  all  external  things  be- 
come indifferent  to  the  soul,  which  is  thus 
absorbed  in  God;  that  good  works,  the 
sacraments,  prayer,  are  not  necessary,  and 
hardly  even  compatible  with  the  repose 
of  the  soul. 

It  is  maintained  by  some  that  Molinos 
borrowed  his  principles  from  the  Persian 
Sooffees,  Soufees,  Sophis.  or  Sufis, 
a sect  of  philosophers,  who  derived 
their  name  from  the  Arabic  word 
“soof.”  pure,  pious,  wise — meaning 
morally  so  — Greek  sophoi.  Again, 
others  maintain,  and  perhaps  with  some 
degree  of  certainty,  from  the  Hesychasts 
— Greek. Hesychazo — to  be  quiet,  a mystic, 
contemplative  sect  of  the  Clreek  Church, 
who  renewed  in  the  fourteenth  century 
the  errors  and  practices  of  the  older  Eu- 
ehites.  The  Hesychasts  maintained  that 
abandoning  all  labor,  we  should  give  our- 
selves wholly  to  religious  exercises,  espe- 
cially to  contemplation.  They  appeared 
about  Constantinople,  1340._  In  their  con- 
templations they  fixed  their  eyes  stead- 
fastly on  the  center  of  the  stomach, 
whence  the  soubriquet  by  which  they 


j were  known — omphalopsychoi,  or  um- 
I bilici,  naval  souls,  because  they  fixed  their 
! eyes  upon  the  belly,  while  engaged  in 
prayer,  regarding  the  navel  as  the  seat  of 
the  .soul. 

The  Quietists  deduce  their  principles 
thus;  The  apostle  tells  us  that  the  spirit 
makes  intercession  for  us  (in  us.)  Now, 
if  the  spirit  pray  in  us  we  must  resi^ 
ourselves  to  his  impulses,  by  remaining  in 
a state  of  absolute  rest,  or  quietude-— 
Stible — till  we  attain  the  perfection  of  the 
unitive  life,  a life  of  union  with,  and,  as 
it  should  seem,  of  absoi'btion  in,  the  Deity. 
— (Watson,  Hendrick,  Ehrenfried.) 

jn  1749,  Quietists  were  numerous  in 
Pennsylvania.  “For  there  are,  1749,  says 
Muhlenberg,  many  who  separate  them- 
selves from  all  visible  things,  feign  to  wor- 
ship God  in  spirit  and  truth,  calling  them- 
selves quietists.  They  are  not  connected 
with  any  denomination;  suffer  reproof 
from  none;  having  neither  sympathy  with 
nor  compassion  for,  members  of  the 
church,  because  they  stand  aloof.  They 
expound  the  doctrines  of  the  Bible  in  their 
own  way,  obscuring  the  plainest  truths, 
by  their  unmeaning  languages  finding,  as 
they  profess,  great  mysteries  in  the  Bible, 
which  the  uninitiated  cannot  solve. 

“They  have  written  and  published  many 
books,  in  which  they  deplore  most  lament- 
ably that  men  have  not  within  them  the 
“Light  of  the  Saviour.”  Quiet  as  they 
profess  to  be,  if  called  on  to  relieve  the 
wants  of  their  fellow-sufferers,  then  they 
become  boisterous.  In  the  market  place 
where  anything  is  to  be  gained  by  traffic, 
there  they  are  surely  to  be  found.” 

IX,  Die  Giclitellaiier.— Tlie  GicJitelians-- 
iGse-iYoo. 

John  George  Gichtel  was  born  in  March, 
1638,  at  Regensburg,  Germany,  where  his 
father  was  collector  of  taxes.  When 
twelve  years  of  age,  as  he  was  reading  in 
the  Sacred  Scriptures  that  Moses,  David 
and  other  holy  persons  had  spoken  to  God, 
a desire  arose  in  his  heart  that  he  too 
might  enjoy  this  privilege.  For  some  time 
he  prayed  God  to  manifest  himself. 

In  his  sixteenth  year  he  pretended  to 
have  divine  vision  and  revelations.  He 
afterwards  went  to  Holland,  where  he  at- 
tended to  certain  religious  exercises,  with 
a view  to  fit  himself  for  the  duties  of  a 
missionary  in  America. — (Hagenback,  ii, 
320;  Goebel’s  Gesch.  ii.  507.) 

He  was  quite  a linguist.  Er  nannte  dar 
Griegische  Seine  Muttersprache;  Hebra- 
isch,  Syrisch  und  Arabisch  Seine  Gesch- 
wister.  Greek,  he  called  his  mother 
tongue — native  tongue;  Hebrew,  Syriac 
and  Arabic,  his  brothers. — (Hagenbach,  ii, 
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323.)  He  embraced  some  of  the  religious 
principles  of  Jacob  Bohmen.  After  en- 
during several  persecutions  in  Germany, 
the  result  of  the  disturbance  created  by 
his  doctrines,  and  suffering  considerable 
opposition  from  a number  of  his  followers, 
who  withdrew  from  him  that  support  for 
which  he  was  entirely  dependent  on  them, 
he  died  at  Amsterdam,  January  21,  1710, 
in  the  72d  year  of  his  age.  He  wrote  sev- 
eral works,  which  were  published  by  his 
disciples,  who  called  themselves  Angelic 
Brethren. 

His  works  were  published  in  1722,  at 
Leyden.  He  had  many  disciples  in  Hol- 
land, some  in  Germany  and  a few  in 
Pennsylvania,  who  held  his  Theosophic 
Epistles  in  high  estimation. 

Gichtel’s  fundamental  principles  difler- 
ed  essentially  from  those  of  the  Teutonic 
Theosophist.  Among  other  doctrines  or 
opinions,  he  maintained  that  the  conjugal 
state  was  sinful.  That  the  believer  must 
live  only  by  and  through  faith.  That 
God,  the  faithful  spouse,  if  the  soul  be 
united  with  Sophia,  wisdom,  thus  joined 
to  God,  will  provide  for  the  consort.  That 
by  a life  of  faith  the  perfection  of  the 
angels  of  God,  is  fully  attained.  Possess- 
ing, as  he  did,  the  writings  of  Bohmen,  he 
would  naturally  dispense  with  the  Sacred 
Scriptures,  baptism  and  Lord’s  Supper. 

As  he  was,  according  to  his  avowed  prin- 
ciples, espoused  to  Sophia,  he  believed  in 
having  been  initiated  into  all  profound, 
divine  mysteries,  and  constituted  a priest 
after  the  order  of  Melchisedeck  (King 
of  Righteousness). — Heb,  iii,  1,  3.  Thus 
authorized  by  plenary  powers  to  intro- 
duce a priesthood  among  his  brethren, 
which  priestly  office  consisted  in  a volun- 
tary, active  stellvertredent,  vicarious  ex- 
piation, for  the  sins  of  all  men.  To  effect 
this  expiation  the  favorites  of  God,  as  fol- 
lowers of  Jesus,  had  to  qualify  themselves 
by  conflict  and  prayer  io  enter  the  holy  of 
holies,  to  appease  the  wrath  of  God,  com- 
mute everlasting  punishment  into  love  and 
divine  beneficency.  To  fully  accomplish 
all  this,  with  certainty  of  success,  he 
taught,  a priest  must  banish  the  spirit 
of  the  world,  live  holy,  as  do  the  angels. 

Gichtel  divided  his  followers  into  two 
orders:  The  Perfect,  priests  according 
to  the  order  of  Melchisedeck.  The  Carnal, 
who  had  not  as  yet  attained  a high  degree 
in  the  communion,  and  were  bound  to  con- 
tribute toward  the  support  of  the  Perfect, 
to  entitle  them  to  become  participants  of 
the  benefits  of  expiation.  Although  an 
enthusiastic  fanatic,  he  was,  in  his  gen- 
eral deportment,  blameless.  Towards  the 
close  of  his  “earthly  career,”  he  became 


somewhat  moderated.  Es  war  manchea 
edlere  Streben  in  dem  Manne  und  be- 
sonders  scheintsich  gegen  das  Ende 
Seines  Lebens  das  Grobere  der  Schwar- 
merei  in  ihm  etwas  abgeklart  zuhaben, 
obwohl  es  ibm  auch  da  nicht  an  manchen 
truben  Studenfohlte.— (Hagenbach,  iii, 
331.) 


X.  Dlppels-L,etite“Dlppellaiis—  1696-17G0 

John  Conrad  Dippel,  “Christiannus 
Democritus.”was  born  Aug.  10,  1673, died 
April  25,  1743,  very  suddenly,  trotszeiner 
Weissagang,  in  spite  of  his  own  predic- 
tion that  he  would  live  until  1808.  Dippel 
was  an  embodiment  of  a peculiar  medley 
of  mysticism  and  rationalism,  of  pietism 
and  frivolity.”  He  was  a Hessian  divine. 
He  had  many  adherents  in  Europe.  Not  a 
few  of  his  disciples  found  their  way  into 
Gemtan  settlements  in  Pennsylvania, 
where  they  were  troublesome  fanatics. 
They  arrogated  a full  share  of  deeptoned 
piety,  and  sanctity.  In  worldly  matters 
some  of  them  were  not  more  honest  than 
those  whom  they  despised. 

Bolzius,  a Lutheran  divine,  at  Saltz- 
burg.  Georgia,  wrote,  1749,  to  a minister 
ill  Philadelphia  cautioning  him  against  a 
Dippelian,  who  had  by  certain  misrepre- 
sentations obtained  money  to  carry  on 
some  speculation.  Bolzius  closes  his  let- 
ter: In  diesem  Weltthiel,  muss  man  son- 
derlich  whol  die  fugen  aufthum.  und  Leut 
wohl  profen,  wenon  man  nicht  betrogen, 
und  in  Schaden  getrieben  werde  (Allsper- 
ger’s  Nach.  608).  Both  Muhlenberg 
an  ’ Schlatter  came  in  contact  with  sects. 
The  Dippellians  were  the  most  prominent. 
A certain  man,  says  Muhlenberg,  between 
forty  anil  fifty  years  of  age,  died  1744, 
without  hope  and  without  God,  who  with 
his  father  had  been,  in  Germany,  adher- 
ents of  the  noted  Dippel,  came  to  this 
country,  c-hanged  from  one  sect  to  an- 
other. finally  having  left  the  Gichtelians, 
he  believed  nothing,  lived  without  God, 
suffered  his  children  to  grow  up  like  In- 
dians (Hall.  Nach.  246).  Dippel  says. 
Herzog,  ist  weder  einreiner,  noch  ein 
origineller  Reprasentant  einer  theologis- 
chen  Geistisrichtung,  wie  etwa  Jacob 
Bohme.  Es  durcb  krenzen  sich  bei  ihm 
die  verschiedon.sten  elemente,  und  die 
unruhe  und  Eitelkeit  seines  Wesem  miisste 
jedenfalls  nachtheilig  auf  die  Gestaltung 
seines  theologischen  systemeinwirken. 

One  year  before  his  death  Dippel  pub- 
lished “Die  Hauptsumme  seiner  theologi- 
schen Grundlehren  des  Democriti.”  He 
also  composed  spiritual  hymns,  among 
others,  “O  Jesu,  sich  darein.”  (See 
Knapp’s  Liederschatz.) 
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Historical,  Biographical  and  Ctcuea- 
loglcal.

WORTHIES  OE  A CENTURX  AGO. 

BALL,  THOMAND. 

It  is  much  regretted  that  so  little  of  the 
history  of  this  man  has  been  preserved. 
No  doubt  he  was  a native  of  Ireland  and 
came  to  this  valley  among  the  first  emi- 
grants. Mr.  Ball  was  the  first  secretary 
of  the  Northumberland  County  Commit- 
tee of  Safety,  organized  February  8,  1776, 
and  is  credited  to  Augusta  township.  He 
acted  as  paymaster  to  Colonel  Hartley’s 
regiment  while  it  was  on  the  frontier,  and 
was  deputy  prothonotary  of  Northumber- 
land county  until  his  death,  in  1779.  His 
place  of  residence  was  Sunbury,  and 
doubtless  he  performed  the  duties  of  the 
office  while  William  Maclay  and  David 
Harris,  the  regularly  appointed  prothono- 
taries  for  that  period,  were  otherwise  en- 
gaed 


BLACIv,  JOHN  AND  JAMES. 

Among  the  early  merchants  of  Sunbury 
were  these  two  brothers.  They  were  na- 
tives of  Ireland.  Their  parents,  James 
and  Rachel  Black,  evidently  came  to  Sun- 
bury sometime  in  the  last  century.  John, 
the  elder  of  their  sons,  was  born  in  1735, 
and  died  November  13,  1790,  at  Sunbury. 
He  served  as  supervisor  of  Augusta  town- 
ship in  1779,  which  shows  that  he  was 
among  the  early  emigrants  and  was  prob- 
ably established  in  business  before  that 
date.  James  was  much  younger  than 
John,  having  been  born  May  12,  1752, 
and  died  at  Sunbury,  November  30,  1830. 
He  married  Catherine,  daughter  of  James 
and  .Jane  Cochran,  who  settled  in  what  is 
now  Columbia  county,  opposite  the  mouth 
of  Catawissa  creek,  before  the  revolu- 
tion. She  was  born  .July  25,  1766,  and 
died  December  23,  1843. 

.James  Black  was  an  active  and  prosper- 
ous business  man.  He  erected  the  first 
three-story  brick  house  in  Sunbury,  upon 
the  site  of  the  present  high  school  build- 
ing. On  March  1,  1790,  he  purchased  at 
sheriff’s  sale  a tract  of  two  hundred  acres 
near  the  mouth  of  Limestone  run,  and  in 
1795  laid  out  a part  of  this  land  as  an 
addition  to  the  town  of  Milton,  which  had 
just  been  founded  by  Andrew  Straub. 
This  land,  as  well  as  Straub’s  purchase, 
originally  belonged  to  the  estate  of  Tur- 
butt  Francis.  He  left  nine  children,  viz: 
Jane,  John,  David,  John,  William,  An- 
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drew,  James,  Jesse  and  Rachel.  Several 
of  the  sons  became  prominent  and  active 
business  men. 


BUYERS,  JOHN. 

The  parents  of  John  Buyers — John  Buy- 
ers and  Letitia  Patton — were  natives  of  1 
County  Monaghan,  Ireland,  and  emi-' 
grated  to  this  country  in  1735.  They 
settled  in  the  Pequea  Valley,  Lan-| 
caster  County,  where  John,  the] 
subject  of  this  notice,  was  born 
June  9,  1749.  When  he  grew  to 
manhood  he  learned  ine  trade  of  a car- ; 
penter,  and  soon  after  the  town  of  Sun-  { 
bury  was  founded  he  removed  thither  and 
was  employed  upon  the  erection  of  many 
of  the  early  buildings,  including  the  first 
jail.  In  1796  he  erected  a brick  building  \ 
and  engaged  in  merchandizing,  which  he  I 
continued  until  1815.  ' 

The  name  of  John  Buyers  first  appears 
in  local  ofiicial  connection  in  1776  as  over- 
seer of  the  poor  in  Augusta  township; 
September  28,  1780,  he  was  commissioned 
a justice  of  the  peace,  serving  also  as  jus- 
tice of  the  county  court,  and  frequently 
presiding  in  the  absence  of  the  regularly 
commissioned  president;  he  was  commis- 
sioned as  justice  of  the  peace  for  Sunbury 
and  Augusta  township,  September  1,  1791, 
serving  in  that  capacity  some  years;  De- 
cember 31,  1784,  and  the  3d  of  .Tanuary, 
1786,  he  was  elected  county  treasurer, 
which  office  he  also  filled  in  1787-88,  and 
in  1800-08,  inclusive,  he  served  as  county 
auditor. 

His  death  occurred  May  5,  1821;  his 
wife,  Ann  Fullerton,  died  October  30, 
1808,  in  the  fifty-ninth  year  of  her  age. 
They  were  the  parents  of  ten  children, 
seven  sons  and  three  daughters.  IVilliam 
P.,  one  of  their  sons  (born  January  12, 
1782),  learned  the  trade  of  printer  and 
founded  the  Lycoming  Gazette  at  Wil- 
liamsport in  1801,  and,  having  sold  his 
office,  he  returned  to  Sunbury  and  estab- 
lishe(3  the  Times  in  1812.  He  married 
Martha  Hunter,  December  13.  1815, 

daughter  of  Alexander  Hunter,  and  grand- 
daughter of  Col.  Samuel  Hunter,  the  fam- 
ous commandant  of  Fort  Augusta.  Her 
mother,  Nancy  Hunter,  was  a daughter 
of  Col.  Samuel  Hunter,  and  married  her 
cousin,  Alexander  Hunter,  consequently 
she  did  not  change  her  name.  Wil- 
liam F.  Buyers  died  June  27,  1822,  at 
Sunbury.  In  1824  his  widow  married  his 
brother,  George  Patton  Buyers,  at  Har- 
risburg, and  probably  died  there.

gust, 1688. 

Edward  Shippen  was  bom  the  10th 
of  December,  1677,  and  died  26th 
December,  1714,  in  Philadelphia. 
[He  married  Francina  Vandenhey- 
den  at  Newtown,  in  Maryland,  by 
whom  he  had  issue  one  daughter, 
Margaret,  who  afterward  married 
John  Jekyl.] 

Joseph  Shippen  (my  father)  was  bom 
the  28th  of  Febmary,  1678-9,  and 
died  June,  1741,  at  Germantown. 

Mary  Shippen  was  born  the  6th  of 
May,  1681,  and  died  30th  August, 
1688. 

Anne  Shippen  was  bom  the  17th  of 
January,  1684,  and  intermarried 
with  Thomas  Sto^. 

My  grandfather  by  his  second  wife,  Re- 
becca, had  issue: 

Elizabeth  Shippen  was  born  the  30th 
of  the  eighth  month,  1691,  and  died 
the  18th  of  the  sixth  month,  1692. 

My  grandfather  married  Esther  James 
; (a  wiflow),  his  third  wife,  by  whom  he 
had  issue: 

, .Tohn  Shippen,  who  died  very  young, 
j William  Shippen,  who  died  in  1731,  or 
thereabouts,  aged  25  or  26  years. 


My  father,  Joseph  Shippen,  was  mar- 
ried in  Boston  to  Abigail  Gross  (the 
daughter  of  Thomas  and  Elizabeth  Gross) 
on  the  28th  of  July,  1702,  on  Tuesrlay  P. 
M.  My  mother,  Abigail  Shippen,  died  in 
Philadelphia,  the  28th  of  June,  1716,  five 
minutes  after  11  o’clock  in  the  morning.

Tlie  Clillllsqnaqae  Presbyterian  Clinrcli* 

About  1773  a Presbyterian  Church  was 
organized  in  Chillisquaque  township, 
Northumberland  county.  It  is  situated  a 
mile  and  a half  northeast  of  the  village  of 
Pottsgrove,  Montour  county.  The  first 
building,  which  was  constructed  of  wood, 
was  burned  by  the  Indians  in  1779.  The 
second,  likewise  a log  structure,  was 
erected  soon  after,  but  in  1789-90  it  was 
extensively  changed,  plastered  within  and 
given  a “pebble  dash”  without.  In  1853 
it  was  torn  down  and  a brick  building 
erected.  This  building  was  used  till  1889, 
when  it  was  decided  to  move  into  the  vil- 
lage of  Pottsgrove,  and  a new  frame 
building  was  erected  and  occupied  in  1891. 

The  graveyard  adjoining  the  abandoned 
church  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  valley, 
and  in  it  are  buried  many  of  the  promi- 
nent early  settlers.  It  contains  the  ashes 
of  more  than  three  generations.  The 
oldest  marked  grave  is  that  of  John  Mont- 
gomery, who  died  November  8th,  1792. 
There  are  many  older  ones,  but  time  has 
obliterated  all  trace  of  the  stones  that 
doubtless  were  erected  tO’  preserve  the 
names  of  the  occupants.  Tradition  says 
that  a number  of  settlers  who  perished  at 
the  hands  of  the  Indians  were  buried  here. 
A few  inscriptions  on  the  tombstones  of 
prominent  persons  are  briefly  given:

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A few  of  the  above  are  deserving:  of 
more  than  a passing  notice.  Daniel 
Smith  was  a prominent  lawyer  and  lived 
on  a farm  at  the  lower  end  of  the  bor- 
ough of  Milton.  He  was  a native  of  New 
Jersey  and  a graduate  of  Princeton  in  the 
class  of  1787,  studied  law  in  that  State 
and  began  the  practice  of  his  profession  in 
Northumberland  county  about  1795.  He 
married  Cassandra,  daughter  of  Samuel 
Wallis,  the  great  land  speculator,  who 
died  in  1798  of  yellow  fever.  Mr.  Smith 
was  an  able  lawyer  and  eloquent  speaker. 

Lydia  Wallis  was  the  widow  of  Samuel 
Wallis,  the  land  king,  whose  seat  was  at 
Fort  Muncy  in  what  is  now  Lycoming 
county.  She  was  a Hollingsworth,  of 
Philadelphia  and  a lady  of  rare  accom- 
plishments. Her  marriage  took  place 
March  1,  1770,  and  she  at  once  accom- 
panied her  husband  to  the  frontier  and 
participated  in  the  trials  and  tribulations 
of  that  stormy  time.  When  Samuel  Wal- 
lis died  he  left  a vast  landed  estate,  but  it 
was  so  encumbered  with  debt  that  little 
was  left  for  the  widow  and  her  six  chil 
dren.  When  the  homestead  was  sold  in 
May,  1802,  the  widow  soon  after  took  up 
her  residence  with  her  daughter,  Mrs. 
Cassandra  Smith,  on  the  farm  near  Mil- 
ton,  where  she  died,  as  stated  above,  aged 
68  years  and  5 months,  having  been  born 
in  1741.  For  a long  time  it  was  thought 
that  she  was  much  impoverished  by  the 
sale  of  the  estate,  but  her  will,  which  is 
on  record  at  Sunbury,  shows  that  she 
saved  something  from  the  wreck.  It  is  as 
follows: 

I.  Lydia  Wallis,  late  of  Muncy  town- 
ship, Lycoming  county,  but  now  of  Tur- 
butt  township,  Northumberland  county, 
* * * * widow  and  relict  of  Samuel 
Wallis,  deceased,  do  make  this  my  last 
will  and  testament: 

I give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved 
daughter,  Hauah  Wallis,  after  defraying 
my  funeral  expen.ses  and  debts,  and  what 
money  I may_  need  during  my  life,  all  the 
unused  remaining  part  of  the  moneys 
arising  from  the  sale  of  my  lands  lately 
by  me  sold  to  William  Watson,  situate  in 
Muncy  township,  Lycoming  county,  and 
to  be  at  her  disposal  after  death,  if  she 
remains  single:  but,  and  if  the  money, 
then  the  remaining  part  of  the  proceeds 
of  said  sale  is  to  be  divided  into  two 
shares — one  share  to  be  my  daughter  Han- 
nah’.s,  and  to  be  at  her  disposal;  and  the 
other  share  to  be  divided  into  two  equal 
parts  or  shares — one  of  which  equal  part 
or  share  I give  and  bequeath  to  my  be- 
loved daughter  Cassandra  Smith,  to  be  at 
her  disposal,  except  such  part  of  hers'  as  I 
may  hereafter  devise.  And  the  other 


equal  part  or  share,  being  one-fourth  part 
of  said  remaining  proceeds  of  the  afore- 
said sales,  I give  and  bequeath  to  my  be- 
loved children,  to  wit:  Mary  Lathy,  Sarah 
Brady,  wife  of  Hugh  Brady,  and  my  son, 
S.amuel  H.  Wallis,  share  and  share  alike, 
to  them  and  their  heirs  forever. 

I will  that  Edward  Wallis  shall  have 
ten  pounds  out  of  the  part  or  share  that 
I have  bequeathed  to  my  daughter  ^s- 
sandra  Smith:  and  also  that  she  pay  or 
give  ten  pounds  out  of  her  share  to  the 
repair  or  improvement  of  the  burial 
ground  I am  laid  in. 

I give  and  bequeath  to  my  beloved 
daughters  Cassandra  Smith  and  Hannah 
Wallis,  all  the  real  or  personal  estate  that 
I may  die  seized  in  or  possessed  of  ex- 
cept such  part  or  parts  as  I have  be- 
queathed or  hereafter  may  so  bequeath. 

I give  and  bequeath  unto  my  daughter 
Hannah  Wallis  all  my  shares  of  stock  in 
bank  (that  were  bequeathed  to  me  by  my 
beloved  mother,  now  deceased)  to  my 
daughter  Hannah  and  her  heirs  or  assigns 
forever. 

Lastly,  I doi  hereby  nominate  and  ap- 
point my  trusty  friends,  .Tohn  Boyd,  of 
Northumberland  town,  and  .Joseph  Kerr, 
of  the  town  of  Milton,  to  be  the  exectitors 
of  this  my  last  will  and  testament,  hereby 
revoking  all  other  wills  bv  me  beretofore 
made.  LYDIA  WALLIS. 

The  will  bears  no  date,  but  as  it  was 
filed  for  probate  November  2,  1812,  it  was 
very  likely  made  in  August  before  her 
death,  as  it  bears  evidence  of  being  hur- 
riedly drawn. 

Her  daughter  Mary,  b.  April  25,  1771, 
married  Dr.  William  Kent  Lathy  June  30, 
1800,  and  d.  at  Alton,  Illinois,  ,Tune  6, 
1844,  in  her  74th  year.  Dr.  Lathy  was 
the  first  resident  physician  of  Williams- 
port, Pa,,  having  settled  there  in  1798, 
and  remained  until  1800.  He  died  at 
Northumberland  .Tuly  28,  1809,  aged  37 
years  and  5 months,  leaving  an  only  sur- 
viving son  (William  Kent  Lathy),  who 
also  became  a physician  and  died  April  7, 
1864,  at  Alton,  Illinois,  leaving  descend- 
ants. 

Sarah,  b.  August  10,  1778,  married  Gen. 
Hugh  Brady,  and  died  at  Detroit,  August 
25,  1833,  leaving  descendants,  who  still 
live  there. 

Hanah,  b.  February  21,  1781,  married 
William  Miller  in  1816 — four  years  after 
the  death  of  her  mother- -and  died  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1859,  at  Muncy,  leaving  de- 
scendants. 

The  date  of  the  death  of  Cassandra  is 
unknown,  but  tradition  says  it  occurred 
soon  after  her  mother. 

Samuel  Hollingsworth  Wallis,  the  only 
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son  mentioned  in  the  will,  was  born  Jan- 
uary 18,  1784.  He  studied  medicine  and 
became  a practicing  physician.  He  mar- 
ried Elizabeth  Cowden  April  17,  1807, 
and  died  at  Dunnstown,  now  Clinton 
county.  Pa.,  April  19,  1832,  leaving  a 
son  and  a daughter.  The  remains  of  Dr. 
Wallis  were  Interred  in  the  Friends’  burial 
ground  at  Pennsdale,  Lycoming  county, 
located  on  one  of  the  famous  Muncy 
farms,  which  his  father  once  owned. 
Mary,  the  daughter  of  Dr.  Wallis,  mar- 
ried Philip  Shay,  and  left  one  son — Wil- 
liam Field  Shay — now  a well-known  at- 
torney living  at  Watsontown,  Northum- 
berland county.

THE  AVYOMING  CONTROVEKSY. 

[The  following  address  and  petition 
does  not  appear  in  the  volume  of  Archives 
devoted  especially  to  the  Connecticut  con- 
troversy with  Pennsylvania.  It  is  a paper 
of  real  value,  and  we  believe  will  be  high- 
ly appreciated  by  the  descendants  of  the 
original  signers  now  residing  in  the  coun- 
ty of  Luzerne.] 

The  Address  and  Petition  of  the  Inhabi- 
tants of  the  County  of  Luzerne  to  the 
Honorable  the  General  AssemVdy  of 
Representatives  of  the  Freemen  of 
Pennsylvania. 

May  it  Please  the  Assembly  to  Accept 
our  Grateful  asknowledgements  for  their 
attention  to  our  requests  in  Erecting  this 
district  into  a Separate  County  and  giving 
us  an  Opportunity  of  Choosing  Civil 
Officers  and  being  Represented  in  the  As- 
sembly and  in  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council.  We  are  Happy  in  the  Prospect 
now  opened  of  our  receiving  and  Enjoying 
the  Blessings  of  regular  and  Constitu- 
tional Government,  nothing  will  then  be 
wanted  to  remove  everj'  cause  of  .Jealousy 
and  Complaint  but  the  Confirmation  of 
the  Titles  to  our  Lands. 

Those  Lands  have  been  the  Source  of 
such  disorders,  such  losses  and  such  Suf- 
ferings that  we  have  reason  to  deplore  the 
fatal  day  when  we  and  our  Fathers  first 
Set  foot  upon  this  Hostile  ground,  but 
here  we  now  are  an  Indigent  and  dis- 
tressed People,  A People  whose  Sub- 
stance often  Acquired,  has  often  been  ile- 
stroyed,  even  what  Our  Various  Enemies 
at  any  time  left  us,  or  allowed  us  respite 
to  Procure,  has  repeatedly  been  Over- 
whelmed and  Ruined  or  Swept  away  by 
destructive  floods,  so  that  we  are  now 
more  Wretched  and  Enduring  more  hard- 
ships than  at  the  Moment  of  our  Migra- 
tion hither. 

Pardon  us  that  we  have  Glanced  upon 


our  Sufferings,  we  would  not  wound  the 
Ear  of  Humanity  with  a detail  of  Miser- 
ies that  are  past.  Particularly  we  would 
not  describe  those  which  were  above  all 
others  the  most  Insupportable;  those 
which  were  Inflicted  by  Men  who  ap- 
peared in  the  Sight  as  Subjects  of  Penn- 
sylvania, and  Consequently  of  Fellow 
Citizens,  but  the  Justice  of  the  State  ha!, 
held  those  Transactions  up  to  Publick 
Censure,  and  with  this  reparation  we  will 
Ifie  content.  Those  Outrages  we  have  not 
forgotten;  we  Cannot  Yet  forget  them, 
for  at  this  hour  we  are  Experiencing  Dis- 
treses  which  Spring  from  that  very 
Source,  but  we  will  Endeavor  to  forgive 
them  some  among  ourselves  have  not  been 
Faultless.  And  it  may  be  Essential  to  the 
Peace  of  the  County  that  all  past  Offences 
be  bury’d  in  Oblivion.  Some  of  us  have 
large  Claims  for  Injuries  received,  but  we 
are  willing  to  Saci-ifiee  them  on  the  Altar 
of  Peace.  We  wish  not  to  open  afresh 
those  Wounds  which  now  are  healing,  and 
therefore  Express  our  hope  that  it  may 
Consist  with  the  Wisdom  of  the  Assembly 
to  pass  an  Act  of  Oblivion  and  Indemnity 
as  well  for  Private  Trespasses  as  Public 
^V’rong^. 

It  is  our  Earnest  desire  to  ground  our 
Petition  on  the  Basis  of  Reason  and 
Equity,  but  our  all  is  at  Stake,  for  Sep- 
arate from  our  Lands  We  have  no  Prop- 
erty worth  naming,  and  under  the  Opera- 
tion of  such  an  Interest,  an  Interest  dear 
to  us  as  our  lives,  perhaps  we  may  ask 
more  than  reason  and  Equity  can  Grant; 
we  wish  not  to  offend,  and  if  any  part  of 
our  request  should  appear  amiss  We  Pray 
for  the  Indulgent  consideration  of  the 
Honorable  Assembly  that  such  Impro- 
l)riety  may  not  Prejudice  those  Equitable 
rights  to  which  we  Shall  be  thought  In- 
titled. 

In  the  Event  of  things  our  lands  have 
Cost  us  Dear,  indeed  their  price  has  been 
paid  (too  dearly  paid),  in  the  Blood  of  our 
Fathers,  Husbands,  Sons  and  Brothers, 
and  now  the  hard  labour  of  Seventeen 
Years  no  fruits  remain,  in  such  un- 
happy Circumstances  Shall  we  be  thought 
Unreasonable  if  we  ask  a free  and 
Gratuitous  Confirmation  of  our  Titles  to 
our  Lands,  we  hope  not. 

The  lands  which  we  refer  to  are  those 
which  are  Comprehended  in  the  Annex’d 
List  of  Townships,  and  a few  detached 
lots  Capable  of  Cultivation,  between  the 
Townships  which  under  the  Authority  of 
Connecticut  were  laid  out  and  Settled 
Prior  to  the  decree  of  the  Federal  Court 
at  Trenton.  These  Townships  are  Gener- 
ally Squares  of  five  Miles,  and  Severally 
divided  into  fifty-three  lots  of  three  Hun- 
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dred  acres  each,  of  which  one  was  ap- 
propriated to  the  use  of  the  first  Settled 
Minister  in  Fee,  one  for  the  Parsonage 
and  one  for  the  Support  of  a School  and 
the  remaining  fifty  were  allotted  to  Such 
Persons  as  Settled  upon  or  Purchased 
them.  The  farm  lots  in  aJ]  the  towns  were 
not  Actually  Occupied  Prior  to  the  Set- 
tlement of  Jurisdiction  between  the  States 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Connecticut,  but  in 
some  of  the  Towns  the  district  families 
were  Twice  as  Numerous  as  the  farm  lots, 
and  many  Such  had  rights  in  other  Towns 
w'ere  prevented  from  making  Actual  Set- 
tlements thro’  fear  of  destruction  from 
the  Indians  during  the  late  War._  The 
farm  lots  so  laid  out  and  Occupied  or 
which  had  been  assigned  to  Persons  liv- 
ing within  the  Settlement,  and  who  dur- 
ing the  War  Could  not  with  Safety  Com- 
mence their  Improvements,  Comprehend 
all  the  lands.  The  Titles  to  which  we 
Pray  the  General  Assembly  to  Confirm. 

Without  entering  into  further  details, 
which  might  appear  tedious.  We  here 
rest  our  cause.  Committing  it  to  the  Wis- 
dom, the  Equity  and  the  kindness  of  the 
General  Assembly,  and  with  all  Possible 
respect  beg  leave  to  Subscribe  our  Names.

WOLF. 

T.  M.  Wolf,  of  107  Lake  street,  Chi- 
cago, desires  information  concerning  his 
ancestors,  and  will  be  greatly  obliged  to 
any  one  who  can  put  him  on  their  track. 
His  grandfather,  whose  name  was  Henry 
Wolf  (and  whose  father’s  name  was  John), 
left  his  home,  which  was  somewhere  in 
the  vicinity  of  Reading,  or  Sunbury,  and 
went  into  the  war  of  1812  as  a drummer 
boy.  This  same  Henry  is  supposed  to 
have  had  a brother  named  George  W., 
who  left  Pennsylvania  about  1781,  and 
settled  in  Brumestown,  Ky.,  after  which 
all  trace  of  him  was  lost.  It  is  particu- 
larly desired  to  know  what  became  of 
Henry,  the  drummer  boy. 


The  I^e^end  cft  Pine  Sprius^. 

I recently  visited  the  aged  widow  of 
Daniel  Maubeck,  of  Spring  to\smship, 
Snyder  county,  who  is  possessed  of  a large 
stock  of  reminiscences  of  the  olden  time. 
One  very  remarkable  fact,  which  she  im- 
parted to  me,  I will  here  give.  In  1839 
(this  date  being  fixed  by  the  age  of  a son, 
who  was  then  a babe)  an  Indian  came  to 
their  house,  and  carefully  noted  their 
place,  seemingly  intent  on  discovering  or 
identifying  some  particular  spot.  He 
finally  asked  Mr.  Maubeck  where  the  Pine 
Spring  was  in  that  locality.  He  was  in- 
formed that  there  was  no  spring  known 
by  that  name  in  that  neighborhood. 

He  then  informed  them  there  was  a 
spring  here  where  the  wigwam  of  his  an- 
cestors stood,  and  that  it  might  be  iden- 
tified by  a tree  which  they  had  marked. 
This  mark  consisted  of  inserting  the  limb 
of  a forked  tree  into  the  other  stem  of  the 
fork,  and  causing  it  to  grow  fast,  like  a 
graft. 

Mr.  Maubeck  told  the  Indian  there  was 
a spring  near  by  on  the  bank  of  which 
stood  a large  pine  tree.  He  then  conduct- 
ed the  red  man  to  the  place,  who  identified 
the  spot  at  once  by  the  tree  which  his  an- 
cestors had  marked  over  a century  ago. 

Learning  that  the  tree  was  still  there, 
I took  several  gentlemen  with  me  and  we 
repaired  to  the  spring.  The  place,  which 
is  about  two  miles  north  of  Beavertown, 


impressed  us  as  an  ideal  spot  for  a Red 
Man’s  wigwam.  We  found  the  tree  to  be 
a monster  beech,  ninety-three  inches  in 
circumference.  Originally  it  was  forked 
near  the  ground.  A branch  from  an  old 
stem  had  been  cut  off  and  the  end  trimmed 
like  a graft  and  inserted  into  the  other 
stem,  where  it  grew  fast,  thus  forming  a 
triangle,  or  rather  an  inverted  A.  The  in- 
sertion is  now  eleven  feet  from  the  ground. 
The  pine  tree  near  by  was  also  double. 
One  member  was  cut  down  evidently 
many  years  ago.  The  member  still  stand- 
ing has  every  appearance  of  great  age. 
The  spring  is  a magnificent  one  and 
flows  from  the  hillside.  The  space  be- 
tween the  spring  and  the  Middle  creek, 
which  is  a considerable  stream,  is  level. 

The  Indian  also  told  the  Maubecks  that 
there  was  treasure  buried  near  the  spring, 
but  he  had  no  means  of  locating  it.  After 
lingering  around  the  spring  for  some  hours 
he  took  his  departure,  and  never  returned. 

Mrs.  Maubeck  also  informed  me  that  in 
her  young  days  there  was  a large  black 
si>ot  about  a mile  below  Pine  Spring, 
where  she  was  told  by  the  old  settlers  the 
Indians  had  their  council  fires,  aud  that 
near  to  this  black  spot  there  were  two  or 
more  great  stones  that  had  figures  cut  on 
them — tomahawks,  bows  and  arrows,  &c. 

To  this  place  we  also  went,  and  suc- 
ceeded in  finding  the  stones,  but  the  black 
patch  was  doubtless  covered  with  under- 
brush. The  stones  were  massive,  smooth 
sandstones  and  evidently  placed  there  by 
human  agency.  Owing  to  their  sunken 
condition  we  could  not  inspect  them  satis- 
factorily. We  saw  traces  of  what  had 
been  figures  of  some  kind,  but  the  tooth  of 
time  had  made  their  identification  impos- 
sible. On  the  edge  of  one  of  the  stones 
we  saw  a rude  cutting  of  the  date  1790.

CHAMBERS  FAMILY. 

James  Chambers,  a native  o^  County 
Down,  Ireland,  came  to  this  country  near 
the  close  of  the  last  century  and  settled 
on  the  West  Branch  of  the  Susquehanna 
river  in  Lycoming  township,  a few  miles 
west  of  the  present  city  of  Williamsport. 
His  name  appears  in  the  enumeration  of 
taxable  inhabitants  made  in  March,  1800. 
But  hearing  favorable  reports  of  the  fer- 
tility and  beauty  of  the  country  near  Pitts- 
burg, he  concluded  to  remove  thither.  Ac- 
cordingly he  emigrated  with  his  family 
and  located  on  Bane’s  Fork  of  Ten  Mile 
creek,  Washington  county.  Crumrine’s 
history  of  that  county  says  Chambers 
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settled  there  in  October,  1797.  This 
must  be  an  error,  inasmuch  as  his  name 
appears  among  the  taxables  of  Lycoming 
township,  Lycoming  county,  in  the  early 
part  of  1800.  However,  he  might  have 
selected  his  new  place  as  early  as  1797, 
but  did  not  remove  his  family  until  a few 
years  later,  which  would  account  for  his 
name  appearing  among  the  taxables  in  Ly- 
coming. 

The  date  of  the  birth  of  Mr.  Chambers 
is  not  stated,  but  it  must  have  been  as 
early  as  1755  or  1758.  Neither  are  we  in- 
formed where  he  died,  or  who  his  wife 
was.  Their  family  consisted  of  three 
daughters  and  three  sons,  viz.; 

i.  Mary,  b.  1779;  m.  Leslie  Cannon;  d. 
1874,  aged  95. 

ii.  Jane;  m.  James  Jolly  and  settled  in 
Wheeling. 

iii.  Margaret;  m.  George  Gourlay  and 
settled  in  Cadiz,  Ohio. 

iv.  James;  m.  and  settled  in  Washing- 
ton borough.  Judge  James  C.  Chambers, 
of  Amwell  township,  was  his  son. 

V.  William;  never  married. 

vi.  Robert;  in  connection  with  his  broth- 
er he  built  a mill  in  1823  on  the  home- 
stead proiierty,  which  is  still  standing. 

Descendants  of  the  Chambers  family 
still  live  in  Washington  county. 


THE  CURRY  FAMILY. 

William  Curry  was  born  in  what  is  now 
Dauphin  county  in  1739.  On  arriving  at 
the  proper  age  he  learned  the  trade  ot  gun- 
smith and  cooper,  probably  in  the  city  of 
Lancaster.  He  joined  .he  Revolutionary 
army  and  faithfully  served  during  the 
struggle  for  liberty.  When  peace  was  re- 
stored he  married,  in  1783,  and  soon 
after,  with  his  wife,  emigrated  to  Wash- 
ington county  and  purctiased  290  acres  of 
land  from  a man  named  Davis,  who  had 
settled  on  it  and  made  some  improvements. 
As  the  land  at  the  time  of  the  purchase 
was  not  patented,  Mr.  Curry  soon  after- 
wards rode  on  horseback  to  Lancaster  and 
secured  his  patent.  On  this  tract  he  liv- 
ed until  his  death,  which  occurred  in  1820. 
He  had  the  following  family: 

i.  William. 

ii.  John,  b.  1795;  d.  Aug.  6,  1880. 

iii.  Margaret;  m.  William  Harbeson,  of 
Lawrence  county.  Pa. 

iv.  Elizabeth;  m.  John  Carlisle,  of  Am- 
wroll  township. 

Mary,  the  only  daughter  of  John,  the 
second  son,  married  Aaron  Bane,  who  was 
a descendant  of  one  of  the  early  settlers 
of  Washington  county,  and  after  whom 
Bane’s  creek  was  named. 


GEORGE  McCullough. 

All  that  we  know  of  this  subject  is,  that, 
“with  his  wife  and  family,”  he  emigrated 
from  Little  Britain  township,  Lancaster 
county,  some  time  in  the  fourth  quarter 
of  the  last  century,  and  took  out  a warrant 
for  a tract  of  land  in  what  is  now  Smith 
township,  Washington  county.  That  he 
was  a native  of  Irealud  there  is  little 
doubt,  but  when  he  was  born  and  when 
he  came  to  this  country  are  unknown.  His 
tract  of  land  was  surveyed  to  him  under 
the  name  of  “Gretna  Green,”  and  he  ob- 
tained his  patent  in  April,  1785.  Mr.  Mc- 
Cullough died  in  F'ebruary,  1811,  and  left 
seven  daughters  and  one  son.  The  latter 
died  young  and  the  name  became  extinct. 
The  daughters  were  as  follows: 

i.  Christina;  m.  James  Wilson  and  emi- 
grateil  to  Trumbull  county,  Ohio. 

ii.  Betsy;  m.  Thomas  McCullough,  and 
went  to  Trumbull  county,  Ohio. 

iii.  Jane;  m.  .Joseph  McNall,  and  settled 
in  Finley  township,  Allegheny  county. 

iv.  Mary;  m.  James  Brown. 

V.  Margaret;  m.  James  Tenan,  and  they 
settled  on  the  Gretna  Green  tract,  navmg 
bought  out  the  heirs. 

The  names  of  the  other  two  daughters, 
strange  as  itm  ay  seem,  have  not  been 
handed  down  to  us.  The  presumption  is 
that  they  never  mairied. 


JOHN  PROUDFIT. 

The  ancestor  of  our  subject  was  named 
David,  and  he  was  a native  of  Scotland. 
He  had  three  brothers,  Andrew,  James 
and  Robert.  Andrew  was  a shoemaker 
and  settled  in  York  county  as  early  as 
1759.  His  brother  James  was  a minister 
in  the  Associate  Reformed  Church,  and 
settled  in  Lancaster  count.v.  The  other 
two  were  farmers.  David  married  Nancy 
Livingston,  by  whom  he  had  eight  chil- 
dren— John,  Robert,  .Andrew,  James, 
Elizabeth,  Nancy,  Mary  and  jane. 

John  Proudfit,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  born  in  York  county  in  1776. 
When  he  reached  manhood  he  drifted  to 
Washington  county  and  settled  in  what 
is  now  Smith  township,  in  1806.  In  1809 
he  married  Elizabeth  Lyle,  and  they  liv- 
ed there  until  1813,  when  they  removed  to 
York  county  and  lived  there  fourteen 
years,  when  they  returned  to  Washington 
county',  and  again  settled  in  Smith  town- 
ship, where  they  died.  They  had  issue:

DAVID  HOGE. 

The  first  sheriff  of  Cumberland  county 
was  David  Hoge,  and  he  served  from  Oc- 
tober, 1768,  to  December  31,  1770,  when ! 
he  was  succeeded  by  Ephraim  Blaine. 
Soon  after  retiring  from  the  office  of 
sheriff  he  purchased  a body  of  land  in 
Chartiers  Valley  (now  Washington  coun- 
ty) and  in  1781  laid  out  the  town  of  Wash- 
ington. In  1785  he  sold  the  most  of  it  to 
(his  sons,  John  and  William,  who  removed 
thither  and  spent  their  lives  there.  David 
Hoge  never  lived  in  Washington.  His 
sons,  however,  left  many  descendants  and 
they  have  been  numbered  among  the 
most  respectable  residents  of  Washington 
county. 


DR.  ISAIAH  BLAIR. 

Although  a native  of  Carlisle,  the  date 
of  the  birth  of  Dr.  Blair  is  unknown.  He 
was  a graduate  of  the  class  at  Dickinson 
College  in  1787.  His  name  first  appears  [ 
on  the  assessment  list  in  Washington  i 
county  in  1800  as  a physician.  He  was 
the  first  secretary  of  the  Board  of  Trus- 1 
tees  of  Washington  Academy,  and  was  ap- 
pointed to  the  honorary  professorship  of 
medicine  at  the  organization  of  Washing- 
ton College.  He  died  September  15,  1808.

A PIONEER  OP  NORTHERN  PENN- 
SYLVANIA. 


Seckn  Meylert  of  Susqnehauna  County. 


SECKU  MEYLERT  was  born  in 
Hesse  Cassel,  Germany,  in  1784,  of  Jew- 
ish parentage.  His  father  was  engaged 
as  a banker  and  conveyancer,and  although 
not  possessed  with  a large  amount  of 
property  had  an  extended  credit  and  for 
a considerable  time  must  have  received  a 
large  income  from  his  business.  He  em- 
ployed a private  tutor  for  his  family  and 
gave  careful  attention  himself  to  their 
education.  When  his  son  wasabout  thir- 
teen years  of  age,  he  placed  him  in  his 
banking  house  preparatory  to  giving  him 
a business  education.  There  he  continued 
for  most  of  the  time,  until  he  had  arrived 
at  the  age  of  16  or  17  years,  when  he  be- 
came desirous  of  entering  the  medical 


profession.  Not  regarding  it  prudent  at 
the  time  to  let  his  desires  be  known  to  his 
father,  he  asked  for  the  privilege  of  giv- 
ing up  his  work  for  a period  with  an  op- 
portunity of  traveling  and  taking  time  for 
study.  This  request  was  granted,  and 
ample  means  were  given  him  to  carry  out 
this  object.  Shortly  after  leaving  home  he 
went  to  a neighboring  city,  placing  him- 
self under  the  instruction  of  a distin- 
guished physician.  He  proved  an  apt  and 
diligent  scholar,  and  the  doctor,  unknown 
to  him,  wrote  to  his  father,  expressing  the 
satisfaction  he  enjoyed  in  having  his  son 
as  a pupil.  The  letter  came  as  a great 
surprise  to  his  father,  who  ordered  him 
home  immediately,  the  father’s  desire  be- 
ing that  he  should  remain  with  him  in  his 
business.  Subsequently  came  the  over- 
throw of  the  governments  of  the  German 
States  by  France  under  Napoleon.  It  is 
not  known  that  his  father  took  any  active 
part  in  these  public  affairs,  but  his  son 
related  that  French  officers  frequently 
visited  his  father’s  house,  and  it  is  pre- 
sumed that  he  was  not  opposed  to  the 
change.  When  a demand  was  made  for 
the  maintenance  of  the  militai'y  govern- 
ment, his  father,  in  connection  with  the 
Rothschilds,  loaned  the  government  in 
power  the  amount  which  had  been  ex- 
acted, and  arrangements  were  made  for 
the  payment  of  the  sum  to  the  Governor, 
La  Grange,  then  in  authority  at  Frank- 
fort-on-the-Main.  Secku  Meylert  was 
commissioned  to  pay  over  the  sum  stipu- 
lated. In  discharging  this  duty  he  re- 
moved to  Frankfort.  Having  closed  the 
business  to  the  satisfaction  of  all 
parties,  he  made  preparation  to  return  to 
his  father,  when  General  La  Grange  in- 
formed him  that  he  could  have  a position 
on  his  staff  if  he  desiredas  aide,  as  he 
i wished  him  for  special  service,  and  the 
i place  would  be  given  as  soon  as  the  regu- 
lations of  the  army  would  admit  of  his 
taking  rank.  At  the  time  this  offer  was 
a tempting  one  and  was  accepted.  Mr. 
Meylert  performed  his  duties  as  a subor- 
dinate until  his  rank  would  admit  of  his 
taking  his  place  as  chief  of  the  commis- 
sary department  of  the  German  army  un- 
! der  General  L.a  Grange.  His  business 
was  most  of  the  time  in  advance  of  the 
army, the  intended  movements  being  made 
known  to  him. 

Mr.  Meylert  continued  for  seven  years 
in  this  service,  traversing  the  Continent 
from  Spain  to  Russia,  during  which  time 
he  learned  to  speak  every  language  spoken 
\ on  the  Continent.  From  his  accounts  it 
is  believed  that  he  participated  in  but  few 
battles,  the  only  one  mentioned  being  that 
of  Freidland,  where  he  was  -wounded  and 
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unablft  afterwards  to  ride  on  horseback. 
Prior  to  the  battle,  having  filled  the 
requisition  of  the  army  with  its  needed 
supplies,  he  called  upon  Greneral  La 
Grange  for  further  orders,  but  was  in- 
formed that  the  army  was  hemmed  in  on 
every  side,  and  that  he  could  not  safely 
move  until  after  the  battle;  that  he  must 
take  his  place  as  aide  during  the  engage- 
ment. When  the  battle  had  commenced 
he  was  sent  with  a dispatch  to  Napoleon 
on  the  delivery  of  which  Napoleon  direct- 
ed him  to  remain,  and  within  a short  time 
was  ordered  with  dispatches  to  different 
parts  of  the  army.  In  this  engagement 
he  saw  the  fiercest  of  the  fight,  and  met 
with  a narrow  escape,  having  several 
horses  shot  under  him.  We  are  unable  to 
state  the  length  of  time  he  continued  in 
the  army,  but  for  some  time  before  the  al- 
lied powers  dispossessed  Napoleon,  he  was 
established  in  the  business  of  his  father 
and  the  Elector  of  Hesse  having  been  re- 
instated under  the  promise  of  concessions 
being  made  by  the  government  to  the 
people.  Upon  his  reinstatement,however, 
he  showed  no  disposition  to  fulfil  his 
promise,  and  Mr.  Meylert,  with  others, 
united  in  a determination  to  make  as 
strong  a demand  as  possible  upon  the 
powers  to  secure  the  desired  change.  This 
they  felt  assured  could  be  accomplished 
without  a revolt  against  the  government 
if  time  could  be  had  for  prudent  consulta- 
tion with  the  parties  aggrieved.  In  this 
work  it  was  a lack  of  caution  on  the  part 
of  friends  of  the  measure,  and  it  was 
found  that  a traitor  had  been  admitted 
to  the  camp.  This  resulted  in  evidence 
being  found  against  Mr.  Meylert  and  he 
was  immediately  arrested.  He  had  for 
years  been  regarded  as  an  unsafe  citizen 
by  the  Elector  of  Hesse,  as  Mr.  Meylert 
knew  that  during  Napoleon’s  rule  he  had 
furnished  his  quota  of  soldiers  for  the 
army,  yet  at  the  same  time  had  furnished 
large  sums  of  money  secretly  to  the  allied 
IX)wers.  The  Elector  knew  this  was 
known  by  Mr.  Mylert.  A warrant  for  his 
arrest  was  obtained  and  he  was  im- 
prisoned. Shortly  after  his  imprisonment 
the  judge  who  was  to  try  him,  being  an 
intimate  friend,  improved  an  opportunity 
of  secretly  having  an  interview  with  him 
and  informed  him  that  he  preferred  to  re- 
sign his  position  rather  than  convict  him, 
but  in  that  case  it  would  only  be  worse 
for  him.  as  some  one  would  be  appointed 
who  would  be  willing  to  carry  out  the  de- 
sire of  the  Elector.  The  course  he  would 
recommend  to  be  pursued  was  to  contest 
the  legality  of  the  warrant,  which  he 
knew  was  defective,  when  it  would  take 
three  days  to  conduct  the  legal  proceedings 


for  imprisonment  again.  After  being 
released  he  advised  him  to  make  the  best 
possible  use  of  the  time  to  get  out  of  the 
country.  This  course  was  followed,  and 
Mr.  Meylert  escaped  to  Holland.  Imme- 
diately a requisition  was  made  upon  that 
Government  for  his  return,  the  govern- 
ment of  Hesse-Cassel  securing  the  best 
legal  help  to  be  had,  and  Mr.  Meylert’s 
friends  secretly  doing  the  same.  After 
a full  hearing  the  legal  authorities  de- 
cided he  was  guilty  of  no  crime,  it  being 
a political  question  and  that  he  had  liberty 
to  remain  or  go  where  he  wished,  so  like 
many  others  at  that  period  he  decided  to 
come  to  Americai  His  property  to  the 
extent  it  could  be  found  was  confiscated 
bv  the  Government,  which  succeeded  in 
obtaining  nearly  everything  he  possessed. 

Mr.  Meylert  sailed  for  England,  where 
he  spent  a short  time  in  studying  the 
English  language.  While  there,  in  trying 
to  determine  where  to  locate  in  America, 
he  obtained  a book  giving  a glowing  de- 
scription of  the  country  about  Silver  Lake 
in  Susquehanna  county,  written  by  Dr. 
Robert  H.  Rose.  This  determined  his 
place  of  destination.  He  sailed  July  5, 
1819,  from  LiveriMol.  On  shipboard  he 
fell  in  company  with  a lady  who  saw  he 
was  diligent  in  the  study  of  the  English 
language,  he  having  procured  before  sail- 
ing Walker’s  Dictionary  and  Murray’s 
large  edition  of  the  English  Grammar. 
This  lady  proved  of  much  assistance  to 
him  in  learning  to  speak  the  language. 

Landing  at  New  York  August  7,  1819, 
he  invested  what  little  money  he  had  in 
merchandise  which  he  believed  could  be 
disposed  of  to  good  advantage  in  a new 
country,  taking  a boat  for  Newburg.  Prom 
that  point  he  traveled  along  the  Newburg 
and  Great  Bend  turnpike  as  far  as  New 
Milford,  where  foot-sore  and  weary  he  re- 
mained for  several  months,  making  his 
home  with  a family  by  the  name  of  Bel- 
nap.  The  acquaintance  there  formed  de- 
termined the  place  of  his  residence,  for 
most  of  the  remaining  years  of  his  life. 
He  visited  Dr.  Rose  and  spent  a few  days 
in  looking  over  his  lands.  The  intimacy 
there  formed  between  the  Doctor  and 
himself  resulted  in  mutual  feelings  of 
friendship  and  regard  which  was  unbrok- 
en during  the  years  of  their  lives,  and 
had  much  to  do  in  deciding  his  future. 
Peeling  better  contented  among  the  ac- 
quaintances first  made  in  New  Milford 
he  returned  to  that  place  and  purchased 
twenty-five  acres  of  improved  land  and 
there  built  a log  house,  where  he  disposed 
of  his  merchandise.  Pinding,  however, 
that  many  of  the  goods  he  had  purchased 
were  not  suited  to  that  market,  he  sold 
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them  to  a pedler  on  credit  going  South 
and  lO'St  about  all  in  this  transaction.  He 
then  removed  to  Montrose  and  engaged  in 
the  further  study  of  the  English  language, 
supporting  himself  by  teaching  French. 
Here  he  married  a daughter  of  Amos 
Nichols,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Bridge- 
water,  and  returned  to  his  little  farm  in 
New  Milford,  where  he  pursued  farming 
and  teaching.  This  proved  one  of  the 
most  trying  periods  of  his  life,_  unskilled 
in  the  art  of  farming  and  receiving  a very 
meagre  support  by  teaching.  Becoming 
the  father  of  a number  of  children  and 
having  to  provide  for  those  who  were  suf- 
fering from  sickness,  he  became  reduced 
to  almost  abject  poverty,  while  nothing 
short  of  the  strongest  faith  in  the  pro- 
tecting watchful  care  of  his  Creator  sus- 
tained him.  Being  hampered  by  debts  he 
determined  to  do  all  in  his  power  to  pay 
them.  He  sold  his  watch  and  all  other 
keepsakes  which  were  reminders  of  the 
days  of  his  prosperity,  and  still  finding  no 
immediate  hope  of  meeting  his  monied  ob- 
ligations, his  feelings  can  better  be  de- 
scribed by  a letter  written  to  one  of  his 
creditors:  “Surely  I should  not  like  to 
leave  a iK>ssession  where  I found  peace 
for  some  years  of  my  life,  where  I have 
raised  a little  family  and  did  all  to  leave 
them  a little  prosperity,  where  I hoped 
after  a few  years  to  retire,  if  the  Lord  is 
willing,  and  live  the  remainder  of  my 
years,  but  reason  teaches  us  that  such 
feelings  must  be  overcome  by  necessity.” 

^Mention  has  already  been  made  of  his 
parentage  and  religious  teaching.  At 
what  period  of  his  life  a change  of  belief 
from  that  of  his  ancestry  to  the  Christian 
religion  cannot  be  given,  but  one  circurn- 
stance  leads  the  writer  to  believe  that  his 
mind  was  exercised  upon  this  subject  about 
the  time  of  his  coming  to  America.  Men- 
tion has  been  made  of  the  private  tutor  in 
his  father’s  family.  This  man.  while  com- 
pleting his  studies,  changed  his  religious 
belief  and  afterward  became  a distinguish- 
ed writer  and  minister  of  the  gospel.  Rev. 
Samuel  C.  F.  Prey.  His  publications,  es- 
pecially that  of  “Joseph  and  Benjamin,” 
are  well  known  to  theolo^cal  students. 
The  change  in  belief  of  this  man  greatly 
affected  Mr.  Meylert.  About  1820  he 
made  a public  profession  of  religion,  and 
was  one  of  the  constituent  members  of  the 
organization  of  New  Milford  Baptist 
Church.  From  that  period  he  became  well 
known  for  his  earnestness  and  Christian 
activity. 

Finding  it  was  impossible  for  him  to 
support  his  family  at  New  Milford,  he  de- 
termined to  seek  employment  elsewhere. 
From  his  correspondence  the  writer  finds 


that  friends  were  engaged  in  the  effort  to 
secure  a position  for  him  as  teacher,  but 
in  the  meantime  an  offer  was  made  him 
by  Thomas  Meredith,  who  then  had 
charge  of  a number  of  landed  estates,  as 
clerk  in  his  office,  Mr.  Meredith  being  lo- 
cated at  Carbondale.  In  the  spring  of 
1830  he  engaged  in  his  service,  doing  office 
work,  traveling  among  settlers  throughout 
the  northeastern  counties  of  Pennsylvania. 
This  employment,  although  not  furnishing 
him  a salary  to  exceed  two  hundred  dollars 
a year,  enabled  him  to  pay  his  debts  and 
maintain  his  family. 

The  settlers  upon  the  lauds  owned  by 
the  estates  Mr.  Meredith  represented, 
were  as  a rule  very  poor  and  for  several 
years  after  Mr.  Meylert  undertook  the 
work  they  were  unable  to  make  payments 
to  any  exent  upon  their  lands.  In  his 
passing  among  them  and  becoming  fa- 
miliar with  their  cares  and  responsibili- 
ties, he  was  able  from  the  straightened 
circumstances  he  had  passed  through  to 
sympathize  with  them,  and  to  offer  en- 
couragement and  advice,  and  with  secur- 
ing in  many  instances  of  small  payments 
he  largely  increased  the  commercial  value 
of  land  contracts.  After  the  expiration 
of  three  years,  a change  was  made  in  Mr. 
Meredith’s  business,  and  Mr.  Meylert  re- 
ceived the  appointment  of  the  agency  of 
most  of  the  estates  represented  by  the 
former.  An  offer  was  made  him  as  clerk 
to  the  commissioners  of  Susquehanna 
county,  which  he  accepted.  This  work  oc- 
cupied about  one-fourth  of  his  time,  and 
determined  his  residence  at  Montrose  for 
the  next  ten  years.  The  land  business  hav- 
ing so  incrased  upon  his  hands  he  estab- 
lished a land  office  and  gave  up  the  coun- 
ty office.  As  the  value  of  real  estate  be- 
gan to  rise  in  Northern  Pennsylvania,  the 
question  of  land  titles  became  a very  im- 
portant one.  Mr.  Meylert,  in  connection 
with  his  business,  had  given  it  a careful 
study,  and  his  services  were  in  demand  at 
j Harrisburg  in  the  interest  of  many  of  the 
I owners.  In  this  capacity  he  became 
known  to  most  of  the  members  of  the 
Legislature,  especially  those  of  the_  legal 
profession.  This  made  him  a desirable 
man  in  obtaining  necessary  legislation  for 
public  improvements  in  the  northern  part 
of  the  State.  The  Nicholson  Court  of 
1 Claims  being  established  about  this  time, 
and  many  of  the  lands  under  Mr.  Mey- 
' lert’s  care  were  held  under  the  Samuel 
I Wallis  title,  adverse  to  that  of  the  Nichol- 
son claimants.  Mr.  Meylert  gave  much 
time  to  questions  growing  out  of  this  con- 
troversy. With  his  increased  business  at 
Harrisburg  came  also  an  additional 
amount  of  work  connected  with  the  home 
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agencies.  Two  of  his  sons  were  well 
informed  in  the  details  of  the  work,  Amos 
N.  taking  charge  of  the  office  work  and 
Mchael  doing  that  of  surveyor  on  the 
field. 

Dr.  Robert  H.  Rose,  a resident  of  Sil- 
ver Lake,  Susquehanna  county,  was  the 
principal  worker  in  successfully  securing 
the  consent  of  the  Connecticut  title  settlers 
to  purchase  lands  under  the  Pennsylvania 
title.  By  his  vigorous  and  wisely  directed 
efforts  he  was  able  during  his  lifetime  to 
quell  the  opposition,  and  where  their  title 
was  not  cordially  accepted,  the  opposition 
was  smothered  during  his  life-time.  The 
largest  landed  property  under  his  agency 
was  that  of  the  Bingham  estate.  These 
lands  were  held  by  contract  settlers,  hav- 
ing originally  contracted  at  prices  from 
$2  to  $3  per  acre.  In  many  instances  in- 1 
terest  had  accumulated  to  more  than  the 
principal.  The  death  of  Dr.  Bose  occurr- 
ed February  24th,  1842,  and  a few  months  ' 
later  William  Bingham  Clymer  was  ap- 
pointed his  successor.  Several  years  prior 
to  his  taking  this  agency  he  had  held  busi- 
ness relations  with  Mr.  Meylert  and  upon 
entering  the  duties  of  this  office  depended 
largely  upon  him  in  establishing  himself 
in  the  business.  The  tijne  for  his  first 
tour  among  the  settlers  was  decided  for  the 
month  of  August,  and  by  arrangements 
previously  entered  into,  Mr.  Meylert  and 
his  son,  Michael,  were  to  join  Mr.  Clymer 
in  the  adjustment  of  contracts  with  the 
settlers  of  Springfield  and  Smithfield ' 
townships,  Bradford  county,  taking  with  | 
them  full  sets  of  laud  books  and  maps 
in  order  to  show  the  manner  by  which  Mr. 
Meylert  systematized  his  business.  The 
contracts  held  by  the  Binerham  estate 
which  had  been  received  from  the  execu- 
tors of  the  estate  of  Dr.  Rose  were  bought 
by  Mr.  Clymer  and  the  first  day  of  Aug- 
ust, 1842,  was  spent  fy  them  in  going 
over  these  contracts.  Believing  they  were 
in  a peaceful  and  well  disposed  communi- 
ty they  had  taken  no  precaution  in  the 
care  of  valuable  papers  they  had  with  | 
them.  During  the  night  the  house  was 
surrounded  by  masked  men  and  part  of  j 
the  company  entering  rhe  building,  carried 
out  a number  of  trunks  filled  with  books 
and  papers  which  had  no  relation  to  the 
settlers  in  that  part  of  Bradford  county. 
Masked  men  held  Mr.  Meylert  and  Mr. 
Clymer  in  bed.  Micnael  Meylert,  who 
was  sleeping  in  a room  above,  hearing  the 
disturbance,  came  down  and  found  thej 
contents  of  the  sitting-room  had  been  re- 
moved, He  started  in  pursuit  of  the  men, 
found  a fire  had  been  made  in  the  woods 
adjacent  to  the  house,  the  trunks  being 
broken  to  pieces  and  the  contents  thrown  I 


in  the  fire.  He  used  every  power  of  per- 
suasion possible  to  stop  them  going  on  with 
the  work,  but  to  no  avail.  Everything 
was  destroyed  except  wearing  apparel. 
The  shock,  together  with  the  mental 
strain,  in  readjusting  business  connected 
with  the  accounts,  greatly  impaired  the 
health  of  Mr.  Secku  Meylert.  This  oc- 
currence was  during  the  anti-rent  difld- 
culties  in  the  State  of  New  York,  and  the 
success  of  that  party  had  carried  with  it 
blind  hope  to  the  settlers  across  the  line, 
that  in  some  undefined  way  they  could 
hold  their  property  without  payment  of 
contracts.  A settler’s  party  had  been  or- 
ganized in  the  county,  and  political  excite- 
ment ran  rampant,  while  notwithstand- 
ing the  extent  of  this  outrage  there  was 
no  prominent  lawyer  in  the  county  who 
would  attempt  the  prosecution  of  parties 
engaged  in  this  conspiracy,  as  it  would 
result  in  defeat  of  all  political  aspirations 
of  any  attorney  engaged  in  it.  At  the 
close  of  the  election  campaign  this  feeling 
subsided,  and  many  settlers  sold  their  im- 
provements and  went  West,  others  gladly 
renewed  their  contracts,  and  no  attempt 
was  made  to  arrest  parties  engaged  in  the 
conspiracy. 

Mr.  Meylert  spent  several  months  in 
rewriting  his  books  and  adjusting  his 
business,  the  trustees  of  the  Bingham 
estate  paying  him  one  thousand  dollars 
for  the  loss  he  had  sustained,  but  his 
health  from  this  pei-iod  was  so  impaired 
that  he  never  afterwards  was  able  to 
transact  business  with  that  dispatch  and 
accuracy  which  he  had  formerly  been  able 
to  do.  His  death  occurred  in  December, 
1849,  at  his  residence  in  New  Milford, 
Susquehanna  county.  His  children  were:

His  widow  survived  him  about  thirty 
years  residing  much  of  the  time  in  La 
Porte. 


Michael  Meylert  was  born  in  New  Mil- 
ford, Susquehanna  Pa.,  .June,  1823. 
When  he  was  10  years  of  age  the  family 
moved  to  Montrose,  where  he  received  the 
advantage  of  an  academic  education  under 
Benjamin  S,  Bentley.  He  afterward  at- 
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tended  the  Mannington  Academy  near 
Friendsville. 

He  obtained  an  appointment  with  the 
corps  of  engineers  on  the  North  Branch 
Canal,  under  William  R.  Maffott,  serving 
for  about  two  years,  when  the  works  were 
suspended  for  lack  of  State  appropria- 
tions. He  then  engaged  as  a draftsman 
and  surveyor  in  his  father’s  land  oiBce  at 
Montrose.  Soon  after  the  apppointment 
of  William  B.  Clymer  as  agent  of  the 
Bingham  estate,  he  engaged  n his  syvice 
and  in  1844  he  removed  to  Towanda,  and 
afterward  when  the  Bingham  land  office 
was  established  at  Welisboro,  he  went 
there  to  reside  until  1847.  At  this  time 
relinquished  his  position  in  the  Bingham 
office  to  take  charge  of  the  joint  interests 
of  the  Clymers  and  his  father  in  Sulli- 
van county.  From  that  date  for  over 
thirty  years  he  was  a leading  factor  in 
nearly  all  the  public  improvements  of  that 
county,  and  notwithstanding  the  opposi- 
tion caused  by  the  county  seat  controversy 
he  was  the  first  man  placed  in  nomination 
for  the  State  Legislature  by  the  citizens 
of  . Cherry  township.  The  office  was  held 
by  him  during  the  session  of  18.52.  To 
trace  the  histoir  further  at  this  time 
would  be  but  bringing  in  subject  matter 
that  can  be  more  properly  introduced  in 
other  parts  of  the  county’s  history.  The 
following  sketch  is  taken  from  an  article 
by  Mr.  Meginness,  written  over  twenty 
years  ago.”  The  remarkable  qualifications 
of  Secku  Meylert  were  largely  inherited 
by  his  son  Michael,  who  resided  at  La- 
1‘orte  and  dispensed  his  hospitality  with 
a liberal  hand.  He  was  a man  of  re- 
markable perceptive  faculties,  and  like 
his  father,  excelled  as  a land  agent  and 
dealer  in  real  estate.  He  resided  in  La- 
Porte  for  about  thirty-five  years  and  dur- 
ing that  period  handled  in  the  capacity  of 
a land  agent  over  a quarter  of  a million 
acres  of  wild  lands,  lying  largely  in  Sus- 
quehanna, Bradford,  Luzerne,  Lycoming, 
and  Sullivan  counties.  No  man.  perhaps, 
was  better  known  in  Northern  Pennsyl- 
vania and  he  was  identified  with  numerous 
improvements,  railroad  enterprises,  etc. 
His  entire  life  was  spent  in  the  acquisition 
of  knowledge  relating  to  lands,  their  lo- 
cation, titles,  etc.,  and  there  was  not  a 
man  possessed  of  more  information  of  that 
kind  in  the  State.  He  kept  his  own  sur- 
veyors and  engineers  and  was  always 
ready  to  have  any  particular  tract  or  dis- 
trict mapped  on  short  notice.  Possessed  of 
a remarkable  retentive  memory  and  a 
mind  stored  with  a vast  fund  of  infonna- 
tion  he  was  always  ready  to  answer  ques- 


tions with  precision  and  accuracy.  He 
was  often  termed  the  Land  Encyclopaedia 
of  Northern  Pennsylvania.” 
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LAWSON’S  INLAND.— In  a recent 
number  of  Notes  and  Queries,  the  question 
is  asked,  “Where  in  the  Susquehanna  was 
Lawson’s  Island?”  When  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Canal  was  being  constructed,  a dam 
was  thrown  across  the  West  Branch  five 
miles  below  Muncy,  from  which  it  took  its 
name,  the  Muncy  dam.  The  breastwork 
of  this  dam  crossed  the  head  of  Lawson’s 
Island,  which  in  a short  time  was  woim 
away  by  the  action  of  the  waters,  and  now 
has  become  a swirling  rapid.  If  my  mem- 
ory is  correct,  there  were  from  twenty-five 
to  thirty  acres  of  rich  land  partially  culti- 
vated, with  banks  well  wooded.  A man 
by  the  name  of  Miller  or  Wirtz  lived  there 
until  driven  away  by  high  floods  and  grad- 
ual destruction  of  the  island.  Yes,  Wirtz 
was  the  name;  he  received  the  soubriquet 
of  “Snorrj',”  for  what  reason  I cannot  say. 
The  Lawsons  had  a shad  fisheiT  there, 
and  at  one  time  drew  in  over  2,400  shad, 
not  counting  the  roe  shad,  which  they  al- 
ways threw  back.  The  people  came  from 
the  back  country  in  carts  and  wagons,  and 
carried  the  fish  away,  salting  them  down 
for  winter  use. 

Nothing  is  left  of  the  island  now  but  a 
slight  bar,  which  is  only  discerned  at  low 
water. 

Mr.  William  Lawson,  of  Milton,  is  a 
son  of  the  Lawson  who  owned  the  island.

It  is 
endorsed  thus: 

“.lohn  Stewart’s  certificate,  signed  by 
the  Rev.  Hugh  McGill,  Esq,  Beale  and 
Col.  Thomas  Turbett.” 

The  main  part  reads  as  follows: 

“To  all  Good  people  be  It  Known  that 
the  Bearer  here-of,  .John  Stewart,  is  a 
Sober,  Honest,  Discreet  man.  Clear  of  any 
Thraldom,  and  a Worthy  Member  of  So- 
ciety. and  he  having  a mind  to  travel  to 
Philadelphia  or  Else  where.  We  Recom- 
mend him  as  above  Recited  to  all  Chris- 
tian people,  we  haveing  known  him  from 
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his  Childhood,  Do  think  he  may  be  Con- 
fided In  where  ever  he  may  happen.  Given 
under  our  hands  this  18th  of  April,  1782, 
Milford  Township,  Cumberland  county, 
and  State  of  Pennsylvania.”

HAMMOND  AND  KEDL.A'. 

In  the  list  of  burials  at  Chillisquaque 
Churchyard  which  you  published  in  Notes 
and  Queries  (No.  34),  appear  the  names 
of  David  Hammond  and  Jane  Hammond. 
They  were  husband  and  wife,  and  each 
took  an  active  and  interesting  part  in  the 
Revolutionary  struggle.  David  Hammond 
was  born  about  1749,  and  enlisted  in  Cap- 
tain John  Lowdon’s  company  of  Rifle- 
men, organized  at  Northumberland  in 
June,  1775.  He  was  appointed  sergeant 
of  the  company;  became  second  lieutenant 
in  the  First  Pennsylvania  regiment  of  the 
Continental  Line,  September  24th,  1778; 
promoted  to  First  Lieutenant  December 
8th,  1778;  and  served  throughout  the  war; 
was  severely  wounded  in  Wayne’s  attack 
upon  the  blockhouse  at  Bergen  Point,  N. 
J.,  in  1780,  from  the  effects  of  which  Im 
never  fully  recovered.  He  died  April  27, 
1801.  .Jane  Hammond  was  born  May  13, 
1764,  the  daughter  of  Robert  and  Eliza- 
beth Kelly  Hanna.  Her  parents  settled 
in  the  western  part  of  Cumberland  (after- 
wards Westmoreland)  count.v,  about  the 
time  the  lands  of  the  New  Purchase  were 
thrown  open  for  settlement,  and  there 
Robert  Hanna  attempted  to  establish  a 
town.  His  settlement  was  called  Hannaf- 
town,  and  was  the  first  seat  of  justice 
west  of  the  Allegheny  Mountains,  being 
made  the  county  seat  of  Westmorelajid. 
when  that  county  was  organized  in  1773J 


July  13,  1782,  it  was  attacked  and  burned 
by  the  British  and  Indians,  the  latter  un- 
der command  of  Guyasutha.  Some  of  the 
inhabitants  were  killed  and  many  carried 
off  as  prisoners,  and  taken  to  Canada. 
Among  the  latter  were  Jane  Hanna,  and 
her  mother.  Through  the  efforts  of  some 
friends  in  Montreal  they  were  released, 
and  returned  home  the  following  Decem- 
ber. The  children  of  David  and  Jane 
Hammond  were  as  follows:

Elizabeth  Kelly,  the  wife  of  Robert 
Hanna,  and  mother  of  Jane  Hanna  Ham- 
mond, was  the  daughter  of  John  Kelly,  of 
Donegal  township,  Lancaster  county,  and 
sister  of  Col.  John  Kelly,  of  Buffalo  Val- 
ley, a famous  frontier  militiamen  in  Revo- 
lutionary days.  John  Kelly,  senior,  was 
an  early  Indian  trader,  who  emigrated 
from  the  North  of  Ireland  before  1730, 
and  settled  in  Donegal  townsliip.  He  had 
issue  as  follows:

William  Perry  Brady  was  a son  of 
John  Brady,  who  was  a son  of  Capt.  John 
Brady,  who  was  klled  by  the  Indans  near 
Muncy,  'April  11,  1779.  His  son  John 
was  elected  Sheriff  of  Northumberland 
county  in  1794,  and  his  son,  William 
Perry,  was  bom  at  Sunbury,  Feb.  16, 
1795.  He  was  with  Perry  at  the  battle 
of  Lake  Erie,  and  for  his  services  on  that 
memorable  occasion  the  Legislature  voted 
him  a handsome  silver  medal.  His  wife 
was  Rachel,  daughter  of  Lyons  Mussina, 
whom  he  married  at  Aaronsburg.  She 
di^  Dec.  8,  1849,  leaving  descendants. 
William  Perry  Brady  was  appointed  as- 
sistant Sergeant-at-Arms  for  the  State 
Senate  in  1846,  and  retained  the  position 
until  his  death,  which  occurred  at  Har- 
risburg at  the  time  stated  above.

December  8,  1849,  aged  50 
years  and  9 months.

Mr.  Quay  was,  during  life,  a man  of 
considerable  prominence  and  influence. 
He  was  by  profession  a farmer  and  sur- 
veyor; was  many  years  a justice  of  the 
peace,  and  served  as  State  Senator  one 
term  (1843-47)  from  the  district  composed 
of  Clinton  and  Lycoming  counties.  He 
was  elected  associate  judge  in  1861  and 
served  one  term.  Judge  Quay  was  distin- 
guished for  frankness  and  bluntness  of 
speech,  sincerity  and  integrity.  He  was  a 
relative  of  United  Stares  Senator  Quay.

94  years,  3 months  and  8 days. 

Dr.  Joseph  McMicken,  d.  Nov.  4,  1874, 
aged  46  years. 

John  Hamlin,  d.  in  Lock  Haven,  May

Sir.  Hamlin  was  born  in  Pine  Creek 
township  (then  Northumberland  county), 
September  15,  1794.

Judge  AV.  \V.  Cliisolm,  Joliu  Chisolm  aud 
C'oruella  Jusephiue  Chisolm. 

Judge  Chisolm  and  his  two  children  were 
atrociously  murdered  by  an  infuriated 
mob  at  De  Kalb,  Kemper  county,  Mis- 
sissippi, in  1877.  Judge  Chisolm,  because 
he  favored  law  and  order,  had  been  an 
object  of  hatrde  for  ten  years,  and  sev- 
eral attempts  had  been  made  on  his  life 
by  the  Ku  Klux  of  Kemper  county.  The 
matter  coming  before  tlie  United  States 
Court,  the  Judge  testified  against  the  ruf- 
fians. This  so  enraged  them  that  they 
threatened  to  kill  him  as  soon  as  a pre- 
text could  be  found. 

At  last  one  of  the  leaders,  John  W. 
Gully,  was  shot,  April  26th,  1877,  while 
riding  through  the  woods  on  his  way  home 
from  De  Kalb.  The  bandits  at  once  ac- 
cused Chisolm  and  others  of  having  in- 
stigated the  murder  and  resolved  on 
vengeance. 
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Chisolm  gave  himself  up  and  was  placed 
in  jail.  A mob  of  three  hundred  assem- 
bled clamoring  for  his  blood.  The  family 
of  the  Judge  were  with  him  in  the  jail, 
when  the  mob  broke  in  and  commenced 
firing  on  them.  John,  a lad  aged  four- 
teen, was  killed.  Cornelia,  a beautiful 
girl  of  nineteen,  was  mortally  wounded 
while  trying  to  protect  her  father.  On 
removing  her  to  her  home,  thirty-six  bul- 
let holes  were  counted  in  her  skirts,which 
were  a mass  of  blood.>  Her  father  was 
wounded  in  several  places.  On  being  re- 
moved to  his  home  he  lingered  until  May 
13th,  1877  (two  weeks),  when  he  died. 
Cornelia  lingered  until  the  15th,  when  she 
passed  away. 

Subsequent  developments  showed  that 
Gully  was  shot  by  a negro  whom  he  had 
threatened  to  kill,  and  that  the  .Judge  had 
nothing  to  do  with  the  crime.  The  negro 
was  arrested,  convicted  and  executed. 

A place  of  quiet  sepulture  was  offered 
the  widow  for  her  husband  and  children 
in  the  cemetery  at  Saloua,  Clinton  county. 
Pa.,  by  the  proprietor,  J.  C.  Sigmund, 
and  hither  their  remains  were  conveyed 
and  laid  at  rest  March  6th,  1879.  The 
sorrow-stricken  widow  was  unwilling  to 
permit  the  ashes  of  her  loved  ones  to 
mingle  with  the  soil  which  nurtured  the 
cowardly  assassins  who  so  cruelly  slew 
them,  so  she  cheerfully  accepted  the  offer 
of  Mr.  Sigmund. 

William  Wallace  Chisolm,  whose  tragic 
death  shocked  the  whole  country. was  born 
in  Morgan  county,  Georgia,  December 
Gth,  1830,  and  at  the  time  of  his  assassi- 
nation was  in  his  47th  year.  At  the  age 
of  sixteen  he  became  a resident  of  Kemper 
county,  Mississippi.  In  1856  he  married 
Emily  S.,  daughter  of  ,Tohn  W.  Mann,  a 
prominent  lawyer.  Mr.  Chisolm  was  popu- 
lar with  the  people  and  filled  the  office  of 
magistrate,  sheriff  and  probate  judge;  he 
favored  an  honest  administration  of  the 
law;  was  hold,  defiant  and  courageous, 
and  for  possessing  these  qualities  he  was 
murdered  in  cold  blood  by  the  banditti  of 
his  adopted  county,

A Brave  Soldier  of  Seventy-Six. 

William  Butler,  the  subject  of  this 
sketch,  was  born  in  Ireland  “within  two 
miles  of  Dublin,”  as  he  often  expressed 
it,  in  ,Tuly,  1743.  He  was  educated  in  the 
schools  of  Dublin. 

Near  the  close  of  the  French  and  In- 
dian War  he  was  pressed  into  the  British 
Navy  and  against  his  will  brought  to 


America.  On  the  landing  of  the  vessel 
in  America  he  deserted  the  vessel  and  es- 
caped into  the  interior  of  Pennsylvania. 
The  old  hero  often  related  the  following 
story  of  his  escape  in  the  hea'rmg  of  the 
writer,  thrilling  his  boyhood  hours  with 
the  exciting  scenes.  The  vessel  on  board 
of  which  Butler  had  been  brought  from 
his  native  home  anchored  somewhere  on 
the  coast  of  New  Jersey.  A squad  of  ma- 
rines, one  of  whom  was  ihe  hero  of  this 
story,  was  sent  ashore  under  tne  command 
of  a lieutenant  to  cut  and  prepare  wood 
for  use  on  the  vessel.  After  cutting  the 
wood  they  went  into  a farm  house  to  get 
food  and  especially  cider,  for  which  New 
.Jersey  was  famoiis.  The  marines  stacked 
their  guns  in  the  hall  of  the  house  and  the 
lieutenant  placed  his  sword  on  the  hall  ta- 
ble. All  went  into  an  adjoining  room  to 
eat  their  food  and  drink  their  hard  cider. 
While  the  cider  drinking  was  going  on 
William  Butler  slipped  out  of  the  room, 
poured  cider  in  the  pans  of  the  old  flint 
lock  guns,  seized  the  lieutenant’s  sword 
and  ran  for  his  life.  His  departitre  was 
not  noticed  for  a little  time,  and  when  they 
became  aware  of  it  the  marines  rushed  for 
their  guns  and  the  lieutenant  for  his 
sword, but  to  little  purpose.as  the  guns  were 
silenced  and  the  sword  was  gone.  In 
vain  they  tried  to  fire  their  guns.  So  the 
swift  footed  ran  and  tried  to  catch  their 
fleeing  companion.  Seeing  them  behind 
him  in  swift  pursuit  only  lent  additional 
strength  to  his  limbs  and  courage  to  his 
heart.  It  was  then  a race  for  life  or 
death,  for  Butler  had  once  before  tried 
to  escape  by  swimming  ashore  from  the 
anchored  vessel.  One  of  his  pursuers  got 
so_  close  to  him  as  to  touch  Butler’s  back 
with  the  points  of  his  fingers.  Peeling 
this,  Butler  struck  back  with  his  sword 
and  the  point  of  it  cut  through  the  cheek 
of  the  open-mouthed  pursuer.  This  ended 
the  pursuit.  The  old  hero  often  said  he 
saw  the  wounded  marine  on  the  streets  of 
Philadelphia  after  the  war,  but  did  not 
make  himself  known. 

Butler  m.ade  his  way  to  the  river  Dela- 
ware. buried  the  sword  in  the  sandy  beach 
and  waded  and  sw'am  till  he  reached  the 
opposite  shore.  While  swimming  he  felt 
burdened  by  the  weight  of  a heavy  double 
cased  watch  his  father  had  given  him  on 
leaving  home,  and  to  be  relieved  he  drop- 
ped it  in  the  river.  The  writer  oft  lament- 
ed with  boyish  grief  the  loss  of  that 
watch.  After  crossing  the  river  Butler 
made  his  way  into  the  interior  of  Penn- 
sylvania, where  other  Butlers  from  Ire- 
land, relatives,  had  settled,  notably  the 
five  famous  Butler  brothers.  He  seems  to 
have  settled  in  that  portion  of  the  State 
now  included  in  Berks  county,  for  when 
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the  Revolution  broke  out  he  enlisted  for 
twenty-two  months  in  a company  re- 
cruited in  Berks  county  by  Capt.  Henry 
Christ,  of  the  Second  Pennsylvania  Regi- 
ment of  Rifles  and  Musketry.  He  served 
his  full  time  in  this  company,  then  re-en- 
listed for  three  years  or  during  the  war. 
For  his  military  services  the  following  ac- 
count is  from  a document  furnished  by 
the  Pension  Bureau  at  Washington. 

“William  Butler,  when  he  applied  for 
pension, April.  1818,  was  residing  in  Craw- 
ford county,  Pennsylvania.  In  May,  1823, 
he  stated  his  age  as  80  years  in  July  next, 
making  his  birth  in  July,  1743.  (At  his 
death  he  was  said  to  be  104  years  old. 
This  was  a mistake.  He  was  nearly  94.) 

“He  owned  land  in  Sadsbury  township, 
Crawford  county,  where  he  was  living 
in  1823. 

“April  12,  1776.  he  volunteered  under 
Capt.  Henry  Christ,  jr.,  in  the  Second 
Pennsylvania  Regiment  of  Rifles  and 
Musketry,  proceeded  to  New  York  city, 
ordered  to  Long  Island,  where  he  was  en- 
gaged in  battle  August  27,  1776,  retreated 
in  the  night  to  New  York  city  and  on  the  | 
evacuation  of  the  city, September  15,1776,  i 
marched  to  White  Plains  in  Westchester 
county,  N.  Y.,  where  he  was  engaged  in 
another  battle  October  28th,  1776.  On 
the  capture  of  Fort  Washington  and  the 
evacuation  of  Port  Lee,  November  16th 
and  18th,  17J6,  the  army  retreated  across 
New  .Jersey  into  Pennsylvania. 

“Gen.  Washington  recrossed  the  Dela- 
ware river  in  boats,  amid  the  floating  ice. 
facing  a driving  snow  storm,  reached 
Trenton,  N.  .1.,  then  occupied  by  the  Brit- 
ish, surprised  them  in  the  early  morn  of 
December  26,  1776,  captured  over  900 
Hessians,  in  all  of  which  Butler  partici- 
pated. His  regiment  was  commanded  by 
Col.  Samuel  Miles. 

“The_  said  William  Butler  continued  in 
the  United  States  service  until  the  expira- 
tion of  the  aforesaid  twenty-two  months 
and  re-enlisted  for  three  years  or  during 
the  war  in  the  same  company  commanded 
by  Capt.  Marshall  (Capt.  Christ  having  re- 
signed) in  the  Second  Pennsylvania  Regi- 
ment commanded  by  Col.  Walter  Stewart 
(Col.  Miles  having  resigned.) 

“He  was  in  tl^^  battle  of  Brandywine. 
September  11,  1777.  which  was  followed 
by  the  British  occupation  of  Philadelphia, 
September  26,  1777. 

“Butler  accompanied  the  detachment  or- 
dered to  assist  in  the  defense  of  the  forts 
at  Red  Bank  and  Mud  Island,  a short  dis- 
tance below  Philadelphia,  which  was  be- 
sieged in  the  latter  part  of  October  and 
November,  1777.  The  object  of  the  ene- 
my’s attack  was  to  open  communication  , 


with  their  fleet  and  transports  to  receive 
supplies  of  provisions  and  munitions  of 
war,  in  which  they  were  successful. 

"He  was  in  the  camp  of  Washington  at 
Valley  Forge  that  terrible  winter  of  1777- 
78. 

“He  was  at  the  battle  of  Monmouth,  N. 
J.,  June  28,  1778,  with  the  British  army 
which_had  evacuated  Philadelphia  June 
18,  1778,  to  march  across  New  Jersey  to 
reach  New  York  city.  The  day  of  the 
battle  was  an  excessively  hot  day  and 
General  Washington  had  left  the  historic 
camp  of  Valley  Forge,  Pennsylvania,  to 
intercept  them. 

"The  said  William  Butler  was  one  of 
the  volunteers  who  made  the  midnight 
and  surprise  assault  on  the  Fort  at  Stony 
Point  on  the  Hudson  river  .July  16,  1779, 
under  General  Wayne,  which  was  cap- 
tured and  the  garrison  made  prisoners. 

_“_He  was  at  the  siege  of  Yorktown,  Vir- 
ginia, and  capture  of  Lord  Cornwallis,  Oc- 
tober 19,  1781.  After  which  he  was  or- 
dered under  General  Wayne  to  the  South 
and  was  in  the  campaigns  in  South  Caro- 
lina and  Georgia  until  the  close  of  the 
war.  He  was  honorably  discharged  at 
Philadelphia  in  August,  1783. 

“During  his  long  service  of  seven  years 
and  four  months  the  said  William  Butler 
was  frequently  drafted  or  transferred  into 
different  companies  and  regiments,  having 
served  in  the  Artillery  commanded  by 
Colnel  Thomas  Proctor  and  Colonel  Har- 
rison. At  one  time  he  served  in  a guard 
of  honor  or  special  body  guard  to  General 
Lafayette.  He  also  served  as  sentinel 
guarding  General  Washington’s  tent.’’ 

“The  said  William  Buder  was  twice 
wounded  and  received  a pension  from  the 
State  of  Pennsylvania  of  forty  dollars  a 
year  prior  to  receiving  a pension  from  the 
United  States.” 

After  the  war  William  Butler  settled  in 
Bald  Eagle  township,  Northumberland 
(now  Clinton)  county,  near  the  site  of  the 
city  of  Lock  Haven,  on  the  West  Branch 
of  the  Susquehanna  river. 

The  State  of  Pennsylvania  gave  W’il- 
liam  Butler  two  hundred  acres  of  land  for 
his  services  “done  in  the  late  war  against 
Great  Britain.’  This  land  located  “north 
of  French  Creek  and  west  of  the  Alle- 
gheny river.”  Butler  sold  to  James  Dunn 
for  eighty-seven  pounds  sterling  while  liv- 
ing in  Bald  Eagle  township,  Lycoming 
county,  iMarch  13th,  1796. 

After  selling  this  land.  he.  with  his  wife 
and  daughter,  removed  to  Crawford 
county.  Pennsylvania.,  and  settled  in  1798 
on  the  farm  where  he  lived  until  his 
deat^h  March  4th,  1837.  He  was  buried 
in  Fhe  old  grave  yard  at  Harmonsburg, 
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beside  his  sou,  James  Butler,  who  died  in 
1835.  He  had  four  daughters  born  to  him 
while  living  on  his  farm. 

William  Butler,  the  old  hero,  was  a 
man  of  extraordinary  strength  and  cour- 
ag'e,  that  knew  no  fear  whether  he  had 
to  fight  with  fist  or  gun.  On  his  reuiioval 
from  Lycoming  county  he  left  behind  him 
two  grown  sons,  James  and  William. 
These  two  sons  crossed  the  Allegheny 
Mountains,  married  and  settled  in  Black 
Lick  Valley  between  Chestnut  Ridge  and 
Laurel  Ridge,  near  Armagh,  in  Indiana 
count}’.  Pa. 

James  Butler  was  a furnace  man,  pat- 
tern-maker and  moulder.  lie  worked  in 
the  Old  Ross  Furnace,  the  first  iron  fur- 
nace ever  built  west  of  the  Allegheny 
Mountains.  He  married  Martha  Clarke, 
daughter  of  William  Clarke,  or  Bsquire, 
or  "’Squire  Clarke,”  as  he  was  commonly  I 
called.  “’Squire  Clarke”  came  from  the  I 
North  of  Ireland.  He  was  well  educated 
and  a man  of  great  wealth  in  those  early 
days.  He  was  a civil  engineer;  so  was 
hia  son,  Thomas  Clarke.  He  bought  sev- 
eral thousand  acres  of  laud  lying  in  Black 
Lick  Valley  and  on  the  uiountaius  around. 
He  imporved  many  farms  in  said  valley, 
built  llouring  mills  and  saw-mills  and  did 
much  for  the  settlement  of  the  country. 
Black  Lick  M.  E.  Church  and  graveyard 
remain  to  this  day  a monument  of  his 
benevolence.  A number  of  the  farms  are 
still  owned  and  occupied  by  ’Squire 
Clarke’s  descendants. 

William  Butler  worked  for  a time  with 
his  brother  James.  He  married  Sally  Di- 
as, whose  mother  was  a Dillon,  of  an  old 
aristocratic  family  in  Ireland.  By  her  he 
had  two  sons,  .John  and  Samuel.  John 
died  in  his  youth.  Samuel  was  brought 
up  by  his  mother’s  parents  and  still  lives 
77  year  old,  a life-long  practical,  prudent 
and  well-to-do  farmer.  William  Butler 
marreid  for  his  second  wife  Elizabeth, 
daughter  of  .Toseph  McMurtry,  of  Craw- 
ford county,  who  belonged  to  an  old 
Scotch  family,  early  settlers  in  New  .Jer- 
sey. The  McMurtrys  took  an  active 
part  in  the  Revolutionary  war.  .Joseph’s 
three  brothers  were  soldiers  in  the  Revo- 
lution. 

Wilham  lived  on  part  of  his  father’s 
farm  and  there  his  children  were  born. 
By  his  second  marriage  he  had  two  sons 
and  two  daughters.  The  two  sous  and 
one  daughter  still  survive. 

After  settling  in  Crawford  county.  Wil- 
liam Butler  followed  transporting  goods 
by  flat  boats  or  barges  between  Meadville 
and  Pittsburg.  These  barges  were  poled 
up  and  down  French  Creek  and  the  Al- 
legheny River.  In  1830  he  took  a boat 


load  of  supplies  of  various  kinds  down  the 
Allegheny,  Ohio  and  Mississippi  Rivers 
to  New  Orleans.  While  at  New  Orleans 
he  was  murdered,  and  for  some  two  or 
I three  years  liis  family  did  not  know  what 
' had  become  of  him.  Some  three  years 
had  passed  when  his  brother  James  left 
his  family  of  ten  children  in  Black  Lick 
Valley  where  most  of  them  were  cared 
for  by  the  Clarkes,  their  mother  having 
died,  and  proceeded  down  the  river  to 
New  Orleans. 

He  thcA;'  learned  all  that  is  known  about 
his  brotlier  William’s  death  and  burial. 
After  gaining  all  the  information  he  could 
he  returned  to  Crawford  county,  to  re- 
port to  his  father  and  sister-in-law  the 
sad  news.  Two  days  after  his  return  he 
died  suddenly  on  his  father’s  farm  and 
was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  at  Har- 
mousburg.  It  was  several  years  before 
his  family  in  Black  Lick  learned  of 
James’  death. 

William  Butler’s  two  younger  children, 
a sou  named  William  David  and  a daugh- 
ter, were  cared  for  and  brought  up  by 
their  mother’s  parents,  the  McMurtrys. 

From  these  two  sons.  .James  Butler  and 
William  Butler,  have  descended  a num- 
, erous  posterity.  Mo.st  of  them  now  living 
I are  in  Allegheny,  Westmoreland,  Indiana 
and  Cambria  counties.  Some  are  scat- 
tered over  the  West  an<l  some  are  east  of 
the  Allegheny  mountains.  The  writer  of 
this  narrative  has  during  the  past  two 
years  visited  and  talked  with  at  least 
one  hundred  and  fifty  descendants  of  Wil- 
liam Butler,  the  soldier  of  the  Revolution, 
through  his  two  sons,  .James  and  William. 

.James  Butler  left  in  Indiana  county  a 
family  of  ten  children,  six  sons  and  four 
daughters.  They  were  William, Abner  and 
Solomon  (twins).  Elizabeth,  Caleb,  Martha 
and  Ellen  (twins),  Ruth,  Jesse  and  Wash- 
ington. William,  Caleb,  .Jesse  and  Wash- 
ington are  now  living.  William  has  one 
son  and  four  daughters,  all  married  and 
with  families.  Caleb  has  three  sons  and 
two  daughters,  married  and  with  fam- 
ilies. One  daughter  died  leaving  two 
sons  and  a daughter.  .Jesse  has  six 
sons  and  one  daughter.  The  daughter  and 
four  sons  are  married  and  have  families. 
One  daughter  died  leaving  a son.  Wash- 
ingto^j.  has  two  sons  and  four  daughters. 
The  ■‘sons  and  one  daughter  are  married 
and  have  families. 

William  Bulter  has  three  sons  living. 
Samuel,  .Joseph  and  William  D.  Samuel 
has  a family  of  five  sons  and  two  daugh- 
ters. His  two  daughters  and  three  sons  are 
married  and  have  families.  Joseph  But- 
ler has  two  daughters  married  and 
with  families,  and  one  son  unmar- 
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ried.  William  D.  Butler  has  three 
sons  and  two  daughters.  One  son  and 
one  daughter  are  married  and  have  fam- 
ilies. 

William  Butler,  the  soldier  of  the  Revo- 
lution, has  now  living,  bearing  the  name 
Butler,  seven  grandsons,  the  oldest  83  and 
the  youngest  67,  all  men  of  great  physical 
strength  in  their  younger  days.  He  has 
twenty-one  great-grandsons,  also  Butlers, 
and  sons  of  the  fifth  genration  more  than 
the  writer  has  the  names  of.  In  the  above 
numeration  the  writer  has  taken  no  ac- 
count of  the  daughters  born  in  the  several 
Butler  families,  and  their  equally  numer- 
ous posterity. 

The  writer’s  interest  has  been  confined 
to  those  bearing  the  name  Butler,  the 
male  descendants  bearing  that  name.  It 
will  be  difficult  to  find  a hardier  race  of 
men  than  the  Butlers  of  this  family,  or 
one  more  numerous.  This  Butler  family 
have  characteristic  traits,  which  pass 
down  the  whole  line  of  descent.  Deter- 
mined will  and  the  courage  of  their  con- 
victions mark  them  all.  A strand  of  me- 
chanical  genius  runs  through  them  all. 
.Tames  Butler’s  sons  were  all  skilled  me- 
chanics or  machinists. 

For  sixty  years  the  Butlers  of  Crawford 
county  lost  all  knowledge  of  the  Butlers 
in  Indiana  county,  owing  to  the  peculiar 
death  of  the  two  brothers.  .Tames  and 
William,  away  from  their  families.  Not 
until  August.  1893.  were  the  lost  links  of 
the  family  chain  discovered  and  a full 
knowledge  obtained  of  all  the  descendants. 

W.  D.  B. 
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BOYD— BAIRD. 

William  and  Thomas  Boyd  came  from 
Ajunagh.  Ireland,  in  1732,  to  Pennsylva- 
nia. They  were  brothers.  Thomas,  who 
died  about  1782  had  four  sons,  Alexander. 
.Tames,  Thomas  and  Andrew.  It  is  be- 
lieved that  the  line  of  inquiry  sought  to 
be  obtained  is  derived  from  Andrew,  and 
if  not.  then  from  Alexander.  The  one  or 
the  other  of  these  brothers  had  two  sons, 
Andrew  and  ,Tohn.  Andrew  married 
Sarah  Baird  and  had  a son  .Tohn,  who 
married  Susan  Benstead,  and  had  a son 
Alexander  Boyd.  The  other  son.  .Tohn 
Boyd,  married  .lane  Baird,  and  had  a son 
.Tohn,  who  married  Charlotte  Stokes  and 
had  three  children:  W.  Stokes  Boyd. 
Sarah  E.  Boyd  and  Mary  Boyd,  all  bom 


in  Philadelphia.  The  said  John  Boyd  who 
married  Jane  Baird  also  had  a son  Wil- 
liam Boyd,  who  had  a daughter  Mary, 
who  subsequently  married  a Mr.  Conrad. 
Information  is  desired  as  to  the  said  John 
Boyd  who  married  Jane  Baird.

Licenses  commeuc(‘d  August  10th,  1784, 
and  ended  August  10th,  1785. 

Philip  Mause  afterward  settled  at  what 
is  now  known  as  “Mausedale,”  near  Dan- 
ville, Montour  county.  He  was  born  in 
Prussia,  1731;  came  to  this  country  when 
ten  years  old.  As  early  as  1769  he  bought 
land  on  the  opening  of  the  land  office  in 
what  is  now  Valley  township,  Montour 
county.  After  the  Revolutionary  war 
closed  he  located  on  his  purchase,  built 
a cabin  and  commenced  making  improve- 
ments. There  he  founded  a settlement, 
built  mills,  and  became  a representative 
man.  At  the  time  license  was  granted 
to  him  he  was  living  in  Northumberland, 
having  taken  refuge  there  from  the  In- 
dians, and  he  remained  there  three  or  four 
years.  He  died  early  in  the  present  cen- 
tury, leaving  numerous  descendants. 

Capt.  Anthony  Selin  was  the  founder  of 
Selinsgrove;  was  a Swiss  by  birth.  He 
was  commissioned  by  Congress,  Dec.  10, 
1776,  captain  in  Ottendorf’s  Corps,  and  in 
1780  he  was  in  service  at  Wyoming.  He 
j married  the^  sister  of  Governor  Snyder. 

! Selin  died  in  1792.  His  son.  Anthony 
Charles,  served  as  a major  in  the  war  of 
1812. 

Christopher  Gettig  was  first  lieutenant 
in  the  Twelfth  regiment.  Oct.  14,  1776. 
He  was  wounded  at  Piscataway,  N.  J., 
May  11,  1777.  taken  prisoner,  and  had 
his  leg  amputated.  He  died  at  Sunbury, 
.Inly  2,  1790,  leaving  a widow,  Anna  Dor- 
othy. and  seven  children:  Magdalena, 
Barbara.  Elizabeth,  Frederick,  Christo- 
pher, Catharine,  and  Joseph.

A Remarkal>le  and  tlie  Strange 

Stor  y of  His  Career. 

About  the  close  of  the  Revolutionary 
M^ar  a nortorious  character  named  Dis- 
berry  lived  about  Seliusgrove  and  Sun- 
bury.  He  was  possessed  of  great  physical 
strength,  and  had  few  superiors  in  run- 
ning, jumping  and  skating.  But  in  thiev- 
ing and  lying  he  was  considered  a match 
for  the  prince  of  darkness  himself.  ! 

So  bold  was  he  that,  according  to  remin-  i 
iscences  preserved  by  early  settlers,  he  j 
was  known  to  enter  the  kitchen  of  a i 
dwelling  when  the  family  were  in  bed,  I 
start  up  the  fire,  cook  ,a  meal  and  eat  at  I 
his  leisure.  If  disturbed  in  this  agreeable 
occupation  he  relied  on  his  swiftness  of  I 
foot  to  escape.  _ I 

At  length  .Toe  became  so  notorious  on  j 
account  of  his  thieving  propensities  that  i 
the  whole  settlement  was  up  in  arms 
against  him,  and  he  was  finally  arrested  I 
and  imprisoned  in  the  jail  at  Sunbury.  < 
But  as  the  jail — which  was  the  first  one  | 
built  in  Northumberland  county — was  not  , 
very  secure,  he  quickly  escaped  and  the  j 
sheriff  offered  a reward  for  his  apprehen-  ' 


i siou.  He  took  refuge  on  the  “Ise  of  Que” 
and  concealed  himself  in  a thicket  of 
bushes,  where  he  fancied  himself  secure. 
He  might  have  remained  undiscovered 
and  escaped,  but  for  his  inordinate  love 
of  pei-petrating  jokes.  Lying  on  the 
w.atch  near  the  road  cut  through  the 
thicket,  Joe  heard  the  footsteps  of  a horse, 
j and  slyly  peeping  from  his  covert  espied 
the  sheriff’s  wife  approaching  on  horse- 
back.  He  at  once  stepped  into  the  road, 
and  pulling  off  his  hat  made  a polite  bow, 
when  he  suddenly  disappeared  in  the 
bushes.  The  lady  hurried  on  to  Selins- 
grove  and  gave  the  alarm.  A party  head- 
ed by  George  I'siremer  was  immediately 
formed  and  went  to  the  island  in  pursuit 
of  .To'e.  Guided  by  the  lady’s  instructions 
Ivremer  went  to  the  spot  and  soon  had 
the  culprit  in  custody.  He  was  taken 
back  to  jail,  tried  and  sentenced,  and  his 
sentence  is  one  of  the  strangest  found  in 
the  annals  of  criminal  history  in  Penn- 
•sylvania. 

In  the  quarter  sessions  docket  for  Sep- 
tember term,  1784,  the  record  shows  that 
.Toe  was  arraigned  on  the  charge  of  fel- 
ony. tried  and  found  guilty.  The  jury 
w.as  composed  as  follows:  Peter  Hoster- 
man.  Adam  Grove,  George  Shaffer,  Philip 
I’l'ick.  .John  Harrison.  Michael  Grove, 
Mnlliam  Clark,  Adam  Christ,  Robert  Ir- 
win, Paul  Baldy,  .Tohn  Shaffer,  Alexander 
McGrady.  The  sentence  of  the  Court 
which  still  stands  out  boldly  on  the  record 
was  as  follows: 

“.Tudgment,  that  the  said  .Joseph  Dis- 
lierry  receive  thirty-nine  lashes  between 
the  hours  of  8 and  9 o’clock  to-morrow; 
to  stand  in  the  pillory  one  hour;  to  have 
his  ears  cut  off  and  nailed  to  the  post;  to 
return  the  property  stolen,  or  the  value 
thereof;  remain  in  prison  three  months; 
pay  a fine  of  £30  to  the  honorable  the 
president  of  this  State  for  the  support  of 
the  Government,  and  stand  convicted  un- 
til fine,  fees,  &c.,  are  paid. 

This  remarkable  sentence  shows  the  es- 
timate that  was  put  on  .Toe  as  a criminal. 
The  whipping  post  and  pillory  stood  in  the 
public  square  in  Sunbury  and  the  spot 
can  still  be  pointed  out. 

Col.  Henry  Antes  was  the  sheriff  at  that 
time  and  directed  the  whipping,  if  he  did 
not  do  it  himself.  There  is  no  record  to 
show  who  did  the  ear  chopping,  but  as 
the  surgical  operation  fell  to  the  sheriff 
also,  it  is  probable  that  he  did  it. 

.John  Buyers  was  the  president  of  the 
court  at  that  time,  assisted  by  associates, 
and  the  duty  of  imposing  the  sentence  fell 
on  him.  The  Court  met,  according  to  the 
entry  in  the  docket,  on  the  fourth  Tuesday 
of  August.  1784,  and  as  the  trial  took 
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place  at  once,  the  sentence  was  carried 
out  on  Wednesday. 

Among  the  jurors  were  several  men 
■who  were  prominent  as  Indian,  fighters 
and  participants  in  the  war  for  liberty. 
Peter  Hosterman,  foreman,  was  active  as 
a militia  oflieer  and  had  command  of  a 
body  of  militia  to  watch  and  repel  savage 
attacks.  Adam  and  Michael  Grove  were 
famous  as  Indian  scouts,  and  the  latter, 
only  a short  time  before  he  served  on  this 
jury,  was  one  of  a company  that  pursued 
a party  of  marauding  Indians  up  the  Sin- 
nemahoning.  Discovering  their  camp  they 
stealthily  approached  at  night,  rushed 
upon  them,  surprised  them,  captured  their 
arms  and  killed  several.  The  balance  es- 
caped. The  Grove  brothers  then  lived  in 
Buffalo  Valley,  now'  Union  county. 

This  severe  sentence,  it  seems,  did  not 
cure  Joe  Disberry  of  his  thieving  propen- 
sities, for  the  quarter  sessions  docket  for 
August  term,  1798,  (Northumberland 
countyh  shows  that  he  was  arraigned  and 
tried  on  three  indictments  for  burglariz- 
ing the  houses  of  Philip  Bower,  Peter 
Jones  and  Isaiah  Willits,  and  convicted 
on  each.  The  jurors  w'ho  found  him 
guilty  on  each  count  were:  John  Clark, 
John  Metzgar,  John  Friesbach,  George 
Clark,  John  Armstrong,  John  Cochran, 
Thomas  Murray,  Christian  Gettig,  John 
Dew'art,  George  Bri.ght,  Peter  Desher, 
Homelius  Lomison. 

Judge  Jacob  Rush  was  on  the  bench 
then,  assisted  by  William  Wilson,  John 
McPherson,  Thomas  Strawbridge  and 
William  Cooke  as  associates.  Robert  Ir- 
win was  high  sheriff  of  the  county.  Judge 
Rush,  on  sentencing  Disberry,  said:  “That 
the  prisoner,  Joseph  Disberry,  forfeit  all 
and  singular  his  goods  and  chattels,  lands 
and  tenements,  to  and  for  the  use  of  the 
Commonwealth,  and  undergo  a servitude 
of  seven  years  for  the  burglary  committed 
in  the  house  of  Philip  Bower,  and  be  com- 
mitted to  the  house  of  correction,  pay  the 
costs  of  prosecution,  &c. 

The  Court  then  sentenced  him  on  the 
two  other  indictments,  seven  3’ears  each. 
Joe,  who  was  listening  very  attentively, 
remarked  rather  jocosely:  “Why,  Your 
Honor,  three  sevens  make  twenty-one!” 

Judge  Rush  then  continued:  “That  the 
defendant  be  conveyed  to  the  goal  and 
penitentiary  house  of  ine  city  of  Philadel- 
phia to  undergo  the  servitude  aforesaid  for 
the  term  of  twenty-one  years.  And  that 
the  said  Joe  Disberry  be  kept  for  the 
space  of  tw'o  years  in  the  solitary  cells  out 
of  the  term  of  twenty-one  years.” 

This  remarkable  criminal  served  his  long 
sentence  and  returned  in  1819  to  his  old 
haunts  about  Sunbury  and  Selin  s Grove, 


an  aged  man,  but  as  merry  as  a cricket. 
Being  a natural-born  thief,  he  could  not 
resist  the  temptation  to  steal  everything 
he  could  lay  his  hands  on.  The  date  of 
his  death  is  uuknow'n.  But  Dr.  Aw'l,  the 
local  historian  of  Sunbury,  says  that  it  oc- 
curred in  this  wise:  Some  time  after  his 
return  from  serving  his  long  sentence,  he 
went  one  night  to  a mill  in  Union  county 
to  steal  flour,  and  falling  through  a 
hatchway  sustained  injuries  which  result- 
ed in  his  death.  It  is  said  that  when  they 
came  to  bury  him.  the  owner  of  the  mill 
insisted  that  he  should  be  buried  deep, 
“for,”  said  he,  “if  it  is  not  done  he  will 
return  and  steal  mill,  dam  and  all!” 

It  is  not  positively  known  whence  this 
remarkable  man  came.  Tradition  says 
that  he  was  a native  of  Connecticut.  In 
that  event  he  might  have  been  among  the 
emigrants  to  Wyoming,  but  on  account  of 
his  evil  propensities  was  banished  to  Sun- 
burj'  as  a punishment  to  Dr.  Plunket  and 
his  people,  for  whom  the  Wyomingites 
bore  no  love.  Neither  is  it  known  whether 
he  had  anj'  family,  nr  property  worth 
speaking  of.  His  criminal  record,  how- 
ever, -n-oiild  furnish  material  for  a first- 
class  romance.

SAMSON  BABB. 

Sometime  during  the  last  decade  of  the 
eighteenth  century, Samson  Babb  found  his 
way  up  Pine  creek  and  settled  on  a tribu- 
tarj'  of  that  stream.  The  territory  then 
belonged  to  the  county  of  Northumberland, 
and  it  was  exceedinglj'  wild  and  forbid- 
ding. There  were  no  white  settlers  for 
many  miles.  The  country  was  mountain- 
ous and  broken.  The  stream  on  which  he 
settled  came  to  be  known  as  Babb’s  creek, 
out  of  respect  to  him  who  had  the  courage 
to  brave  the  terrors  of  the  wilderness  and 
pitch  a cabin  in  its  depths. 

Samson  Babb  was  courageous  and  bold. 
He  liked  solitude.  He  congratulated  him- 
self that  he  had  found  a place  where  he 
could  bury  himself  from  the  world.  He 
was  then  past  middle  life,  but  he  went  to 
work  and  cleared  a farm.  He  acquired 
rnore  land  and  soon  laid  another  farm. 
Near  the  close  of  the  century  he  built  a 
rude  sawmill  and  displayed  great  activity. 
Lycoming  county  had  been  organized  and 
embraced  his  settlement.  White  settlers 
began  to  appear.  In  1804  Tioga  county 
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was  erected  and  Samson  Babb  found  him- 
self in  Lamar  township.  He  did  not  mind 
new-comers,  but  continued  to  improve  his 
land.  The  region  was  still  sufficiently  wild 
to  shut  him  out  from  the  world.  About 
the  beginning  of  the  present  century  Ben- 
jamin Morris  and  others,  who  had  become 
interested  in  founding  the  town  of  Wells- 
boro,  conceived  the  idea  of  building  a road 
through  the  wilderness  from  Williamsport 
to  the  proposed  new  town  It  was  sur- 
veyed and  pushed  through,  touching  the 
settlement  of  Samson  Babb.  He  favored 
the  improvement  and  assisted  in  its  con- 
struction. 

After  more  than  twenty  years  of  se- 
clusion and  hard  work  iSamson  Babb  died 
in  October,  1815.  He  left  a will,  now  on 
record  in  Tioga  county,  in  which  he  re- 
quested “to  be  buried  in  the  northwest  cor- 
ner of  my  garden  and  walled  in.”  His 
request  was  complied  with  and  there  his 
bones  still  rest. 

Who  was  Samson  Babb?  He  came 
of  an  old  family  that  once  lived  in  Dela- 
ware. His  groat  ancestor,  Thomas  Babb, 
married  Bathsheba  Hussey,  daughter  of 
John  Hussey,  near  Newcastle,  prior  to 
17UU,  and  lived  in  Brandywine  Hundred. 
In  1713  his  wife  died,  leaving  several  chil- 
dren. In  1720  he  married  again. 

Thomas  Babb,  jr.,  married  about  1729 
and  removed  to  Virginia.  Peter  Babb, 
one  of  his  brothers,  settled  in  West  Cain 
township,  Chester  county,  about  172o,  and 
married  Mary  Lewis  in  1728.  He  had 
several  children,  viz.: 

i.  Bathsheba,  m.  first,  Jeremiah  Piersol 
and  secondly  Benjamin  Trego. 

ii.  Elizabth,  m.  Bishop. 

iii.  Samson,  our  Pine  creek  hero.  He  m. 
Ann  IVay,  of  Kennet.  She  accompanied 
him  to  his  wilderness  home  and  remained 
with  him  a few  jmars,  but  tiriu.g  of  the 
wilderness  she  returned  to  her  friends  in 
Chester  county,  where  she  remained.

Samson  Babb  was  brought  up  in  the  old 
Quaker  faith,  but  he  was  disowned  by  the 
Society  in  1767  for  “keeping  and  using  a 
fiddle.”  It  was  on  that  account,  it  is 
thought,  that  he  became  wordly.  On  the 
removal  of  the  county  seat  (1786)  to  West 
Chester  he  became  a tavern  keeper  there 
for  several  years.  When  he  left  the  tavern 
he  made  his  way  to  the  I’lne  Creek  region 
and  settled  in  the  wilderness. 

His  will,  which  bears  date  May  13th. 
1814,  directs  that  his  sons,  William  and 
Samson,  shall  serve  as  executors.  They  : 


gave  bond  in  $4,000.  Provision  was  made 
for  his  wife  during  her  life.  His  two 
fai-ms  were  divided  among  his  sons,  who 
were  made  executors.  According  to  the 
will  he  had  children  as  follows:

His  son,  Samson  Babb,  became  sheriff 
of  Chester  county,  October  21st,  1819,  and 
serv'ed  one  term. 

John  Babb,  a younger  brother,  was  for 
many  years  proprietor  of  the  “Black 
Bear”  tavern  in  West  Chester,  and  others. 

On  Babb’s  creek,  Lycoming  county — or 
in  its  vicinity— are  still  some  residents  by 
the  name  of  Babb,  who  are  descendants 
of  Samson  Babb,  the  pioneer.  It  is  not 
likely  the  name  of  the  stream  will  be 
changed  soon,  and  it  will  remain  to  per- 
petuate his  memory — the  memory  of  the 
man  who  was  dismissed  from  the  Society 
of  Friends  for  “keeping  and  using  a 
fiddle.”  J.  F.  M.

Andrew  Hershey  was  born  in  Switz- 
erland in  1702,  from  whence  his  father 
removed  to  the  Palatinate  at  the  Court 
of  Friedensheim,  in  1719,  and  he,  with  his 
father  and  brother,  Benjamin,  came  to 
America  and  settled  in  Lancaster  county. 
Pa.  Christian  Hershey  was  obliged  to  re- 
main at  the  Court  until  1739,  when  he  also 
came  to  America.  These  three  brothers, 
Andrew,  Benjamin  and  Christian,  were 
chosen  preachers  of  the  Mennonite 
Church.

JOIIIV  HAKKIS’  GRANT. 


To  1 lie  Town,  Co;mty  and  State. 

The  following  is  a copy  of  the  original 
bond  of  John  Harris  to  the  Common- 
wealth of  Pennsylvania,  lo  convey  certain 
parcels  or  lots  of  land  together  with  the 
ferry-right  for  municipal,  county  and  State 
use: 

IvNOW  all  Men  by  these  Presents,  that 
I,  John  HaiTis,  of  the  County  of  Lancas- 
ter, in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania,  yeoman, 
am  held  and  firmly  bound  unto  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Pennsylvania  in  the  sum  of 
Five  thousand  Pounds,  lawful  Money  of 
the  said  State,  to  be  paid  to  the  said 
Commonwealth,  to  which  payment  well 
and  truly  to  be  made,  I do  bind  myself, 
my  Heirs,  Executors  and  Administrators, 
and  each  and  every  of  them,  firmly  by 
tliese  presents.  Sealed  with  my  Seal,  dat- 
ed this  fourth  day  of  March,  in  the  Year 
of  our  Lord  one  thousand  seven  hundred 
and  eighty-five. 

WHEREAS,  the  Representatives  of  the 
Freemen  of  the  said  Commonwealth  in 
General  Assembly  met,  in  and  by  a cer- 
tain Bill  before  them  now  pending  have 
resolved  to  erect  part  of  the  County  of 
Lancaster  into  a separate  County,  to  be 
kncwn  and  called  by  the  name  of  the 
County  of  Dauphin  ,and  that  the  Seat  of 
Justice  in  the  said  County  of  Dauphin 
shall  be  fixed  at  or  near  the  place  of  the 
said  John  Harris’  residence,  and  that 
Joshua  Elder,  Jacob  Awl,  Andrew  Stuart, 
William  Brown  and  .lames  Cowden,  or 
any  three  of  them,  shall  be  Commissioners 
for  certain  purposes  in  the  said  Bill  men- 
tioned. 

And  Whereas,  the  said  .John  Harris,  in 
order  to  promote  the  good  intentions  of 
the  said  General  Assembly  in  fixing  the 
seat  of  Justice  at  the  said  place,  to  en- 
able the  said  Commissioners  to  regulate 
the  laying  out  a county  town  there,  to  pub- 
lic advantage  and  to  promote  the  more 
speedy  settlement  ther..'of  by  a liberal  en- 
couragement to  purchasers,  hath  promis- 
ed, covenanted  and  agreed  to  and  with 
the  said  Joshua  Eider,  Jacob  Awl,  Andrew 
Stuart.  William  Brown  and  James  Cow- 
den,  That  as  soon  as  vhe  said  Bill  shall 
be  passed  into  a Law,  he,  the  said  John 
Harris,  will,  without  delay,  lay  out  two 
hundred  lotts,  containing  about  one-quar- 
ter of  an  Acre  each,  on  the  high  grounds 
near  his  present  dwelling  house,  on  the 
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banks  of  the  river  Susquehanna,  as  a site 
for  the  said  County  Town,  and  that  the 
same  lots  shall  be  laid  out  upon  such 
streets,  lanes  and  alleys  as  the  said  Com- 
missioners or  a majority  of  them  shall  di- 
rect, which  Streets  shall  be  confirmed  for 
public  use  forever,  and  that  he  will  also 
lay  out  a large  street  along  the  river  side 
for  public  landing  places. 

AND  WHEREAS,  the  said  John  Har- 
ris in  consideration  of  the  premises  and 
other  good  causes  hath  also  promised, 
covenanted  and  agreed,  to  and  with  the 
said  intended  Commissioners,  that  m case 
the  said  Bill  should  be  passed  into  a Law, 
he  will,  upon  request,  convey  to  the  said 
Commissioners,  or  any  three  of  them,  and 
their  Heirs,  a good  and  sufficient  lot  of 
ground  for  erecting  a Court  Elouse  and 
Goal  thereon  in  trust  for  the  use  of  the 
inhabitants  of  the  said  County  of  Dau- 
phin, which  lot  shall  also  be  situate  with- 
in the  bounds  of  the  said  county  town, 
and  will  also,  upon  request,  convey  to 
them  or  a majority  of  them  aU  his  right 
and  title  to  the  ferry  and  ferry  lauding 
over  the  river  Susquehanna,  known  by 
the  name  of  tiarris’  Ferry,  togetuer  with 
a piece  of  ground  contiguous  thereto,  con- 
taining one-quarter  of  an  Acre,  to  hold  to 
them  and  their  Heirs  in  trust  for  public 
use,  and  will  also  conv^ey  to  them  or  a 
majority  of  them  a square  piece  of  ground 
in  the  said  Town,  containing  at  least  four 
Acres,  to  hold  to  them  and  their  Heirs  in 
trust  for  public  use,  and  such  public  pur- 
poses as  the  Legislature  shall  hereafter 
direct,  and  that  of  the  said  two  hundred 
lots,  he,  the  said  John  I-Iarris,  will  re- 
serve to  himself  and  to  Ids  own  absolute 
disposal  twenty  lots,  and  that  the  residue 
thereof  shall  be  disposed  of  to  purchasers 
either  in  clear  fee  simple,  or  upon  ground 
Rent,  as  the  purchasers  shall  chuse,  at 
such  prices  and  on  such  terms  as  the  said 
Commissioners,  or  the  Survivors  of  them, 
or  a majority  thereof,  shall  certify  to  be 
just  and  reasonable,  and  that  as  soon  as 
the  said  two  hundred  lota  shall  be  dispos- 
ed of,  that  he,  the  said  John  Harris,  will 
in  case  of  demand,  lay  out  and  accommo- 
date purchasers  with  other  lots  at  a rea- 
sonable price, 

NOW,  the  condition  of  this  obligation 
is  such  that  if  the  said  John  Harris  shail 
during  his  lifetime  well  and  faithfully 
keep,  observe,  fulfill,  accomplish,  do  and 
perform  all  and  singular  the  said  agree- 
ments, promises,  engagements,  articles, 
matters  and  things  which  he  hath  under- 
taken to  keep,  observe,  do  and  perform,  or 
his  E.vecutors,  Administrators  or  Heirs 
after  his  death  shall  do  and  perform  all 
such  matters  and  things  as  he,  the  said 


John,  undertook  and  ought  to  have  done 
and  performed,  then  the  said  obligation  to 
be  void,  otherwise  to  be  and  remain  in  full 
force  and  virtue.

MATRONS  OF  Tt„E  REVOLUTION. 


Aime  ScUesuclt  Davies. 

Anne  Schenck  was  born  March  19, 
1763,  on  Long  Island.  She  was  the 
daughter  of  Nicholas  Schenck  (1732-1810), 
and  his  wife,  Wilhelmje  Wyckoff.  The 
Schencks,  it  is  said,  could  ti-ace  their  an- 
cestors back  to  the  time  of  Charlemagne, 
in  the  Eighth  century.  They  were  a very 
prominent  family  in  the  early  days  of  the 
settlement  of  Long  Island.  Anne  Schenck 
was  married  October  29,  1780,  at  Plat- 
lands.  L.  I.,  Kings  county,  by  the  Rev. 
Vausinder,  to  Hezekiah  Davies.  She  was 
a young  lady  of  good  education,  and  a pa- 
triotic lover  of  her  country.  It  has  been 
stated  in  some  of  the  histories  that  the 
Sehencks  were  tories.  This  was  not  cor- 
rect. So  far  as  regards  Anne’s  parents 
they  were  patriots,  devoted  to  their  coun- 
try’s cause.  It  may  be  well,  perhaps,  to 
refer  to  her  husband’s  services  in  the  War 
of  the  Revolution.  Hezekiah  Davies,  the 
son  of  Nathaniel  and  Hannah  Davies,  was 
born  November  22,  1747,  in  Charles  town- 
ship, Chester  county.  Pa.  At  the  com- 
mencement of  the  War  of  the  Revolution 
he  entered  heartily  into  the  service,  and 
when  the  “Flying  Camp’’  was  formd,  he 
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was  commissioned  a lieutenant  in  Col. 
Montgomerj-’s  Chester  County  Battalion 
of  that  formidable  body.  He  participated 
in  the  battle  of  Long  Island,  where  he  was 
slightly  wounded.  Upon  the  suiTender  of 
Port  Washington  to  the  British,  on  the 
16th  of  November,  1776,  he  was  sent  to 
the  prison  ships  then  in  Wallabout  Bay. 
Subsequently  he  was  parolled  and  allowed 
to  remain  on  Long  Island.  It  was  during 
this  period  that  he  met  Miss  Schenck,  a 
girl  with  such  charming  and  winning  man- 
ners that  it  was  little  wonder  the  patriot 
soldier  offered  his  hand  in  marriage. 
There  was  some  opposition  on  the  part  of 
her  parents,  and  it  is  owing  to  this  fact 
that  the  statement  was  made  in  regard  to 
their  tory  proclivities.  The  objection, 
however,  was  simply  on  account  of  the 
youth  of  their  daughter  and  their  want  of 
knowledge  of  the  personal  character  of 
Lieut.  Davies,  who  was  an  entire  stranger 
to  them.  They  were  married  at  the  time 
stated,  but  the  Lieutenant  was  not  ex- 
changed until  the  7th  of  December  follow- 
ing, when  he  returned  to  his  home  in 
Pennsylvania,  taking  his  bride  with  him. 
Owing  to  the  financial  circumstances  of 
her  husband,  Mrs.  Davies  was  obliged  to 
practice  much  self-denial  during  the  years 
of  the  Revolution  which  followed,  from 
the  fact  that  her  husband  was  almost  con- 
tinuously in  the  service,  and  the  pay  being 
in  Continental  money,  was  so  depreciated 
as  to  be  almost  worthless.  Their  married 
life,  however,  was  happy  and  peaceful  and 
quiet.  After  the  close  of  the  struggle  for 
independence.  Lieut.  Davies  took  an  ac- 
tive part  at  the  begnning  of  the  present 
century  in  the  political  affairs  of  the  day. 
He  was  elected  a member  of  the  General 
Assembly  in  180.^  and  re-elected  in  1804. 
In  that  body  he  was  prominent  on  some  of 
the  most  important  committees.  ISIrs.  Da- 
vies died  Pebruarj^  11,  1826.  Her  hus- 
band died  December  27,  1837.  They  were 
both  buried  in  the  Presbyterian  graveyard 
in  the  Great  Valley,  Chester  countj'.  Pa. 
They  left  a numerous  posterity,  some  of 
whom  have  become  prominent  in  the  vari- 
ous sections  of  the  Union  where  they  re- 
side. 


Sarali  f(olmes  McCleau. 

Sarah  Holmes,  daughter  of  .Toseph 
Holmes,  was  born  13th  October,  1750,  in 
the  Cumberland  Valley.  Her  father  in 
1774  removed  to  “The  Glades,"  near 
Stoystown,  in  Western  Pennsylvania. 
Here  she  married  in  1775,  Alexander 
McClean.  In  the  spring  of  1776  they  re- 
moved to  the  vicinity  of  what  is  now 
Uniontoum,  on  a tract  of  land  which  her 
husband  had  warranted  and  surveyed. 


Three  years  later  they  moved  into  the- 
town,  and  continued  there  to  reside^ 
Sarah  Holmes  was  brought  up  in  the 
frontier  settlements  of  Pennsylvania,  but 
received  an  excellent  education.  Her 
mother,  being  a bright  intelligent  woman, 
early  instilled  into  the  mind  of  her  eldest 
daughter  those  principles  which  made  her 
so  prominent  in  the  social  frontier  life  of 
Western  Pennsylvania.  During  the  Rev- 
olutionary struggle  we  find  that  she  was 
left  for  a long  period,  almost  a year,  alone, 
with  the  care  of  her  little  famUy,  and  was 
at  the  same  time  not  unmindful  of  the 
wants  or  of  the  welfare  of  her  neighbors 
who  were  less  fortunate  than  she.  Con- 
stantly menaced  by  Indian  marauds,  it 
was  frequently  her  lot  to  flee  with  her 
little  ones  to  the  nearest  Block  House  for 
protection,  where  she  would  remain  for 
some  time,  until  the  danger  had  passed 
over.  The  life  of  most  of  the  women  on 
the  frontiers  was  one  of  toil  almost  con- 
stantly, with  the  fear  of  danger  from  the 
wily  Indian  every  moment.  Many  there 
were,  however,  who  like  Mrs.  McClean,. 
braved  tlie  dangers  that  they  might  min- 
ister to  the  comfort  of  their  loved  ones 
who  stood  between  their  households  and 
the  scalping  knife  and  tomahawk  of  the 
rod  savage.  In  every  line  of  family  duty 
and  service  they  shared  more  of  the  bur- 
dens of  the  war  than  fell  to  the  lot  of 
those  who  were  residing  in  the  interior 
counties.  The  patriot  who  shared  the 
fatigues  of  the  most  difficult  campaigns 
of  the  Revolution  was  not  a greater  wit- 
ness of  the  sufferings  and  fortitude  of  his 
countrymen  as  were  the  devoted  women 
on  the  frontiers  of  Pennsylvania  who 
thought  only  of  the  labor  of  love  required 
at  their  hands  to  minister  to  the  wants 
and  necessities  around  them.  Mrs.  Mc- 
Cleau was  one  of  the  most  noble  women 
of  the  frontiers,  and.  as  in  the  case  of 
many  others,  the  story  of  her  life  was  one 
of  great  self-denial  and  struggle.  Such 
women  we  cannot  call  soldiers,  but  they 
were  nevertheless  patriots,  true  womanly 
patriots,  and  when  at  the  a.ge  of  sixty- 
five  years,  Sarah  Holmes  McClean  passed 
to  the  world  beyond,  she  left  behind  her 
a memory  which  will  remain  forever  green 
in  the  ages  coming  on.  Alexander  Mc- 
Clean, sou  of  Archibald  McClean,  was 
born  November  20,  1746,  on  Marsh  Creek 
York  (now  Adams)  county.  Peuna.  Prior 
to  the  formation  of  IVestmoreland  county 
he  was  a resident  be'yond  the  Alleghenies. 
He  had  served  with  his  brothers,  assist- 
ing Mason  & Dixon  in  running  the  cele- 
brated line  between  Pennsylvania  and 
Maryland  and  Virginia  in  1766-67.  His 
brother  Archibald  had  a great 
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deal  to  do  in  running  the  line 
between  ilaryland  and  Delaware, 
and  between  Maryland  and  Penn- 
sylvania before  Mason  & Dixon  were 
employed  and  Alexander  accompanied 
him.  Such  were  the  schools  and  iu- 
struetors  he  enjoyed  in  acquiring  the  art 
of  surveying.  As  early  as  176'J  he  was 
with  others  employed  in  executing  orders 
of  survey  in  Western  Pennsylvania.  In 
177G  he  was  one  of  the  Westmoreland 
members  of  Assembly,  and  as  well  one  of 
the  justices  ofthe  peace  for  that  county. 
From  177(j  to  1784,  owing  to  the  Land 
Office  being  closed,  survej-iug  as  an  occu- 
pation in  AVestern  Pennsylvania  was 
gone.  In  the  meantime  he  became  a sol- 
dier on  the  frontiers  and  served  as  an 
officer  in  the  Westmoreland  County  Ran- 
gers. especially  participating  in  General 
McIntosh's  campaigns  of  1780.  In  1782 
he  was  appointed  a sub-lieutenant  for  the 
county  of  Westmoreland,  and  hence  his 
rank  of  Colonel.  Prior  to  that  he  was 
appointed  by  the  Supreme  Executive 
Council  to  run  a temporary  boundary  line 
between  Pennsylvania  and  Virginia, which 
had  been  agreed  upon  in  1779.  This  was 
delayed  until  the  winter  of  1782-3,  when, 
with  .loseph  Neville,  of  Virginia,  the  task 
was  executed.  Upon  the  erection  of  Fay- 
ette county  in  1783,  Col.  McClean  was 
appointed  presiding  justice  of  the  Fayette 
Court  of  Common  Pleas,  and  presided  in 
those  courts  from  December  of  that  year 
until  April,  1789.  In  December,  1783,  he 
was  a[)pointed  to  the  office  of  Register 
and  Recorder  of  the  county — offices  which 
he  held  uninterruptedly  until  his  death, 
amid  all  the  political  vicisssitudes  of  that 
long  [wriod.  He  was  an  expert  and  ele- 
gant penman,  and  could  crowd  more 
words  distinctly  into  a line  than  most 
modern  writers  would_  put  into  three.  lie 
was  a quiet,  unobtrusive  man,  devoted  to 
the  duties  of  his  office,  and  caring  for 
little  else  than  to  discharge  them  with 
diligence  and  accuracy  and  fidelity.  As 
Register  and  Recorder  and  surveyor,  for 
more  than  half  a century,  he  had  been 
conversant  with  all  the  titles  and  lands 
of  the  county,  with  all  their  vacancies, 
defects  and  modes  of  settlement,  yet, with 
all  these  opportunities  of  acquiring 
wealth,  he  died  in  comparative  poverty — • 
a sad  monument  to  his  integrity.  Col. 
McClean  died  at  Uniontown  on  the  7th 
of  .January,  1834,  aged  a little  over  88 
years,  and  was  buried  beside  his  wife  in 
the  old  graveyard  at  Uniontown.  They 
left  a numerous  family,  of  sons  and 
daughters,  most  of  whom  are  now  dis- 
persed in  the  Western  States;  a few  yet 
remain  in  Fayette  county,  Penna. 


Some  Wilson  Family  Data. 

It  is  barely  possible  some  aspirant  for 
genealogical  fame  may  be  able  to  dove- 
tail most  of  the  data  herewith  given.  We 
regret  exceedingly  that  time  or  research  is 
not  afforded  us.  Some  ten  or  fifteen  years 
ago  the  late  Col.  Audenreid,  whose  ances- 
tors were  the  AVilsons,  undertook  to  un- 
ravel the  tangled  skein,  but  failed.

GEN.  PHIGIP  BENNER. 


A Pioneer  In  th.e  Iron  Business  in  Centre 
County. 

Philip  Beuut^r  was  born  May  19,  1762, 
and  was  therefore  only  13  years  of  age 
when  the  Revolution  occured.  Like  other 
boys  in  Chester  county  he  was  in  tem- 
porary service  towards  the  close  of  the 
War,  and  on  one  occasion  his  mother 
quilted  some  money  in  the  back  of  his 
vest  as  a provision  for  his  necessities  if 
captured. 

After  the  war  he  was  engaged  in  the 
iron  business  at  Coventry  in  the  northern 
part  of  Chester  county,  and  had  a store 
in  Vincent  township.  He  then  married 
Ruth  Roberts  and  purchased  the  “Rock 
Forge”  lands,  in  Centre  county  (now 
owned  by  Major  William  F.  Reynolds). 
He  took  his  workmen  with  him  from 
Chester  county  and  commenced  his  im- 
provements (at  Rock  on  Spring  Creek  in 
Benner  township.  Centre  county),  in  May, 
1793,  by  erecting  a small  house  and  saw- 
mill, and  in  1794  built  his  first  forge,  the 
first  in  what  is  now  Centre  county,  and 
made  some  iron  that  year. 

The  difiiculties  he  encountered  may  be 
judged  from  a remark  he  made  in  after 


years:  “I  had  to  pack  my  provisions  from 
the  Eastern  counties  through  the  woods 
to  supply  ninety-three  people.”  He  after- 
wards erected  a grist  mill,  and  in  1799 
the  slitting  mill,  and  February  20,  1800, 
he  commenced  erecting  the  lower  forge, 
adding  afterwards  a nail  mill,  furnace, 
etc. 

Prior  warrants  had  been  laid  on  the 
land  he  bought  of  Josiah  Matlack,  and 
after  he  had  completed  his  iron  works  in 
1802.  an  ejectment  was  brought  against 
him  by  the  owners  of  what  were  known 
as  the  Hubley  warrants.  He  defended 
his  rights  stoutly  and  gained  his  case  on 
the  first  trial  in  tlie  lower  courts,  but 
failed  in  the  Supreme  Court,  and  on  a 
retrial  in  1811  he  was  defeated  and  com- 
pelled to  buy  his  land  a second  time.  His 
land  title  settled,  he  opened  an  iron  trade 
with  Pittsburg,  packing  iron  on  horses 
through  to  that  city.  He  enjoyed  as  the 
result  of  his  enterprise,  without  eomi)eti- 
tiou  for  many  years,  the  trade  in  what  wrs 
termed  by  him  the  “Juniata  iron”  with 
Pittsburg  and  the  Western  country. 

He  became  quite  prominent  in  political 
affairs.  In  1807  when  the  attack  was 
made  by  the  British  frigate  Leopard  tn 
the  United  States  frigab  Chesapeike 
aroused  the  country,  a meeting  of  the 
people  of  the  county  was  called  at  the 
court  house  on  the  15th  of  July,  to  ex- 
press the  sentiments  of  the  people  on  the 
attack.  The  meeting  was  a very  large  one. 
General  Benner  presided  and  on  the  com- 
mittee of  resolutions  were  the  following 
prominent  citizens:  W.  M.  Petriken.  Esq., 
.lames  Harris,  John  Lowrey,  William 
Rankin,  Roland  Curtin,  John  Dunlop  and 
Thomas  Burnside,  Esq. 

General  Benner  owned  many  lots  in 
Bellefonte  and  built  a number  of  residen- 
ces in  the  borough.  In  April,  1806,  .Jona- 
than H.  Walker  (father  of  the  late  Hon. 
Robert  .1.  Walker.  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury under  President  Polk,  and  afterwards 
Governor  of  Kansas),  was  appointed 
judge  of  the  Fourth  District,  arid  re- 
moved to  Bellefonte.  After  he  had  been 
there  some  years  Governor  Snyder  of- 
fered to  transfer  him  to  a vacancy  then 
existing  on  the  Northumberland  district, 
but  he  was  p<opular.  and  the  people  of- 
fered him  every  inducement  to  remain 
at  Bellefonte.  The  grand  jury  in  a body 
asked  him  to  decline  Governor  Snyder’s 
proiwsition,  and  General  Benner  offered 
him  money  to  build  any  kind  of  a house 
desired  and  a lot  to  build  it  on.  too.  He 
accepted  the  General’s  proposition  and 
built  the  stone  mansion  on  Allegheny 
street,  now  owned  by  Mrs.  John  B.  Linn, 
one  of  General  Benner’s  granddaughters. 
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which  Judge  Walker  occupied  until  his 
remoTal  to  Bedford  in  1814. 

Among  the  foremost  in  internal  im- 
provements, General  Benner  was  the  first 
president  in  1821,  of  the  Centre  and  Kish- 
acoquillas  Turnpike  Company,  and  as- 
sisted lai’gely  in  its  construction.  As  a 
politician  he  was  an  earnest  Democrat, 
and  was  twice  Presidential  elector,  no- 
tably on  the  Jackson  Calhoun  ticket  in 
1824,  while  in  1827  he  established  the 
Centre  Democrat  newspaper  at  Belle- 
fonte.  He  was  a very  industrious  man, 
always  out  between  four  and  five  o’clock 
in  the  morning,  and  from  that  time  until 
dark  always  on-  the  alert.  Attentive  in 
every  detail,  like  Napoleon,  he  frequently 
examined  his  horses  feet  to  see  that  they 
were  well  shod  and  saw  to  it  that  every 
teamster  had  a hammer,  extra  horseshoe 
nails,  etc.,  in  case  of  emergency,  along  tlie 
road.  He  had  four  aud  six  horse  teams 
constantly  hauling  to  Pittsburg.  Once  a 
teamster  who  sounded  his  own  merits 
largely,  applied  to  the  General  for  em- 
ployment. “Well,”  said  the  General, 
“my  good  fellow  did  you  ever  upset  your 
wagon?”  “Upset!  oh,  no,  sir!  Pm  too 
good  a driver  for  that,”  “Well,  then,” 
said  the  General,  “I  think  you  will  not 
do  for  you  would  not  know  what  to  do 
when  you  did  upset.  No  man  can  drive 
from  Rock  to  Pittsburg  without  upset- 
ting, No;  you  won’t  do  at  all,” 

He  had  a humorous  way  of  disposing  of 
applicants  for  work  when  he  had  no  oc- 
casion for  them,  or  did  not  fancy  the 
applicant.  Looking  at  an  applicant  closely 
one  day,  he  observed  that  the  cloth  on  the 
right  shouder  was  well  worn,  “My  man,” 
said  the  General,  “you  are  altogether  too 
fond  of  hunting  to  be  a good  workman,” 
His  judgment  of  hunters  was  that  they 
were  a worthless  set.  To  another  his  ob- 
jection was  the  condition  of  his  panta- 
loons. “A  man.”  said  the  General,  “who 
sat  down  so  much  as  to  wear  out  the  seat 
of  his  breeches,  was  too  lazy  a man  to  be 
tolerated  at  Rock.” 

In  addition  to  his  iron  business  he  had 
a store  in  Ferguson  township  and  one  at 
Bellefonte.  Be  accumulated  a vast 
amount  of  real  estate,  but  his  losses  were 
sometimes  enormous.  He  once  built  a 
steamboat  at  Pittsburg  and  freighted  it 
with  iron,  the  venture  costing  upwards  of 
$50,000.  The  captain  had  directions  to 
go  to  New  Orleans  and  exchange  for  to- 
bacco. The  captain  sold  the  vessel  and 
freight  and  sailed  for  Eur(rae  and  was 
never  heard  of  afterwards.  _ General  Ben- 
ner was  a regularly  commissioned  Major 
General  of  the  Pennsylvania  Militia  as 


early  as  1807,  and  thus  deserved  the  title 
of  General. 

General  Benner  died  at  Rock  Works 
.July  27,  1832,  his  wife  Ruth  preceded 
him  to  the  tomb  .Tanuary  7th,  1827,  aged 
62  years.  The  General  was  in  his  71st 
year.  They  left  eight  children  to  survive 
them.  Philip  Benner.  Mrs.  Thomas  Wad- 
dle, Mrs.  Mary  H.  Wilson,  Mrs.  Peninah 
Kephart,  Thomas  Benner,  Henry  Benner, 
.1.  Matlack  Benner  and  Mrs.  Ruth  Armor, 
all  now  deceased.  Mrs.  Armor  died  No- 
vember 10,  1891,  aged  92  years,  2 mos. 
and  3 days.  * * 


DEATH  RECORD. 


Leander  N.  Ott. 

On  Monday,  February  8th,  1897,  Lean- 
der  N.  Ott,  a prominent  citizen  of  Susque- 
hanna township,  passed  away  at  his  home 
in  Lucknow.  The  immediate  cause  of 
death  was  pneumonia. 

Mr.  Ott  was  the  oldest  lawyer  at  the 
Dauphin  County  Bar.  He  was  born  in 
this  city  February  11th,  1814.  His  grand- 
father, John  Nicholas  Ott,  came  to  Penn- 
sylvania before  the  Revolutionary  War 
and  took  an  active  part  in  the  struggle  for 
independence.  When  the  town  of  Harris- 
burg was  laid  out  he  engaged  in  business 
here  aud  at  one  time  kept  the  ferry.  Lean- 
der  was  the  third  child  of  this  revolution- 
ary soldier  and  patriot.  He  received  an 
ordinary  school  education  before  his  fath- 
er’s death,  when  he  learned  the  trade  of 
saddler.  Later  he  took  a course  at  .Jeffer- 
son College,  devoting  his  time  chiefly  to 
mathematical  studies.  Jn  1837  he  entered 
the  service  of  the  State  in  the  engineer 
corps  under  General  De  Haas,  and  was  em- 
ployed in  the  survey  from  llewistown  to 
J’it'tsburg.  He  was  subsequently  employ- 
ed on  other  important  surveys  of  the  State. 
At  the  beginning  of  Governor  Porter’s  ad- 
ministration he  resigned  from  the  engineer 
corps  and  completed  the  study  of  law, 
which  he  had  been  pursuing  for  some  time 
in  the  office  of  William  McClure,  Esq.,  of 
Harrisburg.  He  was  admitted  to  the  Bar 
of  Dauphin  county  April  27th,  1840,  and 
was  about  by  a decade  the  oldest  member 
of  the  Bar.  Jn  1846,  owing  to  the  neces- 
sity for  out-door  occupation,  he  left  the 
practice  of  the  law  and  engaged  in  the  saw 
mill  business  with  his  brother-in-law.  Cap- 
tain .Jacob  Dock.  They  were  chiefly  en- 
gaged in  manufacturing  ship-building 
lumber  for  the  Philadelphia  and  New 
York  markets.  Jn  1850  it  was  found  ad- 
visable to  confine  their  business  to  the 
Delaware  and  he  removed  to  Camden,  N. 
•J.,  where  he  carried  on  the  business  until 
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the  latter  part  of  1859.  A year  later  he 
returned  to  Harrisburg',  and  in  1861  pur- 
chased the  residence  in  Susquehanna 
township,  where  he  lived  until  his  death. 
During  the  early  portion  of  the  late  war 
he  was  connected  with  the  military  de- 
partment and  did  good  service  for  his 
country.  Prom  that  period  until  the  pres- 
ent time  Col.  Ott  had  devoted  most  of  his 
attention  to  farming.  He  became  more 
vigorous  in  the  cut-door  life,  and  even  in 
his  8od  year  he  frequently  enjoyed  horse- 
back exercise.  Mr.  Ott  married  Caroline 
Heisely,  daughter  of  the  late  George  J. 
Heisely,  of  Harrisburg.  He  is  survived 
by  a widow  and  two  children.  Captain 
Fred.  M.  Ott,  of  the  Governor’s  Troop, 
and  a well-known  lawyer,  and  Miss  Ott, 
who  resides  at  home. 

Mr.  Ott  was  a vigorous,  painstaking  and 
conscientious  lawyer.  He  was  always 
thorough'y  prepared  upon  any  phase  of  a 
case  which  might  be  presented.  As  a citi- 
zen he  was  public-spirileu  and  generous 
and  always  willing  to  give  of  his  time  for 
the  best  interests  of  the  community.  At 
the  Bar  he  ■was  pcpular  even  while  per- 
sistent in  the  Trial  of  cases.  He  was  a 
thoroughly  upright,  Christian  man. 

William  «!•  Adams. 

At  his  home.  No.  217  South  Second 
street,  death  put  an  end  to  the  sufferings 
of  William  J.  Adams  Tuesday,  February 
9t)h,  1897.  He  passed  away  unconscious 
of  the  presence  of  the  sorrowing  ones 
about  his  bedside.  Mr.  Adams  had  not 
fully  regained  his  physical  vigor  since  he 
sustained  his  first  stroke  of  paralysis 
March  17th  last.  About  a month  ago  he 
again  fell  ill  from  a complication  of  dis- 
eases and  gradually  grew  worse  and  weak- 
er until  the  end  came.  While  the  members 
of  the  family  had  small  hopes  of  his  re- 
covery, they  were  nevertheless  shocked 
that  the  final  dissolution  occurred  when  it 
did. 

Mr.  Adams  was  bom  in  County  Down, 
Ireland,  December  25th,  1837.  He  was 
a son  of  James  and  Margerie  Adams,  and 
was  educated  in  night  schools  in  his  native 
country.  Learning  the  trade  of  linen 
manufacturer  he  came  to  America  in  1857, 
locating  in  Philadelphia  for  a short  time, 
leaving  there  to  work  on  a farm  for  three 
years.  Then  he  removed  to  Chester,  Pa., 
and  became  a blacksmith  helper  in  the 
Pennsylvania  shops,  removing  to  Harris- 
burg in  1861,  when  the  shops  were  aban- 
doned and  the  men  distributed  to  other 
works  of  the  company.  In  July,  1862,  be 
enlisted  in  Company  A,  127th  Pennsylva- 
nia Volunteers  as  quartermaster  sergeant, 
serving  nine  months.  In  1863  he  formed 


d partnership  with  John  T.  Ensminger  in 
ihe  furniture  business.  In  1864  he  enlist- 
ed in  Company  G,  201st  Pennsylvania 
Volunteers  and  after  two  months’  service 
was  put  on  detailed  duty  as  acting  assist- 
ant adjutant  general  of  the  Juniata,  with 
headquarters  at  Chambersburg,  Pa,  He 
served  for  five  months  in  this  capacity, 
and  was  then  detailed  for  duty  at  the  pro- 
vost marshal’s  office  in  Pittsburg,  where 
he  remained  until  the  close  of  the  war. 

He  continued  his  paiTnership  with  Mr. 
Ensminger  until  1868,  when  they  dis- 
solved, and  Mr.  Adams  continued  the 
business  at  his  present  location.  Nos.  106- 
112  South  Second  street.  He  was  also 
senior  member  of  the  finh  of  W.  J.  Adams 
& Bro.,  on  Market  street,  for  a number 
of  years.  In  1891  he  admitted  his  son  to 
partnership,  and  the  fiirn  has  since  been 
W.  .T.  Adams  & Son.  TSIr.  Adams  was  a 
stockholder  in  the  Harrisburg  Traction 
Company,  the  Harrisburg  National  Bank 
and  Trust  Company  and  Kelker  Street 
Market  Company.  He  was  a staunch 
Republican,  serving  as  a member  of  the 
Board  of  Control  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
In  1879-80  he  represented  his  ward  in  Se- 
I lect  Council,  of  which  branch  he  was 
I president  in  1881.  He  resigned  his  office 
I after  serving  one  year  in  order  to  pay  a 
visit  to  his  native  land,  from  which  he 
had  been  absent  for  twenty-five  years.  In 
1887  he  was  elected  a member  of  Common 
Council,  serving  on  many  important  com- 
mittees. In  Februair,  1895,  he  was  elect- 
ed to  the  School  Board  from  the  Second 
ward.  He  was  a member  of  Post  58,  G- 
A.  R. 

Mr.  Adams  was  married  in  1866  to  Miss 
Emma  J.  Welker,  daughter  of  George 
Welker,  of  this  city.  She  died  March 
31st,  1885.  They  had  six  children — Geo. 
Welker  Adams,  a partner  in  the  business; 
William  J.,  jr.,  Richard  L.,  Emma  K., 
Robert  G.  and  Helen  A.  Mr.  Adams  was 
again  married  in  1887  to  Miss  Hattie  B. 
Mann,  daughter  of  Samuel  Mann,  of  this 
city.  Two  children,  Esther  Jane  and 
Irene,  blessed  this  union.  Deceased  was 
a member  and  trustee  of  St.  Paul’s  Meth- 
odist Church,  and  a local  preacher,  having 
been  ordained  by  Bishop  Andrews,  of 
York,  Pa.  He  was  one  of  Harrisburg’s 
best  citizens,  upright,  fair  and  conscienti- 
ous in  all  his  dealings  with  his  fellow- 
men,  and  his  death  is  a positive  loss  to  the 
community.

SAMUEL  HARRIS, 


For  Some  Time  a Resident  on  tlie  Loynl- 
socU — A Stormy  Career. 

Samuel  Hams  was  a son  of  the  first 
John  Harris,  and  was  born  at  Harris’ 
Peri'y  (now  Harrisburg)  May  4,  1733.  He 
was  brO'Ught  up  and  inured  to  all  the  dan- 
gers and  hardships  of  those  pioneer  days. 
He  was  an  active  participant  in  the  stir- 
ring scenes  of  the  Prench  and  Indian  war, 
and  was  present  at  the  defeat  of  Braddock. 
Returning  from  this  campaign  he  was 
much  in  the  service  of  surveying  parties 
on  the  West  Branch  and  we  hear  of  him 
frequently  while  thus  engaged. 

He  married,  in  1758,  Plizabeth  Bonner, 
of  Philadelphia,  and  their  place  of  resi- 
dence until  1771,  was  at  Harris’  Perry, 
and  there  their  five  children  were  born. 


About  this  time — or  perhaps  earlier — he  lo- 
cated on  the  west  side  of  Loyalsock  creek, 
near  the  original  crossing  of  the  stream.  In 
June  1778,  we  hear  of  him  warnmg  a 
party  of  settlers  who  were  traveling  up  the 
river  in  a wagon,  not  to  proceed,  as  he  had 
heard  tiring  up  the  creek  and  he  feared 
that  Indians  were  about.  The  emigrants 
did  not  take  his  advice,  but  proceeded  un- 
til they  were  tired  upon  by  a party  of  sav- 
ages in  ambush  near  what  is  now  the  cor- 
ner of  Pourth  and  Cemetery  streets,  Wil- 
liamsixirt.  Several  were  killed  and  others 
carried  into  captivity. 

At  the  time  of  the  Big  Runaway,  which 
occurred  soon  after  tins  massacre,  it  is 
supopsed  that  Harris  took  his  family — if 
they  were  with  him — and  tied  to  Harris’ 
Perry  for  safety.  On  the  breaking  out  of 
the  Revolution  he  promptly  identified  him- 
self with  the  patriots  and  became  a cap- 
tain of  cavalry.  There  is  no  record  to  show 
how  long  he  remained  in  the  service.  His 
sister,  Esther,  married  the  celebrated  Dr. 
William  Plunkett,  when  he  was  practicing 
medicine  at  Carlisle.  She  died  in  1768,  leav- 
ing four  daughters.  The  eldest,  Elizabeth, 
married  Samuel  Maclay,  who  became  a 
United  States  Senator,  and  died  on  his 
farm  in  Buffalo  Valley,  October  5,  1811. 
Her  father.  Dr.  Plunkett,  died  at  Sunbury 
in  April,  1791,  aged  nearly  one  hundred 
years.  This  relationship  probably  ac- 
counts for  Samuel  Harris  taking  up  his 
residence  at  Loyalsock.  He  took  an  active 
part  in  the  Pennamite  war,  the  command- 
er of  the  expedition  being  Dr.  Plunkett. 

Harris  was  a rugged  frontiersman  and 
full  of  adventure.  After  the  Revolution 
he  returned  to  his  place  on  the  Loyalsock, 
but  did  not  remain  long.  He  plunged  in- 
to the  wilderness  and  made  his  way  to 
Painted  Post,  where  he  built  a cabin,  and 
there  the  surveyors  found  him  when  they 
appeared  to  survey  the  Morris  lands.  This 
was  a few  years  before  1790. 

In  1795  he  removed  to  Cayuga  Lake,  and 
there  he  died  August  19,  1825,  aged  ninety- 
two  years,  three  months  and  fifioen  days. 
His  wife,  Elizabeth,  survived  him  over 
three  years,  dying  December  25, 1828,  aged 
eighty-eight  years,  nine  months  and  eight 
days.  Their  monuments  may  be  seen  at 
AVest  Cayuge,  or  Bridgeport,  on  the  shore 
of  the  Cayuga  Lake,  in  the  town  of  Seneca 
Palls,  and  the  very  hill  inscription  it  bears 
tells  the  storv  of  their  lives.

Fainlly  History  on  a Tombstone. 

The  graveyard  in  the  centre  of  Lewis- 
town.  Pa.,  is  one  of  the  oldest  in  the  Ju- 
ni'ati  A’ alley.  It  is  enclosed  on  three  sides 
with  a massive  stone  wall,  while  the  side 
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facing  a street  has  a heavy  fence  of  iron. 
The  oldest  inscription  I could  find  is  that 
of  William  Buchannan,  who  died  in  1767. 
At  the  western  end  of  the  cemetery  is  a 
large  marble  slab  on  which  is  inscribed  the 
history  of  the  Moor  family,  as  follows: 

“John  Moor,  died  April  6,  1822,  aged 
71  years. 

Margaret  Magill,  his  wife,  died  Septem- 
ber 23,  1822,  aged  57  years.  They  were 
born  and  married  near  Londonderry,  Ire- 
land, and  died  in  Lewistown. 

Margaret  Ann,  died  in  Donegal,  Ire- 
land, July  25,  1803,  aged  12  years. 

Margaret  Ann  (sic)  died  in  Marietta, 
Pa.,  April  30,  1819,  aged  15  years. 

Samuel  M.,  died  August  19,  1822,  aged 
23  years. 

Rachel,  died  June  26,  1823,  aged  28 

years. 

John,  died  September,  1825,  aged  36 
years. 

Mary,  died  November  14,  1826,  aged  20 
years. 

Lydia  J.,  died  February  16,  1846,  aged 
52  years. 

Sons  and  daughters  of  John  and  Mar- 
garet Moore. 

Ann  Moore,  sister  of  John  Moore,  Sr., 
died  September,  1822,  aged  66  years. 
Blessed  are  the  dead

Near  the  centre  of  the  graveyard  may 
be  seen  this  remarkable  inscription: 

Here  lieth  the  body  of  Amy  Major 

Who  departed  this  life — March  26,  1792 

Suffice  to  say  she  was  an  honest 
Woman,  the  2nd  noblest  work  of  God.” 

Rev.  Jacob  Gruber. 

In  theold  Methodist  Cemetery  at  Lewis- 
town  rest  the  remains  of  Rev.  Jacob  Gru- 
ber and  his  wife.  Gruber  was  an  eccen- 
tric character,  and  one  of  the  most  re- 
markable men  of  the  church.  The  reader 
will  find  the  several  histories  of  him  most 
amusing  and  entertaining.  We  will  give 
a sample  incident  which  we  remember 
having  read  in  our  boyhood.  He  was  se- 
verely plain  in  his  habits,  and  being  im- 
portuned by  his  wife  for  money  with 
which  to  purchase  a new  bonnet,  he  re- 
fused. She  determined  to  get  the  bonnet 
anyhow,  and  sold  her  bureau  to  get  the 
necessary  money.  After  the  bonnet  was 
purchased  he  went  ahead  of  her  into  the 
meeting  and  ascended  the  pulpit.  Soon 
Mrs.  Gruber  followed,  and  as  he  entered 
the  door  her  reverend  lord  exclaimed, 
“Look  out!  there  comes  Mrs.  Gruber  with 
her  bureau  on  her  head!”  Notwithstand- 
ing his  eccentricities  Gruber  was  a very 
successful  preacher.  The  following  are 


the  inscriptions  on  his  tombstone  and  that 
of  his  wife  as  copied  by  me  lately: 

“In  memory  of— Rev.  Jacob  Gruber — of 
the — Baltimore  Annual  Conference — of 
I the — Methodist  Episcopal  Church — who 
' departed  this  life — May  25,  1850— aged  72 
I yrs.  3 mos.  and  22  d — 

He  was  a faithful  and  beloved — minis- 
ter of  the  Gospel  for  fifty  years — without 
intermission  and  finished  his — course  in 
1 great  peace  and  was  gathered — to  his 
fathers  and  brothers — 

Servant  of  God  well  done 
Rest  from  thy  loved  employ 
Thy  battle’s  fought,  the  victory  won 
Enter  your  Master’s  Joy.” 

“In  memory  of — Rachel  Gruber — form- 
I erly — Rachel  Martin — names  sacred  in  the 
— recollection  of  many — through  40  years 
of  various  fortune — she  witnessed  a good 
confession — and  like  her  Lord — went 
about  doing  good — she  died  Feb.  4,  1851 — 
in  the  69th  year  of  her  age — ^When  Christ 
who  is  our  life — shall  appear,  then  shall 
we  also  appear  with  Him  in  Glory.”

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XUI. 


BENJAMIN  LODGE,  JR.— This  offi- 
cer of  the  Revolution  was  one  of  the  orig- 
inal members  of  the  Society  of  the  Cin- 
cinnati. He  was  born  in  Billingsport,  N. 
.1.,  May  28,  1749.  and  was  dro  wned  in  tha 
Conecocheague  Creek,  in  attempting  to 
save  a friend’s  life  May  16,  1801.  He 
was  a member  of  the  Pennsylvania  Leg- 
islature from  1793  to  1797,  at  that  time 
residing  in  Jacob’s  Swamp,  Westmore- 
land county.  He  was  a school  master  at 
Clarkston,  N.  J.,  from  1765  to  1770,  and 
his  diary  in  possession  of  Mrs.  Charles  W. 
Moores,  of  California,  establishes  the  fact 
that  he  was  teaching  navigation  and  sur- 
veving  in  1775. 

GOTSCHALT.—MOTTER— YOUNG. 
PETER  MAHARG. 

In  former  “Notes  and  Queries”  some 
reference  was  made  to  Peter  Maharg, 
who  was  with  Capt.  Stokeley’s  Company 
on  Col.  Archibald  Lochry’s  ill-fated  expe- 
dition. It  is  traditional  in  Ligonier  Val- 
ley that  Peter  Maharg  was  taken  prisoner 
by  the  Indians  on  the  27th  of  April,  1779, 
while  hunting  his  horses,  and  was  seen  on 
the  evening  of  tlie  same  day  on  the  hill- 
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top  near  West  Fairfield,  where  Ligonier 
now  is.  This  was  stated  by  Clifford  who 
was  taken  prisoner  the  same  day.  Ma- 
harg  was  treated  brutally  by  the  Indians, 
marks  of  which  he  carried  to  his  grave 
and  is  buried  in  old  West  Fairfield  grave- 
yard. His  will  is  dated  Sept  6,  1808,  and 
probated  9th  November  following.  He 
mentions  in  his  will  his  wife  Ann  Maharg, 
who  died  in  1807,  and  children:

THE  TODDS  OP  HAIWOVER. 


[For  much  of  the  following  record  of 
the  descendants  of  an  early  settler  in 
Hanover  township,  I.,ancaster  county,  we 
were  indebted  to  the  late  Rev.  David 
Todd,  of  Providtnee,  Illinois.  It  came  to 
us  in  1878.  The  Todds  of  Hanover  were 
originally  connected  with  the  family  of 
same  name  who  removed  to  Virginia  and 
lientucky.  Hugh  Todd  and  his  family 
came  to  Pennsylvania  about  1735,  per- 
chance earlier.  A brother  John  also  came 
to  Pennsylvania,  but  his  family  went  to 
the  southward  probably  about  1750.

THE  FIRST  CAPITOIi, 


Aud  Wliere  tlie  Governors  Lived. 

February  2d,  1897,  will  always  be  me- 
monable  in  the  history  of  Harrisburg.  It 
noted  the  destruction  of  the  finest  old  Capi- 
tol building  in  America,  and  nothing  re- 
mains but  the  bare  walls,  front  and  rear 
columns  and  the  massive  hrick  work  which 
supported  the  dome.  Many  excellent  photo- 
graphs have  been  taken  of  the  building  be- 
fore it  was  burned  and  of  the  ruins.  One 
of  the  best,  I think,  as  a reminder  of  the 
fatal  February  day  is  a photograph  of 
Grace  M.  E.  Church  and  the  Capitol  ruins. 
The  picture  was  taken  at  Second  street, 
and  both  sides  of  State  street  are  depicted 
in  such  a way  as  to  be  recognized  at  a 
glance  by  those  familiar  with  the  wide  and 
splendid  thoroughfare  This  with  other 
photographs  of  the  scene  will  doubtless  be 
preserved  as  souvenirs  by  thousands  of 
people  in  Harrisburg  and  throughout  the 
State. 

A Noteworthy  Kvent. 

The  corner-stone  of  the  Capitol  was  laid 
in  the  month  of  May,  1819,  by  Governor 
Findlay,  and  the  two  houses  of  the  Legis- 
lature first  occupied  the  building  in  the 
month  of  January,  1822.  In  the  spring  of 
1821  the  roof  was  completed  or  raised,  and 
a grand  supper  (banquet  it  is  called  in 
these  more  fastidious  days)  was  given  in 
honor  of  the  event.  All  the  workmen  on 
the  building  participated,  and  the  giver 
was  Mr.  Stephen  Hill,  the  architect  and 
builder.  In  those  days  and  for  a long  while 
after  it  was  customary  upon  the  comple- 
tion of  the  roof  of  any  large  building  to 
recognize  those  who  in  any  manner  had 
been  engaged  in  its  construction  by  the 
giving  of  a feast.  At  what  hotel  (tavern 
or  inn  was  the  name  then)  the  supper  took 
place  I have  been  unable  to  learn,  but  the 


other  day  a memento  of  the  affair  was 
handed  me  by  my  venerable  and  excellent 
friend,  Mr.  Andrew  K.  Black,  ex-post- 
master of  Harrisburg.  It  has  been  in  the 
possession  of  his  family  for  the  past  sev- 
enty-five years,  and  was  gotten  at  the  sup- 
per. 

Mr.  Black’s  father,  the  late  Joseph 
Black,  was  one  of  the  boss  carpenters 
on  the  building.  This  momento  is  a song 
which  was  sung  by  the  assembled  company. 
It  was  printed  on  good  white  paper  and 
is  excellently  preserved.  With  what  fer- 
vor those  old  workmen  must  have  joined 
in  the  singing  of  the  lines  to  an  air  of  tho 
now  long  ago.  The  sentiments  of  the  ode 
are  thoroughly  patriotic  and  the  feelings 
which  governed  the  sires  of  the  republic 
are  worthy  of  emulation  by  their  sons  of 
the  present  and  all  succeeding  generations. 
I append  the  words  of  the  song  for  the 
benefit  of  the  readers  of  the  “Telegraph.” 
It  was  called 

Tile  Raising. 

Come,  musier,  my  lads,  your  mechanical 
tools,

Who  Hauled  the  Ltimher. 

Mr.  George  Garverich,  who  died  in  this 
city  a couple  of  years  ago  at  a nona- 
genarian’s age,  hauled  all  the  lumher  for 
the  building  of  the  old  Capitol  and  its 
wings — that  is  the  old  Auditor  General’s 
and  the  present  Internal  Affairs  depart- 
ments. His  father  was  the  contractor  for 
the  furnishing  and  hauling  of  the  lum- 
ber, which  was  obtained  from  the  then 
immense  and  almost  trackless  forest  re- 
gions on  the  West  Branch  of  the  Susque- 
hanna, and  brought  to  Harrisburg  on  arks 


or  rafts.  Mr.  Garverich  was  a stalwart 
young  man  then,  but  he  tvas  wont  to  say 
that  it  was  about  as  hard  work  as  he  was 
ever  engaged  in,  and  it  can  be  well  imag- 
ined, for  the  streets  of  Harrisburg  in  those 
days  were  not  the  well-paved  avenues  or 
thoroughfares  of  the  present  time.  But 
the  job  was  completed  to  the  entire  satis- 
faction of  the  architect  and  builder,  and 
Mr.  Garverich  always  felt  a just  pride 
in  his  contribution  to  the  building  of  the 
historic  structure. 

Wliere  tlie  Governors  Lived, 

I have  thought  it  would  be  interesting 
to  add  to  these  reminiscences  where  the 
Governors  have  lived  in  Harrisburg  up 
until  the  present  Executive  Mansion  on 
North  Front  street,  between  South  and 
I’ine,  was  provided  for  them  through  the 
liberality  of  the  people  of  Harrisburg.  I 
have  succeeded  in  locating  all  but  Gover- 
nor Fliester,  but  possibly  some  old  citizen 
will  be  able  to  supply  the  omission.  They 
are  placed  in  the  order  of  their  occupa- 
tions of  the  executive  chair  from  Simon 
Snyder  down.  He  was  Governor  of  the 
State  when  the  Capitol  was  removed  from 
Lancaster  in  1812.  The  locations  were: 

Simon  Snyder,  1812  to  1817,  Walnut 
street,  betwwn  Second  and  Third,  on  the 
site  of  the  present  Harrisburg  Club. 

William  Findlay.  1817  to  1820,  North 
Front  street,  near  Walnut,  where  Mrs. 
Vance  Criswell  now  resides. 

.Joseph  Hiester,  1820  to  1823,  not  lo- 
cated. 

Jolm  Andrew  Shulze,  1823  to  1829, 
North  Front  and  Walnut  streets,  the  old 
Haldemau  property,  where  Superinten- 
dent G.  W.  Creighton,  of  the  Pennsylva- 
nia Railroad,  now  resides. 

George  Wolf,  1829  to  1835.  South  Sec- 
ond street,  near  the  Market  Square  Pres- 
byterian Church. 

.Joseph  Bitner,  1836  to  18.39,  South 
Front  street,  now  part  of  the  property  of 
the  Harrisburg  Hospital. 

David  R.  Porter,  1839  to  184.5,  on  the 
site  of  the  present  Dives,  Pomeroy  & 
Stewart  building. 

Francis  R.  Shunk.  1846  to  1848.  North 
Front  street,  near  Walnut,  where  Mrs. 
Vance  Criswell  resides. 

William  F.  .Johnston,  1848  to  1851,  No. 
7 South  Ji''ront  street,  where  the  family  of 
the  late  General  .John  Forster  resides. 

William  Bigler.  18-51  to  1854.  North 
J’ront  street  near  Pine,  where  Mrs.  Dr. 
Dock  now  resides. 

•Tames  Pollock,  18.54  to  1857,  boarded 
at  Coverly’s  Hotel,  the  site  of  the  present 
Commonwealth  Hotel. 

William  F.  Packer,  1857  to  1860,  South 
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Second  street  below  Chestnut— the  first 
Governor’s  Mansion — now  occupied  as  a 
furniture  store  and  residence  by  Mr. 
Charles  F.  Spicer. 

Andrew  G.  Curtin,  1860  to  1866.  At 
first  in  the  Second  street  mansion.  Dur- 
ing his  incumbency,  however,  the  present 
mansion  on  North  Front  street  was  pur- 
chased and  he  was  the  first  executive  to 
occupy  it.  It  has  since  been  the  official 
residence  of  Governors  Geary,  Hartranft, 
Hoyt,  Pattison  twice,  Beaver  and  Hast- 
ings.

■\Vllliam  B*  Heuclersioii,  M.  D. 

Steelton,  Feb.  22.— This  morning  shortly 
before  9 o’clock  occurred  the  death  of  Wil- 
liam B.  Henderson,  M.  D.,  one  of  Dauphin 
county’s  oldest  physicians.  His  funeral 
will  take  place  on  'Thm’sday  afternoon,  at 
1 o’clock,  from  the  house.  The  remains 
can  be  viewed  from  9 to  12.  The  funeral 
will  be  strictly  private.  Interment  at  iNIid- 
dletown.  Dr.  Henderson  was  born  in 
Hummelstown,  January  8th,  1830.  He 
was  the  son  of  Dr.  William  Henderson. 
His  father  was  born  in  Cumberland  coun- 
ty in  1795.  He  read  medicine  with  Dr. 
Sampson,  of  Shippensburg,  and  graduated 
from  the  University  of  Penn.sylvania  iu 
1818.  In  the  same  year  he  located  in  Hum- 
melstown, and  engaged  in  the  practice  of 
his  profession,  in  which  he  continued  until 
his  death  in  1849.  The  subject  of  this 
sketch  was  primarily  instructed  in  the  sub- 
sci’iption  schools  of  the  town,  and  subse- 
quently completed  a collegiate  course  at 
Gettysburg.  When  he  was  17  years  of  age 
he  engaged  as  clerk  with  Robert  E.  Snod- 
grass, of  Shippensburg,  and  remained  with 
him  two  years.  After  this  he  began  the 
study  of  medicine  with  Dr.  Benjamin 
Wiestling,  at  Middletown.  In  the  autumn 
of  1851  he  entered  the  office  of  Prof.  .John 
Atlee,  a member  of  the  faculty  of  Pennsyl- 
vania Medical  College.  He  was  gradu- 
ated from  this  institution  in  March,  1853. 
In  the  following  year  he  began  the  prac- 
tice of  medicine  and  surgery  in  Hummels- 
town, forming  a partnership  with  Dr. 
Jacob  Shope.  In  1860  he  removed  to  Mt. 
Nebo,  Lebanon  county,  and  took  charge 
of  the  extensive  practice  of  Dr.  Jacob 
Cooper.  In  1862  he  left  a large  and  lucra- 
tive practice  and  enlisted  in  the  army.  He 
was  assigned  to  duty  as  assistant  surgeon 
of  the  Eighth  regiment,  P.  V.,  “The  Phila- 
delphia Blues,”  and  joined  his  regiment  at 
Hagerstown,  Md.  In  November  of  the 
same  year  he  was  commissioned  by  Gover- 


nor Curtin  as  assistant  surgeon  of  the 

IGJth  regiment,  Pennsylvania  militia,  com- 
manded by  Col.  Charles  Knoderer,  and 
was  at  his  side  when  he  was  killed  at  the 
battle  of  Deserted  House,  Va.,  December 
29th.  In  1864  he  was  assigned  to  duty 
as  assistant  surgeon  of  the  United  "States 
Army,  at  Gen.  Slough  barracks  hospital, 
Va.,  under  Surgeon  Bentley.  Later  he 
was  assigned  to  duty  at  the  general  hos- 
pital in  the  Fairfax  Senainary  building,  at 
Fairfax. 

In  1865  he  was  again  commissioned  sur- 
geon of  the  Sixth  Pennsylvania  Cavalry, 
and  was  with  that  regiment  until  the  end 
of  the  war.  After  his  discharge  from  the 
army  he  practiced  medicine  and  surgery 
in  various  places  until  1880,  when  he  lo- 
cated in  Steelton,  and  where  he  enjoyed 
a lucrative  practice.  He  has  been  sur- 
geon of  Lascomb  Post,  No.  3.51,  G.  A.  R., 
since  its  organization  in  1883.  For  sev- 
eral years  he  has  been  on  the  staff  of  coun- 
ty physicians  and  was  only  reappointed  a 
few  weeks  before  his  death.  His  death 
was  primarily  due  to  general  debility,  fol- 
lowed by  a severe  cold.  The  Doctor  had 
hosts  of  friends  in  this  borough  and  was 
held  in  high  esteem  by  the  brethren  of  his 
profession. 


DEDICATION  OF  THE  CAMEKOIV 
St  HOOL.  BUILDING. 

Harrisburg,  February  22,  1897. 

It  was  not  an  auspicious  day  for  the 
dedication  of  the  handsome  Simon  Cam- 
eron school  building  at  Green  and  Muench 
streets,  but  notwithstanding  the  very  dis- 
agreeable weather  this  afternoon  there 
was  a large  attendance  of  the  friends  and 
patrons  of  the  schools  of  the  city.  All  the 
exercises  were  interesting  and  most  of  the 
speakers  had  some  reference  to  the  Father 
of  His  Country.  Dr.  Schaeffer,  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instruction,  was 
rhe  star  orator  of  the  occasion  and  he 
made  some  telling  points  in  his  speech. 
Another  interesting  feature  was  the  pre- 
sentation to  the  schools  of  a handsome 
flag  by  Camp  Curtin  Council,  No.  629. 
.Junior  Order  of  United  American  Me- 
chanics. A large  flag  pole  has  been  plant- 
ed at  the  Muench  street  side  of  the  build- 
ing, and  from  this  staff  will  float  the  stars 
and  stripes  every  day  the  schools  are  in 
session.  The  ceremonies  throughout  were 
exceedingly  appropriate  and  the  audience 
frequently  showed  its  approval  of  the  sen- 
timents expressed  by  hearty  applause. 
The  singing,  which  was  patriotic  and 
spirited,  was  under  the  direction  of  Prof. 
Edward  G.  Rose,  with  Miss  Anna  K. 
Horting  as  accompanist. 
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Tbe  Cameron  building:  is  one  of  the 
handso‘mest  structures  in  the  city.  It  has 
a buff  brick  exterior  with  brown  stone 
trimmings  and  is  finished  throughout  in 
the  most  modem  and  substantial  manner. 
It  is  a twelve  room  building  and  in  all  its 
appointments  is  up  to  date.  The  grounds 
are  spacious  and  throughout  the  building 
all  the  details  of  construction  have  been 
looked  after  with  a view  to  giving  the 
children  the  very  best  that  is  possible  in 
the  way  of  uniform  heat  and  ventilation. 


DEDICATORY  CEREMONIES. 


Members  oftlie  Roarcl  of  Control,  Teacliers 
and  Citizens  Present. 

At  2 o’clock  this  afternoon  the  dedi- 
catory exercises  were  held  in  the  new 
building  at  Green  and  Muench  streets. 
President  Hartman  and  many  members 
of  the  Board  of  Control,  teachers  from 
all  pai-ts  of  the  city,  Mr.  .1.  K.  Ness,  the 
builder,  and  hundreds  of  interested  citi- 
zens were  present,  besides  a small  army 
of  children.  Dr.  Schaeffer,  the  State  su- 
perintendent, and  R.  M.  McNeal,  the 
county  superintendent,  were  both  present, 
as  was  also  City  Superintendent  Foose, 
Prof.  Landou.  the  principal  of  the  High 
School,  and  other  members  of  the  faculty. 
Everybody  was  pleased  with  the  building 
and  its  splendid  appointments.  Superin- 
tendents Schaeffer  and  McNeal  making 
special  reference  to  the  spacious  rooms  and 
the  superb  heating  and  ventilating  sys- 
tems. 

Before  the  exercises  were  well  under 
way  the  main  hall  was  crowded  and  the 
corridors  leading  thereto  were  much  con- 
gested. There  was  also  a crowd  outside, 
where  the  Robert  Tippett  drum  corps 
made  music  for  Camp  Curtin  Council,  Jr. 
O.  U.  A.  JI.,  which  presented  a flag  to  the 
building  this  afternoon. 

The  exercises  were  held  in  the  large 
principal’s  room  on  the  second  floor,  which 
communicates  with  th'e  recitation  room  by 
means  of  a sliding  partition,  making  when 
thus  thrown  together  a large  hall.  E.  W. 
S.  Parthemore  presided  and  inti’oduced  the  ^ 
speakers.  ' 

A large  choir  of  school  children  sang 
“America”  with!  much  expression,  and 
Rev.  C.  O.  Bosserman,  pastor  of  the  Cove- 
nant Presbyterian  Church,  then  offered  a 
fervent  prayer.  Then  the  school  children 
sang  “Flag  of  the  Free,”  after  which  the 
keys  of  the  building  were  turned  over  to 
the  Board  of  Control  by  Mr.  Howard 
Lloyd  of  the  firm  of  Foose  & Lloyd,  the 
architects  of  the  building,  who  spoke  as 
follows: 


Mr.  Chairman  of  the  Building  Commit- 
tee— In  behalf  of  the  architects  of  the 
‘■Simon  Cameron”  school  building,  I have 
the  honor  now  on  the  completion  of  tliis 
building  to  formally  present  to  you  the 
keys  belonging  to  the  same.  In  doing  so, 
I wish  to  thank  you  and  the  other  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  of  Control,  for  the  op- 
po'rtunity  you  have  given  us  for  the  reali- 
zation to  some  extent,  at  least,  of  our 
ideals  of  school  house  architecture. 
Through  your  generosity  in  providing 
funds,  this  building  has  been  made  possi- 
ble, and  we  relinquish  our  control  of  it, 
knowing  that  every  dollar  of  its  cost  has 
been  well  expended,  and  believing  that 
when  it  comes  to  be  put  to  the  practical 
uses  for  which  it  has  been  designed,  it  will 
be  found  not  only  convenient,  but  welt 
adapted  for  facilitating  the  work  of  edu- 
cating the  young. 

Dr.  E.  S.  IVIeals,  chairman  of  the  Build- 
ing Committee,  accepted  the  keys  in  a few 
appropriate  words  and  gave  them  to  Dr. 
Hartman,  president  of  the  Board  of  Con- 
trol, who  accepted  the  building  in  a speech 
that  was  short  but  to  the  point.  Mrs. 
John  C.  Conkiing  sang  as  a solo,  “Arm  and 
On.” 

Mr.  Parthemore  then  read  an  interesting 
history  of  the  building,  which  wms  full  of 
information. 

Or,  Sclineflffr’a  A<lclr**ss. 

The  most  distinguished  speaker  of  the 
occasion  was  Dr.  N.  C.  Schaeffer,  the  Su- 
perintendent of  Public  Instimctiou,  who 
gave  an  excellent,  practical  address.  He 
spoke  substantially  as  follows: 

“The  rank  which  a people  hold  in  the 
scale  of  civilization  can  always  be  deter- 
mined by  the  estimate  which  they  place 
upon  childhood  Among  savage  tribes  the 
father  has  the  power  of  life  and  death 
over  his  offspring:  little  or  no  attention  is 
paid  to  the  education  of  the  boy  and  the 
girl:  these  learn  the  few  arts  of  their  pa- 
rents by  imitation.  Among  the  Greeks 
the  father’s  power  over  the  life  of  his 
child  continued,  but  considerable  attention 
was  paid  to  the  education  of  the  freeborn 
boy.  The  child  of  the  helot  and  the  tillers 
of  the  soil  were,  however,  allowed  to 
grow  up  in  ignorance.  Down  through  the 
medieval  period  the  youth  who  were  de- 
stined for  service  in  the  State  and  church 
were  carefully  trained  for  their  calling; 
but  the  multitudes  grew  up  unable  to  read 
and  write.  It  remained  for  ihe  nineteenth 
century  to  realize  fully  the  importance  of 
universal  education.  Kings  and  states- 
men have  reached  the  conviction  that  ig- 
norance is  not  essential  to  obedience,  that 
It  pays  a Government  to  educate  the 
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masses,  that  the  material  prosperity  of  a 
nation  and  the  earning  power  of  the  indi- 
vidual rise  with  the  average  intelligence 
of  the  workmen  and  that  as  the  number 
of  persons  unable  to  read  and  write  is  mul- 
tiphed  either  by  immigration  or  by  neglect 
of  the  schoo'l  attendance,  down  goes  their 
rank  in  the  industrial  world  and  their  abil- 
ity to  win  triumphs  on  the  field  of  battle. 
England  is  now  spending  millions  for  the 
spread  of  scientific  knowledge  among  the 
industrial  classes,  because  she  has  found 
out  that  the  educated  labor  of  the  conti- 
nent is  carrying  off  the  premiums  at  the 
world’s  fairs  and  capturing  the  best  mar- 
pally  from  the  play  of  mind  upon  mind, 
from  the  intercourse  of  soul  with  soul, 
kets  in  foreign  lands.  France  has  doubled 
her  expenditures  for  schools  several  times 
since  her  defeat  in  the  war  with  Germany. 
Over  a hundred  thousand  children  receive 
the  benefit  of  manual  training  in  the 
schools  of  Paris.  More  than  half  a cen- 
tury ago  Horace  Mann  made  for  himself 
a reputation  on  both  sides  of  the  Atlantic 
by  showing  that  it  never  pays  to  put  a ma- 
chine requiring  manual  or  mental  dexterity 
in  charge  of  a person  unable  to  read  and 
write,  because  the  damage  to  the  ma- 
chinery and  the  waste  of  raw  material 
makes  the  labor  unproductive. 

In  industrial  education  and  in  university 
work  some  nations  of  the  old  world  still 
excel  us,  but  in  school  architecture  Amer- 
ica leads  the  world.  In  heating,  lighting, 
ventilation,  school  seats,  text  books  and 
other  appliances  for  instruction  Germany 
and  France  and  England  are  trying  to 
learn  from  us.  Progressive  school  boards 
believe  that  school  rooms  should  be  made 
as  comfortable  and  attractive  as  the  best 
homes.  Some  time  ago  a Princeton  stu- 
dent setting  behind  two  Grand  Army  men 
listened  to  their  anecdotes  about  war 
times  and  the  days  which  immediately 
preceded  the  attack  on  Fort  Sumter,  in- 
voluntarily exclaimed  to  his  classmates: 
“These  Grand  Army  fellows  know  of  but 
two  periods  in  history — one  before  the  war, 
the  other  during  the  war.”  We  who  teach 
know  three  periods  in  history,  the  third 
being  since  the  war.  Before  the  war  cot- 
ton was  king:  during  the  war  powder  was 
king;  since  the  war  education  has  been 
king.  Before  the  war  the  nations  of  the 
earth  still  built  palaces  for  their  kings; 
since  the  war  they  have  been  erecting 
palatial  edifices  for  school  purposes.  The 
school  children  of  to-day  enjoy  comforts 
of  which  Solomon  never  dreamt  in  all  his 
glory.  Sometimes  in  their  zeal  and  desire 
to  excel,  school  boards  spend  too  much 
ui)on  school  buildings  that  a reaction  fol- 


lows; teachers’  wages  are  reduced  and  the 
brainiest  seek  more  lucrative  vocations  or 
schools  in  which  the  remuneration  is 
greater.  They  claim  that  the  teachers 
should  not  be  compelled  to  build  the  school 
houses  any  more  than  that  the  children 
of  the  Comonwealth  should  be  compelled 
to  rebuild  the  State  Capitol  recently  de- 
stroved  by  fire. 

“OnWashington’s  birthday  I sometimes 
imagine  that  the  Father  of  our  Country 
is  among  the  cloud  of  witnesses  spoken  of 
in  the  Epistle  to  the  Hebrews  as  looking 
down  upon  us  from  the  other  world,  that 
his  soul  is  filled  with  delight  and  gratitude 
when  he  notes  how  faithfully  the  advice 
of  his  farewell  address  has  been  followed 
by  the  country  whose  liberty  and  inde- 
pendence he  achieved.  It  will  in  no  long 
time  be  a tradition,  an  established  custom 
to  dedicate  school  houses  on  his  birthday 
and  to  set  them  apart  for  the  purpose  of 
promoting  universal  education.  On  this 
day  we  should  never  forget  that  fine  school 
houses  alone  do  not  make  fine  schools,  that 
maps,  charts  and  costly  apparatus  have  no 
educative  power  in  themselves,  that  it  re- 
quires a living  teacher  to  make  these 
fruitful  as  sources  of  knowledge,  that  a 
skillful  teacher  is  after  all  the  most  im- 
portant factor  in  the  making  of  a good 
school.  The  best  investment  which  a 
Government  has  ever  made,  is  an  invest- 
ment in  brains.  Education  results  princi- 
from  the  action  of  personality  upon  per- 
sonality, from  the  stimulating  influence 
which  the  living  teacher  exerts  upon  the 
pupils,  causing  their  intellects  to  think  and 
know,  their  hearts  to  expand  and  their 
wills  to  act  in  accordance  with  the  laws  of 
normal  growth  and  development.  Into  the 
fine  school  house  you  must  put  a fine  teach- 
er if  you  would  have  a fine  school.” 

Dr.  Schaeffer’s  remarks  were  given 
close  attention  and  at  the  close  he  was  ap- 
plauded to  the  echo. 

“Rally  Round  the  Flag”  was  rendered 
with  spirit  and  the  handsome  flag  was 
then  presented  by  Dr.  William 
H.  Painter  in  behalf  of  Camp  Curtin 
Council.  He  gave  expression  to  many 
patriotic  sentiments  and  was  frequently 
interrupted  by  applause. 

Accepted  tlie  Flag. 

S.  H.  Garland,  a member  of  the  Board 
of  Control  from  the  Sixth  ward,  accepted 
the  flag  in  the  folio vfing  speech.  He  said: 
“Mr.  President.  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 
members  of  the  Jr.  O.  Pt.  A.  M. — It  affords 
me  great  pleasure  and  I deem  it  an  honor 
to  have  been  chosen  by  the  Harrisburg 
Board  of  Conrtol  to  receive  in  their  name 
this  flag  and  to  assure  you  gentlemen  that 
that  body  considers  the  display  of  the  flag 
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of  our  country  a part  of  its  duty.  It  is 
an  unwritten  part  of  that  instrument  so 
firmly  established  in  our  school  life  that  it 
shall  never  be  removed.  Floating  to  the 
breeze  day  by  day  it  is  an  object  lesson 
to  all  the  pupils  of  the  district.  It  grows 
into  their  very  lives;  the  air  they  breathe 
is  impregnated  with  its  glorious  triumphs 
and  victories,  inspiring  them  to  imitate 
and  excel,  if  possible,  the  noble  deeds  of 
our  ancestors.  Who  would  dare,  sirs,  to 
wish  to  do  away  with  this  national  text 
book.  Let  our  district  always  cherish  it 
and  may  you  see  to  it.  my  friends,  that  it 
is  never  disturbed  but  always  wave  over 
the  heads  of  the  boys  and  girls  of  our  pub- 
lic schools. 

We  appreciate,  sirs,  the  source  from 
which  this  beautiful  flag  comes.  A nation 
having  its  young  men  banded  together 
with  such  noble  sentiments  and  principh  s 
as  those  which  you  represent  may  well 
feel  that  it  is  founded  on  a rock  that  no 
storms  can  shake.  Unity  of  church  and 
State  anarchy,  communism  and  all  other 
enemies  of  our  free  institutions  lose  their 
terrors  at  the  approach  of  our  patriotic  or- 
ganization. To  you.  sirs,  belongs  the 
honor  of  first  instituting  this  worthy  cus- 
tom and.  like  all  popular  movements,  you 
have  had  your  imitators.  Some,  actuated 
by  the  same  love  of  country  and  our  public 
schools,  have  given  their  assistance  until 
almost  every  puglic  school  building  in  the 
land  has  the  Stars  and  Stripes  waving 
over  it,  and  as  long  as  they  are  continued 
there  it  will  not  ^nly  be  representing  its 
own  glorious  achievements,  but  will  be  a 
monument  to  the  patriotism  of  our  young 
men.  We  recognize  in  your  order  a 
friend  of  our  public  school  system  and, 
strange  as  it  may  seem  in  a republic  like 
ours,  it  has  its  enemies. 

‘Tt  is  your  heritage  to  look  after  them 
and  to  say  to  the  despoiler  “hands  off!'’ 
We  realize  it  could  have  no  better  defend- 
ers. Each  to  tne  manor  born,  banded  to- 
gether under  the  noble  principles  of  Vir- 
tue, Liberty  and  Patriotism,  having  for 
your  motto  the  Bible  in  the  public  schools. 
No  more  noble  or  lofty  sentiments  could 
inspire  mankind:  but,  sirs,  sentiments 
alone  will  not  perpetuate  this  noble  insti- 
tution. We  find  it  attacked  by  vicious 
legislation.  Already  the  book  trusts  are 
reaching  out  to  grasp  in  their  avaricious 
clutches  the  very  vitals  of  our  schools,  for 
proper  text  books  are  essential  to  the  suc- 
cess of  our  schools.  You,  sirs,  have  al- 
ready asserted  yourselves  as  to  the  Bible 
and  flag.  We  beg  of  you  to  familiarize 
yourselves  with  the  books  now  in  use  and 
those  offered  and  see  to  it  that  they  truly 
chronicle  the  history  of  our  country  and 


are  the  proper  tools  with  which  to  mould 
broad-minded  and  patriotic  citizens.  Some 
would  reduce  our  State  appropriation  and 
thus  cripple  the  work.  No  true  friend  of 
our  schools  would  deal  such  a fatal  blow 
Let  us  demand  that  no  such  cheese-paring 
policy  be  adopted,  but  rather  their  useful- 
ness be  extended  until  every  boy  and  girl 
in  our  land  have  the  privilege  through  our 
free  public  schools  to  fit  himself  for  the 
duties  of  a true  citizen  of  the  State, 
whether  it  be  in  the  professional,  com- 
mercial or  industrial  walks  of  life.  But 
most  to  be  feared  and  watched  is  that  in- 
sidious foe  who,  by  hypocrisy  and  politi- 
cal intrigue,  seeks  to  divide  and  parcel  out 
this  splendid  system  and  narrow  it  down 
to  sectarian  institutions  to  be  the  tool  of 
designing  politicians  and  churchmen.  Un- 
der this  flag,  presented  by  you,  sirs,  there 
should  be  no  factions.  Here  all  may  meet 
and  pursue  the  road  to  knowledge,  regard- 
less of  sects.  Here  we  wish  to  know  no 
dogmas,  creeds  or  color.  Sirs,  that  flag 
sfands  for  freedom  in  its  broadest  sense; 
every  child  taught  here  shall — aye,  must- 
be  taught  that  there  is  but  one  God  and 
one  flag. 

“We  accept  this  beautiful  flag  to  float 
over  this  beautiful  building,  and  I return 
to  you  our  thanks,  as  well  as  the  thanks 
of  the  district,  also  those  of  the  teachers 
and  scholars  who  will  assemble  at  this 
building  from  day  to  day  to  teach  and  be 
taught.  We  thank  you  for  your  presence 
at  this  dedicatory  service  and  wish  you 
God  speed  in  your  unselfish  and  patriotic 
work.” 

The  exercises  were  concluded  by  the 
singing  of  “Columbia,  the  Gem  of  the 
Ocean,”  and  the  benediction  by  Rev.  Ben- 
iamin P.  Dougherty,  pastor  of  Otterbein, 
U.  B.  Church. 

After  the  exercises  in  the  building  Camp 
Curtin  Council,  amid  music  and  cheers, 
raised  the  flag  on  the  high  staff  outside. 


HISTORY  OF  THE  BUILDING, 

Scliool  Director  Parthemore  Reads  an  In- 
teresting Paper. 

The  history  of  the  building  was  the  sub- 
ject of  an  interesting  paper  by  E.  W.  S. 
Parthemore,  a member  of  the  Board  of 
Control  from  the  Sixth  ward.  It  was  as 
follows: 

“When  buildings  are  erected  for  the 
worship  of  God  at  their  completion  they 
are  dedicated,  and  as  a public  school  build- 
ing is  a recognized  necessity  next  to  the 
church  it  is  eminently  proper  before  the 
building  is  occupied  for  school  purposes 
to  have  similar  services  performed,  and 
hence  it  seems  proper  for  us  to  assemble 
here  to-day  to  perform  that  duty. 
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“Could  the  first  settlers  who  located  iu 
this  community  from  the  Palatinate  and 
the  north  of  Ireland  more  than  a century 
and  a half  ago  be  with  us  in  this  beauti- 
ful building  and  inspect  the  system  of 
ventilation  and  heating  and  the  conveni- 
ences which  are  here  presented  and  com- 
pare it  with  the  parochial  schools  they 
had  in  connection  with  the  Lutheran 
Church  of  St.  Peter’s  at  Middletown  and 
at  old  Paxtang  meeting  house  their  as- 
tonishment would  be  great.  They  had  the 
minister  for  the  school  teacher:  we  now 
look  upon  that  vocation  as  coming  from 
another  professional  life. 

“But  if  there  is  a community  in  this 
great  Commonwealth  of  ours  that  deserves 
to  be  in  the  front  rank  of  popular  educa- 
tion it  is  this,  for  it  has  always  been  in 
the  front  rank  of  popular  education  and 
the  erection  and  completion  of  this  build- 
ing prove  that  the  citizens  have  not  lost 
any  of  the  ambition  and  vigor  laid  down 
more  than  a century  ago  in  the  establish- 
ment of  free  schools. 

“In  the  year  1792,  December  14th,  a 
petition  numerously  signed  by  the  inhab- 
itants of  Harrisburg,  was  presented  to  the 
General  Assembly  praying  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  free  schools  in  said  town.  The 
petition  was  prepared  by  none  other  than 
John  Downey,  the  “educator  and  essay- 
ist” and  one  of  the  best  friends  of  free 
schools  this  State  ever  had  and  for  whom 
the  Downey  building  at  Calder  and 
Eleven-and-a-half  street  is  named.  The 
Legislature  to  whom  this  petition  was 
presented  were  not  liberal  enough  in  their 
ideas  to  countenance  the  measure. 

“Following  this  effort  a number  of  years 
passed  before  the  General  Assembly  took 
any  action,  but  iu  the  year  1809  an  act 
was  passed  “for  the  gratuitous  education 
of  the  poor.”  This  law  continued  in  force 
until  March  29th,  1824,  when  it  was  re- 
pealed, and  in  its  stead  was  an  act  adopt- 
ed which  provided  that  every  township 
should  elect  three  ‘school  men’  who  should 
superintend  the  education  of  poor  children 
and  ’cause  them  to  be  instructed  as  other 
children  are  treated’  and  the  expense  of 
tuition  to  be  paid  by  the  county.  Follow- 
ing this  act  came  the  Lancasterian  act  of 
April  11th,  1827,  and  was  named  after 
the  founder  of  and  in  his  honor.  .Joseph 
Lancaster,  a native  of  England.  The  fii-st 
school  under  this  system  was  held  in  the 
old  Court  House  and  directed  to  be  opened 
July  9th.  1827.  The  first  teacher  was 
William  C.  Jenks  at  a salary  of  85-50  per 
annum.  The  whole  number  of  scholars 
taught  in  the  school  at  this  period  was 
350.  The  limited  accommodation  in  the 
court  room  became  too  small,  which  in- 
duced the  County  Commissioners  to  avail 


themselves  of  the  first  section  of  the  act 
commonly  called  the  Lancasterian  act, 
authorizing  them  to  ‘build  or  procure  a 
suitable  building,’  and  they  accordingly 
purchased  lots  Nos.  262  and  263  on  Wal- 
nut street  in  the  general  plan  of  the  bor- 
ough from  Thomas  Elder,  Esq.,  and 
awarded  the  erection  of  the  school  house 
to  Samuel  Brj'an  for  $4,250,  and  which 
building  is  to-day  owned  by  the  school 
district  and  used  for  public  school  pur- 
poses and  known  as  the  ‘Dewitt  Building.’ 

“The  County  Commissioners  at  that 
time  were  Peter  Brua,  Fred  R.  Rathfon 
and  .Joseph  Moody,  the  first-named  com- 
missioner being  the  father-in-law  of  the 
man  for  whom  this  building  is  named.  In 
the  year  1849  the  property  was  sold  by 
the  county  to  the  school  directors  of  the 
North  ward  of  the  borough  of  Harris- 
burg. Around  this  building  as  a nucleus 
have  clustered  the  many  magnificent 
buildings  for  school  purposes  in  this  dis- 
trict. in  which  there  have  been  some  of 
the  ablest  educators  in  this  Common- 
wealth doing  duty  as  teachers;  while  from 
our  schools  have  passed  out  many  who 
have  occupied  the  highest  positions'in  the 
professional  and  business  world. 

“By  an  act  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
Pennsylvania  passed  March  19th,  1S60. 
the  North  and  South  wards  were  divided 
into  six  wards  and  the  territory  now  com- 
prising this  ward  was  a part  of  the  Sixth 
ward  at  that  time,  and  at  a meeting  of  the 
North  ward  School  Directors  October 
11th,  1860,  said  Board  authorized  the  pur- 
chase of  eight  lots  in  Marion  street  and 
sometime  afterward  the  present  Calder 
school  building  was  erected  and  is  the  old- 
est school  budding  in  that  ward  and  in  use 
to-day  in  the  education  of  colored  children. 

“Under  a general  act  of  1874  a commis- 
sion was  created,  new  territory  added  to 
the  city  and  nine  wards  erecded  out  of  the 
six  and  the  present  Sixth  ward  created. 
The  following  year  the  Board  of  Conti'ol 
of  the  district  of  Harrisburg  was  organiz- 
ed and  at  a meeting  held  March  2d,  1875, 
a contract  was  awarded  to  erect  the  pres- 
ent Reily “uilcling  of  twelve  rooms  at  a 
cost  of  $15,485.  The  growth  of  the  popu- 
lation of  the  ward  was  not  large  until 
1883,  when  it  gi-ew  more  rapidly,  and  in 
the  opinion  of  the  directors  of  the  ward 
more  school  room  being  needed  that  at  a 
meeting  held  December  18th.  1886,  the  fol- 
lowing ^resolution  was  offered;  ‘Whereas, 
There  is  now  a want  of  school  .accommo- 
dations in  the  Sixth  ward  and  will  be  more 
so  in  the  near  future  on  account  of  the 
rapid  increase  of  population  in  said  ward. 
Resolved.  That  the  Board  of  Control  take 
“me  action  toward  building  a new  school 
bouse/  To  say  that  this  resolution  was 
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opposed  would  be  putting  it  mildly,  but 
after  much  debate  and  the  assertion  of 
one  of  the  prominent  members  upon  the 
floor  of  the  session  of  tlie  Board  that  if 
the  building  is  erected  that  it  would  not 
be  occupied  by  children  for  ten  years  but 
given  up  to  the  occupancy  of  grasshoppers. 
The  resolution  was,  however,  passed  and 
the  importance  of  adopting  the  same  is 
further  told  as  we  proceed  and  we  doubt 
if  ever  a grasshopper  was  needed  to  oc- 
cupy a single  seat.  Thle  contract  for  erect- 
ing this  building  was  let  April  10th,  1887, 
at  a cost  of  $17,592,  and  named  after  a 
very  prominent  citizen  a century  ago,  the 
first  United  States  Senator  from  Pennsyl- 
vania, Hon.  William  Maclay.  You  now 
notice  that  it  is  not  ten  years  since  the  Ma- 
clay  building  was  erected  and  yet  within 
a few  years  every  room  was  occupied  to 
overflowing,  while  on  September  Kith, 
1893.  the  Board  purchased  the  adjoining 
lots  to  this  very  building,  located  northeast 
corner  Fourth  and  Peffer  streets,  and  con- 
ti'aeted  with  James  C.  Lusk  for  ,$18,121.41 
to  erect  a six-room  building,  called  the  Ma- 
clay annex.  The  taxpayers  now  begin  to 
believe  that  the  Sixth  ward  was  supjdied 
sutSciently  with  school  rooms  to  last  for 
a long  time  to  come,  remembering  that  it 
would  be  occupietl  the  first  ten  years  by 
grasshoppers  and  then  the  necessity  might 
exist  to  occupy  it  by  school  children,  but 
how  fallacious,  the  original  building  of 
■eight  rooms  and  the  annex  of  six  rooms  are 
filled  to  overflowing  before  the  siiecified 
time  is  expired  and  grasshoppers  robbed 
of  their  rendezvous  long  ago,  but  what 
other  fact  have  we  to  meet  here  to-day, 
another  new  building  of  twelve  rooms, 
five  of  which  will  be  occupied  to-morrow 
and  the  children  whO'  will  be  scholars  here 
enter  the  most  magnificent  structure  of 
the  many  beautiful  and  commcKlious  build- 
ings of  the  school  district  of  the  city  of 
Harrisburg. 

“But,  ladies  and  gentlemen,  is  this  a 
myth  that  I am  giving  you,  or  if  it  be  truth 
why  is  it  so?  Some  years  ago  in  conversa- 
tion with  a prominent  citizen  of  this  city 
in  answer  to  my  question  ‘why  real  estate 
or  lots  in  this  section  of  the  city  was  so 
high’  his  reply  was  ‘the  Lord  made  this 
end  of  the  city  for  homes.’  At  that  time  I 
could  not  see  the  force  of  it,  I see  it  now. 
The  growth  of  the  homes  has  been  phe- 
nomenal and  that  is  the  reason  this  build- 
ing is  here  to-day  to  be  dedicated,  and  I 
make  this  remark  in  defense  of  the  direc- 
tors against  the  croaking  citizen  who  ex- 
claims to  the  four  winds  that  we  are  erect- 
ing too  many  school  houses. 

“This  building  was  started  by  a resolu- 
tion passed  May  31st.  1893,  when  it  was 
the  sense  of  the  Board  that  ground  should 


be  procured  in  the  Sixth  ward  for  additional 
school  facilities,  and  the  same  year  they 
j)uichased  a portion  of  this  ground,  140 
feet  on  Green  street  and  162  feet  on 
Muench  street,  for  $6,800  and  two  years 
later  the  additional  ground  of  70  feet  on 
Green  street  and  162  feet  on  Dauphin 
avenue  for  $3,425.  PebruaiT  14th  the 
plans  for  this  beautiful  building  were 
adopted,  having  been  prepared  by  Poose 
A Lloyd,  architects,  of  this  city,  and  both 
graduates  of  Harrisurg  High  School,  and 
May  1st,  1896,  the  contract  was  awarded 
for  the  erection  of  the  building  to  Josiah 
K.  Ness,  conrtactor,  of  this  city,  at  his 
bid  of  $36,043,  and  the  excellent  ventilat- 
ing and  heating  system  in  this  building  to 
the  Harrisburg  Steam  Heat  and  Power 
Company  at  their  bid  of  $3,761.30,  making 
a total  cost,  exclusive  of  furniture,  of  $52,' 
319.41. 

“When  the  child  is  born  it  seeks  a name, 
but  here  is  a rare  instanc-e,  a child  unborn 
yet  named  March  0th,  1896,  which  was 
one  mon/th  and  twenty-six  days  before  the 
contract  was  let  by  resolution  of  the 
Board  the  name  for  the  building  was 
agreed  to  be  ‘Simon  Cameron.’  I need  not 
stoii  to  tell  you  who  he  was.  Was  he 
known  between  the  Atlantic  and  the  Pa- 
cific and  from  the  extreme  North  to  the 
extreme  South?  Yes.  Yes:  and  beyond 
the  waters,  for  he  stood  as  a statesman 
when  this  great  and  mighty  country  was 
upon  the  verge  of  revolution  with  intern.-il 
war,  his  voice  was  heard  in  the  highest 
le.gislative  halls  of  this  great  nation,  and 
when  it  became  a pivotal  question  whether 
this  country  should  exist  one-half  free  and 
one-half  slave,  his  counsel  was  heard  in 
the  Cabinet  of  the  President  of  the  United 
States,  a Cabinet  whose  membership  was 
composed  of  the  greatest  men  of  the  coun- 
try of  which  there  has  been  no  equal  be- 
fore or  since.  A man  born  in  penur.v  and 
want  who  could  he  have  sought  his  educ.o- 
tio  in  a building  and  with  environments 
such  as  this  affords  would  have  grasped  it 
as  his  golden  opportunity.  Directors  of  the 
school  district  of  Harrisburg,  you  have 
done  well  in  naming  it  after  him.  And 
though  years  will  come  and  go,  and  even- 
tually the  building  crumble,  his  name  will 
shine  in  that  galaxy  of  stars  of  American 
statesmen  long  afterward.  His  body  lies 
within  the  enclosure  of  our  corporation 
limits  in  the  cemetery  on  yonder  hill, 
where  you  and  I bury  our  dead  and  are 
brought  to  one  common  level,  death. 

“And  in  conclusion,  may  the  uses  and 
purpyoses  for  which  this  structure  has  been 
raised  and  dedicated  be  subservient  to  those 
ends,  and  like  the  motto  on  the  corner- 
stone of  the  building  about  being  complet- 
ed in  the  Eighth  ward,  ‘Let  it  endure  for- 
ever.’ ’’

Some  Iveuiiecly  'F’amily  I>ata. 

I.  The  ancestor  of  the  Kennedys  from 
whom  I am  descended  was  born,  married 
and  died  in  Scotland  (probably  in  Ayr- 
shire). His  widow  sailed  from  Glasgow 
with  her  four  sons,  leaving  one  (probaiily 
the  eldest)  in  Scotland.  The  family  know 
nothing  of  him.  The  wife  of  this  first 
Kennedy  was  .51  years  old  when  her 
youngest  son  Gilbert  was  bom  in  Scot- 
land, and  he  was  about  three  years  of  age 
when  they  came  to  America.  There  is  a 
record  in  the  famOy  left  by  Gilbert,  grand- 


son of  Gilbert  the  first,  that  she  died  soon 
after  landing  in  South  Carolina,  where 
her  sons  buried  her,  and  it  has  been 
thought  that  perhaps  her  maiden  name 
was  Halrymple,  as  that  is  a family  name, 
and  the  present  generation  know  not 
whence  it  comes.  Their  children  were  as 
follows:

Run,  Warren  county,  Ohio,  where  he  liad 
a fami  when  he  first  came  west  with  his 
son  .Toseph.  He  is  an  “inmate”  on  tax 
list  of  West  Hanover  townshin.  now  Dau- 
phin county.  Pa.,  for  1772.  His  children 
were: 

3.  i.  .Joseph,  b.  in  South  Carolina,  in 
1775;  ra.  Nancy  Kerr.  dan.  of  .Tohn  Kerr, 
b.  in  Pennsylvania.  .Tune  22.1S12.  He  died 
Dec.  21.  l.'toO.  at  Dayton,  Ohio;  she  died 
Feb.  19.  1860.  He  was  four  years  old 
when  they  went  to  Pennsylvania  from 
South  Carolina,  where  they  were  burnt 
out  b.v  the  Hessians  and  had  to  flee.  He 
came  to  Dayton,  Ohio,  in  1805,  from  Ship- 
pensburg.  Pa.  He  had  a half  brother. 
.Tames  Ivennedy,  whose  daughter  Marga- 
ret m.  a Carrol,  and  resided  near  Dayton, 
Ohio.

So  far  as  known,  Robert  Martin  was  the 
first  permanent  settler  on  the  point  of  land 
formed  by  the  junction  of  the  two  branch- 
es of  the  Susquehanna  at  Northumber- 
land^ History  informs  us  th.at  as  early 
as  1701  James  Le  Tort,  a Ifrench  Indian 
trader,  had  a cabin  there,  but  how  long  he 
remained  we  have  no  knowledge.  In  1728 
other  Indian  traders  are  said  to  have 
been  there.  But  their  names  'are  not 
mentioned  in  the  Colonial  Records.  No 
permanent  settlers,  however,  seem  to  have 
located  there  before  Martin  in  1708.  This 
was  before  the  purchase  of  the  lands  from 
the  Indians.  As  he  was  immediately 
under  the  guns  of  Fort  Augusta,  which 
etootl  on  the  Suiibuiy  side  of  the  river,  he 
doubtless  relied  on  that  great  defensive 
work  for  i>rotection  in  case  of  danger. 

Having  completed  his  log  house,  which 
seems  to  have  been  a pretentious  building 
for  the  time  and  place,  ho  turned  it  into 
a tavern  or  imi  the  following  year.  The 
Land  Oflice  having  opened  for  the  sale  of 
lauds  in  the  “New  Purchase”  in  1769,  as 
the  West  Branch  region  was  then  called, 
there  was  a great  rush  of  land  buyers,  and 
they  found  a place  of  rest  at  Martin’s 
tavern.  Everything  was  rude,  it  is  true; 
there  were  few  settlers  on  the  river  above 
that  point,  but  a public  house  was  a great- 
er boon  than  was  exirected  by  the  weary 
and  footsore  pioneers  who  came  to  seek 
new  homes.  After  the  sale  the  Indians 
slowly  and  sullenly  departed  beyond  Ly- 
coming creek,  which  was  then  claimed  as 
the  western  boundary  of  the  “New  Pur- 
chase.” Considering  the  conditions,  it  is 
safe  to  conclude  that  JIartin  did  a good 
business  at  his  rude  hostelry,  as  the  early 
records  inform  us  it  was  “thronged”  day 
and  night  by  the  prospectors  who  came  in 
search  of  homes  in  a country  that  was 
wholly  new. 

But  before  proceeding  with  the  history 
of  Robert  Martin,  let  us  enquire  sornething 
about  his  ancestrj'.  Who  was  this  bold 
pioneer  and  whence  did  he  come?  Ac- 
cording to  a tradition  iireserved  by  his  d^ 
scendants  his  ancestors  came  to  this 
country  on  the  Mayflowei’.  Among  the 
pilgrims  who  landed  on  Plymouth  Rock 
in  1920  was  Christopher  Martin,  his  wife, 
and  two  servants.  The  records  show  fur- 
thermore that  Martin  and  his  wife  died 
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soon  after  landing.  The  traditional  claim, 
however,  is  that  a daughter  born  to  them 
soon  after  landing  was  the  first  pilgrim 
child  to  see  the  light  in  Xew  England.  No 
mention  is  made  of  any  male  children,  but 
there  must  have  been  some,  else  the  name 
could  not  have  been  perixduated.  Ohris- 
topher  Martin  and  family,  it  appears, 
came  from  Billericay,  Essex  county,  Eng- 
land. Afterwards  a Billencay  was  found- 
ed in  what  is  now  Middlesex  county,  Mas- 
sachusetts, which  makes  it  appear  plaus- 
ible that  this  might  have  been  brought 
about  by  the  law  of  association,  or  a cher- 
ished memory  of  home,  evidences  of 
which  we  have  all  around  ns. 

Sharp,  in  his  “New  England  Families.” 
informs  us  that  a .Tohn  Martin  was  born 
at  what  is  now  New  Haven,  and  baptized 
Ma.v  28,  1048.  In  1073,  sa.vs  the  same 
author,  a John  Martin  was  living  in  New 
Jersey.  Probably  he  was  the  Martin 
born  in  New  Haven.  We  have  no  positive 
proof  of  this — only  the  chain  of  circum- 
stantial evidence  as  afforded  by  the  trace 
of  names.  We  therefore  conclude  that  he 
was  the  remote  ancestor  of  our  subject. 
What  the  names  of  his  children  were  we 
know  not.  IVe  only  know  that  a Robert 
Martin  came  from  Connecticut  about  1740 
and  settled  in  Monmouth  county.  New 
Jersey,  near  where  the  battle  of  the  Revo- 
lution was  afterwards  fought.  The  family 
tradition  is  that  hie  was  quite  young — not 
twenty-one  at  the  time  of  settlement  here. 
This  would  make  him  born  in  1720,  or  one 
hundred  years  after  Christopher  Martin 
landed  with  the  Pilgrims. 

Local  historians  of  New  Jersey  inform 
us  there  were  a large  number  of  settlers 
by  the  name  of  Martin  in  that  State  and 
that  they  all  came  from  New  England. 
As  early  at  1687  a Richard  Martin  (New 
.Jersey  Archives,  vol.  1.  p.  480)  was  chosen 
“master”  to  settle  a dispute  between  par- 
ties regarding  lands.  In  1747  Pavid  Mar- 
tin was  sheriff  of  Hunteron  county.  That 
the  Martins  were  a patriotic  people  is  evi- 
denced by  the  fact  (see  New  .Jersey  in  the 
Revolution,  p.  240,)  that  the  following  are 
reported  to  have  served  in  the  army,  in 
various  capacities,  during  the  Revolution; 
Alexander,  Daniel,  David,  two:  (Jeorge, 
James,  three:  John,  Oliver,  Robert.  Thom- 
as, two:  William,  three.  This  makes  a 
total  of  sixteen,  a majority  of  whom  were 
officers. 

The  family  tradition  is  th.at  soon  after 
settling  in  New  Jersey  Robert  Martin 
married  Mary,  daughter  of  Joseph  Bloom- 
field. This  is  probably  incorrect,  as  he 
was  Governor  in  1801-2.  and  again  from 
1803  to  1812.  His  father,  however,  was 


also  named  Joseph;  and  he  migrated  from 
Massachusetts  in  1606.  It  was  probably 
his  daughter,  was  a sister  of  the  Gover- 
nor. that  he  married. 

That  Robert  Martin  and  wife  lived  for 
some  time  in  New  Jersey  is  probable. 
Among  the  improvements  he  is  reported 
to  have  made  in  New  Jersey  was  the  erec- 
tion of  a grist  mill. 

When  the  Connecticut  Colony  settled  at 
Wyoming  he  was  attracted  thither.  The 
fact  of  Ills  emigration  to  New  Jersey 
indicate.s  that  an  affinity  existed  between 
him  and  some  of  the  Connecticut  settlers 
at  W.voming;  or  perhaps  he  had  relatives 
among  them. 

We  are  not  informed  of  the  time  Robert 
Martin  and  family  came  to  Wyoming,  but 
it  must  have  been  before  the  first  Indian 
disturbance  in  1763.  As  the  settlers  were 
driven  away,  probably  it  was  about  that 
time  he  fled  down  the  river  to  Fort  Augus- 
ta (built  in  1756)  for  safety.  Here  ho 
must  have  remained  for  some  ti’^i'ic,  .w  un- 
til it  was  safe  to  cross  the  river  and  locate 
on  what  is  known  as  Northumberland 
Point.  He  was  doub'lfss  aware  that  ne- 
gotiations were  pending  with  the  Indians 
Ilf  I'urchase  of  t!ie  laiul.  and  being 
active  and  enterprising,  and  foreseeing  the 
advantage  to  be  gained  by  early  pos.ses- 
sion,  he  hastened  to  build  his  house  and 
be  ready  for  the  rush  of  buyers  when  the 
land  was  put  on  the  market. 

Of  the  family  of  John  Martin,  father  of 
Robert,  we  only  know  that  he  had  another 
son  named  Peter.  He  married  Sarah 
Campbell,  and  they  had  two  children. 
Robert  Campbell  and  Sarah.  The  former 
died  near  Princeton  in  1812.  Peter  Mar- 
tin was  a second  lieutenant  in  ihe  Elev- 
enth Pennsylvania  regiment.  Col.  Richard 
Humpton.  and  was  killed  at_  the  battle 
Brandywine,  September  11,  1777.  A de- 
scendant. Thomas  P.  Martin,  now  lives 
at  Fort  Worth,  Texas. 

Robert  Martin,  the  subject  of  this  notice, 
early  and  prominently  identified  himself 
with  the  Revolutionary  movement,  and 
took  a leading  part  in  furthering  the  cause 
of  liberty.  When  the  order  came  for  Colo- 
nel Cook  to  collect  his  regiment  at  Port 
Augusta  preparatory  to  mar-ching  to  join 
the  Continental  army  at  Cambridge,  there 
was  great  activity  about  iSIartin’s  tavern 
at  Northumberland.  He  was  commission- 
e-d  paymaster  for  the  Northtunberland 
county  militia  in  1776.  He  was  chosen 
a delegate  to  the  Provincial  Conference 
which  met  in  CaiTcnter’s  Hall,  Philadel- 
phia, June  18,  1776,  for  the  pui-pose  of 
taking  steps  to  frame  a State  Constitution, 
and  was  one  of  the  eight  delegates  from 
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Northumberland  county  to  the  Constitu- 
tional Convention  which  met  on  the  15th 
of  July  following,  and  was  one  of  the 
signers  of  the  document  constituting  the 
Commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania.  On  the 
9th  of  June,  1777,  he  was  commissioned  a 
justice  of  the  peace  for  Northumberland 
county  for  the  term  of  seven  years,  and 
he  was  a member  of  Assembly  for  1777 
and  1778. 

As  a .Justice  of  the  Peace  in  those  ex- 
citing days  considerable  business  devolved 
uiK)n  him,  for  Colonel  Hunter,  in  his 
statement,  acknowledges  the  receipt  from 
him  of  £220  15s,  “fines  collected  April  30, 
1778.”  This  was  no  doubt  for  non-per- 
formance of  militia  service.  He  also  ap- 
pears to  have  conducted  a ferry  across  the 
river,  for  Colonel  Hunter,  on  the  25th  of 
January,  1779,  paid  him  £11,  8s,  9il  “for 
ferriage  of  the  militia.”  That  he  was  one 
of  the  most  active  men  during  those 
stirring  times  there  is  abundance  of  evi- 
dence. Heitman,  in  his  Register  of  Offi- 
cers of  the  Continental  Army  (p.  280) 
credits  him  with  holding  the  following 
commissions;  “Ensign  10th  Pennsylvania, 
19th  July.  1779:  Lieutenant,  1st  xipril, 
1780;  transferred  to  1st  Pennsylvania, 
17th  .January,  1781;  retired  1st  January, 
1783.”  There  is  just  room  for  doubt  that 
this  officer  was  our  hero,  but  as  no  other 
Robert  Martin  from  Pennsylvania  ap- 
pears in  the  service,  we  are  bound  to  give 
him  the  “benefit  of  the  doubt.” 

The  next  public  reference  we  have  to 
Robert  Martin  is  in  volume  xvii  of  the 
Pennsylvania  Archives.  Second  Series,  in 
which,  under  date  of  Philadelphia,  April 
5,  1784,  he  wu’ites  with  .John  Ji’ranklin,  in 
a letter  to  the  Supi'eme  Executive  Council, 
setting  forth  the  destructive  effects  of  a 
great  flood  in  the  North  Branch  of  the 
Susquehanna,  March  15tb  of  that  year, 
and  appealing  for  aid.  According  to 
their  memorial  one  hundred  and  fifty 
houses  were  swept  away  at  Wyoming  and 
one  thousand  persons  were  left  destitute; 
their  grain  in  the  ground  was  destroyed, 
and  provisions  were  carried  away,  render- 
ing their  condition  truly  deplorable. 

The  assessment  book  for  Point  town- 
.ship  (which  included  Northumberland 
Town)  shows  that  Robert  Martin  was  as- 
sessed in  1787  as  follows:

His  State  tax  was  6s,  4d. 

Having  become  the  owner  of  consider- 
able land  near  Newberry  and  Jersey  Shore, 
he  located  at  the  former  place  in  1788, 
where,  in  1789,  he  built  a grist  mill.  This 
was  the  second  improvement  of  this  kind 
he  had  made  during  his  lifetime.  The 
mill,  now  owned  by  Abraham  Good,  stands 
near  the  site  of  the  Martin  mill.  lie  also 
followed  surveying, and  located  many  war- 
rants for  Robert  Morris,  the  “financier 
of  the  Revolution,”  who  acquired  large 
bodies  of  land  in  what  is.  now  Muncy 
Creek  township,  Lycoming  county. 

Robert  Martin  was  aiipointed  a Justice 
of  the  Peace  in  Lycoming  township  under 
the  Constitution  of  1790,  August  3,  1791. 
Wlu-n  money  was  being  raised  for  the 
erection  of  the  first  Presbyterian  Church 
at  Newberry, about  1790,  he  subscribed  £1 
10s  to  the  fund.  He  appears  to  have  been 
actively  engaged  down  to  the  closing 
years  of  his  life,  for  his  name  appears  as 
one  of  the  township  auditors  in  1797.  The 
exact  date  of  his  death  is  unknown,  but  it 
occnixed  at  Newberry,  probably  in  No- 
vember, 1800,  for  the  records  show  that 
letters  of  administration  on  his  estate  were 
granted  December  2,  1800.  His  age  is 
not  positively  known,  but  it  was  not  less 
than  eighty  years.  If  born  in  1720,  as 
surmised,  eighty  wonld  be  the  number  of 
years  he  reached.  That  he  was  quite  old 
and  feeble  is  shown  by  the  fact  that  on  the 
22d  of  March:,  1800,  he  gave  a power  of 
attorney  to  John  Winter  to  settle  an  in- 
terest he  had  in  some  land  lying  east  of 
Lycoming  creek,  which  belonged  to  the 
estate  of  Hawkins  Boone.  It  is  not 
known  when  or  where  his  wife,  Mary 
Bloomfield,  died,  but  the  presumption  is 
that  her  death  occurred  at  Newberry. 
Robert  was  buried  in  the  old  graveyard  on 
West  Fourth!  street,  Williamsport,  but  all 
trace  of  his  grave  has  since  been  obliterat- 
ed. Letters  of  administration  were  taken 
out  December  2,  1800  by  Thoma>s,  Rich- 
ard. Peter  and  William  A.  Martin,  sons, 
and  Dr.  .James  Davidson  and  Tliomas 
Foster  became  sureties  on  the  bond  in  the 
sum  of  £700.  The  estate  was  not  settled 
before  1803.  Robert  Martin  and  wife 
had  issue; 

i.  Thomas,  b.  1757;  d.  December,  1828. 
He  m.  Mary  Montgomery  and_  they 
settled  on  a farm  lying  in  what  is  now 
the  central  part  of  the  borough  of  Jer- 
sey Shore,  Lycoming  county.  Pa. 
This  land  was  taken  up  by  his  father 
in  1785,  and  was  one  of  the  six  orig- 
inal surveys  made  at  that  time. 

Thomas  Martin  was  an  excellent 
citizen  and  greatly  respected.  In  busi- 
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ness  he  entertained  what  were  re- 
garded as  pecxiJiar  notions.  It  was 
hiis  custom  to  fix  a certain  price  for 
the  products  of  his  farm  from  which 
he  would  not  dexiate  under  any  cir- 
cumstances. For  instance,  his  stand- 
ard price  for  potatoes  was  the  fourth 
of  a crown,  about  thirty  cents,  and 
when  the  market  price  was  less  he 
would  not  fall,  and  when  it  was  more 
he  would  not  rise.  No  argument  or 
persuasion  could  induce  him  to 
change.  Another  practice  of  his 
seemed  strange  to  his  neighbors.  Re- 
peatedly during  the  winter  he  would 
go  down  to  the  river,  cut  a hole  in  the 
ice.  and  take  a plunge  bath.  He  had 
in  his  family  an  ex-slave  named  Jack, 
who  was  blind.  He  became  free  when 
slavery  was  abolished,  but  was  not 
turned  out  in  his  helpless  condition, 
but  tenderly  cared  for  until  he  died. 
Thomas  Martin  and  wife  had  three 
children,  viz:

After  tuis  term  of  office 
expired  he  was  appointed  Deputy 
United  States  Marshal  and  served 
for  many  years.  In  the  latter  years 
of  his  life  he  became  a noted  hotel 
keeper  in  Williamsport.  Homer  L., 
his  only  son.  served  as  chief  of  p<3- 
lice  of  Williamsport  a few  years 
ago. 

3.  Julia  A.,  b.  Aug.  6.  1807;  d.  June 
2.  1883.  She  married  Stephen  R.

. Deborah,  b.  1759;  d.  Feb.  27.  1845; 
m.  Thomas  Grant,  of  Sunbury.  He 
was  b.  Nov.  20,1758;  d.  June  16.  1815; 
served  one  term  (1785-88)  as  Sheriff 
of  Northumberland  Coun.ty;  was  a 
lieutenant  and  afterwards  captain  in 
the  local  militia.  Sherman  Day  in 
his  “Historical  Collections  of  Penn- 
sylvania” thus  speaks  of  her: 


“On  the  Sunbury  side  of  the  river, 
near  the  end  of  the  bridge  between 
the  towns,  stands  a fine  mansion,  oc- 
cupied by  the  venerable  Mrs.  Grant, 
her  children  and  grandchildren.  This 
lady,  whose  memory  extends  back 
about  eighty  years,  but  whom  one 
would  scarcely  suspect  of  being  past 
fifty,  is  the  widow  of  Captain  Grant 
* * * She  relates  that  her  father, 
Robert  Martin,  who  was  originally 
from  New  Jersey,  had  been  settled  in 
the  Wyoming  Valley  under  the  Penn- 
sylvania title;  but  being  unable  to  live 
in  peace,  he  abandoned  his  farm  and 
removed  to  Northumberland,  where 
he  opened  a tavern  not  long  previous 
TO  the  new  purchase  of  4768.  His 
house  at  that  time  was  the  only  one 
to  be  seen  about  the  point,  or  even 
about  Sunbury,  except  within  Fort 
Augusta.  For  three  miles  up  the 
West  Branch  there  was  no  house,  and 
none  for  a great  distance  up  the  North 
Branch.  When  the  purchase  was 
m'ade  his  house  was  thronged  with 
speculators,  pioneers  and  surveyors, 
who  came  to  enter  upon  the  new 
lands.  After  the  disastrous  battle  of 
Wyoming.  Mrs.  Grant  says  it  made 
one  sad  to  see  the  poor  fugitives, 
with  their  cattle,  floating  down  in 
great  numbers  in  flat  boats,  canoes 
and  rafts.  Mr.  Martin  had  a brother 
in  Freeland’s  fort  when  it  capitulat- 
ed. During  the  Revolution  (Japtain 
Lowden  marched  from  here  with  a 
company  of  recruits  to  Boston.  * * 

* Northumberland  made  but  slow 
progress  during  the  Revolution,  when 
all  the  inhabitants  were  frequently 
compelled  to  seek  refuge  at  Fort  Au- 
gusta. It  was  reoccupied  in  1785,  and 
about  ten  years  after  it  had  about  100 
houses. 

“Mrs.  Grant  relates  an  interesting 
incident  which  occurred  at  the  island 
opposite  her  residence.  During  the 
old  Fi-ench  war  of  1755-58,  a Dr.  Smi- 
ley and  his  wife  were  taken  captives 
and  carried  away  by  tlie  Indians.  He 
escaped,  leaving  her  still  in  captivity, 
and  fled  to  Fort  Augusta.  One  night 
they  heard  ,a  feeble  voice  crying  for 
help  on  the  point  of  Lyon’s  island. 
Fearing  it  was  but  an- Indian’s  device 
to  decoy  them,  they  hesitated  about 
going.  Smiley  was  the  first  Who  vol- 
unteered to  go,  and,  taking  several 
others  with  him,  he  went  over  to  the 
island,  and  there  his  courage  was  ap- 
propriately rewarded  by  the  affection- 
ate embrace  of  his  own  wife,  who  had 
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escaped  from  captivity,  and  came  tlms 
far  aJone.” 

The  “mansion”  of  Mrs.  Grant, 
which  was  a fine  one  for  its  time, 
stood  until  a few  years  ago,  when  it 
was  torn  down  by  order  of  the  Hon. 

S.  P.  Wolverton.  owner  of  the  farm. 
It  had  come  to  be  regarded  as  a his- 
torical landmark  and  there  were  many 
who  wei'e  sorry  to  see  it  demolished.

Both  were  buried  in  a graveyard  on 
their  own  farm,  for  which  they  had 
donated  the  ground,  but  all  traces  of 
their  graves  have  long  since  been  lost.
